A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
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Relating to municipalities having a population of not less than 
40,000 nor more than 50,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; providing optional forms of government 
which may be adopted by such municipalities; and providing the meth- 
od by which any such municipality may adopt such an optional form of 
municipal government. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Chapter 1 


Section 1. This act shall apply only to municipalities having a 
population of not less than 40,000 nor more than 50,000, according to 
the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. Any such city 
may retain the form of government under which it is presently oper- 
ating or may adopt, upon proceeding in the manner provided in this 
act, one of the optional plans or forms of government provided here- 
in. 

Section 2. The legally qualified voters of any municipality to 
which this act is applicable may adopt any of the optional plans of this 
act upon petition and referendum, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. Upon petition signed by ten per cent or more of the 
qualified voters of a municipality within the scope of this act, such 
netition to be addressed to the judge of probate of the county in which 
the municipality is situated, an electeion shall be held on the quesiivn 
of the adoption of such optional plan under this act as the petition may 
designate. 


Section 4. The judge of probate shall examine the petition, and if 
he determines that the petition is signed by at least ten per cent of 
the qualified voters of the municipality, he shall certify such fact to 
the governing body of the municipality; and such governing body, im- 
mediately upon receipt of such certification, shall call such election to 
be held together with, and as part of, the next general or municipal 
election if one is to be held not less than seventy-five nor more than 
one hundred twenty days after the filing of the petition, and if a gen- 
eral or municipal election is not to be held within that time, a special 
election within such time. The question of adoption of an optional plan 
of government shall be submitted to the voters in the same manner as 
other public questions to be voted upon by the voters of a single mu- 
uiicipality. 


Section 5. No petition for submission of the question of adopting 
an optional plan of government pursuant to this act may be filed within 
three years after any other such petition has been duly filed, nor with- 
in five years after an optional plan of government hereunder shall 
have been adopted for the municipality. 


Section 6. Whenever the legally qualified voters of any municipal- 
ity to which this act applies, by a majority of those vuiiig oi the 
question, vote in favor of adopting a change in their form of govern- 
ment pursuant to this act, the officers herein provided for such form 
of government shall be elected and the plan of government shall be- 
come effective as hereinafter provided. 


Chapter 2 
Section 7. The form of government provided in this chapter of this 


act shall be known as the “tnayor-council plan” and shall apply to any 
municipality the voters of which-have-adopted it pursuant to this act. 
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Section 8. Each municipality hereunder shall be governed by an 
elected council, an elected mayor, and such other officers and em- 
ployees as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or ordinance. 


Section 9. The council shall consist of five members, who shall 
be elected at large by the voters of the municipality; and, except as 
otherwise herein provided for the first council, the members of the 
council shall be elected at a regular municipal election to be held every 
four years in the month of September. 


Section 10. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday of October 
next following their election, except as otherwise provided for those 
first elected. Five councilmen shall be elected at the first election fol- 
luwing the adoption by the municipality of this plan, as provided in 
chapter 4 of this act. All councilmen elected at such first election shall 
serve from twelve o’clock noon on the first day the plan takes effect 
until twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October of the year 
in which regular municipal elections are held, and their successors are 
elected and qualified. Vacancies shall be filled for the remainder of the 
unexpired term at the next general election to be held not less than 
sixty days after the occurrence of the vacancy. Council may fill the 
vacancy temporarily by appointment to serve until the qualification of 
a person so elected. Councilmen shall be entitled to a compensation of 
$2400.00 per annum each, payable in installments as the salaries of 
other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 11. All legislative powers and other powers granted to 
cities and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers 
conferred on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as may 
otherwise be provided by this act or by other general laws. 


Section 12. The council, in addition to such other powers and 


duties as may be conferred upon it by this act or otherwise by law, 
may: 


(a) Consider and approve or decline to approve nominations for 
appointments to be made by the mayor; 


(b) Require any municipal officer, in its discretion, to prepare and 
submit sworn statements regarding his official duties and the per- 
formance thereof, and otherwise to investigate the conduct of any 
department, office, or agency of the municipal government; 


(c) Remove any municipal officer, other than the mayor or a 
member of council, for cause, upon notice and opportunity to be heard. 


Section 13. The council shall appoint a municipal clerk, who shall 
serve as clerk of the council, keep its minutes and records of its pro- 
ceedings, maintain and compile its ordinances and resolutions, and 
perform such other functions as may be required by law for municipal 
clerks generally. The municipal clerk shall, prior to his appointment, 


have been qualified by training or experience to perform the duties 
of the office. 


Section 14. The executive power of the municipality shall be exer- 
cised by the mayor. The mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of the municipality at the regular municipal election to be held every 
four years in the month of September, and shall serve for a term of 
four years beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in 
October following his election. Vacancies in the office of mayor shall 
be filled in the same manner as vacancies in council. However, the 
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mayor elected at the first election following the adoption of this plan 
shall serve from twelve o’clock noon on the first day the plan takes 
effect until twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October of the 
year in which regular municipal elections are held and his successor is 
elected and qualified. The mayor shail be entitled to compensation at 
the rate of ten thousand dollars per annum, payable in installments as 
the salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 15. The mayor shall enforce the ordinances of the mu- 
nicipality and all laws applicable thereto. He shail annually address 
the council on the condition and requirements of the municipal gov- 
ernment and shall from time to time make such recommendations for 
action by the council as he may deem in the public interest. He shall 
supervise all of the departments of the municipal government and shall 
require each department to make an annual and such other reports of 
its work as he may deem desirable. 


Section 16. (a) The mayor shall nominate and appoint, with the 
advice and consent of the council, the judge of the municipal court, or 
recorder, and the department heads of the municipality other than the 
ewe clerk, and may remove at his pleasure the officers appointed 

y him. 


(b) Ordinances adopted by the council shall be submitted to the 
mayor, and he shall within ten days after receiving any ordinance, 
either annrove the ordinance hy affixing his signature thereto or re- 
turn it to the council, by delivering it to the municipal clerk, together 
with a statement setting forth his objections thereto or to any item 
or part thereof. No ordinance or any item or part thereof shall take 
effect without the mayor’s approval, unless the mayor faiis to reiurcn 
an ordinance to council within ten days after it has been presented 
to him, or unless council upon reconsideration thereof on or after the 
third day following its return by the mayor shall by a vote of four 
members resolve to override the mayor’s veto. 


(c) The mayor may attend meetings of council and may take 
part in the sessions of council but shall have no vote except in the 
case of tie on the question of temporarily filling a vacancy in the 
council, in which case he may cast the deciding vote. 


Section 17. The mayor shall designate the director of administra- 
tion or other municipal administrative official to act as mayor when- 
ever the mayor shall be prevented by absence from the municipality, 
disability, or other cause from attending the duties of his office. Dur- 
ing such time the person so designated by the mayor shall possess all 
the rights, powers, and duties of the mayor. Whenever the mayor shall 
have been unable to attend the duties of his office for a period of sixty 
consecutive days for any of the above stated reasons, an acting mayor 
shall be appointed by the council, and he shall succeed to all the rights, 
powers, and duties of the then acting mayor. 


Section 18. The municipality shall have a department of admini- 
stration and such other departments not exceeding nine in number as 
council may establish by ordinance. All of the functions, powers, and 
duties of the municipality shall be allocated and assigned among and 
within such departments. Each department shall be headed by a di- 
rector or other officer appointed by the mayor with the advice and 
consent of the council. The department heads shall serve at the 
pleasure of the mayor. 


Section 19. The department of administration shall be headed by 
a director who shall be known and designated as the director of ad- 
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ministration. The director of administration shall be appointed as 
other department heads are appointed, and shall be chosen solely on 
the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications with special 
reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, accepted 
practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter set forth. 
He shall have, exercise, and discharge the functions, powers, and duties 
of the department. The department, under the direction and super- 
vision of the mayor, shall: 


(a) Assist in the preparation of the budget; 


(b) Administer a centralized purchasing system; provided, all 
contracts of whatever nature for the purchase of materials, equipment, 
supplies, or other personal property involving fifty dollars or more, 
made by or on behalf of the municipality, shall be let by free and 
open bidding, on written sealed bids, to the lowest responsible bidder. 
Competitive bids shall be advertised for by publication three successive 
weeks before the date set for the letting, in a newspaper published in 
the city, and in any other manner and for such lengths of time as the 
council may determine. All bids shall be sealed when received, shall 
be opened in public at the hour stated in the notice, and all original 
bids together with all documents relating to the award of the contract 
shall be retained and made a part of a permanent record or file and 
shall be open to public inspection; 


(c) Be responsible for the development and administration of a 
sound personnel system; provided, all appointments and removals of 
officers and employees of the municipality shall be made in accordance 
with the provisions of the existing merit or civil service system law, if 
any, in effect in the municipality; 


(d) Perform such other duties as council may prescribe. 


Section 20. Council shall provide by ordinance for a municipal 
engineer who shall be qualified at least as a licensed professional en- 
gineer prior to his appointment, and shall serve either full or part 
time, or on a consulting basis. The municipal engineer shall super- 
vise all work by or for the municipality of a technical or engineering 
nature. He shall as directed by council compile and compute any cost 
of all work and services of an engineering or technical nature paid for 
by the municipality whether charged to force account or by contract, 
and shall report thereon to council annually and at such other times 
as council may require. 


Section 21. The municipal budget shall be prepared by the mayor 
with the assistance of the director of administration. During the month 
of August, the mayor shall require all department heads to submit re- 
quests for appropriations for the ensuing budget year, and to appear 
before the mayor or director of administration at public hearings, 
which shall be held in that month, on the various requests. 


Section 22. On or before the fifteenth day of September the mayor 
shall submit to council his recommended budget together with such 
explanatory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. The 
budget shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the council, and 
shall in addition have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the vari- 
ous items of expenditure and revenue. Council may increase or re- 
duce any item or items in the mayor’s budget by a vote of a majority 


of the Council. The budget shall become effective on the ensuing first 
day of October. 


_Section 23. The council shall where practicable provide for the 
maintenance of a system of quarterly allotments for the operation of 
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the budget. It shall be the duty of the officer or department administer- 
ing any function of the municipality to report to the director of ad- 
ministration such financial statistics as the mayor or director of ad- 
ministration may require in the formulation of the budget. 


Section 24. The council shall provide by ordinance for the exer- 
cise of a control function, in the management of the finances of the 
municipality, by some officer other than the director of administra- 
tion. The control function shall include provision for an encumbrance 
system of budget operation, for expenditures only upon written requisi- 
tion, for the pre-audit of all claims and demands against the munici- 
pality prior to payment, and for the control of all payments out of any 
public funds by individual warrants for each payment to the official 
having custody thereof. 


Chapter 3 


_ Section 25. The form of government provided in this chapter of 
this act shall be known as the “council-manager plan” and shall apply 
to any municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pur- 
suant to this act. : 


Section 26. Each municipality under this chapter shall be govern- 
ed by an elected council, an appointed municipal manager, and such 
other officers and employees as may be duly appointed pursuant to 
law or ordinance. 


Section 27. The municipal council shall consist of five members. 
Each councilman shail have been a citizen and resident of the munici- 
pality at least two years immediately preceding his election. 


Section 28. Except as otherwise herein provided for the first 
councilmen, members of the municipal council shall be elected at large 
by the voters of the municipality at a regular municipal election to be 
held every four years in the month of September. 


Section 29. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning on the first Monday in October next following their 
election, except as otherwise provided for those first elected. Five coun- 
cilmen shall be elected at the first election following the adoption by 
the municipality of this plan, as provided in chapter 4 of this act. All 
councilmen elected at such first election shall serve from twelve 
o’clock Noon on the first day the plan takes effect until twelve o’clock 
noon on the first Monday in October of the year in which regular mu- 
nicipal elections are held, and their successors are elected and quali- 
fied. Vacancies shall be filled by election for the remainder of the 
unexpired term at the next general election occurring not less than 
sixty days after the occurence of the vacancy. Council may fill the 
vacancy temporarily by appointment to serve until the qualification of 
2 person sa elected. Councilmen shall be entitled to a compensation of 
$2,400.00 per annum each, payable in installments as ihe salaries of 
other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 30. On the first Monday in October following their elec- 
tion, and, in the case of the first councilmen elected, on the day this 
plan takes effect, the members elected to the municipal council shall 
assemble at the usual place of meeting of the governing body of the 
municipality and organize and elect one of their number as mayor. 
The mayor shall be chosen by ballot by a majority vote of all members 
of the municipal council. If the members shall be unable, within five 
ballots to be taken within two days of said organization meeting to 
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elect a mayor, then the member who in the election for members of the 
municipal council received the greatest number of votes shall be the 
mayor. Should such person decline to accept the office, then the person 
receiving the next highest vote shall be mayor, and so on. The com- 
pensation of the mayor under this plan shall be the same as that of 
councilmen. 


Section 31. The mayor shall preside at all meetings of the munici- 
pal council and shall have a voice and vote in its proceedings. All 
bonds, notes, contracts, and written obligations of the municipality 
shall be executed on its behalf by the mayor, or in the event of his 
inability to act, by such councilman as the municipal council shall des- 
ignate to act as mayor during his absence or disability. 


Section 32. All legislative powers and other powers granted to 
cities and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers 
conferred on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as other- 
wise provided herein. 


Section 33. The municipal council shall appoint a municipal man- 
ager, a municipal clerk, and a municipal attorney. Any of such offices 
may be held by the same person. The council may provide for the 
appointment of other necessary officers and employees, and may cre- 
ate commissions and other bodies with advisory powers. All appoint- 
ments and removals of personnel, except the municipal manager, shall 
be made in accordance with the provisions of such merit or civil service 
system law as may be applicable to such municipality. 


Section 34. The municipal council shall continue or create, and 
determine and define the powers and duties of, such executive and ad- 
ministrative departments, boards, and officers in addition to those 
provided for herein, as it may deem necessary for the proper and ef- 
ticient conduct of the affairs of the municipality. Any department, 
board, or office so created may at any time be abolished by the mu- 
nicipal council. 


Section 35. It is the intention of this chapter of this act that the 
municipal council shall act in all matters as a body, and it is contrary 
to the intent of this chapter for any of its members to seek individual- 
ly to influence the acts of the municipal manager, or any other officer, 
cr to direct or request the appointment of any person to, or his re- 
moval from, office; or to interfere in any way with the performance 
by such officers of their duties. The council and its members shall deal 
with the administrative service solely through the manager and shall 
not give orders to any subordinate of the manager, either publicly or 
privately. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the municipal council 
from appointing committees or commissioners of its own members or 
of citizens to conduct investigations into the conduct of any officer 
or department, or any matter relating to the welfare of the munici- 
pality, and delegating to such committees or commissions such powers 
of inquiry as the municipal council may deem necessary. Any council- 
man Violating the provisions of this section shall be disqualified to 
serve thereafter, and may be removed from his office by an appropri- 
ate proceeding brought in a court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 36. The municipal council shall as soon as possible after 
its organization appoint by a vote of a majority of all its members, a 
municipal manager at such salary and under such conditions as the mu- 
nicipal council by a majority vote may decide. 


_ Section 37. The manager may designate a qualified administrative 
officer of the municipality to perform his duties during his temporary

absence or disability. In the event of his failure to make such desig- 
nation, the council may by resolution appoint an officer of the mu- 
nicipality to perform the duties of the manager during such absence or 
disability until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 


Section 38. The municipal manager shall be chosen by the council 
solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications, 
with special reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, 
accepted practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter 
set forth. At the time of his appointment, he need not be a resident of 
the municipality or state, but during his tenure of office he may re- 
side outside the municipality only with the approval of council. 


Section 39. The municipal manager shall hold office for an in- 
definite term and may be removed by a majority vote of the council. 
At least thirty days before such removal shall become effective, the 
council shall by a majority vote of its members adopt a preliminary 
resolution stating the reasons for his removal. The manager may reply 
in writing and may request a public hearing, which shall be held not 
earlier than twenty days nor later than thirty days after the filing of 
such request. After such public hearing, if one is requested, and after 
full consideration, the council by a majority vote of its members may 
adopt a final resolution of removal. By a preliminary resolution the 
council may suspend the manager from duty, and shall in any case 
cause to be paid him forthwith any unpaid balance of his salary and 
his salary for the nexi tiwee caieiidar months folowing adeption of the 
preliminary resolution. 

Section 40. The municipal manager shall: 

(a) Be the chief executive and administrative official of the 
municipality; 


; (b) Execute all laws and ordinances applicable within the munici- 
pality; 


(c) Appoint and remove all heads of administrative departments 
and all other officers, subordinates, and assistants, for whose selection 
or removal no other method is provided in this chapter, supervise and 
control his appointees, and report ail appointments or removals at the 
next meeting thereafter of the municipal council, provided that all 
such appointments and removals are made in accordance with any 
merit or civil service system law which may be applicable to the mu- 
nicipality; 


(d) Negotiate contracts of the municipality subject to the approv- 
al of the municipal council, make recommendations concerning the 
nature and location of municipal improvements, and execute munici- 
pal improvements as determined by the municipal council; provided, 
all contracts of whatever nature for the purchase of materials, equip- 
ment, supplies, or other personal property invuiving fifty Gollars or 
more, made by or on behalf of the municipality, shall be let by free 
and open competitive bidding, on written sealed bids, to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. Competitive bids shall be advertised for by publica- 
tion three successive weeks before the date set for the letting, in a 
newspaper published in the city, and in any other manner and for such 
lengths of time as the council may determine. All bids shall be sealed 
when received, shall be opened in public at the hour stated in the 
notice, and all original bids together with all documents relating to 
the award of the contract shall be retained and made a part of a 
permanent record or file and shall be open to public inspection; 
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(e) See that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the 
municipality or its inhabitants in any statute, public utility franchise, 
or other contract are faithfully kept and performed, and upon knowl- 
edge of any violation call the same to the attention of the municipal 
council; 


(f) Attend all meetings of the municipal council with the right 
to take part in the discussions, but without the right to vote; 


(g) Recommend to the municipal council for adoption such meas- 
ures as he may deem necessary or expedient, and make reports to the 
council as requested by it, and at least once a year make an annual 
report of his work for the benefit of the council and the public; 


(h) Investigate at any time the affairs of any officer or depart- 
ment of the municipality; 


(i) Perform such other duties as may be required of the mu- 
nicipal manager by ordinance or resolution of the municipal council. 


The municipal manager shall in all matters act under the direction 
and supervision of the municipal council. 


Section 41. A municipal budget shall be prepared by the munici- 
pal manager. During the month of August in each year the municipal 
manager shall require the department heads to submit requests for 
appropriations for the ensuing budget year and to appear before him at 
public hearings, which shall be held during that month, on the various 
requests. 


Section 42. On or before the fifteenth day of September the 
municipal manager shall submit to council his recommended budget 
together with such explanatory comment or statement as he may deem 
desirable. The budget shall be in such form as may be required by 
the council, and shall in addition have appended thereto a detailed 
analysis of the various items of expenditure and revenue. The coun- 
cil shall, where practicable, provide by ordinance for the operation of 
a system of quarterly allotments for the operation of the budget, and 
for the development and reporting of appropriate unit costs of budget- 


ed expenditures. The budget shall become effective on the first day 
of October. 


Section 43. In any act or ordinance a provision conferring the 
appointing power or other power upon the mayor or other executive 
officer of the municipality shall be construed as meaning the munici- 
pal manager in a municipality governed under this chapter of this 
act, and the appointments or the power exercised by the municipal 
manager in accordance with such provisions shall be classified and 


given the same force and effect as if executed by the official named 
therein. 


Section 44. A municipal engineer shall supervise all work by or 
for the municipality of a technical or engineering nature. He shall, as 
directed by council, compile and compute the unit cost of all work 
and services of an engineering or technical nature paid for by the mu- 
nicipality, whether charged to force account or by contract, and shall 


report thereon annually and at such other times as council may re- 
quire. 


Chapter 4 
Section 45. A schedule of the installation of an optional plan 


adopted pursuant to this act shall, as provided herein, take the follow- 
ing course: 
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(a) An election to submit the question of adoption of an optional 
plan may be held at any time in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 1 of this act; 


(b) In the event of a favorable vote of the electors at the election, 
the judge of probate of the county in which the municipality is situated 
shall order an election to be held on the eighth Tuesday following such 
election for the election of the first officers under the adopted plan; 


(c) An optional plan shall take effect in accordance with the 
further provisions of this act, at twelve o’clock noon on the date of 
expiration of the terms of office of incumbent councilmen or commis- 
sioners, or if the incumbents are holding staggered terms, on the ex- 
piration of the term which occurs first. 


(d) The expense of all elections held hereunder shall be paid by the 
municipality conducting such elections. 


Section 46. Upon the effective date of an optional form of gov- 
ernment adopted pursuant to this act, the provisions of this act per- 
taining thereto shall become applicable to such municipality, and the 
existing form of government for such municipality shall be abolished. 
All ordinances and resolutions of the municipality to the extent that 
they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act shall remain 
in full force and effect until modified or repealed as provided by law. 
Ali officers and empivyees vi auy inuiicipality adopting an optional 
plan pursuant to this act, except those whose terms of office are 
abolished by the adoption of such optional plan, shall continue in of- 
five until stherwise provided by the municinal cauncil. 

Section 47. All actions and proceedings of a legislative, executive, 
or judicial character which are pending upon the effective date of an 
optional plan adopted pursuant to this act may continue, and the ap- 
propriate officer or employee under such optional plan shall be sub- 
stituted for the officer or employee theretofore exercising or dis- 
charging the function, power, or duty involved in such action or pro- 
ceeding. 


Section 48. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
cf the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 49. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 50. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

REPORT FROM RULES

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 


The House has originated and adopted the following House Joint 
Resolution and sends same herewith to the Senate for its considera- 
tion: 


By Messrs. Goodwyn, Pierce and Adams (Tallapoosa): 

H. J, R. 68. RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF ALABAMA, THE SENATE CONCURRING, That the attached Bi- 
ennial Report of the Sixth Legislative Council be accepted by the Legis- 
lature as a compliance with Act No. 152, Regular Session 1945; that the 
Clerk be ordered to file the same with the legislative papers and docu- 
ments of this Session; and that 500 copies thereof be ordered printed 
as a legislative document for distribution to the public. 


BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SIXTH LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 


On May 7, 1957, the members of the House and Senate then serving 
on the Legislative Council were reelected to another term on that body. 
At that time, the membership of the Legislative Council included Messrs. 
Kendall of Conecuh, Adams of Tallapoosa, Goodwyn of Montgomery, 
Martin of Greene, Nice of Jefferson, and Stokes of Coffee, on the part 
of the House, and Messrs. Engelhardt of Macon, Jones of Monroe, Tate 
of Coosa, and Smith of Russell, on the part of the Senate. Subsequently, 
however, several changes were made in the Council’s membership. Mr. 
Kendall resigned as a council member on the part of the House, and was 
elected a member from the Senate; Mr. Jones resigned as a member on 
the part of the Senate, and was elected a member from the House, Repre- 
sentative Paul T (Tram) Sessions of Jefferson was selected to fill a 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Representative Nice; and Repre- 
centative Gregory Oakley of Wilcox was elected to the Council to fill a 
vacancy caused by the election of Mr. Adams as Speaker of the House. 
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Senator Ralph L. Jones served as chairman, and Representative Charles 
Adams served as vice-chairman, during a portion of the biennium; and 
on April 4, 1958, Mr. Adams was elected chairman and Mr. Kendall 
was elected vice-chairman. The President of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House are ex-officio members of the Legislative Council. 


During the period May, 1957, to May, 1959, the Legislative Council 
held regular and special meetings, as provided by law, and considered 
and acted upon various matters brought to its attention. After careful 
consideration of these various matters, the Legislative Council reports 
its recommendations to the Legislature as follows: 


1. The Council recommends enactment of (1) a bill authorizing 
county or municipal governing bodies to install voting machines ex mero 
motu, without the necessity for holding a referendum on the question; 
and (2) the enactment of a bill to permit such a county or municipal 
governing body to issue warrants or certificates of indebtedness to fi- 
nance the cost of installing the voting machines, also without a referen- 
dum. 


2. More than a mere easement may be obtained in eminent domain 
proceedings. For example, a fee simple title may sometimes be con- 
demned if needed and if the condemnor has the legal right to take it. 
However, Section 24 of Title 19, Code 1940, which is the statute under 
which orders of condemnation are framed, refers only to “the easement 
proposca to be acquired.” The Legislative Council recommends the 
enactment, therefore, of a bill to amend this code section so as jo reier 
to “the right, title, or interest proposed to be acquired” as well as “the 
easement.” The only effect of such a bill would be to clarify the 
existing law. No new law would be made thereby. 


3. At the present time the act of July 9, 1945, which relates to the 
offense of leaving the scene of an accident, does not specify the place 
where the accident must occur before the duty to stop and render assis- 
tance arises. The members of the Legislative Council were of the opinion 
that the statute ought to cover any case where a motor vehicle collides 
with an automobile in a private drive or roadway or in a parking lot 
or in any other place in the State. The Council, therefore, recommends 
the enactment of a bill to amend the first section of the 1945 act, so as 
to make it read: “The driver of any vehicle involved in an accident any- 
where in this State which results in an injury to or the death of any 
person or damage to another vehicle, shall immediately stop his ve- 
hicle at the scene of the accident, and shall also give his name and 
address and the registration license number of his vehicle, and shall 
render to any person injured in the accident reasonable assistance. .. ” 


4. The Legislative Council also recommends the enactment of a bill 
to amend the act of August 19, 1949, which relates to absentee voting, to 
make certain the time when absentee ballots must be delivered to the 
absentee election officials on election day for counting. At the present 
ime, Section 11 of the 1949 act provides that the absentee election offi- 
cials must meet “at the regular time of closing of the election,” and 
Section 12 provides that the register must deliver the absentee ballots to 
the absentee election officials “on the morning of the day of the elec- 
tion.” The members of the Legislative Council suggest the amendment 
of Section 11 to provide that the absentee election officials shall meet 
not later than five o’clock, p. m., on the election day, and the amendment 
of Section 12 to provide that the register must deliver the absentee bal- 
lots “on the day of the election.” 


5. The laws of 1943 and 1945 establishing the state medical college 
and the state dental college provided for one scholarship, in the amount 
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of four hundred dollars a year, at each of these institutions for every 
county in the State. An act of 1953 provided that each beneficiary 
of county medical and dental scholarships must enter into an agreement 
with the county governing body that, upon his graduation, he wil] prac- 
tice his profession in the county for a such a period of time, not exceed- 
ing five years, as the county governing body may prescribe. The act 
further stipulates, however, that a beneficiary may fulfill his agreement 
by practicing in a county in which the need for doctors or dentists is 
greater than in the county to which he pledged himself to return. The 
Council members understand that one result of the 1953 act is that stu- 
dents from the smaller counties of the State are generally not applying 
for such scholarships primarily because the stipend is not sufficiently 
attractive to cause the students, in turn, to agree to practice in the small- 
er counties. The Legislative Council, therefore, recommends the enact- 
ment of a bill to amend the 1953 act in such a way as to permit the 
recipients to receive such scholarships provided they agree to practice 
for not more than five years in the State of Alabama. The Council felt 
that such a provision would liberalize the conditions surrounding the 
granting of these scholarships, and would enable students from the 
smaller counties more readily to take advantage of the grants. 


6. There is no specific limit now mentioned in the laws of this 
State pertaining to appeals in criminal cases tried before justices of the 
peace. The Legislative Council believes that the law should be made 
specific in this connection, and recommends the enactment of a bill to 
amend Section 428 of Title 13, Code of 1940, so as to require appeals to be 
taken in criminal cases tried in justice of the peace courts at any time 
within six months from the date of the judgment. 


7. The Legislative Council further recommends the enactment of a 
bill to make Alabama’s Corrupt Practices Act consistent with the laws 
of a majority of the other states by eliminating the requirement that 
candidates must file pre-election expense statements. The Council sug- 
gests that Sections 279 and 280 of Title 17, Code 1940, which relate to 
the filing of political campaign expense statements, be amended to elimi- 
nate reference to the pre-election statement and to provide that the post- 
election statement must be filed at any time within thirty days after 
the election instead of fifteen days as in the existing law. 


8. The Legislative Council recommends the enactment of a bill to 
amend further Section 12 of Title 17, Code 1940, which relates to quali- 
fications to vote, to change the statutory residence requirements for vot- 
ing to two years in the State, and one year in the county, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 178 of the Constitution, as amended. 


9. Under the present law, a defendant against whom judgment is 
rendered in a bastardy proceeding is required to enter into a bond in 
the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned to pay the cost of the 
proceeding and such sum, not exceeding one hundred dollars each year 
for a period of ten years, as the court may prescribe for the support 
and education of the child. For the enforcement of the judgment, the law 
of garnishment applies. If the defendant fails or refuses to give bond, 
the court must enter judgment against him for such sum as, at legal 
interest, will produce the amount directed to be paid yearly, and he must 
be sentenced to hard labor for the county for one year. The Legis- 
lative Council, however, recommends the enactment of a bill further 
defining the obligations of the father to a child born out of wedlock 
and requiring the father to provide the child with necessary support, 
maintenance, and education. The Council suggests that, once paternity 
has been established, the court should enter judgment against the defen- 
dant for the costs and for annual amounts, not exceeding five hundred 
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dollars a year, as the court may deem just, reasonable, and necessary 
for the proper support, maintenance, and education of the child, taking 
into consideration the father’s obligation and his ability to pay. The 
payments would be made at such intervals as the court might pre- 
scribe, and should continue until the child become eighteen years of 
age. The court should be given continuing jurisdiction over the father 
and the judgment until the judgment is satisfied in full. The annual 
amounts fixed by the judgment could be increased or decreased by the 
court, after notice and hearing, as circumstances may warrant. The 
judgment of the court could be enforced in the same manner as provided 
by existing laws; but, in addition, any person who wilfully violates the 
terms of any court order issued under the authority of the law would 
pe ouly of contempt of court, and subject to punishment as prescribed 
y law. 


10. The Legislative Council also recommends the enactment of 
legislation making it unlawful to manufacture, possess, display, offer, 
sell, lend, give away, or purchase any knives of the kind commonly 
known as “switch blade” knives. The Council further recommends that 
all knives outlawed by the act should, within a prescribed period of time, 
be surrendered to chiefs of police or county sheriffs, 


11. The Legislative Council believes that a thorough study should 
be made of Alabama’s election laws; and therefore recommends the 
passage of a joint resolution directing the Council to study the laws of 
this State relating iv electious aid thc conduct of elections, including 
registration laws, with a view toward the preparation of an election 
code embodying such revision of the State’s election and registration 
laws as will provide a modern, efficient system of election and registra- 
tion administration for Alabama. 


One of the recommendations of the 1956-57 interim committee on 
municipal government was that the Legislative Reference Service be 
directed to review the statutes, decisions, and opinions relating to the 
conduct of municipal elections and prepare the bills necessary for the 
enactment of a comprehensive, clear, and harmonious municipal election 
law. The staff of the Legislative Reference Service drafted the legis- 
lation necessary to carry out this recommendation of the interim com- 
mittee on municipal government, and the Legislative Council considered 
these drafts from time to time during the biennium. The draft legisla- 
tion was submitted to the Alabama League of Municipalities and the 
office of the Attorney General, with the request that they study such 
drafts and advise the Council what changes they wanted, if any, in the 
proposed. legislation. 


Ultimately, five separate bills relating to the conduct of municipal 
elections were prepared. One of the bills prescribed procedure for hold- 
ing a municipal election in cities in towns in the State having a mayor- 
council form of government; one prescribed the procedure for cities 
and towns having a commission form of government; one authorized 
and prescribed the procedure for holding a primary eleciiun for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for municipal offices: one authorized and 
provided for holding advisory referendums on questions of municipal 
government; and one amended several sections of Article 6, Chapter 1, 
of Title 17, Code 1940, to provide that each municipality in the State shall 
constitute a voting precinct, which may be subdivided for election pur- 
poses into wards by the municipal governing body. The purpose of the 
latter bill is to eliminate difficulties in preparing an accurate list of 
qualified electors of a municipality which arise when a voting precinct 
of the county is composed of lands lying both within and without the 
city. These bills were approved by the Council and were transmitted 
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to Subcommittee “A” of the Interim Committee on Revision of Laws for 
their consideration. 


When the legislative interim committee on Macon County filed its 
report with the Legislative Council, for transmission to the Legislature, 
the committee requested the Council to cause to be drafted appropriate 
legislation creating a permanent “Macon County Committee,” to consist 
of the representatives from the counties of Montgomery, Elmore, Talla- 
poosa, Lee, Russell, Bullock, and Macon, along with the senators from 
the twenty-eighth, tenth, twenty-seventh, and twenty-sixth senatorial 
districts. In accordance with this request, the Legislative Council di- 
rected the Legislative Reference Service to prepare the legislation 
necessary to implement this recommendation. A resolution creating 
a “Macon County Standby Committee” was prepared by the Legislative 
Reference Service, and was approved by the Legislative Council for 
transmission to the Legislature. 


At the time the interim committee on insurance filed its report with 
the Legislative Council, a proposed new insurance code for Alabama 
was submitted in bill form and was ready for introduction in the Legis- 
lature. The proposed new insurance code was duly transmitted to the 
Legislature. 


The Legislative Council and the Legislative Reference Service fur- 
ther report that during the biennium beginning May 1, 1957, and ending 
April 30, 1959, the Legislative Reference Service undertook for the Coun- 
cil, legislative committees, individual legislators, the Governor’s office 
and other state agencies and departments, public bodies, civic groups, 
and others, a total of 967 different recorded requests for research, refer- 
ence, or bill drafting service. During the biennium under consideration, 
this work was accomplished with a staff consisting of the director, from 
three to four professional employees, and four stenographic and clerical 
employees. The cost of the service provided by the Legislative Reference 
Service is shown in the following table.

Section 1. Section 211, Title 5, Code of Alabama, 1940, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


_ “Section 211. Definitions. — ‘Association’ is defined to mean a 
savings and loan association subject to the provisions of this chapter, 
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and a Federal savings and loan association incorporated pursuant to 
an Act of Congress known as the Home Owners’ Loan Act of 1933, 
provided, however, that the administrative provisions of this chapter 
shall not apply to Federal savings and loan associations. ‘Board’ means 
the savings and loan board ‘Capital’ means the aggregate of pay- 
ments on accounts by members, plus dividends credited to such ac- 
counts, less redemption and repurchase payments. ‘Combination home 
and business structure’ means a building or buildings, including resi- 
dences for not more than four families, which is used in part for busi- 
ness purposes. The residential use of such a building must be sub- 
stantial and permanent, not merely transitory. The business use may 
predominate. ‘Commissioner’ means the savings and loan commis- 
sioner. ‘Direct reduction loan’ means a loan repayable in consecutive 
monthly installments, equal or unequal, beginning not later than sixty 
days after the date of the advance of the loan, sufficient to retire the 
debt, interest and principal, within twenty years; provided, however, 
that the initial loan contract shall not provide for any subsequent 
monthly installment of an amount larger than any previous monthly 
installment; and, provided further, that in the case of construction 
loans the first payment shall not be later than six months after the 
date of the first advance. Any such loan is an amortized loan. ‘Gross 
income’ means the sum for an accounting period of the following: 
(1) Operating income. (2) Real estate income. (3) All profits actually 
received during such accounting period from the sale of securities, real 
estate or other property. (4) Other non-recurring income. ‘Home’ 
means a dwelling or dwellings for not more than four families. A 
property does not cease to be a home because of the incidental use of it 
for minor business purposes so long as the principal use of the prop- 
erty is for residence purposes. A home on a farm is a home. ‘Home 
loan’ means a real estate loan when the security is home property. 
‘Home property’ means real estate on which there is located, or will 
be located pursuant to a home loan, a home or a combination home and 
business structure. ‘Impairment of capital’ means that the assets of 
an association do not have an aggregate value (in the judgment of the 
board of directors or the commissioner) equal to the aggregate amount 
of liabilities of the association to its creditors and members and all 
other persons. ‘Improved real estate’ means real estate (other than 
land in a state of nature or wild land) on which there is a structure 
or an enclosure, which is cultivated, reclaimed, used for the purpose 
of agriculture in any form, or otherwise occupied, made better, more 
useful or of greater value by care so as to produce an enjoyment 
thereof. ‘Insured association’ means an association insured by the fed- 
eral savings and loan insurance corporation created under title IV of 
the national housing act. ‘Member’ means a person owning an account 
of an association, evidenced by a membership certificate issued in the 
name of such person, or a person borrowing from an association and 
holding a membership certificate issued in the name of such borrow- 
er. ‘Net earnings’ means gross income for an accounting period less 
the aggregate of the following: (1) Operating expenses. (2) Real es- 
tate expenses. (3) All losses actually sustained during such account- 
ing period from the sale of securities, real estate or other property, or 
such portion of such losses as shall not have been charged to reserves, 
pursuant to the provisions of section 223 of this title. (4) All interest 
paid, or due but unpaid, on borrowed money. (5) Other non-recurring 
charges. ‘Net earnings available for dividends’ means net earnings for 
an accounting period less amounts transferred to reserves as provided 
in section 223 of this chapter. ‘Operating expenses’ means all expenses 
actually paid, or due but unpaid, by an association during an account- 
ing period, excluding the following: (1) Real estate expenses. (2) In- 
terest on borrowed money. (3) Other non-recurring charges. That por- 
tion of prepaid expenses not apportionable to the period may be ex- 
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cluded from operating expenses, in which event operating expenses 
for future periods shall include that portion of such prepaid expenses 
apportionable thereto. ‘Operating income’ means all income actually 
received by an association during an accounting period, excluding the 
following: (1) Real-estate income. (2) Other non-recurring income. 
‘Other real-estate loan’ means a real-estate loan when the security 
is improved real estate other than home property. ‘Participating Val- 
ue’ means the aggregate of payments by a member on an account, 
plus dividends credited thereto, less redemption and repurchase pay- 
ments thereon. ‘Real estate expenses’ means all expenses actually paid, 
or due but unpaid, in connection with the ownership, maintenance and 
sale of real estate (other than office building or buildings) by an as- 
sociation during an accounting period, excluding capital expenditures 
and losses on the sale of real estate. ‘Real estate income’ means all 
income actually received by an association during an accounting per- 
jiod from real estate owned (other than from office building or build- 
ings), excluding profit from sales or real estate. ‘Real estate loan’ 
means a loan on the security of real estate evidenced by any form of 
instrument whereby a lien is created upon such real estate for the 
benefit of another person or whereby title to real estate is conveyed 
to another person; in either case as security for the payment of an 
obligation to such person; or whereby title to real estate is conveyed 
another person as trustee for a third person, as security for the pay- 
ment of an obligation to such third person. ‘The regular lending area’ 
means the county in which the home office of an association is lo- 
caied alld the counties of the state, or adjoining states, immediately 
adjoining and abutting on such county and any additional area within 
fifty miles from the home office.”

AMENDMENT TO ANDREWS SUBSTITUTE FOR SENATE BILL 53 


Amend Senate Bill No. 53 by striking out Section 1 entirely and 
substituting therefor the following: 


Section 1. Sections 2, 5, and 9 of the Act approved August 19, 
1949 (Acts of Alabama 1949, page 601) entitled “An Act to provide for 
absentee voting in primary, general, special, and municipal elections: 
Prescribing penalties for violations of the Act and repealing conflicting 
laws,” as amended, are amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. (a) Any qualified elector of this state who is in ser- 
vice as a member of the armed forces of the United States, whose regu- 
lar duty requires that he be absent from the county of his residence 
on the date of any primary, general, special, or municipal election is to 
be held, and any qualified elector who is the wife of any such elector in 
service who resides with him at his duty station, may vote in the elec- 
tion in the manner and under the regulations hereinafter prescribed. 


“(b) Any qualified elector of this State, whose name, at the time 
of any primary, general, special, or municipal election, appears on the 
official list of those qualified voters as certified by the Board of Regis- 
trars to the manager of the absentee box as hereinafter provided for 
in any county of the State, and whose name appears on the official 
list of qualified voters in any county in the State, or who makes a 
challenged voter’s oath, whose regular business or occupation regular- 
ly requires that he be absent from the county, and who may, at any 
primary, general, special, or municipal election held pursuant to law 
in this state by reason of his regular business or occupation, and in 
the performance of the duties thereof, being absent from the state, or 
from the county in which he is a qualified elector, may vote in such 
primary, general, special, or municipal election in the manner and 
under the regulations hereinafter prescribed, with like effect as if 


he were casting his vote in person at his regular and proper voting 
place. 


“(c) Any qualified elector of this state may present himself to 
the Board of Registrars of his county at any time before February 1, 
1960 or any subsequent year, at any regular or special meeting thereof 
for the purpose of having the Board of Registrars place his name on 
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the list of qualified electors eligible to vote an absentee ballot in any 
primary, general, special, or municipal election held thereafter. The Board 
of Registrars shall ascertain from each person presenting himself be- 
fore the Board for the purpose of having his name placed on the list 
of qualified absentee voters, the name of the person, his address, age, 
whether or not he is a qualified elector of said county, the name and 
address of such person’s employer and the exact nature of the duties 
of such person’s employment. In the event the Board of Registrars 
finds that such person is a qualified elector of said county and is en- 
gaged in a regular business or occupation which regularly requires that 
he be absent from the county, the Board of Registrars shall place such 
person’s name on the list of qualified electors entitled to vote an ab- 
sentee ballot in any primary, general, special, or municipal election. 
Each Board of Registrars in the state shall, not later than February 15 
of each year, prepare a list of the names of those persons enrolled on 
the qualified absentee voters list and file the same with the Probate 
Judge of their respective counties and with the Secretary of State. 


“(d) The Judge of Probate of each county in the state shall, not 
less than twenty-one days prior to the holding of any election to which 
this Act pertains, deliver to the register or person serving in his stead 
the list of those persons certified by the Board of Registrars to the 
Judge of Probate as being qualified to vote an absentee ballot. 


“Section 5. The official absentee ballots for any election to which 
the Act pertains shall be in the same form as the official regular bal- 
lots for the election, except that they shaii bear prinicd Uiereoin the 
words ‘Official Absentee Ballot’ and except that there shall be printed 
on the back of each ballot one of the affidavit forms herein required. 
Further, each absenive ballot Shall be in duplicate, the intent of this 
provision being that every absentee voter under this Act shall submit 
two copies of his completed ballot, one original and one carbon. Such 
ballots shall be so prepared that the signature of the voter on the re- 
quired affidavit may be covered by material which shall be provided 
by the official distributing said ballots so that the name of the voter 
cannot be seen by any election officials. The intent of this provision is 
to provide a secret ballot in absentee voting. 


“Section 9. Any prospective absentee voter who meets the re- 
quirements prescribed in Section 2 (b), above, and whose name ap- 
pears on the official list of absentee voters, may, not more than twenty 
days and not less than five days prior to the election at which he de- 
sires to vote, present himself before the register of the county where- 
in the election is to be held or before the person designated to serve 
instead of the register. If the name of the voter is on the official list 
of qualified voters of the county, and on the official list of qualified 
absentee voters of said county, or if the voter makes an affidavit for 
a challenged vote and the register is satisfied that the voter is the 
person he claims to be, and a member of the party in which he claims 
-to be a member, the register shall tender the voter the duplicate ab- 
sentee ballot required for this Act, including necessary carbon paper, 
and the required envelope, Iirst filiing in inte vVianks ii ihe Upper icft 
corners thereof. The official list of qualified voters herein referred to 
shall be furnished the register by the probate judge or other person 
preparing said list at least twenty-one days before the election. 


“Any prospective absentee voter meeting the requirements of Sec- 
tion 2 (a) who is a member of the armed forces of the United States, 
or the wife of any such person, if she meets the requirements of said 
section, may, not more than forty-five nor less than five days prior 
to the election at which he or she desires to vote, make application for 
an absentee ballot, as herein provided to be made by a prospective 
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voter in person, by filling out the Federal post card application form, 
authorized and provided for under the provisions of ‘The Federal Vot- 
ing Assistance Act of 1955’ (Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, 
approved August 9, 1955, 84th Congress, Ist Session), and mailing such 
application to the register, or to the person designated to serve instead 
of the register. The affidavit herein provided to be attached to the 
absentee ballot shall be executed by the prospective voter in person 
before such commanding officer or authority in charge who shall certi- 
fy to such fact. Such ballot shall be returned by United States mail to 
the register or to the person acting in his stead and shall be by him 
marked the day and hour of the receipt thereof. When received by the 
register or person acting in his stead, the ballot shall be handled and 
counted in the same manner as ballots voted before the register in per- 
son.” 


Section l(a): The electors who register as absentee voters shall 
vote only in the absentee box, and shall not thereafter vote in any other 
manner, unless and until his name has been removed from the absentee 
voter list.

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Section 1. The board of finance and control of Blount County 
created by Act.

Section 2. One county commissioner shall be elected from each 
of the four districts into which the county is now divided by law for the 
purpose of electing members of the county governing body of Blount 
County. A candidate for county commissioner must be a qualified elec- 
tor and legal resident of the district he seeks to represent and shall 
continue to reside therein during his continuance in office. Commis- 
sioners from districts one and three shall be elected at the general 
election to be held in 1962, and every four years thereafter. Commis- 
sioners from districts two and four shall be elected at the general elec- 
tion to be held in 1960, and every four years thereafter. The com- 
missioners elected under the provisions of this Act shall hold office 
for terms of four years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January next succeeding their election, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 


Section 3. The present four associate members of the board of 
finance and control of Blount County shall serve as county commis- 
sioners of the court of county commissioners of Blount County until 
their successors are elected and qualified as herein provided. 


Each commissioner elected under the provisions of this 
Act shall receive as compensation for the services rendered in his 
capacity as commissioner a salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000) per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments, plus mileage at the 
rate of seven cents ($ .07) per mile for each mile traveled on official 
county business, but the mileage provided herein shall not exceed fifty 
dollars ($50.00) per month. A part of the commissicners’ salaries may 
be paid out of the county gasoline tax revenues, provided that the part 
of such salaries so paid out of county gasoline tax revenues shall bear 
the same proportion to the total salary paid to such commissioner as 
the time devoted by such commissioner to supervising, inspecting, ac- 
cepting, building, or repairing county roads and bridges bears to the 
total time devoted by such commissioner to all his duties as a member 
of the court of county commissioners.

County by local law. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed; and Act No. 334, H. 954, approved September 2, 1955, which 
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created the board of finance and control of Blount County, is expressly 
repealed. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. The substantial provisions of this Act shall become 
operative only if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Blount County who vote in a referendum to be held on the same 
day as the first county-wide election held after the date of this enact- 
ment.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Choctaw County is hereby 
directed to purge all lists of the registered electors of Choctaw County 
to the end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents of 
the county, or who have otherwise become disqualified from voting 
therein, shall be removed from such lists and to the end that the name 
of each qualified elector shall appear only on the list of qualified elec- 
tors for the district, precinct and box where he resides. 


Section 2. The board of registrars of Choctaw County shall omit 
and remove from the lists of qualified electors of the county the name 
of every person who fails to reidentify himself in one of the ways 
hereinafter provided before the first day of October, 1962. I[t is pro- 
vided, however, that no person who has registered as a qualified elector 
of the county since January 1, 1959, shall be required to reidentify him- 
self. No person removed from the list of qualified electors as herein 
provided shall cease permanently to be a qualified elector, nor be sub-

Any qualified elector of Choctaw County who shall have 
his or her name omitted or removed from the lists of qualified electors

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Court of County Commissioners of Clay County 
is abolished, and in lieu thereof there is hereby created and established 
the Board of Commissioners of Clay County, which shall be composed 
of the Judge of Probate, as chairman, and four commissioners who 
shall be elected as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. As chairman of the Board, the Judge of Probate shall 
exercise all the powers and perform all the duties required of Judges 
of probate by the general laws of this State as to matters coming 
before the court of county commissioncrs, board of revenue, or like 
county governing body. The judge of probate shall receive an annual 
salary ul die Wicusaind two hundred dollars ($1,200), nayahle in equal 
monthly installments from the county treasury, as compensation “for 
the performance of his duties as chairman of the Board. 


Section 3. One commissioner shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of each of the districts into which the county is now divided by 
law for the purpose of electing members of the county governing body. 
Each commissioner must be a resident and qualified elector of the 
district from which he is elected, and shall continue to reside therein 
during his continuance in office. Commissioners from districts one 
and three, as such districts are now constituted, shall be elected at 
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the general election to be held in 1960, and every four years thereafter. 
Commissioners from districts two and four shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election to be held in 1962, and every four years thereafter. The 
commissioners shall hold office for terms of four years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their 
election and until their successors are elected and qualified. In the event 
of a vacancy on the Board, the vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the unexpired term. The present members of the 
Court of County Commissioners shall serve as members of the Board 
of Commissioners until their successors are elected and qualified as 
provided in this Act. 


Section 4. Except as otherwise provided herein, the Board of Com- 
missioners provided for in this Act shall have and exercise all the 
jurisdiction and powers which are, or hereafter may be, vested in courts 
of county commissioners or like county governing bodies by the general 
laws of the State, or vested in the governing body of Clay County by local 
law; and the members of the Board shall perform all the duties and 
services and exercise all the powers which are, or which hereafter may 
be, provided by law for members of courts of county commissioners or 
like county governing bodies, or for members of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Clay County. 


Section 5. Each commissioner shall receive an annual salary of 
three thousand dollars ($3,000), which shall be his entire compensation 
tor the services required of him by this Act. The salary of eacr com- 
missioner shall be paid in equal monthly installments on warrants 
etal on the funds of the county in accordance with the orders of the 

oard. 


Section 6. The Board shall hold regular meetings on the second 
Monday of each month and may hold special meetings upon the call of 
the chairman or two commissioners. A majority of the members of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
Board shall keep complete and accurate written minutes of all meet- 
ings, business transacted, and resolutions adopted; and there shall be 
recorded therein the vote of each member. At each meeting the minutes 
of the previous meeting shall be read and all minutes shall be open to 
public inspection at reasonable times. 


Section 7. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, the 
county commissioners shall each execute a bond in the sum of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000).

Subject to the supervision, regulation, and control of 
the Board of Commissioners of Clay County, and any rules and regula- 
tions which such body may promulgate from time to time in the exer- 
cise of its authority under this Act, the Judge of Probate, as chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners, shall function as purchasing agent for 
the county.

purchase may be made on the basis of sealed bids or in the open 
market. It shall be a violation of this section to divide or otherwise 
adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than two hundred 
dollars ($200) for the purpose of evading the requirements of this sec- 
tion. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board located 
either immediately inside or outside the office of the Probate Judge, 
in the county courthouse, at least five days before the meeting of 
the Board at which the purchase is to be made. Such invitations, here- 
inafter called purchase notices, shall contain sufficient specifications to 
describe accurately the articles to be purchased as well as the quantity 
thereof. In addition to such notices, if the amount of the proposed con- 
tract is in excess of two hundred ($200), written notice by registered 
or certified mail, with written reply requested, shall be given to at 
least three merchants or dealers in the goods or materials to be pur- 
chased, or where notice is of a contract to be let, to at least three 
contractors engaged in the type work contemplated. A copy of such 
notice or notices, together with the return receipts showing their de- 
livery, must be recorded in and shall become a part of the minutes of 
the Board of Commissioners. 


Section 10. All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts shall 
be opened publicly at the time and place stated in the purchase notice. 
The contract or order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, 
or all bids may be rejected and the purchase or contract renegotiated 
when the nublic interest will he served thereby. It shall be the duty of 
the chairman of the Board of Commissioners to obtain information trom 
the Division of Purchases and Stores of the State Department of Fi- 
nance relative to the items to be purchased by competitive bids; and 
if the State prices are less than the lowest bid received, and if the 
delivery date is reasonable, all bids shall be rejected and the purchase 
shall be made through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the 
names of the bidders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Each 
record, with the successful bid indicated thereon, and with the reasons 
for the award if not awarded to the lowest bidder, shall, after the 
award, be open to public inspection. In the event of a sale, trade, or 
other disposition of any property of the county of any nature or kind

To create a board of trustees of the policemen and firemen’s retire- 
ment fund of the City of Gadsden, Alabama; to provide for the com- 
position of said board; to provide for a secretary-treasurer of said board; 
to provide for the composition of said retirement fund and the invest- 
ment thereof; to provide for the payment of monies from such fund; 
to exempt the same from attachment and garnishment or other levy 
by legal process; to provide for voluntary, mandatory and disability 
retirement; to fix the amount of the retirement pensions; to provide the 
amounts payable to widows or dependents; and to provide appeals from 
any decision of said board, 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: There is hereby created in connection with the regu- 
larly organized and paid police department and fire department of the 
City of Gadsden, Alabama, A BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE POLICE- 
MEN AND FIREMEN’S RETIREMENT FIIND by which name the said 
board shall be known and called to be constituted and: selected as here- 
inafter provided and directed; and in the City of Gadsden, Alabama 
there is hereby created a policemen and firemen’s retirement fund, for 
the benefit of the persons hereinafter named, to be derived and raised 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2: The said board of trustees of the policemen and fire- 
men’s retirement fund shall be composed of five members consisting of 
the Commissioner of the City Governing Body who has supervision over 
the police and fire departments, who shall be Chairman of said board of 
trustees; the Chief of such police department and the Chief of such fire 
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department; one first-class patrolman of the police department to be 
elected for a four-year term within thirty (30) days after the enactment 
of this Act by a simple majority vote of the police department; and one 
first-class fireman to be elected for a four-year term within thirty (30) 
days after the enactment of this Act by a simple majority vote of the 
fire department; all of whom shall serve without compensation. In the 
event of a vacancy in either of the latter two positions, the successor 
or successors shall be elected in the same manner within thirty (30) days 
after the occurrence of such vacancy. 


Section 3: Said board of trustees, with the approval of the govern- 
ing body of such city, shall have the power and authority to appoint a 
secretary-treasurer of said board who shall serve at the pleasure of said 
board and who shall receive as compensation for his services the sum 
of $25.00 twenty-five dollars per month or such other amouns of com- 
pensation as said board of trustees shall provide by majority vote and ap- 
proved by the governing body of such city and to be paid on the first day 
of each month by warrant drawn in like manner as other warrants 
on such fund. Said secretary-treasurer of said board of trustees is here- 
by made, and it shall be his duty to be the custodian of all moneys be- 
jonging to the policemen and firemen’s fund, and all moneys belong- 
ing to any similar fund now or hereinafter maintained in such cities 
shall be promptly paid to him. The said secretary-treasurer shall 
also be custodian of all securities and things of value belonging to 
such fund. Said secretary-treasurer shall before taking office, make 
bond in a sum to be fixed from time to time by resolutions of the 
governing body of any such city, to be approved by the chairman 
of said board of trustees, in a surety company authorized to do busi- 
ness in Alabama for the faithful performance of the duties imposed 
upon him under this subdivision, and for the faithful accounting of all 
moneys, securities, and things of value which may come into his hands, 
as such treasurer of such fund, and he shall keep a separate account 
thereof, which shall at all times show the true condition of such fund. 
Upon the resignation or removal from office of such secretary-treasurer 
he shall surrender and deliver up to his successor all bonds, securities, 
and all unexpended moneys or other properties which may have come 
into his hands as treasurer of such fund. It shall be the duty of the 
secretary-treasurer of said board to keep, in a book provided for that 
purpose, a full and complete record of all proceedings of the board 
of trustees, and he shall perform such other duties as may be as- 
signed to him by the board of trustees. 


Section 4: The said board of trustees of the policemen and fire- 
men’s retirement fund is hereby declared to be the trustee of said 
policemen and firemen’s retirement fund and shall have the exclusive 
management and control thereof, and all matters legitimately connected 
therewith. Said board of trustees shall have the power to recom- 
mend such rules and regulations as may be necessary to enable it to 
effectively and properly carry into execution the purpose for which 
it was organized and created, and to enable it to properly manage and 
conduct the business and affairs entrusted to it, provided such rules 
and regulations shall in no way contravene the provisions of this Act; 
and provided further that such rules and regulations so recommended 
shall not become effective until written notice of such recommenda- 
tions is posted in a conspicious place in the police department and 
fire department, and after ten (10) days notice thereof, an election is 
held in each of said departments in which election a simple majority of 
the contributing members in each of said departments, by secret ballot, 
vote in favor of such recommendations. The board of trustees shall hear 
and decide all applications for pensions or relief under this Act and its 
decisions shall be final except for an appeal as hereinafter provided. 
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The said board of trustees shall meet whenever the chairman there- 
of shall call a meeting of such board. 


Section 5: The policemen’s and firemen’s retirement fund shall 
consist of the following, namely: (a) All of the money, securities, and 
things of value belonging to any similar fund that may now or hereafter 
be maintained in the City of Gadsden: (b) all moneys or properties 
that may be given or donated to said fund by any persons, firms, as- 
sociation, or corporation for the uses and purposes for which said fund 
is created; and said board may take, by gift, grant, devise, or bequest, 
any money, personal property, real estate, or any interest therein, or 
any right of property, for the benefit of said fund; (c) four per cent of 
the monthly salaries of each member of such police and fire depart- 
ments, which shall be paid by the city clerk to the secretary-treasurer 
of said board of trustees on the first day of each month; and said four 
per cent of such salaries shall be deducted from said salaries paid such 
members; (d) all reward money paid to any member of such police 
and fire departments, which shall be paid by the recipients of the same 
into said retirement fund promptly upon receipts of the same; (e) all 
civil or criminal witness fees received by any member of the police and 
fire departments for attendance at or before any court or grand jury 
in Etowah County are located shall be paid into said retirement fund 
promptly upon the receipt of such fees by the recipients of the same; 
(f) the governing body of the city shall cause to be paid said police- 
men’s and firemen’s retirement fund, out of the treasury of such city, 
an amount equal to eight ver cent of the salary of each member of 
such police and fire departments who contributes to said fund, ana 
such payment shall be made as and when such salary becomes payable 
and deduction therefrom is made as provided in this section; (g) the 
city clerk shall cover into said fund all seizure tees coliected by ihe 
city in cases involving violation of the prohibition laws since the lst day 
of February, 1946, and all such fees hereafter collected by the city. 


Existing funds and property belonging to or part of any existing 
similar funds now or hereafter governed by the provisions of this Act, 
shall be held and administered, used and governed, and transferred and 
covered into the policemen’s and firemen’s retirement fund as provided 
herein, immediately upon this law, becoming effective. 


Section 6: The board of trustees of the policemen and firemen’s 
retirement fund may, at any time, with the approval of the governing 
body of the City of Gadsden, after considering the probable demands 
upon such fund in the near future, determine what portion of such 
fund may be safely withdrawn for investment for revenue purposes, 
and having determined what portion thereof shall be so withdrawn 
for that purpose, said board of trustees shall then determine in what 
manner such investment shall be made, and all proceedings of said 
board of trustees relating thereto shall be entered at length upon its 
records. Such investment shall only be by purchase of the interest 
bearing bonds of the United States of America, or in any bond, stock, 
seculily, investment, or dcposit which is guaranteed hy the United 
States Government or any of its instrumentalities. All income from such 
investments shall be and become a part of said policemen and firemen’s 
retirement fund. All such securities shall be deposited with the secre- 
tary-treasurer of said board of trustees, and shall be subject to the 
management and control of said board of trustees of the policemen and 
firemen’s retirement fund. 


Section 7. The said board of trustees shall make a monthly re- 
port to the Board of Commissioners to the City of Gadsden concerning 
the condition of such policemen and firemen’s retirement fund. The said 
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board of trustees shall post in a conspicious place in each police station 
and each fire station in the City of Gadsden a statement itemizing all 
receipts, disbursements, expenditures and pensions paid by said board 
for the preceding six (6) months period, stating in detail the source of 
such receipts, and to whom all such expenditures, disbursements and 
pension payments were made, together with the amount of each. All 
such records shall be available to any of said contributing members at 
any time upon request. 


Section 8. All moneys ordered to be paid from such policemen and 
firemen’s retirement fund shall be paid by the secretary-treasurer of 
such fund only upon warrants signed by the chairman of such board of 
trustees and countersigned by one associate member of such board of 
trustees and by the secretary-treasurer; and no warrant shall be drawn 
on such fund except by order of the said board of trustees, which shall 
be duly and regularly entered in the record of the proceedings of the 
said board of trustees. Any moneys wrongfully paid from such fund 
shall be charged against the members of said board of trustees. 


Section 9. No portion of the said policemen and firemen’s retire- 
ment fund shall, before or after its order for distribution by the said 
board of trustees to the person or persons entitled thereto under the 
provisions of this subdivision, be held, seized, taken, subjected to, de- 
tained, or levied upon, by virtue of any attachment, garnishment, exe- 
cution, injunction, writ, order, decree, or any other process whatsoever, 
issued out of or by any court of this state, for the payment or satisfaction, 
in whole or in part, of any debt, damage, demand, claim, judgment or 
decree, against any beneficiary of such fund, but shall be exempt there- 
from.

Section 10: If at any time there shall not be sufficient money in 
such policemen and firemen’s retirement fund to pay such person en- 
titled to the benefit thereof the full amount per month as herein pro- 
vided, then an equal percentage of such monthly payment or payments 
shall be made to each beneficiary until the said fund shall be re- 
plenished to warrant the payment in full to each of the said beneficiaries. 


Section 11. Any member of such police or fire department who 
has been in continuous service thereof for as long as twenty years, 
upon making written application to the board of trustees therefor, 
shall, without medical examination or disability, be retired from service 
in such department, and, upon such retirement, the board of trustees 
shall direct the payment to such retired member, monthly, from such 
fund, the amount hereinafter provided for his particular position, office, 
salary, or class of work. 


Section 12. Said board of trustees shall have the power and au- 
thority and it is hereby made mandatory that it shall retire from ser- 
vice in the police or fire departments any member thereof upon at- 
taining the age of sixty-five years without regard to the length of

Section 14. If any member of such police or fire department be- 
comes or be found to be physically or mentally permanently disabled 
for service in such police or fire department so as to render his retire- 
ment from such service necessary, said board of trustees shall retire such 
disabled member from service in such department and upon such re- 
tirement, said board of trustees shall order the payment of such dis- 
abled member, monthly, from such fund, the amount hereinafter pro- 
vided for his particular position, office, salary, or class of work. 


Section 15: After any member of such police or fire department 
shall have retired upon pension by reason of disability, the said board 
of trustees shall have the right, at any time, to cause such retired 
member to be brought before it and examined by the city physician

the payment from said fund, to said widow, a sum equal to fifty per 
cent of the amount specified in this Act to be paid to a retired fireman 
or policeman of the same rank as such deceased member at the time 
of his death, said monthly payments to continue to such widow during 
her natural life and while unmarried. Should such deceased member 
leave no surviving widow, but leave surviving him a child or children 
under sixteen years of age, the board of trustees shall direct the pay- 
ment monthly trom such fund, until such child or children shall have at- 
tained the age of sixteen years, a sum equal to fifty per cent of the 
amount specified in this Act to be paid to a retired fireman or policeman 
of the same rank as such deceased member at the time of his death, to the 
person having control and custody of such child or children or to such 
other person as the board of trustees shall direct, said sum to be ex- 
pended by such person for the benefit of such child or children as may 
be prescribed by the board of trustees. Should such deceased fireman 
or policeman leave no widow or child, but a widowed mother entirely 
dependent upon him for support, the board of trustees shall pay to her 
monthly, during her natural life, so long as she remains unmarried, 
a sum equal to fifty per cent of the amount specified in this Act to be 
paid © a rctircd firoman or policeman of the same rank as such de- 
ceased member at the time of his death. 


Section 17. If any retired member of such police or fire department 
shall die from any cause, leaving a widow, said board shall direct the 
continuation, from the date of such death of fifty per cent of the monthly 
retirement payments of such deceased retired member, to be paid to such 
widow of such deceased retired member during her natural life and 
while unmarried. Should such deceased retired member leave no widow 
surviving him, but leaving surviving him a child or children under six- 
teen years of age, the board of trustees shall direct the payment monthly 
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from such fund, until such child or children shall have attained the age 
of sixteen years, a sum equal to fifty per cent of the monthly retirement 
payments of such deceased retired member to the person having control 
and custody of such child or children or to some other person as the 
board of trustees shall direct, said sum to be expended by such person 
for the benefit of such child or children as may be prescribed by the 
board of trustees. Should such deceased retired fireman or policeman 
leave no widow or child, but a widowed mother, entirely dependent upon 
him for support, the board of trustees shall pay to her monthly, during 
her natural life, so long as she remains unmarried, a sum equal to fifty 
per ie of the monthly retirement payments of such deceased retired 
member. 


Section 18. When the widow, or children, or widowed mother of an 
active or retired member of the police or fire departments shall be en- 
titled to benefits under this subdivision, such widow, or children, or 
widowed mother shall make or cause to be made an application to the 
board of trustees through the secretary treasurer of such board which 
shall show, in the case of the widow, proof of the marriage of the de- 
ceased to the claimant, by marriage certificate or other competent evi- 
dence; and proof of the widowhood of the mother of such deceased 
member, and her dependency for support upon him, shall be shown by 
affidavits of such widowed mother or disinterested persons; and the ages 
of such children shall be shown by birth certificate or other competent 
evidence. All such applications and proofs shall be kept and retained 
in the custody of the said board of trustees. 


Section 19: If any member of the police and fire departments is 
discharged from or for any reason leaves the employment of such police 
or fire department before he becomes entitled to any of the benefits 
provided for in this subdivision, he shall forfeit all right to such bene- 
fits an to any moneys that may have been paid into said fund by or 
for him, 


Section 20. No member of said police department or fire depart- 
ment, who is not now contributing to said retirement fund, shall be 
entitled to participate in said retirement fund, or required to make con- 
tributions thereto, unless at the time he qualifies therefor he may be 
not less than twenty-one (21) years of age and not more than thirty- 
five (35) years of age, established by an examination of him by a duly 
licensed and practicing physician that he is physically and mentally 
sound, and establish by examination of duly licensed and qualified spec- 
ialists that his vision, hearing and heart are in good physical condition. 


Section 21: The term “member of such police department shall 
include Chief of Police, Assistant chiefs of police, chief of detectives, 
Captain of police, Lieutenants of Police, Sgt. of police, Identification of- 
ficers, Superintendent of identification, Lieutenant of detectives, patrol- 
mans and any full time, regularly employed and compensated, bonded 
and sworn peace officer under the direct supervision of the chief of po- 
lice of the City of Gadsden, Alabama. The term member of such fire 
department shall include the following in said department; Chief, Assis- 
tant Chiefs, Captains, Lieutenants, Mechanics, Drivers, Firemen, Fire 
Marshall or Fire Inspector, Drill Master or Instructor, Division of Bat- 
talion chiefs, Superintendent of Fire Alarm Systems, and any full time 
regularly employed and compensated, officer or employee engaged in 
fire fighting under the direct supervision of the chief of said fire depart- 
ment.

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Section 22: There shall be kept by the secretary-treasurer of the 
board of trustees a book to be known as the list of retired policemen 
or firemen. Such book shall also give a full and complete history and

governing body of Russell County, in an amount not to exceed fifteen 
cents ($.15) per day, and paid out of the general funds of the county on 
warrant drawn in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 3. If any prisoner of Russell County is employed or being 
used in the construction, repair, and maintenance of county roads and 
bridges, or other such road work, and is injured or becomes ill for 
any reason whatsoever while engaged in such work, the governing body 
of Russell County, upon certification by the sheriff of the fact of such 
injury or illness, shall provide such prisoner with adequate and’ necessary 
hospital and medical care and treatment. The cost of such hospital or 
medical care and treatment shall be paid out of the general funds of the 
county on warrant drawn in the manner prescribed by law. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

LEGAL NOTICE 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
DEKALB COUNTY 


Notice is hereby given in accordance with Section 106 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama that a bill substantially as follows will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama, and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to wit: 


A bill for an act to authorize the governing body of DeKalb County 
to impose an excise tax, in addition to all other taxes imposed or au- 
thorized by law, on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, 
agencies and associations engaged in the business of selling, distribut- 
ing, storing or withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, 
gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices of substitutes therefor 
in DeKalb County. The act will regulate the imposition of the tax, and 
upon its imposition will require distributors, retail dealers, and storers 
of gasoline and other liquid motor fuels, or devices or substitutes there- 
for, to pay such tax upon the selling, distributing, or withdrawing from 
storage of gasoline and other such liquid motor fuels within the county, 
and the computation and payment of the tax by sellers of gasoline and 
cther liquid motor fuels will be based on their sales and that by storers 
and distributors will be based on their withdrawals or distributions. 
The act will further provide, however, that one payment of the tax by 
any distributor, retail dealer, or storer will be sufficient, the intent of 
the act being that the tax is to be paid but once on the same gasoline. 
The act will exempt from payment of the tax sales of gasoline and 
other liquid motor fuels made in interstate commerce or to be used 
in essential governmental functions by county agencies, municipalities, 
and boards of education. 


The act will provide for the enforcement, payment, and collection of 
the tax, and will require distributors, retail dealers, and storers en- 
gaged in making sales or withdrawals of gasoline and other liquid 
motor fuels in DeKalb County to make reports to the county govern- 
ing body, as a condition precedent to engaging in such business in the 
county, showing the current place and post office address of the busi- 
ness, and, also, to make monthly reports showing the sales and with- 
drawals of taxable gasoline and other liquid motor fuels and such other 
information as the county governing body may require. Such dis- 
tributors, storers, and retail dealers will also be required to keep at 
some certain place in Alabama such books and other documentary edi- 
dence as will show the amounts of sales or withdrawals of gasoline and 
ether liquid motor fuels taxable in the county. Transportation compan- 
ies or agencies operating in the county will be required to submit re- 
ports showing shipments of gasoline and other liquid motor fuels into 
the county, such reports to show the names and addresses of the con- 
signors or consignees and the amounts of the shipments. 


The act will provide for the payment of the tax, and will authorize 
its payment to the county governing body along with the required 
monthly reports, but will also authorize the state revenue department 
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to collect the tax for DeKalb County, with the approval of the Gover- 
nor upon the request of the county governing body. The act will make 
provision for the enforcement collection, and payment of the tax in the 
event it is collected by the state agency. The county governing body 
will be given the duty of enforcing the act, upon the imposition of the 
tax, and it will have the right itself, or its members or agents, to ex- 
amine the books, reports, and accounts of persons, firms, corporations, 
or associations subject to the tax, and it will also have the right to 
make rules or regulations necessary and proper for the collection of 
the tax. Further provisions for the enforcement and collection of the 
tax will include penalties for failure to make the required reports, fail- 
ure to comply with the regulations of the county governing body, and 
failure to pay the required tax; and the act will also include remedies 
available to the county as against delinquent taxpayers, including the 
making of the taxes and penalties a lien upon the property of the per- 
son owing the taxes and penalties. Distributors, storers, or dealers who 
violate the act or fail to comply with any reasonable rule or regulation 
promulgated thereunder may be restrained from distributing, selling, 
storing, or withdrawing from storage taxable gasoline and other liquid 
motor fuels until such person has complied with the act. 


The act will make provision for the distribution and use of the 
proceeds of the tax, and will provide for the use of such proceeds to 
surface, maintain, repair, and construct public roads and bridges in 
DeKalb County, and the act will provide that no part of such proceeds 
may be pledged in aiiticipation of its collection. The purpose of the 
act, however, is to provide for the construction and maintenance of 
county roads, and to assist the county in financing contracts entered 
inte hetween the county and the State Highway Directors, providing for 
the construction of roads in the county, and the act will provide that 
to the extent necessary the proceeds of the tax may be used to replace 
the loss of any funds from the county gasoline fund which is derived 
from state gasoline taxes and which may be pledged in the liquidation 
of any indebtedness incurred by virtue of the road program as set out 
in the contract.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


To regulate the manner of constructing, improving, maintaining, 
repairing, and equipping public school buildings in Chilton County. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. All contracts made by the board of education of Chilton 
County for the construction of public school buildings, or additions 
thereto, or for the purchase of equipment therefor when any such 
purchase involves a sum in excess of eight hundred dollars ($800), 
shall be let on the basis of written, sealed, competitive bids. In the 
purchase of such equipment, no undertaking involving sums in excess 
of eight hundred dollars ($800) shall be split into parts involving sums 
less than eight hundred dollars ($800) for the purpose of evading the 
requirements of this Act. All such partial contracts involving less 
than eight hundred dollars ($800) shall be void. Advertisements for 
bids shall be given by publication thereof at least one time in a news- 
paper of general circulation published in Chilton County and also by 
publication at least one time in a newspaper of general circulation 
throughout the State. In the event a newspaper of general circulation is 
not published in the county the publication in a newspaper of general 
circulation throughout the State shall be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of this section. Advertisements for bids shail describe the 
character of the proposed contract or agreement in sufficient detail to 
insure that all bidders shall know exactly what their obligations will be 
either in the advertisement itself or by references to plans and specifica- 
tions on file with the county board of education at the time of the pub- 
lication of the advertisement for bids. Advertisements for bids shall 
state the day, time, and place of opening sealed bids, and no bid shall 
be received after such indicated time. All bids shall be publicly opened 
by the board, and all bidders shall be entitled to be present in person or 
by representative. No bid for the construction of a school building, or 
any addition thereto, shall be accepted from, and no contract shall be 
awarded to, any person, firm, or corporation not having been licensed as 
a general contractor under the laws of this State. Cash, a cashier’s 
check, or a certified check, as a deposit of good faith, in a reasonable 
amount but not exceeding five percent (5%), of the proposed contract 
price, shall accompany the sealed proposal of each bidder. All contracts 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder. It is provided, how- 
ever, that the board of education shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids if the price is deemed excessive or if no responsible bids are 
received. If all bids are rejected, the board shall advertise again and 
proceed as before. Bonds for faithful performance of any contract 
awarded hereunder, with adequate surety shall be required in an amount 
equal to the amount of the contract. 


Section 2. If the total cost of improving, maintaining, and repairing 
public school buildings in Chilton County in any one year does not ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for any one school 
building, the board of education may utilize the services of regular em- 
ployees of the board in carrying out such improvement, repair, and 
maintenance program. In the event the total cost of such improvement, 
repair and maintenance exceeds the sum of twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000) per school building in any one year, the board of education 
shall award contracts for such improvement, repair, and maintenance on 
the basis of written, sealed, competitive bids, in the same manner and to 
the same extend as required in Section 1 of this Act in the construction 
of public school buildings, or additions thereto, or the purchase of equip- 
ment therefor. On or before the first day of June each year, the princi-

To Establish for Chilton County, Alabama a law and Equity Court; 
to define its jurisdiction and power; to provide for its officers and ap- 
pointment, election, terms of office, powers, duties and compensation; 
to provide for a Court Reporter for said Court and to fix and prescribe 
his duties, compensation and to provide for the payment of his salary; to 
provide that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of causes 
and the transaction of business; to provide the rules and procedures of 
said Court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund of said Court; to pro- 
vide for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court, County Court, Probate Court and the Juvenile Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama and to give said court Juvenile andDomestic 
Relations jurisdiction; and to abolish the County Court of Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there be and hereby is created and established, in 
and for Chilton County, Alabama a Law and Equity Court which shall 
be called “Chilton County Law and Equity Court,” and which shall be a 
court of record and which shall have and exercise concurrent jurisdic- 
tion, authority, functions and powers now conferred or may be here- 
after conferred upon the several Circuit Courts of the State of Alabama, 
provided however that the Chilton County Law and Equity Court shall 
not have final jurisdiction to try persons indicted and charged with 
felonies, nor organize and impanel a Grand Jury. Said Chilton County 
Law and Equity Court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the Jus- 
tices of the Peace in Chilton County, Alabama in all matters whatso- 
ever, inciuding preliminary hearings of persons charged with a felony. 


Section 2. That the Honorable J. B. Atkinson, who was elected to 
the office of the Judge of the County Court of Chilton County, Alabama, 
and who is now serving as Judge of said County Court of Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama, shall hold the office and be the Judge of the Chilton Coun- 
ty Law and Equity Court created by this Act, until the second Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January, 1961 and until his successor shall be 
elected and qualified. A Judge of said Chilton County Law and Equity 
Court shall be elected by the qualified electors of Chilton County, Ala- 
bama, at the general election to be held in 1960 and each four years 
thereafter and the term of the Judge of said Court shall commence on 
the second Tuesday after the first Monday in January, following his 
election and shall continue for a period of four years and until his suc- 
cessor shall be elected and qualified.

Said Judge may be re- 
moved from office in the same manner and for the causes now provided 
by law for the removal of Circuit Judges. 


Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the Judge of said Court shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed 
shall hold office as required by the Constitution and law of this State. 


Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Chilton County, 
Alabama, shall be Ex-Officio Clerk of the Chilton County Law and 
Eguity Court and shall have the same powers and discharge the same 
duties as clerks of the Circuit Courts, and shall be subject to the same 
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pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office, and shall be 
entitled to the same fees, commissions and emoluments as are now, or as 
may hereafter be, allowed to Circuit Clerks of Alabama, except as here- 
inafter provided, and the same shall be collected as such fees and com- 
missions are collected in the Circuit Courts; except that in civil matters 
where suit is brought for $100.00 or less only the fees and commissions 
allowed by law to Justices of the Peace shall be collected; and said clerk 
shall exercise the same powers and perform the same duties as are 
exercised and performed in the Circuit Court. That the Register of the 
Circuit Court in Equity shall be Ex-Officio Register of the Chilton Coun- 
ty Law and Equity Court and shall have the powers and discharge the 
duties which shall devolve upon the Register of the Chilton County Law 
and Equity Court and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties 
with regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to the same 
fees and commissions as are now, or as may hereafter be, allowed to the 
Register of Circuit Courts in Equity and the same shall be collected as 
such fees are collected in Circuit Courts. 


Section 5. That the Judge of said Chilton County Law and Equity 
Court shall receive a salary of $7,200.00 per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the county treasury at the end of each 
month, his signed receipt being required. 


Section 6. That Honorable Lawrence F. Gerald, Deputy Solicitor of 
Chilton County, Alabama, who was elected to said office at the general 
election held in 1958, shall be the Solicitor of the Chilton County Law 
and Equity Court during the term of office for which he was elected 
at said election, and thereafter the duly elected Deputy Solicitor of 
Chilton County, Alabama, shall be the solicitor of the said Chilton Coun- 
ty Law and Equity Court and all solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in 
said Court shall be paid into the county treasury of Chilton County, Ala- 
bama, for the benefit of the general fund of said county. 


It shall be the duty of said Solicitor to prosecute all criminal causes 
pending in said Court, and to assist the Judge of the Court in the hand- 
ling of Juvenile cases, upon the request of the Judge or the Department 
of Pensions and Security and for the extra duties required of the Deputy 
Solicitor he shall be paid $100.00 per month, in addition to the salary now 
paid him and it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue and Control 
of Chilton County, Alabama to pay said extra compensation to the 
Deputy Solicitor at the end of each month, taking his receipt for the 
same. 


Section 7. That the said Chilton County Law and Equity Court 
shall be held at the court house of Chilton County, Alabama, and that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and transaction 
of business. In case of sickness or disqualification of the Judge of said 
Court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of special 
Judges in the Circuit Court shall apply, and the special Judge appoint- 
ed shall receive for his services the same pay that special Circuit Judges 
receive for their services and the same to be paid out of the general 
funds of Chilton County, Alabama, on the certificate of the Clerk or 
the Register making the appointment. The Judge of said Court shall 
be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court 
as are Circuit Judges of this State. The Judge of said Court shall keep 
an office in the court house of Chilton County, Alabama, or at such 
other suitable place as may be provided by the Board of Revenue and 
Control of Chilton County, Alabama, and it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Revenue and Control of Chilton County, Alabama, to provide 
such office and to supply the same with all furnishings, fixtures, li- 
brary, stationery, telephone and other supplies necessary to enable the 
Judge of said Court to efficiently conduct the affairs of his office.

Section 13. That the procedures, practice and rules governing 
the Circuit Courts of Alabama now, or which hereafter may be adopt- 
ed, shall in all things apply to and govern the procedure and practice 
of the Chilton County Law and Equity Court except as otherwise 
provided herein. 


Section 14. The Sheriff of Chilton County, Alabama, shall in 
person or by a deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment 
to be approved by the Judge of said Court, be required to attend upon 
said Court in preserving order, and execute all writs of process and 
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perform such other duties, in all respects as in the Circuit Courts 
of this State, and each deputy required, not exceeding three, for at-

That said Chilton County Law and Equity Court 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction over children and the Judge of said 
Chilton County Law and Equity Court shall be the Judge of the 
Juvenile Court; it being the intention to confer complete, full, un- 
limited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Chilton County Law and 
Equity Court of all juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction in 
Chilton County, Alabama, as now provided under Title 13, Chapter 
7, Sections 350 to 383, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
or as hereafter amended and appeals in such cases shall be as pro- 
vided by law. The Clerk of the Circuit Court is hereby made the 
Clerk of such Juvenile Court. 


Section 20. That this Court shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 89 
to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, or as here- 
after amended, which Article 3 is entitled Desertion and Non-Support. 
That the trial of such cases shall be by the Court without a jury 
and appeals in such cases shall be as provided by law. That the 
Judge of said Chilton County Law and Equity Court shall be the 
Judge of the Domestic Relations Court, it being the intention to 
confer complete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the 
Chilton County Law and Equity Court of all domestic relations mat- 
ters arising under Title 34, Article 3, Section 89 to 104 both inclusive 
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of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended or hereafter may be 
amended. 


Section 21. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Chil- 
ton County, Alabama may be instituted in the said court by making 
an affidavit before the Judge of said Court or the Clerk, with the 
approval of the deputy solicitor, the writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the Judge or Clerk of said Court, and when the defendant is 
arrested on said affidavit and warrant, the case shall go on the 
docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant has been in- 
dicted by a grand jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or 
complaint may be amended, as now provided for amendment or such 
papers by Section 347, Title 13, of the Code of Alabama of 1940. All 
attidavits or warrants for criminal or quasi criminal acts, of what- 
ever kind issued by the Justices of Peace of Chilton County, Alabama 
shall be returnable to this Court. 


Section 22. The Judge of said Court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo 
warranto, injunctions, mandamus and all other special and extra- 
ordinary writs, and the procedure, practice and rules of the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama relating to such writs as are now, or which 
hereafter may be provided by law, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act, shall prevail in the Chilton County Law and Equity Court, 
and the Judge thereof shall have the same powers and authority, 
including niunishment for contempt as is or hereafter may be confer- 
red upon the judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama unless other- 
wise provided in this Act. 


Section 23. The Judge of the Chiiton Couniy Law and Ewquiiy 
Court shall have the authority and power to appoint a competent 
court reporter to attend the terms of the Court and report all cases 
tricd in said Court and said court reporter shall be paid out of the 
General Fund of Chilton County, Alabama a salary of $300.00 per 
month payable at the end of each month on a certificate and order 
of the Judge of said Court. The Judge of said court may remove the 
court reporter, at his will, without assigning any cause for his action 
in doing so, The court reporter when not actively engaged in the 
work of the court as court reporter, shall serve as secretary to the 
Judge of said Court, in his office. In addition to the compensation 
herein provided, said reporter shall be entitled to tax and collect 
from the litigants or their attorneys for whom he or she is making 
a transcript of the evidence, the sum of fifteen cents per hundred 
words for said transcript and five cents per hundred words for each 
copy thereof, and when such transcript is made the reporter shall 
append thereto his or her certificate to the correctness of the same 
as such official reporter. The court reporter’s notes shall be preserv- 
ed and filed as now provided by law in the Circuit Court. 


Section 24. That from and after the passage of this Act all fines 
and forfeitures assessed and collected in said court shall be denosited 


in the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Chilton County, Alabama. 


Section 25. That claims accruing in the Chilton County Law 
and Equity Court will be claims against said fund, and such claims 
must be paid in the order in which they are registered, as provided 
by law. 


Section 26. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court to 
keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before 
the Judge or Clerk of said Court, or returnable by a justice of the 
peace or judge of an Inferior Court in said County, to said Court 
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and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certified 
copy of the said record shall be used the same, as the original affidavit 
and for recording each of said affidavits, the clerk shall receive a 
fee of seventy-five cents to be taxed as costs in case the defendant’s 
conviction. 


Section 27. Judgements or decrees rendered by the Chilton 
County Law and Equity Court shall be a lien on the property of the 
judgment debtor which is subject to levy and sale under execution 
in the same manner and for the same period of time as it is now, 
or as hereafter may be, provided by law for courts of record of 
this state upon the filing in the office of a Judge of Probate of a 
certificate of the said judgment or decree issued by the Clerk or 
Register of the said Court as it now or as hereafter may be, pro- 
vided by law; and the said judgment or decree may be revived in 
the manner now, or as hereafter may be provided by law. 


Section 28. The venue of any case in the said Chilton County 
Law and Equity Court may be changed to other counties as it is 
now, or at it hereafter may be, provided by law for the several Circuit 
Courts of like jurisdiction. 


Section 29. That final judgments rendered in said court shall, 
after the expiration of thirty days from their rendition, be taken 
and deemed to have passed beyond the control of said court, as if the 
term of court at which judgments were rendered had ended, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
parties applying for a new trial or rehearing within thirty days or 
change or destroy the office of motion for new trials or rehearings, 
when so made, or shall prevent parties from applying to the court 
for rehearing under statutes authorizing applications for rehearing 
in the Circuit Court. 


Section 30. That there shall be taxed against the defendant 
on conviction the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be collected 
in the way provided by law for taxing and collecting solicitor’s fees 
in the Circuit Court, and when collected shall be paid into the treasury 
of Chilton County, Alabama. 


Section 31. That the County Court of Chilton County, Alabama, 
as created by Act No. 403, 1955 Legislature, page 941, and the County 
Court of Chilton County, as created by Chapter 6, Title 13, of 1940 
Code of Alabama, be and the same is hereby abolished, and from and 
after the passage of this Act shall no longer exist and no officers 
of this state shall collect any fees or salaries, because of said courts, 
or for service rendered in said courts, and all cases pending in the 
County Court of Chilton County, Alabama, as created by said Act 
No. 403, 1955 Legislature of Alabama, when this Act becomes a law, 
shall immediately become pending upon the docket of the Chilton 
County Law and Equity Court, as though originally brought in said 
Court, and shall be called for trial, as above provided, provided however, 
that in all civil cases transferred from the County Court of Chilton 
County to the Chilton County Law and Equity Court that the 
plaintiff, defendant, claimant, or any party interested, or his attorney 
of record shall have the right, within 30 days from the effective date 
of this Act, to file with the Ex-Officio Clerk a demand, in writing, for 
a jury trial of the issues of fact in said cause, and all judgments and 
decrees heretofore rendered in the County Court of Chilton County, 
Alabama, and pending in said County Court shall be transferred to 
the Chilton County Law and Equity Court and said Chilton County 
Law and Equity Court shall have the same powers and control over 
such judgments and decrees and shall issue execution and other 
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processes thereon in all respects as if the judgment and decree had 
been originally rendered in the Chilton County Law and Equity Court. 


Section 32. That a trial tax of three dollars ($3.00) shall be 
imposed in each case, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed in 
said Chilton County Law and Equity Court, to be taxed and collected 
as other costs, and when collected, to be paid by the Clerk or Register 
of said Chilton County Law and Equity Court, into the general 
funds of the county as other costs, provided, however, that in civil 
cases at law where the amount involved is Fifty Dollars or less, a 
trial tax fee of only $1.00 shall be imposed and collected, provided 
further that in all criminal cases where the defendant is charged 
with violating any of the provisions of Title 36 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama and pleads guilty, no trial tax shall be imposed or collected. 


Section 33. Witnesses summoned and attending the Chilton 
County Law and Equity Court shall be entitled to the same per diem 
and mileage as are paid witnesses in the Circuit Court of Chilton 
County, Alabama, and also witnesses summoned for the State in 
preliminary hearings shall be paid in the same manner as State 
witnesses are paid in the Circuit Court. 


Section 34. That the Ex-Officio Clerk of the Chilton County 
Law and Equity Court shall receive as ex-officio fees for ex-officio 
duties performed as clerk of the Chilton County Law and Equity 


provided by Title 11, Section 4, 1940 Code of Alahama, as amended. 
Such sum to be paid in twelve monthly installments out of the General 
Fund of Chilton County, Alabama.

Relating to the purchase of supplies, materials, equipment, and con- 
tractual services, and the sale or exchange of property, by or for Au- 
tauga County; providing for competitive bidding on certain contracts, 
purchases, sales and exchanges; prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Subject to the supervision, regulation, and control of the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like governing 
body of Autauga County, and any rules and regulations which such 
body may promulgate from time to time in exercising its authority under 
this Act, all purchases for the county shall be made by such county 
governing body or its duly authorized agent. And the probate judge, as 
chairman of the county commissioners court, shall function as purchasing 
agent without additional compensation. The provisions of this Act shall 
have application to all purchases made by or for Autauga County, 
whether such purchases are made by the county governing body as such, 
or by its purchasing agent. The purchasing agent shall make all pur- 
chases of supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual services (which 
term as used in this Act shall not include contracts for professional or 
other personal services) for the county; and, subject to the approval of 
the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like gov- 
erning body of the county, may promulgate reasonable rules and regula- 
tions governing the acquisition of such supplies, materials, equipment, 
and contractual services, 


Section 2. At least three written, sealed, competitive bids shall be 
obtained on all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, and con- 
tractual services when the amount involved is three hundred dollars or 
more. If the proposed purchase or contract involves an amount less than 
three hundred dollars, the purchase may be made either on the basis 
of sealed bids or in the open market. It shall be a violation of this sec- 
tion to divide or otherwise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an 
amount less than three hundred dollars for the purpose of evading the 
requirements of this section. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a 
bulletin board in the county courthouse at least ten days prior to the 
meeting at which the purchase is to be made. If the amount of the pro- 
posed purchase or the proposed contract is in excess of three hundred 
dollars, written notice by registered mail, with return receipt requested, 
shall be given to at least three merchants or dealers in the goods or ma- 
terials to be purchased, or where notice is of a contract to be let, to at 
least three contractors engaged in the type of work contemplated. A 
copy of such notice or notices, together with the return receipts showing 
their delivery, must be recorded in and shall become a part of the 
minutes of the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other 
like county governing body. 


All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts shall be 
opened publicly at the time and place stated in the invitation to bid. 
The contract or order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, 
or all bids may be rejected and the purchase or contract renegotiated 
when the public interest will be served thereby. The purchasing agent 
shall obtain information from the Division of Purchases and Stores of 
the State Department of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by 
competitive bids; and if the state price is less than the lowest bid re- 
ceived, and if the delivery date is reasonable, all bids shall be rejected 
and the purchase shall be negotiated through the State Purchasing 
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Agent. All bids, with the names of the bidders, shall be entered on a 
permanent record. Each record, with the successful bid indicated there- 
on, and with the reason for the award if not awarded to the lowest 
bidder, shall, after the award be open to public inspection. In the event 
of a sale, trade, or other disposition of any property of the county of any 
nature or kind the procedure as outlined herein as it relates to the 
obtaining of written, sealed, competitive bids shall be followed, and such 
sale, trade, or disposition of the property of the county shall be made 
in accordance with the most advantageous offer made. 


Section 3. In an emergency a purchase may be made without com- 
petitive bids and without obtaining information from the Division of 
Purchases and Stores. However, a full written account of the circum- 
stances necessitating any such emergency purchase, together with a 
statement describing the item purchased and naming the vendor from 
whom the item was purchased, shall be at once prepared by the pur- 
chasing agent and filed in his office. An emergency, as the term is used 
herein, means a situation where needed equipment of the county is idle 
due to lack of parts, supplies, or repairs therefor, or when materials or 
supplies are immediately needed to place in operating condition the 
road or bridge system of the county which has become impassable or 
dangerous due to damage or destruction of existing portions thereof. The 
records of such emergency transactions shall be open to public inspection. 
The provisions of this Act regarding competitive bidding and obtaining 
information from the State Purchasing Agent may be waived for pur- 
chases of petisnablc commodities, utility services, machinery repairs, 
and commodities or services for which there is no competitive situation. 


Section 4. In making purchases for the county the purchasing agent 
shall give preference to commodities produced or sold in Autauga Coun- 
ty, provided there is no sacrifice or loss in prices or quality. 


Section 5. Whoever purchases or disposes of, or attempts to pur- 
chase or dispose of property for or on behalf of Autauga County con-

Section 2. Unless the context clearly indicates a different mean- 
ing, the following words and phrases whenever used in this Act shall 
have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this section. (a) 
The term “person” means and includes every natural person, firm, 
corporation, club, partnership, company, trustee, agency, or association, 
or any agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof, singular or plural 
(b) The term “wholesale dealer” and “jobber” means and includes any 
person who sells or delivers within Walker County, at wholesale only, 
cigarettes to licensed retail dealers for the purpose of resale. (c) The 
term “retail dealer” means and includes every person, other than a 
wholesale dealer, who sells or delivers within Walker County any 
cigarettes and all persons operating under a retail dealer’s license. (d) 
The term “dealer” means any wholesale or retail dealer as herein de- 
fined. (e) The term “storer’ means any person who ships or causes 
to be shipped or receives cigarettes in Walker County, who stores the 
same in any manner and uses the same for any purpose other than for 
resale or reshipment outside the county. (f) The term “stamps” means 
the stamp or stamps by use of which the tax levied by this statute is 
paid. (g) The term “sale’ means and includes any transfer of title 
or possession, or both, exchange or barter, conditional or otherwise, in 
any manner or by any means whatsoever. or for a consideration, or 
any agreement therefore including rewards, prizes, or premiums, of 
cigarctics givei as a result of operation oi puiich buards, shooting gai- 
laries, or any other activity. 

Section 3. In addition to all other taxes now imposed hy law, every 
person who sells, stores, or delivers cigarettes in Walker County shall 
pay a license tax to the county, and a license tax is hereby fixed, cre- 
ated and levied in the amount of one cent (0.01) on each package of 
cigarettes containing not more than 20 cigarettes and one cent ($0.01) 
for each additional 20 cigarettes or fractional part thereof in such pack- 
age sold, stored, or received for the purpose of distribution or sale to 
any person, firm, corporation, club, or association within such county; 
provided, however, that when the additional license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall have been paid by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes 
such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license tax 
hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package of 
cigarettes. The tax levied by this Act shall be paid through the use of 
stamps as herein provided. 


Section 4. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association 
that sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution any 
cigarettes shall add the amount of the license or privilege tax levied 
and assessed herein to the price of the article, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the con- 
sumer with the person, firm, corporation, club, or association who sells 
or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing the cirgarettes 
acting merely as agent of the county for the collection of the tax. ‘lhe 
dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the amount of the tax separate- 
ly from the price of the cigarettes on all price display signs, sales or 
delivery slips, bills and statements which advertise or indicate the price 
of the cigarettes. It shall be unlawful for any dealer, storer, or distribu- 
tor engaged in or continuing within the county in the business for 
which the tax is herein required, to fail or refuse to add to the sales 
price and collect from the purchaser the amount due by the taxpayer 
on account of the tax herein provided or to refund or offer to refund 
all or any part of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise di- 
rectly or indirectly the absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. 
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Any person, firm, corporation, club, or association violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than sixty days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment; and each act in violation of this sec- 
tion shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 5. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or other governing body of the county is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to have prepared and purchased stamps suitable for denoting the 
tax on cigarettes. The stamps shall be delivered to the probate judge 
of said county, who shall keep on hand for sale an adequate quantity of 
stamps to be affixed to each package of cigarettes.

Each stamp shall have inscribed thereon the words “Walker County 
Cigarette Tax”, but such words need not be arranged in the foregoing 
order and may be abbreviated. Said stamps may be sold to the whole- 
sale dealer by the probate judge at the reduced price of ninety per- 
cent of the full amount thereof, the reduced price from the full amount 
representing compensation to the wholesale dealer for the labor of 
affixing them to each package of cigarettes.

of each stamp a registered number furnished such dealer by the probate 
judge of the county. After such stamping has begun it shall be con- 
tinued with reasonable diligence by such dealer until all the unstamped 
cigarettes have been stamped and the stamps cancelled as herein pro- 
vided, but no stamps required to be affixed to any package or cigarettes 
shall, after the same has been affixed as herein provided, be again used 
in payment of any part of the tax under this statute. Such stamp shall 
be affixed to each individual package of cigarettes in such an manner 
that its removal will require continued application of water or steam; 
and in such a way that the stamp will be torn in two or mutilated when 
such package is opened. 


Section 7. Every wholesale dealer shall at the time of selling and 
delivering any cigarettes into the county make a true duplicate invoice 
of the same which shall show full and complete details of the sale and 
delivery of such cigarettes and shall retain the same subject to the use 
and inspection of the license inspector or his duly authorized deputy 
for a period of three years. Wholesale and retail dealers shall also keep 
a record of the purchase, sale, exchange, and receipt of all cigarettes and 
hold all books, records, cancelled checks, and all other memoranda per- 
taining to such purchase, sale, exchange, and receipt for the period 
mentioned herein subject to the inspection of the license inspector or 
his duly authorized deputy at all reasonable times. Any person who 
purchases and receives, in any manner whatsoever, any cigarettes which 
do not have affixed a stamp required by this statute shall within three 
(3) days after receipt of such cigarettes report the receipt and purchase 
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of same to the license inspector, giving the date of purchase or receipt, 
the name of the person or firm from whom purchased or received, and 
a list describing the brand and quantity of cigarettes so purchased or re- 
ceived. Such report must be made by registered or certified mail or in 
person, It shall be unlawful for any person to interfere with or obstruct 
the license inspector or his deputy. 


Section 8. Among others the following acts and omissions shall be 
unlawful: (a) It shall be unlawful for any person required by this 
statute to affix stamps to cigarettes to fail to affix such stamps or to 
fail to cancel stamps in the manner or within the time required by this 
statute (b) It shall be unlawful for any person to sell, offer for sale, or 
deliver within the county any cigarettes to which stamps have not been 
affixed and cancelled as provided by this statute. (c) It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to have in his possession or under his control a 
package of cigarettes not properly stamped as required by this Act 
for more than six hours after receipt of such cigarettes on the prem- 
ises of such person, provided that this subsection shall not apply to 
cirgarettes in the possession of wholesale dealers or jobbers kept for the 
purpose of resale or reshipment outside this county and which cigarettes 
are actually so resold or reshipped. (d) It shall be unlawful to manu- 
facture, buy, sell, offer for sale, or possess, or attempt any reproduction 
or counterfeit of the stamps provided for in this statute or to possess 
tools,, implements, instruments, or materials of any kind necessary or 
appropriate to reproduce or counterfeit such stamps or to alter or cause 


aha now r¥a-1 
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to remove from a package of cigarettes or otherwise prepare any 
stamp with intent to use or cause the same to be used after it has al- 
ready been used: to buy, sell or offer for sale any such stamp to any 
person or to have in possession any such washed, removed, restored, 
of altered stamp, or, for the purpose of indicating the payment of any 
tax hereunder, to reuse any tax stamp which has heretofore been used 
for the payment of any tax provided in this Act, or, except as to the 
probate judge, to sell any stamp provided for herein. (f) It shall be 
unlawful to reuse or refill with cigarettes any package from which 
cigarettes theretofore tax have been removed. 


Section 9. (a) None of the provisions of this Act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation of the commerce or other clauses 
of the federal or state constitutions (b) This statute shall not be con- 
strued to apply to cigarettes stored by a wholesale dealer for the pur- 
pose of resale or reshipment outside Walker County which are actually 
so resold or reshipped. 


Section 10. The license tax required to be paid by this Act through 
the purchase of tobacco stamps from the probate judge shall be received 
by him and shall be paid by him into a separate fund in the county 
treasury. All the proceeds of this tax, less the amounts which the pro- 
bate judge shall from time to time deduct herefore and pay into the 
general fund of the county, to reimburse the general fund for expenses 
qucurred lt purchasing ine required slamp, shaii be used exciusiveiy 
for the purpose of providing hospital care and treatment for indigent 
residents of the county, or for the purpose of matching any state or 
federal funds made available for use in providing hospital care and treat- 
ment for indigent residents of Peoples Hospital or for the purpose of 
matching any federal funds which may be made available tor the equip- 
ping, alteration, expansion, enlargement, improvement, or operation of 
the hospital. 


Section 11. Any person violating any of the provisions of this Act, 
or doing any act made unlawful by the terms of this Act, shall upon 
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conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500.00) and may also be confined in jail for not exceeding six months, 
either or both. It shall be the duty of the license inspector to enforce 
the provisions of this Act and to check the records of any person sub- 
ject to the license tax imposed by this Act. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part is 
declared unconstitutional or invalid such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 13. This Act shall become effective Oct. 15, 1959 upon its 
passage and approval by the Government, or upon its otherwise be- 
coming a law.

Section 1 of Act No. 56 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1953, approved June 3, 1953 (Acts of Ala- 
bama Regular Session 1953, Page 76), being an Act levying additional 
privilege or license taxes in Tuscaloosa County, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases, wherever 
used in this act, shall have the following respective meanings: 


The words “the state’ mean the State of Alabama. 
The words “the county” mean Tuscaloosa County in the state. 
The words “the city” mean the City of Tuscaloosa in the state. 


The words “the county board of education” mean the board of edu- 
cation of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama.

The words “the hospital board” mean the Druid City Hospital 
Board created by Act No. 540 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama, approved 8 October 1947.

ing at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer- 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not includ- 
ing, however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks), an amount 
equal to one per cent (1 per cent) of the gross proceeds of sales of 
the business, except where a different amount is expressly pro- 
vided herein; provided, however, that any person engaging or con- 
tinuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the 
tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at 
the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately 
the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are 
not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer on the gross sales of the 
entire business.

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(c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within the county in the business of selling at retail machines used 
in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing, and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines, attach- 
ments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for 
use on or in the operation of such machines, and which are necessary 
to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used, an 
amount equal to one-half of one per cent (% of 1 per cent) of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of such machines, attachments, parts and replace- 
ments therefor. 


(d) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within the county in the business of selling at retail any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-half of 
cne per cent (1% of 1 per cent) of the gross proceeds of the sale of 
said automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer. Where any 
such automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in 
trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale 
of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is the price of the new or used vehicle sold less the credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade.

To authorize and provide for the establishment, maintenance, opera- 
tion and financing of a public law library in Morgan County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The governing body of Morgan County, Alabama, shall 
hereafter establish and maintain a public law library in said County 
and, to accomplish said purpose, shall from time to time expend such 
public funds of said County as are hereinafter provided for said purpose 
and shall provide suitable housing quarters, furniture, fixtures and 
equipment therefor, shall keep the same in a good state of maintenance 
and repair, from time to iime shall enlarge, expand and improve such 
facilities and equipment, and shall pay such expenses and salaries as 
may be necessary and proper to operate the same out of such special 
fund hereinafter provided as hereinafter set forth. 


Section 2, To provide revenue for the establishment, maintenance, 
operation and financing of said library there are hereby taxed as costs 
the sum of $1.00 in each civil or quasi civil action at law, suits in 
equity, criminal cases, quasi criminal proceedings or forfeited bail bond 
proceedings or proceedings on a forfeited bond given in connection with 
an appeal from judgment or conviction in any Justice of the Peace 
Court or municipal Court to the Morgan County Court of Morgan 
County, Alabama, or the Circuit Court of Morgan County, Alabama, 
which costs shall be collected upon such suit or case filed in, arising in 
or brought by appeal, certiorari or otherwise to the Circuit Court of 
Morgan County, Alabama, or the Morgan County Court of Morgan Coun- 
ty, Alabama, which costs shall be collected as other costs. in such cases 
are collected by the Clerk of said Court or the Register in Chancery 
thereof, as the case may be, and shall be paid to the treasurer of Mor- 
gan County, Alabama, which shall be kept by him in a separate fund 
designated as “Morgan County Law Library Fund” and shall be expend- 
ed by the Morgan County Library Management Committee hereinafter 
created on warrants of the Chairman of said committee drawn on the 
treasurer of Morgan County for expenditures as hereinafter provided 
with said warrants bearing the notation of the funds against which the 
same are drawn. 


Section 3. The management of said law library is vested in the 
Morgan County Library Management Committee which shall consist of 
the Circuit Judges of the Circuit Court of Morgan County, Alabama, the 
Judge of the Morgan County Court of Morgan County, Alabama, the 
President of the Morgan County Bar Association, and the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Morgan County Bar Association. The presiding Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Morgan County, Alabama, shall be the Chairman 
of the Morgan County Library Management Committee, and such com- 
mittee shall have full and complete authority to purchase such books 
and periodicals as may in the opinion of said committee be advisable, 
and said committee may from time to time sell or exchange any books, 
reports, periodicals and personal property for other books or may apply 
the proceeds of the sale thereof upon the purchase of other books, re- 
ports, periodicals and personal property for use in said library, and said. 
committee may accept any gifts and loans of any such books, reports, 
periodicals and personal property for use in said library upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreeable to said committee and to the 
donor or lender thereof. The committee may employ or use such per- 
sonnel as may be necessary and proper to operate said library and may 
designate any employee of the Court or may employ other Court offi- 
clals to operate the same or to assist therein. 


Section 4. The Morgan County Library Management Committee 
shall have full authority to execute and enter into contracts in connec- 
tion with the operation and maintenance of said law library and may 
purchase such books and periodicals on such terms as it may deem 
expedient and in the best interest of the law library in order to carry 
out the purposes and intent of this act, and any and all such contracts 
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shali be a proper charge against the law library fund of Morgan County 
only and shall not be a general obligation of the County or an obligation 
of the committee as individuals. 


Section 5. The said items of costs above taxed and referrred to 
shall be designated in said costs as “Law Library Fee” and when any 
costs in such case or proceedings shall have been paid, the amount neces- 
sary for the payment of said fee shall be applied thereto, except that in 
the case of a part payment of any cost bill in any case or proceedings a 
proportionate amount of said fee shall be paid in proportion to the re- 
lation said fee bears to the total cost bill; the Clerks of the respective 
Courts and the Register in Chancery shall pay to the said County Treas- 
urer the amounts collected for said law library fees on or before the 10th 
day of each month following their collection. 


Section 6. All books, periodicals, reports and personal property of 
the Morgan County Law Library shall be the property of Morgan Coun- 
ty, Alabama. 


Section 7. If any sentence, clause, provision or section of this act 
shall be declared invalid, the remainder of said act shall not be affected, 
and the remainder thereof shall remain in full force and effect, notwith- 
standing such declaration with reference to any other part hereof. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective following its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law on Oc- 
tober 1, 1959.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created a hospital board for Walker 
County. Such hospital board shall be a public body corporate and shall 
have and exercise all the powers of public corporations organized for 
the purpose of owning and operating public hospitals pursuant to Act 
No. 46, S. 154, approved June 2, 1949 (Acts of Alabama, 1949, Page 
68), as amended, and other like public corporations. Such hospital 
board is hereby specifically charged with the duty of operating and 
maintaining the People’s Hospital, the nurses’s home connected there- 
with, and any and all facilities and public health services thereto appur- 
tenant or so related as to form an integral part thereof. All the power 
and authority necessary for the efficient operation and maintenance of 
said Peoples’ Hospital is hereby conferred on and vested in the hospital 
board hereby created. The board shall be composed of seven members 
to be selected or appointed as follows: 


(a) Three members shall be appointed by the Governor of Ala- 
bama, to hold office for terms of six years each, the first terms to com- 
mence on the date of this enactment. 
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(b) The remaining four members shall be appointed, one each by 
majority vote of the governing bodies of the incorporated cities and 
towns located within the four districts of the county for which mem- 
bers of the county governing body are elected, as now provided by law. 
These members shall also be appointed for terms of six years, but the 
first members from districts one and four shall be appointed for a two 
years, and the first members from districts two and three shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of four years. In the selection of members as here- 
in prescribed, each municipality shall be entitled to cast one vote. The 
first terms of members shall commence on the date of this enactment. 


(c) Vacancies on the hospital board shall be filled by the appoint- 
ing authority for the unexpired term. 


No person who is a member of any other hospital board, public or 
private, within the State of Alabama shall be eligible for appointment 
under this act, or qualified to serve if appointed. 


Section 2. A chairman and vice-chairman of the board shall be 
selected by the board from among the members of the board. The 
board must meet regularly once each month on a date to be fixed by 
the board, and special meetings may be held on call of the chairman. 
Members of the board shall serve without compensation. 


Section 3. All the jurisdiction, powers, duties, and authority vest-

The Board of Directors of the Sylacauga 
Chamber of Commerce shall select from its membership a qualified 
person to serve as a member of the Board who shall be designated 
as member number four and who shall serve until the first Monday 
in April, 1961, and until his successor shall be selected and shall 
qualify; in the event of a vacancy in the office of member number 
four the Board of Directors of the Sylacauga Chamber of Commerce 
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shall select a qualified person from its membership to serve the 
balance of the unexpired term. The Board of Directors of the Sylacauga 
Chamber of Commerce shall select from its membership a qualified 
person as the successor to member number four who shall hold office 
for a term of three years regardless of his continuing membership 
as a member of the Board of Directors of the Sylacauga Chamber 
of Commerce and until his successor shall be selected and shall 
qualify. The Sylacauga Ministerial Association shall select from its 
membership a qualified person to serve as a member of the Board 
who shall be designated as member number five and who shall serve 
until the first Monday in April, 1962, and until his successor shall be 
selected and shall qualify; in the event of a vacancy in the office of 
member number five the Sylacauga Ministerial Association shall 
select a qualified person from its membership to serve the balance 
of the unexpired term. The Sylacauga Ministerial Association shall 
select from its membership a qualified person as the successor to 
member number five who shall hold office for a term of three years and 
until his successor shall be selected and shall qualify. Subsequent 
vacancies on the Board and selections for membership on the Board

The Personnel Board may, in an emergency, or in 
cases where it deems proper, authorize the city clerk, city engineer, 
superintendent of the street department, superintndent of the city 
shop, superintendent of the sanitation department, chief of the po- 
lice department or chief of the fire department to appoint for tem- 
porary service such number of employees as in the opinion of the 
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governing body of said city the existing conditions demand. All 
such officers appointed for the police force shall be furnished with 
badges to be different in size and design from the regulation badges 
used by the regular members of the police force and must have the 
words “special officer” across the face of them in large letters. The 
chief of police shall furnish the board with the names and address- 
es of all persons to whom he has issued special badges, and at the 
expiration of their appointment shail cause all such badges to be 
taken up. It shall be unlawful for any persons to have in his pos- 
session any commission or any badge of a police officer of said City 
of Sylacauga unless same has been issued to him in accordance 
with the provisions of this section. 


Section 10. It shall be a violation of the provisions of this Act 
for any official, officer or other person to issue, give or lend one 
of the regulation police badges to any person other than a regularly 
employed police officer of the city. 


Section 11. No employee of any department of the city shall 
be removed or discharged, nor shall the city clerk, city engineer, 
superintendent of the street department, superintendent of the city 
shop, superintendent of the sanitation department, chief of the po- 
lice department, nor the chief of the fire department, be removed, 
discharged, or demoted, except for cause, upon written charges or 
complaint and after an opportunity to face his accusers and be 
heard in his own defense. Such charges shall be investigated by 
and before the Personnel Board after not less than five days’ notice 
in writing with a copy of such charges shall have been given to 
the person charged and the hearings thereof and thereon shall be 
public. The decision of the board thereon shall be given in writing 
to the accused, and shall be spread on the minutes. In all procedures 
before the Personnel Board the city attorney may appear and 
represent the interest of the city when ordered to do so by the 
Personnel Board. Any attorney secured by the person or persons 
making the charge or accusation shall be allowed to represent the 
prosecution and any attorney selected by the accused shall be allowed- 
ed to represent the accused. Any person may be served with a 
subpoena to appear and testify, or to produce books and paper 
relevant to such investigation before the Personnel Board, such sub- 
poena to be issued as subpoenas are now issued and provided for in 
the circuit courts of this state; and anyone who shall refuse or 
neglect to appear and testify, or produce such bocks and papers 
relevant to such investigation as commanded in such _ subpoena, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished as misdemeanors 
are punished under the laws of the State of Alabama. The fees of 
witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the same as fees for 
witnesses before the circuit courts of this state, and shall be paid 
from the treasury of the city. The decision of the board shall be 
accompanied by findings of fact and conclusions of law. The findings 
of fact shall consist of a concise statement of the board’s conclusions 
upon each issue of fact contested. 


The party making the complaint or the person against whom 
the complaint is made may appeal the board’s decision to the Circuit 
Court of Talladega County, Alabama, by filing a petition with the 
Register of such court within ten days after receipt of notice of the 
decision, such petition must be accompanied by security for costs 
of court, such security to be approved by the Register of the Court. 
A copy of the petition shall be served on the Chairman of the 
Board, in person or by registered or certified mail. The board shall 
transmit, or cause to be transmitted, the record in the case to the 
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court within ten days after the service of the petition. The order of 
the board shall remain in full force and effect pending such appeal 
unless the court shall order otherwise. The review by the court 
shall be confined to the record. The court may affirm the decision or 
remand the case for further proceedings; or it may reverse or 
modify the decision if it was affected by any error of law or was 
unsupported by substantial evidence as reflected by the findings 
of fact, or was arbitrary or capricious. Such appeals shall be given 
a preference over other cases pending before the court. 


Section 12. The Personnel Board shall elect one of its members 
as Chairman and one of its members as Vice Chairman, the Chair- 
man and Vice Chairman shall hold office as such at the pleasure 
of the board. The Personnel Board shall hold regular meetings at 
least once each calendar quarter at times to be determined by the 
board for the transaction of business, and may hold special, ad- 
journed or called meetings at any time. Special or called meetings 
shali be called by the Chairman or, in his absence, by the Vice 
Chairman. All meetings of the board shall be held in the city hall 
unless otherwise provided by the board. All meetings of the board 
shall be public meetings. 


Section 13. The Personnel Board shall keep minutes of their 
meetings and records of ail business transacted by them at each and 
every meeting. All minutes and records of the board except examina- 
tion papers and grades thereon shall be open for inspection at all 
times by any citizen of the city. ‘ine examinaiion papers ana gradcs 
thereon shall be subject to inspection at any time by the respective 
appointing authority. 


Section 14. The members of the Personnel Board shall receive 
no compensation for their respective services. The City Council or 
other governing body or such city shall provide for the expenses 
of the Personnel Board and shall provide in the annual budget an 
appropriation to cover the expenses of such board, provided, how- 
ever, the board may not incur any expenses and may not obligate 
the city to pay any sum or sums not theretofore previously authorized 
by the City Council or other governing body of such city. 


Section 15. No emplyoee of the city shall solicit orally, or by 
letter or otherwise, or receive, or be in any manner concerned in 
soliciting or receiving any assessment or subscription or contribution 
for any candidate, political party or political purpose whatsoever. 


Section 16. No employee of the city, or other persons, shall in 
any wise undertake or threaten to degrade, discharge, or promote, 
or in any manner change the official rank or pay of any other 
employee of the city, or promise or threaten to do so, for giving or 
withholding, or neglecting to make any contribution of money or 
any valuable thing for any party or for any political purpose what- 
scever. No employee of the city shall receive any promotion as a 
reward for his support of any candidate or political party. No em- 
ployee of any department shall be reduced in rank or pay as punish- 
ment for his failure to support any candidate for political office. 


Section 17. No recommendation by any officer or official whether 
said officer or official be a city, county, state or national officer or 
official, shall be considered by any person concerned in any examina- 
tion or appointment under this Act, except as to the general moral 
character of the applicant. 


Section 18. Any person in the service of the city by appointment 
under civil service rules who shall willfully, or through culpable 
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negligence, violate any of the provisions of this act, and who shall 
be found guilty after a trial before the Personnel Board, shall be 
dismissed from the service of the city, and shall not be subject to 
reappointment for two years. Any officer cf employce of tne city 
other than those holding office under the civil service rules, who 
shall willfully or through culpable negligence, violate any of the 
provisions of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars, unless same be otherwise provided 
herein, and the office so held by such person, by foree of such 
conviction, shall be rendered vacant, and such person shall not 
again be allowed to hold any office or place of employment under 
the city thereafter for two years. Any other person who shall 
willfully, or through culpable negligence, violate any of the provisions 
of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall on conviction 
be punished by a fine in the sum of not less than fifty dollars and 
not exceeding five hundred dollars. 


Section 19. Every employee of said city who is such an employee 
on the day upon which this act goes into effect shall retain his 
pcesition without examination, and be subject to all the conditions 
and benefits of this civil service law. 


Section 20. No person shall be eligible to take a civil service 
examination or to appointment as an employee of the city, who is 
not a citizen of the United States, or who has ever been convicted 
of a felony, or who does not possess of good moral character. 


Section 21. The Personnel Board shall draw and have printed 
cuch rules and regulations for the government of the said depart- 
ments, in accordance with the provisions of this act, as may seem 
necessary. The board shall have the power and authority to fix the 
maximum and minimum age limits of applicant for examinations, and 
may specify the weight, height, etc., required of all applicants. 


Section 22. The violation of any of the provisions of this act 
by any person or persons is hereby declared to be a commission by 
such person or persons of a misdemeanor; and unless otherwise 
provided herein, any person who commits such misdemeanor must, 
on conviction, be fined not more than five hundred dollars, and may 
also be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor 
for the county wherein such misdemeanor is committed for not 
more than six months, at the discretion of the court. 


Section 23. Each section of this act and each part of each section 
are hereby declared to be independent sections and parts of sections, 
and if any section, sentence, clause or provision of this act shall be 
held or declared to be unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect or 
destroy the validity or constitutionality of any other section, sentence, 
clause or provision of this act which is not of itself void or uncon- 
stitutional. 


Section 24. All records, papers, forms, documents, supplies, 
books, minutes and property of other kind or character under the 
control of the Civil Service Board which was created by Act. No. 
428, H. 936, approved August 17, 1951 (Acts of 1951, page 763) on 
the effective date of this act shall be transferred to the Personnel 
Board herein and hereby created. 


Section 25. All laws or parts of laws, including, but not limited 
to, Act No. 428, H. 936, approved August 17, 1951 (Acts of 1951, page 
763), in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 26. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law under Section 125 of the Constitution.

No. 100 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly 
apply to, or purport to affect the administration of said act and the 
incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein; 


“State sales tax” means the iax impused vy tlie State Sales tax stat 
utes; 


“State use tax statutes” means Article 11 of Chanter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, including all statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Article II and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the 
administration of the said article and the incidence and collection of the 
tax imposed therein; 


“State use tax” means the tax imposed by the state use tax statutes; 


“Registered seller” means the person registered with the state de- 
partment of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes; 


“Month” means the calendar month; 


“Quarterly period” means the period of three months ending on the 
last day of each March, June, September, and December; 


“Fiscal year” means the period commencing on October 1 of each 
calendar year and ending on September 30 of the next succeeding calen- 
dar year. 


Seciion Z. Eiieciive un the first day of the month succeeding the 
month during which this Act becomes a law, there is hereby levied in 
Chilton County, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, and shall be collected as herein provided, a privilege or license 
tax against the person on account of the business activities and in the 
amount to be determined by the application of rates against gross sales, 
or gross receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing

2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Chilton County in the business of conducting or operating places 
or amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving 
picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or association 
be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or other institution,

or replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for use on or 
in the operation of such machines, and which are necessary to the opera- 
tion of such machines and are customarily so used, an amount equal to 
one-half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such ma- 
chines, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Chilton County in the business of selling at retail any automo- 
tive vehicle or truck trailers and semi-trailer, an amount equal to 
one-half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said auto- 
motive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where 
any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in 
trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale 
of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed in this 
section the gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all 
sales which are presently exempted under the state sales tax statutes 
from the computation of the amount of the state sales tax. 


Section 3. An excise tax is hereby imposed on— 


(a) The storage, use, or other consumption in Chilton County of 
tangible personal property purchased at retail, on or after the first

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County, at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such property, 
regardless of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in

(b) The storage, use, or other consumption in Chilton County of 
any new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer pur- 
chased at retail on or after the first day of the month next succeeding 
the month during which this Act becomes a law, for storage, use, or 
other consumption in Chilton County, at the rate of one-half of one 
percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or 
semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or 
part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied 
herein shall be paid in the net difference, that is, the difference of the 
price of the new or used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle 
taken in trade; and 


(c) The storage, use, or other consumption in Chilton County of 
any machine used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing, and 
manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of 
such machines, attachments, and replacements therefor which are 
made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such ma- 
chines, purchased at retail on or after the first day of the month next 
succeeding the month during which this Act becomes a law, for stor- 
age, use, or other consumption in Chilton County, at the rate of one- 
half of one percent of the saies price of sucit maciiiie Or the parts, 
attachments, or replacements therefor. 


There are excmpted, however, from the nrovisions of this section 
and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use, or other consump- 
tion of property the storage, use, or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the state use tax statutes from the state 
use tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing or using or 
otherwise consuming in Chilton County tangible personal property pur- 
chased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this section, and 
the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by 
such person as herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt from 
a registered seller given pursuant to Section 5 of this Act to the pur- 
chaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in Chilton Coun- 
ty shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for 
a tax to which such receipt may prefer. 


Section 4. The taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act shall be due and 
payable in monthly installments on or before the twenticth day of the 
month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and the 
taxes levied in Section 3 of this Act shall be due and payable quarterly 
on or before the twentieth day of the month next succeeding each quar- 
terly period during which the storage, use, or other consumption of the 
tangible personal property became taxable hereunder, each such quar- 
terly period to end on the last days of each of the months of March, 
Junie, Seplemver and December. AN taxes levied in this Act shall be 
paid to and collected by the state department of revenue at the same 
time and along with the collection of the state sales tax and the state 
use tax. On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein levied each per- 
son subject to such taxes shall file with the state department of reve- 
nue a report or return in such form as may be prescribed by the de- 
partment, setting forth, with respect to all sales and business that are 
provided in Section 2 hereof to be used as a measurement of the tax 
levied in said Section 2, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all 
such sales and the gross receipts of all such business and setting forth, 
with respect to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, the total sales price 
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of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of which became 
subject to the tax imposed by said Section 3 during the then preceding 
quarterly period; provided, however, that said report shall include also 
such other items of information pertinent to the said taxes in the 
amount thereof as the state department of revenue may require. Any 
person subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 hereof may defer report- 
ing credit sales until after their collection, and in the event he so defers 
reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all 
credit collections made during the month preceding, and shall pay the 
taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or re- 
turns filed with the state department of revenue under this section shall 
be available for inspection by the governing body of Chilton County, or 
its designated agent, at reasonable times during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible personal 
property for storage, use, or other consumption in Chilton County 
(which storage, use, or other consumption is not herein exempted from 
the tax imposed in Section 3 hereof) shall at the time of making such 
sale or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible per- 
sonal property in Chilton County is not then taxable under this Act, 
at the time such storage, use, or other consumption becomes taxable 
hereunder, collect the tax imposed by Section 2 of this Act from the 
purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the 
manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On 
the twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly 
period provided for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file 
with the state department of revenue a return for the preceding quar- 
terly period in such form as may be prescribed by the department, 
showing the total sales of the tangible personal property sold by such 
registered seller, the storage, use, or other consumption of which be- 
came subject to the tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act during the 
then preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied 
by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to be collected 
by such registered seller during the period followed by the return; 
provided, that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with 
respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales 
and may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, but 
shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said 
credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all credit collec- 
tions made during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the 
taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return.

Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Chilton 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this 
Act shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the 
purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by 
the taxpayer on account of said taxes levied in said Section 2; and 
every registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered seller 
is required by Section 5 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful for any 
person subject to the tax levied in said Section 2 to fail or refuse to 
add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser 
or person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be 
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so added to the sale or admission price and collect from the purchaser, 
and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said tax to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so collected or 
to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption or refund 
of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful for 
any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and to 
collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed by Section 
3 of this Act or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt 
due Chilton County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to 
all other methods provided by law in this Act. The said taxes, to- 
gether with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All of the 
provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforce- 
ment of liens for license taxes due this state shall apply fully to the 
collection of the taxes herein levied, and the state department of reve- 
nue, for the use and benefit of Chilton County shall collect such taxes 
and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and 
enforcement all rights and remedies that this state or the department 
has for collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax.

All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with re- 
spect to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, mak- 
ing of monthly reports and keeping and preserving records with re- 
spect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to pay 
tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the state sales tax 
statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
state sales tax, and the administration and enforcement of the state 
sales tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act when applied to the tax levied in Section 2 hereof, shall apply 
to the tax levied in the said Section 2; and all provisions of the state 
use tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of 
the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserv- 
ing records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penal- 
ties for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the 
state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the state use tax, and the administration and enforcement of 
the state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act when applied to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, 
shall apply to the tax levied in the said Section 3. The state commis- 


sioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and

exercise all of the samo powers, dutics and obligations with respect tu 


the taxes levied in Section 9 and 3 hereof that are imposed on the com- 
missioner and the department, respectively, by the state sales tax 
statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the state sales 
tax statutes and the state use tax statutes that are made applicable in 
this Act to the taxes herein levied and to the administration of this 
Act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and made a part here- 
of as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Chilton 
County for collecting the special taxes levied by this Act such amount 
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or percentage of total collections as may be agreed upon by the com- 
missioner of revenue and the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or like governing body of the county, but such charge will not 
in any event exceed two percent of the total amount of special county 
taxes collected hereunder within the county. Such charge for collect- 
ing the special taxes for the county may be deducted each month 
from the special sales and special use taxes collected before certifying 
the amount of the proceeds thereof due Chilton County for that month. 
The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all 
taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the de- 
partment of revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive 
month (commencing with the month following the month in which the 
department makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner 
shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treas- 
ury for the benefit of Chilton County during the month immediately 
preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, however, that be- 
fore certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for 
the benefit of Chilton County during each month, the commissioner 
may deduct from the taxes collected in said month the charges due 
the department for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall 
be the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month pay- 
able to the custodian of the public school funds of Chilton County, in 
his official capacity, in an amount equal to the amount so certified by 
the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for the use of 
Chilton County. The custodian of public school funds of Chilton 
County shall deposit the revenue derived from the taxes levied herein 
in a special account separate and apart from other public school funds 
of the county, and shall maintain separate records of such special 
account. The county board of education shall require an additional 
bond of the custodian of public school funds, in an amount to be pre- 
scribed by the board of education and payable to the board and con- 
ditioned as prescribed by law. Such additional bond shall be filed and 
recorded in the office of the judge of probate of the county. The prem- 
Paes on such bonds shall be paid from any school funds derived here- 
under, 


Section 10. The proceeds of the taxes levied in this Act shall be 
used by the county board of education of Chilton County solely for 
the purpose of constructing, improving, maintaining, repairing, and 
equipping public school buildings, and acquiring sites therefor, with- 
in the county; or the proceeds of such taxes may be used to pay the 
principal of, and the interest on, any securities issued pursuant to law 
for the purpose of constructing, improving, maintaining, repairing, and 
equipping public school buildings, and acquiring sites therefor, within 
the county. 


Section 11. The levy of taxes herein made shall terminate at 
midnight on December 31, 1969, unless prior to that date there shall 
have been held in Chilton County, by the qualified electors thereof, 
a referendum election at which a majority of the qualified electors 
participating therein vote in favor of the continuation of such levy 
for a further period of ten years from said date, in which event 
such taxes shail continue in effect until midnight on December 31, 
1979. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other 
like governing body of Chilton County shall order and provide for the 
holding of such a referendum not less than three months before the 
termination date of the levy as herein provided. When the levy of taxes 
herein terminates as provided herein, all of the provisions of this Act 
pertaining to the payment and collection of the taxes herein levied, 
the making of reports and maintenance of records with respect there- 
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to, and in general the enforcement of this Act shall thereafter continue 
to be effective with respect to the taxes herein levied that shall have 
accrued hereunder prior to such termination date.

The initial term of office 
of the associate members of said Board of Revenue shall be from the 
passage of this Act until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1963, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
John Ward is hereby designated as chairman of the Board of Revenue 
of Winston County for the initial term. Dorthen Wadsworth is hereby 
designated as associate member of the Board of Revenue of Winston 
County for District number one (1) for the initial term. Horace J. 
Glenn is hereby designated as associate member of the Board of Reve- 
nue of Winston County for District number two (2) for the initial 
term. The chairman and associate members of said Board of Revenue 
shall enter into bond and take the oath of office as herein provided. 


SECTION 4. (a) At the general election to be held in and for 
Winston County in November, 1960, and every four years thereafter, 
the chairman of the Board of Revenue shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of Winston County for the term of four years commencing on 
He eee Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding 

is election. 


(b) At the general election to be held in and for Winston County 
in November, 1962, and every four years thereafter, one associate 
member of the Board of Revenue shall be elected by the qualified vot- 
ers of district number one (1), and one associate member of the Board 
of Revenue shall be elected vy tie yualificd voters of district number 
two (2), each for the term of four years commencing on the first Mon- 
day after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their elec- 
tion. 


(c) Candidate for chairman and associate member of the Board 
of Revenue shall be nominated by political parties as candidates for 
other county officers are nominated. The nomination or election of 
any candidate for chairman or associate member of the Board of 
Revenue may be contested in the same manner as the nomination or 
election of any candidate for Sheriff may be contested. 


SECTION 5. In the event of a vacancy in the office of chairman 
or associate member of the Board of Revenue, the vacancy shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor for the unexpired term. The 
chairman and associate members of the Board of Revenue shall serve 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


SECTION 6. The Board of Revenue shall have and exercise all the 
jurisdiction, power, and authority which are now or may hereafter be 
by law vested in the courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, 
and other like county governing bodies in Alabama; and the chairman 
and associate members of the Board shall perform all duties and ser- 
vices which are or may be provided by law for chairman and members 
of courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, and other like 
county governing bodies in Alabama provided, lnuwever, that said Roard 
of Revenue shall have only the following jurisdiction, power, authority, 
and duties relative to the construction, maintenance, and repair of 
roads, bridges, and ferries in said county: 


(a) To levy road and bridge taxes and to appropriate money for 
the construction, maintenance, and repair of county roads, bridges, 
and ferries, as provided by law; 


_.(b) To borrow money and issue bonds for warrants or other 
evidence of indebtedness, subject to the approval of the State Highway 
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Department, for the purpose of construction, maintaining, and repair- 
ing county roads, bridges, and ferries, as provided by law; 


(c) To acquire, subject to the approval of the State Highway 
Department, right-of-way for necessary roads, bridges, and ferries, 
either by negotiation or by the exercise of the right of eminent domain, 
and to pay for the entire cost of such right-of-way out of any road and 
bridge funds available for that purpose, including any State gasoline 
tax money belonging to Winston County; 


(d) To determine the order of priority of construction of new 
roads, bridges, and ferries in the county, and to determine what percen- 
tage of the road and bridge funds shall be spent for maintenance pur- 
poses; provided, however, that not more than.............. percent of such 
funds shall be spent for road maintenance without the consent of the 
state highway department. 


(e) For the purpose of more effectively exercising its jurisdiction 
power, and authority and performing its duties relative to roads and 
bridges, the Board of Revenue, its chairman and associate members, 
shall from time to time, inspect the roads and bridges of said county. 


SECTION 7. The Board of Revenue shall hold at least two regular 
meetings in each month on dates to be fixed by resolution adopted by 
the Board and recorded in its minutes. Unless the regular meeting 
dates are otherwise fixed by such resolution so adopted and recorded, 
they shall be held on the first Monday and last week-day of each month. 
The Board may hold special meetings on the call of the chairman or 
the two associate members of the Board. A majority of the members 
of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
The Board shall keep complete and accurate written minutes of all 
meetings, business transacted, and resolutions; and there shall be re- 
corded therein the vote of each number. At such meeting the minutes 
of the previous meeting shall be read and all minutes shall be open to 
public inspection at reasonable times. 


Section 8. The chairman of said Board of Revenue shall be its pre- 
siding officer, and shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of said 
Board, and shall have the same power and authority as the associate 
members in passing on all questions, and shall sign all warrants drawn 
on the County Treasury and all orders for the payment and disburse- 
ment of funds of the county, and shall sign all contracts entered into 
by the Board of Revenue of Winston County. It shall be the duty of 
the Chairman to prepare the business and obtain information for the 
sessions of the Board of Revenue and see that all orders thereof are 
propertly executed. He shall exercise all the duties required of the 
Probate Judge as to matters coming before courts of county commis- 
sioners. He shall devote his entire time to his office. 


SECTION 9. The chairman of the Board of Revenue shall so 
serve as purchasing agent for the county, and shall negotiate for the 
purchase and acquisition of all supplies, equipment, materials or con- 
tractual services required or used by the county or any of its officers, 
departments, and agencies. All such purchases shall be made in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the general laws of Alabama. He 
shall keep a current inventory of all property owned or leased by the 
county, which inventory shall show where such property is located and 
in whose possession or under whose control it is. 


SECTION 10. The Board of Revenue may appoint such clerical 
assistance as is necessary for the convenient and orderly transaction 
of its business, and fix their salaries and terms of employment. The 
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Board may require any of such employees to give bond in such sum as 
it may require, for the faithful performance of duty, and may pay 
the premium on such bond. 


SECTION 11. Before eniering upon the discharge of their duties, 
the chairman and associate members of the Board of Revenue shall 
take the oath required of public officers. Each of thein shall also exe- 
cute an official bond with gcod and sufficient surety or sureties, pay- 
able to the State of Alabama, conditioned faithfully to discharge the 
duties of such office during the time he continues therein, or discharges 
any of the duties thereof. The bond of the chairman shall be in the 
sum cf ten thousand dollars and the bond of each of the associate 
members shall be three thousand doliars. Such bonds may be approved 
by the Probate Judge of Winston County, the Judge of the Law and 
Equity Court of Winston County, or the Judge of the Circuit Court of 
Winston County, and such approval is declared to be a judicial act. The 
konds shall be filed and recorded in the office of the Judge of Probate 
of Winston County, and the premiurns on such bonds shall be paid 
by the county. 


SECTION 12. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall re- 
ceive a salary of four hundred dollars ($400.00) per month, as full com- 
pensation for his services to the county. During the interim or initial 
term (that is, until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1963) the associate members of the board shall each receive a 
salary of three hundred dallars ($300.00) per month, and shall receive 
five cents per mile for each mile actually traveled in the performance 
of their duties, provided, however, that no associate member may re- 
ceive more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) mileage in any one month. 
After the interim or initial term (that is, beginning the firsi Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1963) the associate members of 
the Board of Revenue shall each receive a salary of one hundred dol- 
lars per month, plus eight cents per mile for each mile actually travel- 
ed in the performance of their duties; provided, however, that no such 
associate members shall receive more than twenty-five dollars in mile- 
age in any one month. The compensation herein provided for the 
chairman and associate members of the Board shall be paid from any 
funds available for that purpose; provided, however, that the Board 
may direct that one-third of such salaries may be paid out of any 
road and bridge funds available for that purpose, including any State 
gasoline tax moneys belonging to Winston County. 


SECTION 13. Ail laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 14. The provisions of this act are severable. If any sec- 
tion, clause, sentence, or provision of this act shall be declared to be 
invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not affect the validity of any re- 
maining section, clause, sentence, or provision hereof. If the specific 
application of any section, clause, sentence, or provision of this Act 
shall be held invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not affect the validity 
of such section, clause, sentence, or provision as to any cther specific 
application which is not of itself unconstitutional. 


SECTION 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be- 
coming a law.

Section T. After this Act takes offceet, the cowxt of CouNty coumis- 
sioners, board of revenue, or other like governing body of Cherokee 
County shall have and exercise jurisdiction, supervision, and control 
over the establishment, construction, reconstruction, maintenance, and 
repair of county roads and bridges to the same extent as courts of 
ceunty commissioners have and exercise under the general laws of the 
state. 


Section 2. Within thirty days after this Act takes effect the di- 
rector of the state highway department shall transfer, or cause to be 
transferred to Cherokee County all of the property of the county (in- 
cluding money) turned over to the state highway department when 
Act No. 261, H. 808, approved August 23, 1955, became effective, or 
property of like kind and equal value, or in lieu thereof, pay the coun- 
ty the value of such property in cash. The highway director shall also 
pay over to the custodian of county road and bridge funds all money 
held by the department for the use of Cherokee County when this 
Act takes effect. Provided, that the director may retain so much 
thereof as may be necessary to pay obligations previously incurred 
for the benefit of Cherokee County. 


Section 3. Act No. 261, H. 808 approved August 23, 1955, entitled, 
“An act relating to the construction, maintenance and repair of the 
county roads and bridges of Cherokee County; providing that such 
roads and bridges shall be constructed, maintained and repaired by the 
State Highway Departmont and rclieving the county aud ihe oiiiciais 
thereof, of certain duties in regard thereto; providing for the transfer 
by the county and its officials to the State Highway Department of cer- 
tain funds, including Cherokee County’s proportionate share of the 
State gasoline tax, State motor vehicle license tax allocated to the 
county, supplies, equipment, machinery and materials for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and repair of county roads and bridges; and repeal- 
ing conflicting laws” (Acts 1955 Regular Session, Vol. I, pp. 606-609), 
is hereby repealed. Provided, that such repeal shall not affect, impair, 
or abridge the obligations and commitments of the state highway de- 
partment, or the director thereof, with respect to the construction, re- 
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construction, and maintenance of roads and bridges in the water area 
of Cherokee County pursuant to contracts or agreements made or 
entered into with the Alabama Power Company or its officers or 
agents before the date of this enactment; provided further, the state 
highway department, or the director thereof, is authorized and directed 
to carry out such contracts or agreements and spend the money provid- 
ed for such purposes in Cherokee County after this Act takes effect. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5: The substantial provisions of this Act shall not become 
operative unless the Act is approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors of Cherokee County who vote thereon at a referendum elec- 
tion to be held for that purpose. The election shall be held on the same 
date as the next countywide election held in the county after the date 
of this enactment, and shall be held and conducted as nearly as may be 
in the manner provided by law for holding elections on proposed con- 
stitutional amendments. The court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or other like governing body of Cherokee County shall give 
notice of the election by publication in a newspaper published in the 
county once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the date 
set for holding the election. And the court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue, or other like governing body of the county shall pro- 
vide for holding the election, which shall be held by the same officers 
appointed to hold the other election held on the same date. If a ma- 
jority of the electors voting at the election vote in favor of the county 
being made responsible for maintaining county roads and bridges, this 
Act shall become operative on the first day of the month next follow- 
ing the month during which the election was held; if, however, a ma- 
jority of the electors voting at the election vote against this proposi- 
tion, this Act shall have no further effect. The ballots to be used at the 
election shall have printed thereon the following:

Section 1. All words, terms, and phrases that are defined in Act 
No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, effective October 1, 1959, 
which levies a state sales tax, and in Article 11, Chapter 20, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as amended, shall, where used in this Act, have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in said Act No. 100 of August 
18, 1959, and Article 11, of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as heretofore amended, except where the context herein clearly indi- 
cates a different meaning. In addition, the following words, terms, and 
phrases where used in this Act shall have the following respective 
meanings except where the context clearly indicates a different mean- 
ing. 


“State sales tax statutes” means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved Au- 
gust 18, 1959, effective October 1, 1959, enacted at the Special Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama that convened June 24, 1959, which levies 
a retail sales tax for state purposes, and includes all statutes, including 
amendments to said Act No. 100, heretofore enacted which expressly 
set forth any exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in 
said Act No. 100 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which ex- 
pressly apply to, or purport to affect, the administration of said act and 
the incidence and collection of the tax imposed therein; 


“State sales tax” means the tax imposed by the state sales tax 
statutes; 


“State use tax statutes” means Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore amended, including all statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied in said Article 11 and all other statutes 
heretofore enacted which expressly apply, to or purport to affect, the 
administration of the said article and the incidence and collection of 
the tax imposed therein; 


‘ “State use tax” means the tax imposed by the state use tax stat- 
utes; 
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“Registered seller’ means the person registered with the state 
department of revenue pursuant to the state sales tax statutes; 


“Month” means the calendar month; 


“Quarterly period” means the period of three months ending on 
the last day of each March, June, September, and December; 


“Fiscal year” means the period commencing on October 1 of each 
Calendar year and ending on September 30 of the next succeeding 
calendar year. 


Section 2. Effective on the first day of the month succeeding the 
month during which this Act becomes a law, there is hereby levied in 
Hale County, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, and shall be collected as herein provided, a privilege or license 
tax against the person on account of the business activities and in the 
amount to be determined by the application of rates against gross 
sales, or gross receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Hale County in the business of selling at retail any tangible 
personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and commodities 
of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds or other 
evidence of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one percent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein. Any person engaging or continuing in 
business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax re- 
quired on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such businesses at the 
rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately the 
gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not 
so kept he shall pay the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the busi- 
ness. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Hale County in the business of conducting or operating places 
of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling al- 
leys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, mov- 
ing picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, in- 
cluding wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibi- 
tions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests conduct- 
ed by or under the auspices of any educational institution, or any ath- 
letic association thereof, or other association whether such institution 
or association be denominational, a state, county, or a city school, or 
other institution, association, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amuse- 
ment, or entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where 
an admission fee is charged, including public bathing places, public 
dance halls of every kind and description, conducted or carried on 
within Hale County, an amount equal to one percent of the gross re- 
ceipts of any such business. 


3. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within Hale County in the business of selling at retail machines 
used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufactur- 
ing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines, at- 
tachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured 
for use on or in the operation of such machines, and which are necessary 
to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used, an 
amount equal to one-half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the 
sale of such machines, attachments, parts and replacements therefor. 
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4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within Hale County in the business of selling at retail any automo- 
tive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one- 
half of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer. Provided, that where any 
used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer is taken in 
trade, or in a Series of trades, as a credit or part payment of the sale 
of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less a cred- 
it for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed in this 
section the gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of 
all sales which are presently exempted under the state sales tax stat- 
utes from the computation of the amount of the state sales tax. 


Section 3. An excise tax is hereby imposed on— 


(a) The storage, use, or other consumption in Hale County of 
tangible personal property purchased at retail, on or after the first day 
of the month next succeeding the month during which this Act shall 
become a law, for storage, use or other consumption in Hale County, 
at the rate of one percent of the sale price of such property, regardless 
of whether the retailer is or is not engaged in business in Hale County 
or in this state, except as pravided in subsections (b) and (c) of this 
section; and 


(b) The storage, use, or other consumption in Hale County of 
any new or used automotive vehicle, iruck trailer or scmi-trailer pur- 
chased at retail on or after the first day of the month next succeeding 
the month during which this Act becomes a law, for storage, use, or 
other consumption in Hale County, at the rate of one-half of one per- 
cent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, or 
semi-trailer. Where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or 
semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or 
part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein 
shall be paid in the net difference, that is, the difference of the price of 
pee x used vehicle sold less a credit for the used vehicle taken in 
trade; an 


(c) The storage, use, or other consumption in Hale County of any 
machine uscd in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and man- 
ufacturing of tangible personal property, including the parts of such 
machines, attachments, and replacements therefor which are made or 
manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines, pur- 
chased at retail on or after the first day of the month next succeeding 
the month during which this Act becomes a law, for storage, use, or 
other consumption in Hale County, at the rate of one-half of one per- 
cent of the sales price of such machine or the parts, attachments, or 
replacements therefor. 


There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use, or other consump- 
tion of property the storage, use, or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the state use tax statutes from the state use 
tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing or using or 
etherwise consuming in Hale County tangible personal property pur- 
chased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this section, and 
the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid by such 
person as herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt from a 
registered seller given pursuant to Section 5 of this Act to the purchaser 
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of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in Hale County shall be 
sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for a tax to 
which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. The taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day of 
the month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and 
the taxes levied in Section 3 of this Act shall be due and payable quart- 
erly on or before the twentieth day of the month next succeeding each 
quarterly period during which the storage, use, or other consumption 
of the tangible personable property became taxable hereunder, each 
such quarterly period to end on the last days of each of the months of 
March, June, September and December. All taxes levied in this Act 
shall be paid to and collected by the state department of revenue at 
the same time and along with the collection of the state sales tax and 
the state use tax. On or prior to the due dates of the taxes herein 
levied each person subject to such taxes shall file with the state depart- 
ment of revenue a report or return in such form as may be prescribed

Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible per- 
sonal property for storage, use, or other consumption in Hale County 
(which storage, use, or other consumption is not herein exempted from 
the tax imposed in Section 3 hereof) shall at the time of making such 
sale, or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible 
personal property in Hale County is not then taxable under this Act, 
at the time such storage, use, or other consumption becomes taxable 
hereunder, collect the tax imposed by Section 2 of this Act from the 
purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the 
manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On 
the twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly 
period provided for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall 
file with the state department of revenue a return for the preceding 
quarterly period in such form as may be prescribed by the department, 
showing the total sales of the tangible personal property sold by such 
registered seller, the storage, use, or other consumption of which be- 
came subject to the tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act during the 
then preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be accom- 
panied by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to 
be collected by such registered seller during the period followed by 
the return; provided, that any registered seller may defer collecting 
the tax with respect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds 
of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales until after their 
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collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes along with collec- 
tion of said credit sales and shall include in each quarterly report all 
credit collections made during the preceding quarterly period, and 
shall omit the taxes with respect thereto at the time of filing such re- 
port or return. Any person who has paid to a registered seller the

Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Hale Coun- 
ty in a business subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the 
purchaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by 
the taxpayer on account of said taxes levied in said Section 2; and 
every registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered 
seller is required by Section 5 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful 
for any person subject to the tax levied in said Section 2 to fail or re- 
fuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from 
the purchaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein 
required to be so added to the sales or admission price and collected 
from the purchaser, and it shall likewise be unlawtul for anv person 
subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part of 
the amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly 
the absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall 
likewise be unlawtul for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the 
tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act or to refund or offer to refund 
or absorb, or to advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of, said 
tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt 
due Hale County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all 
other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, to- 
gether with interest and penalties with respect thereto shall consti- 
tute and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from 
whom said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All 
of the provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the 
enforcement of liens for license taxes due this state shall apply fully 
to the collection of the taxes herein levied, and the state department 
of revenue, for the use and benefit of Hale County shall collect such 
taxes and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise for such col- 
lection and enforcement all rights and remedies that this a lien upon 
the property of any collection of the state sales tax and the state use 
tax. The state department of revenue shall have full authority to em- 
ploy such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to 
enforce Collection of the taacd auiliusized iu be levied by iis Aci, and 
to otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any litigation 
involving this Act; and the department shall pay such special counsel 
such fees as it deems necessary and proper from the proceeds of the 
taxes collected by it for Hale County. 


Section 8. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes with re- 
spect to payment, assessment and collection of the state sales tax, 
making of monthly reports and keeping and preserving records with 
respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure to 
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pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the state sales tax 
statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
state sales tax, and the administration and enforcement of the state 
sales tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act when applied to the tax levied in Section 2 hereof, shall apply to 
the tax levied in the said Section 2; and all provisions of the state use 
tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of 
the state use tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving 
records with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties 
for failure to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the 
state use tax statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with 
respect to the state use tax, and the administration and enforcement 
of the state use tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act when applied to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, 
shall apply to the tax levied in the said Section 3. The state commis- 
sioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and 
exercise all of the same powers, duties and obligations with respect 
to the taxes levied in Sections 2 and 3 hereof that are imposed on the 
commissioner and the department, respectively, by the state sales 
tax statutes and the state use tax statutes. All provisions of the state 
sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes that are made applica- 
ble in this Act to the taxes herein levied and to the administration of 
this Act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Hale 
County for collecting said special taxes herein levied a percentage of 
said taxes to be computed on the basis that the total cost of collecting 
the state sales tax and use taxes bears to the total of said state taxes 
collected for each fiscal year. Such charge may be deducted once each 
month from the special sales and use taxes collected before certifying 
the amount of special taxes due Hale County. The commissioner of 
revenue shall pay into the state treasury all taxes collected under this 
Act, as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and 
on or before the first day of each successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in which the department makes the 
first collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the 
state comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions 
of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of 
Hale County during the month immediately preceding the making of 
such certificate. Provided, however, that before certifying the amount 
of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of Hale Coun- 
ty during each month, the commissioner may deduct from the taxes 
collected in said month the charges due the department for the collec- 
tion of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty of the comptroller 
to issue his warrant each month payable to the custodian of the public 
school funds of Hale County, in his official capacity, in an amount 
equal to the amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as 
having been collected for the use of Hale County.

Section 11. This Act supersedes Act No. 86, H. 388, approved June

To amend Section 2 of an act approved June 3, 1953, establishing 
a board of revenue for Hale County (Act No. 61, H. 209, Acts of Ala- 
bama 1953, Vol. I, p. 89) so as to provide for the election of members 
of the board of revenue by districts. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 2 of an act approved June 3, 1953, establishing 
a board of revenue for Hale County (Act No. 61, H. 209, Acts of Ala- 
bama 1953, Vol. I, p. 89) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. That for the purpose of this Act and the enforce- 
ment thereof the said County of Hale shall be divided into Four sub- 
divisions, to be known as Districts, and numbered respectively, from 
one to four, both inclusive. District No. 1 shall embrace and be com- 
posed of beats or precincts numbered 1, 2, 12 and 16 as now constituted 
or as the same may be hereafter changed in boundaries according to 
law. District No. 2 shall embrace and be composed of beats or pre- 
cincts numbered 6, 7, 8 and 9 as now constituted or as the same may 
be hereafter changed in boundaries according to law. District No. 3 
shall embrace and be composed of beats or precincts numbered 4 and 
5 as now constituted or as the same may be hereafter changed in boun- 
daries according to law. District No. 4 shall embrace and be composed 
of beats or precincts numbered 3, 10, 11, 13, 14 and 18 as now con 
stituted or as the same may be hereafter changed in boundaries ac- 
cording to law. The incumbent members of the board shall continue 
in office until the expiration of the term for which they were elected. 
Succeeding members of the board from Districts No. 1 and iNo. 4 shall 
hold office for four years from the first Monday after the second Tues- 
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day in January, 1963, and until their successors are elected and quali- 
fied such election to be at the regular November election in 1962, and 
every four years thereafter. The succeeding members of said board 
from Districts No. 2 and No. 3 shall hold office for four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1961, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified, such election to be held at the 
regular November election in 1960, and every four years thereafter. 
Each member of the board from a district in the county shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of the district, it being intended that two 
members of the board from districts in the county shall be elected 
every two years, commencing with the regular November election of 
1960, each to be elected for a term of four years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and that 
each such member of the board shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of his district. The members of the board from each of the sev- 
eral districts of the county shall be at the time of their appointment or 
election of the age of twenty-five years or over, and, in addition, each 
shall be a qualified elector of and reside in the district for which he 
is Sry both at the time of his election and during his continuance 
in office.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall become effective only 
if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Hale County who 
vote in a referendum election to be held thereon, such election to be 
held on the same date as the first countywide election held after the

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Application. 


This Act shall apply to and have application in the City of Tusca- 
loosa, Alabama. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


The following words, terms, and phrases wherever used in this 
Act shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this sec- 
tion unless the context plainly indicates a contrary meaning: “City” 
or “such City” or “the City’ means the City of Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
“Firemen” means any regular full time member of the fire department of 
such city, exclusive of all irregular, extra, special, or part time mem- 
bers of such department. “Policeman” means any regular full time 
member of the police department of such city, exclusive of all irregu- 
lar, extra, special, or part time members of such department. The 
term “Chairman of the Commission Board” and the term “Mayor” 
have reference to the officer of the City whose duties are those of 
i executive of such city. The term “Commissioner of Public Safe- 

’ has reference to the commissioner who has charge of the fire and 
Oo fice denartments of such citv. The term “Board” and the term 
“Board of Trustees” means the “Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s 
and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund” created under this Act. 
The term “Fund”, “the fund’, “such fund” and similar expressions, 
has reference to the “Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pensiun anda Relief 
Fund” created under the provisions of this Act. Words used in this 
Act in the past or present tense include the future as well as the past 
and present, and words used in the singular include the plural, and the 
plural the singular. Words in the masculine gender include the feminine. 


Section 3. Creation of Pension Fund. 


There is hereby created and established for the City of Tuscaloo- 
sa, Alabama, a Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund 
for the benefit of the persons hereinafter named, to be derived and 
raised in the manner hereinafter provided. The name by which such 
ee shall be known is ‘‘Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief 

und”. 


Section 4. Board of Trustees. 


For the management and distribution of such fund, there is 
hereby created a Board of Trustees to be known as Board of Trustees 
of the Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Rund. Such 
Board of Trustees shall be composed of seven members who shall be 
the Commissioner, or other elected official of the city, having super- 
vision over the police and fire denartments in such city. who shall 
be Chairman of such Board, the chief of the fire department, the chiet 
of the police department, and two additional members from the fire 
and two additional members from the police department to be selected 
as hereinafter provided. Immediately upon the going into effect of 
this Act the Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pen- 
sion and Relief Fund created and elected under and pursuant to Act; 
No. 187 of the Alabama Legislature of 1951, as amended, shall become 
the Board of Trustees under this Act and the members thereof shall 
serve as members of the Board of Trustees under this Act until their 
successors are elected in accordance with the provisions hereof. 
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Section 5. Transfer of Assets of Existing Pension Fund. 


All assets, funds, contracts, property and records used and em- 
ployed by the Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s and Policemen’s 
Pension and Relief Fund created pursuant to Act No. 187 of the Ala- 
bama Legislature of 1951, as amended, are hereby transferred to the 
jurisdiction and control of the Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s and 
Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund created under the provisions of 
this Act. 


Section 6. Participation in the Fund. 


Every fireman and every policeman, as hereinabove defined, shall 
be eligible to participate and shall participate in such fund. Provided, 
however, that any policeman or any fireman who is employed as such 
after the effective date of this Act, and who at the time of such em- 
ployment has reached or exceeded the age of thirty-five (35) years, 
shall not be eligible to participate in such fund. 


Section 7. Composition of Fund. 


Said firemen’s and policemen’s pension and relief fund shall be 
derived, obtained, and created as follows: A. From the salary of each 
fireman and each policeman there shall be deducted, as the same be- 
comes payable, and paid into said fund, an amount equal to five per 
centum of the amount of such salary. Provided that whenever a 
member of the fire or police department of such city is ineligible to 
participate in the benefits of such fund by reason of the provisions of 
this Act, neither such ineligible member nor his salary or other com- 
pensation shall be subject to any assessment for the benefit of such 
fund. B. Each fire insurance company, including mutual and indus- 
trial fire insurance companies, qualified to do business under the laws 
of Alabama, and doing business in such city, shall annually and on or 
before the first day of March of each year hereafter, pay into said 
Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund, a sum equal to 
one and one-half per centum of the gross premiums, less return prem- 
iums, received by such fire insurance company for and on account of 
business, including all renewals of fire insurance done by it in the 
city, during the preceding calendar year; and it shall be unlawful for 
any such fire insurance company or its agent, to take or receive any 
premium for insurance against fire within the city unless such fire 
insurance company shall pay, at the time aforesaid, to the said Fire- 
men’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund, the amount herein 
provided to be paid by such fire insurance company; and any such fire 
insurance company violating any of the provisions of this section shall 
forfeit to the said Firemen‘s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund 
the sum of one Thousand Dollars, to be recovered against such fire 
insurance company so violating said provisions, or its agent, by suit 
brought in the name of the city for the use of such fund. Each person, 
firm or corporation, which conducts a fire insurance agency or broker- 
age business in such city, shall annually, within the first ten days of 
each year, make and file a sworn statement in writing, with the city 
clerk of such city, as treasurer of such fund, giving the name and ad- 
dress of each fire insurance company which such person, firm or corp- 
oration represented or did business for, as agent or broker, during the 
preceding year; and any such person, firm or corporation conducting 
any such fire insurance agency or brokerage business in such city, 
violating the provisions of this section shall forfeit to the said Fire- 
men’s and Policemen’s Pension, and Relief Fund the sum of One Hun- 
dred Dollars to be recovered against such person, firm or corporation, 
so violating such provisions, by suit brought in the name of such city 
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for the use of such fund and all such forfeitures and penalties pro- 
vided for herein, when collected, shall be and become a part of said 
Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund. Provided, how- 
ever, that the said sum equal to one and one-half per centum of gross 
premiums less return premiums, required by this paragraph of this 
section to be paid by fire insurance companies into said Firemen’s and 
Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund shall be treated and held to be a 
part of the maximum of four percent on each one hundred dollars, or 
major fraction thereof, of gross premiums, less return premiums, 
which any municipal corporation may by law impose upon any fire 
insurance company in any one year as a license or privilege tax for 
the privilege of doing business in such municipality during such year 
under Section 739 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 as amend- 
ed or as the same may be amended. C. All firemen and policemen 
shall promptly pay into such fund all witness fees in criminal cases, 
and in cases in which they have been summoned by the city, received 
by them from any court in the county in which such city is situated, 
and all moneys received by them or any of them as a reward or gra- 
tuity for the apprehension of any person, the furnishing of any evi- 
dence, the recovery of saving of any property, services at any fire, or 
otherwise received by them for similar service or for work in the line 
of his duty. D. There shall be paid into such fund, as and when received, 
all liquor seizure fees received by any policeman or to which he may 
be entitled and all amounts received by the city from the State Alco- 
hol Beverage Control Board for confiscated liquors and beverages 
delivered te it as required by law. E. The Board of Trustees may take 
by gift, grant, devise or bequest, any money, personal property, 
real estate or any interest therein or any right of property, and any 
such gift, grant, devise or bequest may be absolute or in fee simple 
or upon condition that only rents, income and profits arising there- 
from shall be applied to the purposes for which said fund is created. 
F. The governing body of the city shall cause to be paid into such fund 
out of the treasury of such city, an amount equal to five percentum 
of the salary of each member of such fire and police department, who 
is eligible to participate in the benefits of such fund, such payment to 
be made to such fund as and when such salary becomes payable, and 
deduction therefrom is made as provided in this section. 


Section 8. Election of Members of Board. 


Two members of said Board of Trustees shall be elected from 
among their number by the policemen who are entitled to vote in such 
election and two members of said Board shall be elected from among 
their number by the firemen who are entitled to vote in such election. 
Neither the chief of police nor the chief of the fire department shall be 
entitled to vote in such elections. Such elections shall be held inde- 
pendently of one another on the second Tuesday in January, 1962, and 
on the second Tuesday in January of every third year thereafter. The 
said election shall be held at police headquarters for the police depart- 
ment and at fire station number one for the fire department, or some 
other place dilly designated hy the gsaverning body of said city, begin- 
ning at nine o’clock in the forenoon and continuing until six o’clock in 
the afternoon. Only firemen and policemen who are eligible to become 
members of the said Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief 
Fund or to participate in the benefits thereof as herein provided shall 
be entitled to vote in such elections, each being entitled to vote for 
two candidates in the department of which he is a member. Voting 
shall be by secret ballot. The city clerk shall prepare the ballots 
which shall be printed, typewritten or memeographed. He shail place 
on said ballots the names only of those nominated as candidates as 
herein provided, and the names of such as may request in writing 
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that their own names be placed thereon. Any three members of the 
fire department eligible to vote in such election may nominate in writ- 
ing a candidate from the fire department, and any three members of 
the police department eligible to vote in such election may nominate 
in writing a candidate from the police department. Such nominations 
and such requests from persons entitled to vote in said election that 
their own names be placed on such ballot shall be filed with the city 
clerk not earlier than two weeks before the date of such election and 
not later than five o’clock in the afternoon of Thursday immediately 
preceding such election. The two candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes in each election shall hold office as such trustees for 
a term of three years beginning on the Monday next following such 
election and until their successors are elected and accepted by notify- 
ing the Chairman of the Board of such acceptance. The chief of the 
police department and one police officer selected by him and the chief 
of the fire department and one fireman selected by him shall act as 
election officials in their respective departments and. on the day of 
and immediately after the casting of such ballots, shall canvass and 
count the same for their respective departments and certify in writing 
in duplicate the number of ballots cast and the number of ballots re- 
ceived by each candidate for the office of trustee. After signing such 
certificates, each chief shall immediately post one copy thereof at the 
place of election and not later than twelve o’clock noon on the follow- 
ing day deliver one copy thereof together with all the ballots cast by 
his department, in a securely sealed envelope, to the Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees who shall on the day following said election in the 
presence of the chief of such fire department and of the chief of such 
police department, open said envelopes, examine said certificates and 
ascertain and determine the total number of ballots cast at said election 
for each of the candidates as such trustee, and shall issue certificates of 
election as such trustee to the candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes as aforesaid. In case any two or more candidates shall have 
received the same number of votes, so that there would be no choice 
under the foregoing provision, then the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees shall forthwith determine by lot from the persons so receiv- 
ing such equal number of votes who shall be the trustee. No election 
shall be set aside for want of formality in balloting by such members, 
or in certifying or transmitting returns of such election by the officers 
or persons in charge thereof. Should a vacancy cccur in the position 
of an elective member of the Board of Trustees, such vacancy shall, 
with reasonable promptness, be filled for the unexpired term by the 
remaining members of said Board. 


Section 9. Board to Manage and Control Fund. 


The Board of Trustees shall be the trustee of such fund and shall 
have the exclusive management and control thereof, and all matters 
legitimately connected therewith. It shall have power to adopt and 
enforce such rules and regulations as may be necessary to enable it 
effectively and properly to carry into execution the purposes for which 
it was organized, and to enable it to properly manage and conduct the 
business and affairs entrusted to it, provided such rules and regula- 
tions shall in no wise contravene the provisions of this Act, but shall 
be in conformity thereto. The Board of Trustees shall hear and decide 
all applications for pension or relief under this Act and its decisions on 
such applications shall be final and conclusive, and not subject to re- 
view or reversal, except by said Board. It shall cause to be kept a 
record of all its meetings and proceedings. From and after the election 
of members of the Board of Trustees in January of 1962, five mem- 
bers of said Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
any and all business of said Board and the affirmative vote of five 
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members shall be necessary and sufficient to adopt any resolution; 
prior to the election of additional trustees in 1962, three members of 
the Board shall constitute such quorum. Meetings of said Board shall 
be held in the council chamber in the city hall at such time as it may 
be called to meet by the Chairman or by any two members. Neither 
the secretary, treasurer, custodian, nor any member of said Board, 
shall receive any salary or compensation for his services. 


Section 10. Secretary of Board. 


The city clerk of such city shall be secretary of the Board of Trus- 
tees. It shall be his duty as secretary to keep in a book provided for 
that purpose a full and complete record of all proceedings of the 
Board. The secretary shall perform such other duties as may be as- 
signed to him by the Board. 


Section 11. Investment of Portion of Fund. 


The Board of Trustees, after considerating the probable demands 
upon the fund may invest such portion of it as may be safely with- 
drawn for the purpose. Such investment shall be only in interest 
bearing bonds of the United States of America, or of the State of Ala- 
bama, or of any bonds lawfully issued by the City of Tuscaloosa. All 
income from investments shall be and become a part of the fund. All 
securities belonging to the fund shail be deposited with the treasurer 
of the fund, and shall be subject to the management and control of 
the Board of Trustees. 


Section 12. Annual Report. 


On or before the first day of February of each year, the Board of 
Trustees shall make a report to the Commission Board, or other gov- 
erning authority of the city, and to the fire department and the police 
department in the city, of the condition of the fund as of December 
3lst of the preceding year. 


Section 13. Depository of Fund. 


The Board of Trustees shall appoint a bank or trust company in 
such city as a depository and the treasurer of such fund shall prompt- 
ly deposit all money belonging to such fund or coming into his hands 
as treasurer thereof in such depository. If any of such funds are 
dissipated or lost by reason of the insolvency or failure of such bank 
or trust company appointed as such depository as provided herein, such 
dissipation or loss shall not constitute a liability on the official bond 
of such city clerk as such treasurer of such fund not a liability against 
the sureties thereon. All interest received on such deposits shall be 
and become a part of such fund. 


Section 14. Payments from Fund. 


No Warrant nor ChecK shall be diawii of sucli fund vacepi by 
order of the Board of Trustees duly and regularly entered in the 
record of the proceedings of said Board. The depository of such fund 
shall not pay out any of such funds except on warrant or check signed 
at ae Chairman of the Board and countersigned by the Secretary 
thereof. 


Section 15. Expenses of Board. 


The Board of Trustees shall be authorized to pay out of such fund 
all reasonable and necessary expenses that may be incurred by it in 
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and about the performance of its duties under this Act and in and 
about the management and administration of such fund. 


Section 16. List of Retired Policemen and Firemen. 


There shall be kept by the secretary of the Board of Trustees a 
book to be known as the list of retired firemen and policemen, which 
shall give a full and complete history and record of the action of the 
said Board of Trustees in retiring any and all persons under this Act, 
showing the names, date of entering the service of such department, 
date of retirement, age on retirement, number of years such person 
has contributed to the fund, and the reason of such retirement, if any. 
In such book there shall also be kept a complete list with the name, 
age and address of all children and the name and address of all wid- 
ows and widowed mothers of policemen and firemen who have been 
declared by said board to be entitled to benefits under this Act. 


Section 17. Treasurer and Custodian of Fund. 


The city clerk shall also be treasurer and custodian of all monies 
belonging to such fund and all monies belonging to such fund shall 
be promptly paid to him. The city clerk shall also be the custodian of 
all securities and things of value belonging to such fund. He shall be 
liable on his official bond as city clerk for the faithful performance 
of the duties, imposed upon him under this section, and for the faithful 
accounting for all. monies, securities, and things of value which may 
come into his hands as treasurer of such fund, and he shall keep a 
separate account thereof which shall at all times show the true condi- 
tion of such fund. Upon the expiration of the city clerk’s term of of- 
fice, or whenever, from any cause, he ceases to hold office as such city 
clerk, he shall surrender and deliver up to his successor all bonds, se- 
curities, all money and everything else which have come into his hands 
as treasurer or custodian of such fund. If at any time in the future, 
some officer other than the city clerk shall be designated by the gov- 
erning body of the city as the chief fiscal officer, such as comptroller, 
then such chief fiscal officer shall perform the duties prescribed in 
this section for the city clerk. 


Section 18. Pension Benefits to be Paid on Retirement. 


Subect to the general limitations set forth in Section 29 hereof 
and subject to any reductions in benefits that might be required by the 
provisions of Section 28 hereof, when any fireman or policeman shall 
be retired and placed upon the pension roll (except when retired under 
Section 23 hereof), the monthly pension whick he shall initially be paid 
shall be a sum equal to two and six-tenths (2.6) per centum of the 
amount of his “pension base” multiplied by the number of entire years 
he has served in the department of which he was a member. The term 
“pension base” as used herein, means the monthly salary at the time of 
retirement. Unless: (a) he has been demoted in the five years im- 
mediately preceding his retirement, in which case his “pension base” 
shall be the average monthly salary for the five year period immedi- 
ately preceding retirement; (b) his salary at the time of his retire- 
ment exceeds one hundred and fifteen per cent (115 per cent) of his 
average monthly salary for the five (5) years immediately preceding 
his retirement, in which case his “pension base” shall be one hundred 
and fifteen per cent (115 per cent) of his average monthly salary for 
the five year period immediately preceding his retirement. 


Section 19. Continued Payments of Existing Pensions. 
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All pensions and all benefits heretofore directed to be paid by the 
Board of Trustees of the Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief 
Fund, created under and pursuant to Act No. 187 of the Alabama Leg- 
islature of 1951, as amended, shall be continued and shall be paid from 
the Fund and by the Board of Trustees of such fund created under 
this Act. All such pensions and such such benefits directed to be paid by 
the Board of Trustees under and pursuant to said Act No. 187, as 
amended, shall not be changed by this Act but shall continue in force 
and shall continue to be calculated and paid according to the schedule 
of payments prescribed in said Act No. 187, as amended. 


Section 20. Weekly Benefits for Sickness or other Disability; 
Retirement for Disability. 


When any fireman or policeman shall be confined to his bed under 
the necessary care of a physician, by reason of sickness or other disa- 
bility not otherwise provided for, for as long a period as fifteen days, 
the said Board of Trustees shall direct the payment to such fireman or 
policeman from such fund the sum of Thirty Dollars ($30.00) weekly 
while so confined, not to exceed in any event twelve weeks; provided, 
however, that if such policeman or fireman has been in the service of 
the department of which he is a member for a period of ten years or 
more and the Board of Trustees shall determine at the end of such 
twelve weeks that such disability is, or has become permanent, they shall 
retire such disabled person and place him upon the pension roll; provid- 
ed further. that such fireman or policeman shall not be entitled to any 
benefits or relief under this section, if such sickness or disabiiiiy siiali ve 
caused by dissipation, immoral conduct or vicious habits, or during such 
time as he shall receive his regular compensation from such City. 


Section 21. Retirement by Reason of Age. 


The Board of Trustees shall have the power and authority to re- 
tire from active service, and they may retire from active service, 
every fireman and every policeman, without regard to his length of 
service upon his attaining the age of sixty-five (65) years. 


Section 22. Retirement by Reason of Service and Age. 


Any fireman or policeman who has been in the service of the police 
or fire department for as long as twenty-five (25) years and who has 
reached the age of fifty (50) years or who has been in the service of 
said department for as long as twenty (20) years and who has reached 
the age sixty (60) years, upon application by him shail be retired and 
placed on the pension roll by said Board of Trustees. 


Section 23. Monthly Benefits for Temporary Disability Arising 
as Result of Service in Department; Retirement for Permanent Disa- 
bility. 

Whenever the Board of Trustees shall determine that any fireman 
or policeman has become temnnrarily disahled, mentally or physically, 
for service in the department of which he is a member, and that such 
disability arose from any injury received or accident occuring while 
engaged in the performance of his duty or is otherwise a direct result 
of his service in such department the Board of Trustees shall order 
that such disabled fireman or policeman be paid monthly out of such 
fund, during the period of such disability, a sum equal to sixty-five 
(65) per cent of the monthly compensation paid such fireman or police- 
man as salary at the time of his having become so disabled; provided, 
that any benefits payable under this section shall be reduced bv an 
amount equal to the amount, if any, which the beneficiary shall re- 
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ceive from such city as salary. The Board of Trustees shall be the 
sole judge of the extent and cause of any such disability and of the 
time when such disability has ceased to exist, and the Board’s deter- 
mination thereof shall be final. Whenever the Board of Trustees shall 
determine that such disability is, or has become, permanent, they shall 
retire such disabled person and place him upon the Pension Roll and 
(subject to the limitations set forth in Section 29 hereof) pay him an 
initial monthly pension equal to sixty-five (65) per cent of the month- 
ly compensation paid such fireman or policeman at the time of his 
having become so disabled. 


Section 24. Re-examination of Member Retired for Disability; 
Corrective Medical Treatment or Surgery. 


After any member of the fire department or of the police depart- 
ment shall have retired upon pension voluntarily or by reason of disa- 
bility, said Board of Trustees shall have the right, at any time, to cause 
such retired member to be brought before it and again examined by 
the city physician or other competent physicians and surgeons, to be 
selected by it, and also to examine other witnesses for the purpose of 
discovering whether such disability still continues, and whether such 
retired member should be continued on the pension roll, or returned 
to active duty, but such retired member shall remain upon the pension 
roll until reinstated in the active service of such department. The 
said Board of Trustees may also, at its discretion, and after a hearing, 
require the said retired member of the fire department or of the police 
department to undergo or submit to such corrective medical treat- 
ment or surgery as the Board of Trustees may deem proper and rea- 
sonably safe as a condition to his continuing upon the pension roll, and 
upon the failure or refusal of the said retired member to comply with 
any such orders made by the Board of Trustees concerning corrective 
medical treatment or surgery, the said retired member may be discon- 
tinued from the pension roll. In the event that the said retired fire- 
man or policeman is suffering a disability which arose from an injury 
received or accident occurring while engaged in the performance of his 
duty or is otherwise a direct result of his service, the City of Tuscaloo- 
sa, may, with the approval of the Commission Board of the City of 
Tuscaloosa, bear the expenses of the said corrective medical treatment 
or surgery, and in all other cases the retired fireman or policeman in- 
volved shall bear the expenses, but in any event the Board of Trustees 
may, in its discretion, designate the physician or surgeon who shall 
supervise the corrective medical treatment or surgery. Such retired 
members shall be entitled to notice, and be present at the hearing of 
any such evidence, shall be permitted to propound any questions per- 
tinent or relevant to such matter, and shall also have the right to in- 
troduce upon his own behalf any competent evidence he may see fit. 
All witnesses so produced shall be examined under oath; and any mem- 
ber of such Board of Trustees is hereby authorized and empowered to 
administer such oath to such witnesses. The decision of such Board of 
Trustees shall be final and conclusive and no appeal shall be allowed 
there from nor shall the same be subject to review or reversal, except 
by said Board of Trustees. 


Section 25. Payments to Dependents of Member. 


For the purpose of this section, children of any policeman or fire- 
man who are under the age of eighteen (18) years, and also the widow 
of any policeman or fireman while unmarried shall be conclusively 
presumed to be entirely dependent upon such fireman or policeman. 


If any fireman or policeman shall, while in the performance of his 
duty be killed, or die as a result of any injury received in the line of his 
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duty, or shall die from any cause whatsoever as the result of his service, 
in such department and while in such service; or after having served in 
such department for more than ten years, the last five years of which 
more consecutive shall die from any cause while in the service or on 
the retired or disabled list, and shall leave a surviving spouse (if retired, 
te whom he was married at the time of his retirement) surviving 
him, and entirely dependent upon him, the Board of Trustees shall 
direct the payment to such surviving spouse monthly during his or her 
natural life, and while unmarried and entirely dependent on such pay- 
ment, a sum equal to twenty five percent of such fireman’s salary if 
a fireman, and twenty-five percent of such policeman’s salary if a 
policeman. If such fireman or policeman leaves surviving him a child 
or children under eighteen years of age, said Board shall direct the 
payment monthly from such fund to their surviving parent, whether 
married or unmarried, for their use, and benefit, an amount equal to 
fifteen percent of such policeman’s or fireman’s salary at the time of 
his death for each child under eighteen years of age not to exceed 
in the aggregate an amount equal to forty-five percent of such salary, 
so long as such child or children live with their surviving parent and 
are under eighteen years of age and are supported by such surviving 
parent. If such child or children have no surviving parent, or such 
surviving parent dies during the time such child or children are en- 
titled to such benefit, such sum may be paid by the Board of Trustees 
to the person having control and custody of such child or children or 
to such other person as said Board of Trustees may direct, to be ex- 
pended by such nerson for the henefit of such child or children as may 
be prescribed by said Board of Trustees. Should such deceased fire- 
man or policeman leave no surviving spouse or child entitled to bene- 
fits as hereinabove set out, but a widowed mother entirely dependent 
upon him for support, said Board of Trustees shall pay to her month- 
ly during her natural life and so long as she remains unmarried, a 
sum equal to twenty-five percent of such fireman’s monthly salary, 
if a fireman, and a sum equal to twenty-five percent of such police- 
man’s monthly salary, if a policeman. 


Section 26. Procedure by Surviving Spouse or Dependents in Ob- 
taining Payments. 


When the surviving spouse or child or children or widowed mother, 
or either of them shall be entitled to a pension as provided in this Act, 
such surviving spouse or child or children or widowed mother shall 
make or cause to be made an application to the Board of Trustees 
through the secretary of such board, on a form to be provided by said 
board, which shall show, in the case of the surviving spouse, proof of 
the marriage of the deceased to the claimant, by marriage certificate 
or other competent evidence and such proof of dependency as the 
Board may direct; And proof of the widowhood of the mother of such 
deceased member, and her dependency for support upon him which 
shall be shown by affidavits of such widowed mother or disinterested 
persons; and the birth and ages of such children shall be shown by 


or by any other competent evidence. All applications and proofs shall 
be kept and retained in the custody of the said Board of Trustees. 


Section 27. Payments to be on Salary Percentage Basis. 


All pensions and relief and retirement pay provided for in this 
Act shall be on a salary percentage basis and shall increase or decrease 
in accord with the increase or decrease of the salaries of active mem- 
bers of such fire and police department. 
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Section 28. Decreased Benefits. 


The annual income of the fund shall mean all revenues paid into 
the fund during the preceding fiscal year plus the increase during 
such year in the actual value of investments held (or minus the de- 
crease in the actual value of investments held). The annual expense 
to the fund shall mean the sum of all monies paid out not including 
monies paid out and invested for the use of the fund. 


If and when two consecutive fiscal years pass in which the annual 
income is less than the annual expense, every monthly benefit paid 
from the fund for the following year shall be decreased by multiplying 
each such benefit by the following ratio: preceding year’s income divided 
by preceding year’s expense (the monthly benefit to equal the product 
of such multiplication), and this procedure shall continue until the 
annual income equals or exceeds the annual expense, at which time 
monthly benefits shall be restored, and paid without such deduction. 


Section 29. Limitations on Amount of Pension Benefits. 


Under no circumstances shall any retired fireman or policeman 
be paid a pension or other benefit of more than One Hundred Twenty- 
five Dollars ($125.00) if he has contributed to the fund for less than 
five years, or more than One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per 
month if he has contributed to the fund for five years and less than 
ten years, or more than One Hundred Seventy-five Dollars ($175.00) 
per month if he has contributed to the fund for ten years and less than 
fifteen years, or more than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) per 
month if he has contributed to the fund for fifteen years or more, and 
under no circumstances shall the surviving spouse and-or children or 
widowed mother of a deceased fireman or policeman be paid a pension 
or other benefit in excess of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) per month. 


Sction 30. Member Leaving Employment Forfeits Right to Bene- 
fits, 


If any fireman or policeman be discharged, or for any other rea- 
son leaves the employment of the police department or fire depart- 
ment before he becomes entitled to any of the retirement benefits pro- 
vided for in this Act, he shall forfeit all right to all benefits under the 
Act, but he shall be paid by said Board of Trustees any monies, with- 
out interest, that may have been paid into such fund by him by de- 
duction from salary, less one-half of any sick benefits which have 
been paid to him from such fund. If any policeman or fireman is 
killed or dies, his death not resulting from action while in line of duty, 
and he does not have ten years service so as to entitle his surviving 
spouse or minor children to a pension or allowance under the other 
provisions of this Act, the surviving spouse, or the legal guardian of 
the minor children, shall be paid by the Board of Trustees any monies, 
without interest, that may have been paid into such fund or into any 
fund which preceded such fund by means of deductions from the sal- 
ary of the policeman or fireman at any time since July 9th, 1943, less 
one-half of any sick benefits which have been paid in from such fund. 


Section 31. Fund not Subject to Attachment, Assignments Prohi- 
bited; No Vested Rights in Fund. 


No portion of said fund whether in cash or securities either before 
or after its distribution by the Board of Trustees to the person or 
persons entitled thereto under the provisions of this Act shall be held, 
seized, taken, subjected to, detained or levied upon by virtue of any 
attachment, garnishment, execution, injunction, writ, order, decree or 
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any other process whatsoever issued out of any court of this state, for 
the payment or satisfaction, in whole or in part of any debt, damage, 
demand, claim, judgment or decree against any beneficiary of such 
fund; but shall be exempt therefrom without any claim therefor. Nor 
shall any assignment be made of any portion of said fund or of any 
right or interest therein by any beneficiary or prospective beneficiary 
thereof, and all such assignments or attempted assignments shall be 
void. Said fund shall be sacredly kept, held and distributed for the 
purposes named in this Act, and for no other purposes, whatsoever. 
Neither the employment, payment of benefits to, nor the retirement of 
any person, nor the payment of any money into such fund by any 
person nor any act of the Board of Trustees or of the city governing 
body shall give right to any contractual or vested rights hereunder; 
but the legislature reserves full power and right to amend, or repeal 
any and every provision hereof and make disposition of such fund. 


Section 32. City Attorney to Advise and Represent Board. 


It shall be the duty of the City Attorney to give advice to the said 
Board of Trustees in all matters pertaining to the duties of the said 
Board of Trustees and the management of such fund, whenever request- 
ed to do so, and he shall represent and defend the said Board of Trustees 
as its attorney in all suits and actions at law or in equity that may be 
required or determined upon by said Board of Trustees; and the said 
Board of Trustees shall have the authority to employ such other counsel 
as it may see fit in such matters, and to pay out of such fund reasonable 
attorney's fees to such counsel as ii way eniploy as aforesaid. 


Section 33. Superseding Former Pension Acts. 


This Act shall supersede Act Number i87 S. 333, approved June 


29th, 1951 (General Acts of Alabama of 1951) as amended, in so far as 
said Act 187 applies to the City of Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 


Section 34. The Provisions of this Act are Severable. 


Should any part of this Act be declared unconstitutional or invalid, 
such declaration shall not affect the part that remains. 


Section 35. Effective Date. 


This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the office of comptroller of Walker County, and estab- 
lish in lieu thereof a county depository; and to provide for the per- 
formance of certain duties relative to county funds by the county 
depository and other duties relative thereto by the Board of Finance 
and Control of Walker County and the President thereof, or any other 
like governing body of such county and its presiding officer 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Upon the expiration of the term of office of the incum- 
bent comptroller of Walker County the office of comptroller of such 
county, which was created and established by Act No. 388, H. 943, ap- 
proved September 4, 1957 (Acts of Alabama 1957, page 521), is hereby 
abolished In lieu thereof a county depository is hereby established, 
and except as herein otherwise provided, all the provisions of Article 
2, Chapter 3, Title 12, Code of Alabama, 1940, and any and all other 
laws of this State applying to or with reference to county depositories 
in counties having a population of less than fifty-six thousand shall 
apply fully to the depository hereby established. 


Section 2. On the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary 1961 the comptroller shall make a settlement with the Board of 
Finance and Control or other like governing body of Walker County 
and pay over the balance of money on hand to the order of the Board 
of Finance and Control, or other like county governing body, to the 
credit of Walker County 


Section 3. On and after the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January 1961 all moneys theretofore required by law to be paid 
to the comptroller of Walker County shall be deposited in a bank or

ments therefrom for county depositories established pursuant to said 
Article 2, Chapter 3, Title 12, Code of Alabama, 1940; and any bank or 
banks in Walker County designated as a county depository pursuant to 
this Act shall perform the same duties, shall be liable to the same 
pains and penalties, and shall be required to give bond or other security 
tor the safety or deposits made therein as banks designated as county 
depositories pursuant to said Article 2, Chapter 3 of Title 12 . 


Section 5. Upon the abolition of the office of comptroller, the pres-

Amend Senate Bill 357 by striking out all of Section 3 thereof and 
substitute therefor the following: 


Section 3. The Board of Directors of the Alabama Cattlemen’s 
Association is hereby authorized to determine the sentiment of cattle 
producers in the State of Alabama as to whether such cattle producers 
favor an assessment levied upon themselves to be deducted from the 
price of cattle and calves which they sell with the proceeds derived 
therefrom to be used for promoting a program for any one or all of 
the purposes enumerated in Section 2 of this Act. To determine the 
sentiment and desire of cattlemen in Alabama upon such a qquestion 
the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association shall hold and conduct a referen- 
dum wherein all cattle producers may vote upon the question of levying 
upon themselves an assessment as herein authorized with the amount of 
the assossmont to be spocificd in ‘the referendum and such referendum 
shall be conducted on a state-wide basis through each county cattle- 
men’s association to the end that all producers of cattle and calves 
may be given an opportunity to vote in the referendum. Each county 
cattlemen’s association in conducting the referendum shall secure the 
services, advice and assistance of the county agricultural extension 
agent in giving publicity to the referendum and other matters relating 
thereto to the end that all cattle producers may be given an opportuni- 
ty to vote in the referendum. The Board of Directors of the Alabama 
Cattlemen’s Association shall determine the date or dates, place and 
method of conducting such a referendum, together with the amount of 
the assessment by uniform rules and regulations adopted for this 
purpose. After the referendum is held in each county the president 
of the county cattlemen’s association shall certify the results thereof 
to the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association and upon receipt of such results 
the Board of Directors of the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association shall tab- 
ulate the total vote and if it is found that a majority of cattle producers 
in the State of Alabama who have voted in the referendum favor the 
levying of an assessment upon themselves in the amount specified in 
the referendum the Board of Directors of the Alabama Cattlemen’s 
Association shall notify the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
to the end that he may proceed to collect the assessment in the manner 
set forth in Section 4 and 5 of this Act. No assessment levied here- 
under shall exceed 10c per head on any head of cattle or calves sold by 
cattle producers and no assessment shall be levied or deducted from the 
sale price of any cattle or calves which sell for less than $10.00 pcr 
head. The period of time for which an assessment shai] continue in 
effect shall be specified in the referendum but such period shall not 
exceed five years. 


The Board of Directors, upon the expiration of the period for 
which an assessment is made, shall be authorized to hold another ref- 
erendum at the end of each such period during which the assessment 
is levied in order that it may be determined whether cattlemen of the 
State desire to continue the assessment provided such referendum shall 
be conducted by vote of the cattlemen in the manner heretofore set 
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forth. In the event any referendum conducted hereunder shall result in 
a vote of less than a majority of the cattlemen voting in such referen- 
dum favoring the assessment, then the Alabama Cattlemen’s Associa- 
tion shall be authorized to call another referendum as authorized here- 
under and for the purposes herein set forth after a period of twelve 
months shall have elapsed since the last referendum. Whenever, in 
the opinion of the Board of Directors, funds derived from assessments 
are no longer needed for the purpose for which they are levied the 
Board of Directors may discontinue such assessment. 


Such Board of Directors, with the approval of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and Industries, is authorized to make such rules and 
regulations, not in conflict with this Act, as are needed to effect the 
purposes of this Act, but before any such rules shall become effective 
a copy thereof must be filed with the Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries and a copy thereof must be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the area thereby affected, or if such rules will 
affect the whole State, then in three newspapers of general circulation 
in the State.

Such refund shall be made under a formula 
filed by the insurer with the Department of Insurance except no refund 
of less than $1.00 need be made. 


“(4) In accepting such insurance as security for the loan, the li- 
censee, or an employee, may deduct the premiums or identifiable charge 
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for such insurance from the proceeds of the loan and transmit them to 
the insurance company. 


“(5) Any gain or advantage in the form of commission or other- 
wise, to the licensee or to any employee, affiliate or associate of the li- 
censee from such insurance or its sale shall not be considered an addi- 
tional or further charge in connection with the loan, notwithstanding the 
provisions of Section 14 (d). 


“(6) All such insurance shall be written by a company authorized 
to conduct business in this state and the licensee shall not require the 
purchase of such insurance from any agent or broker designated by 
the licensee, nor shall the licensee decline existing coverages which equal 
or exceed the standards of this Section.”

Section 1. Declaration of Legislative intent. The Legislature finds 
as facts and determines that: 


1. There exists among citizens of this state a widespread demand 
for small loans. The scope and intensity of this demand have been in- 
creased progressively by many social and economic forces. 


2. The expense of making and collecting small loans, which are 
usually made on comparatively unsubstantial security to wage-earners, 
salaried employees and other persons of relatively low incomes is 
necessarily high in relation to the amounts lent. 


3. Such loans cannot be made profitably under the limitations 
imposed by existing laws relating to interest and usury. These limita- 
tions have tended to exclude lawful enterprises from the small loan 
field. Since the demand for small loans cannot be legislated out of 
existence, many small borrowers have been left to the mercy of those 
willing to bear the approbrium and risk the penalties of usury for a 


4. Interest charges are often disguised by the use of subterfuges to 
evade the usury law. These subterfuges are so complicated and techni- 
cal that the usuai borrower of smaii sums is defenseless even if he is 
aware of the usurious nature of the transaction and of his legal rights. 


5. As a result, borrowers of small sums are being exploited, to 
the injury of the borrower, his dependents, and the general public. 
Charges are generally exorbitant in relation to those necessary to the 
conduct of a legitimate small loan business; trickery and fraud are 
common; and oppressive collection practices are prevalent. 


6. These evils characterize and distinguish loans of two hundred 
dollars ($200 )or less. Legislation to control this class of loans is neces- 
sary to protect the public welfare. 


7. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this law to bring 
under public supervision those engaged in the business of making such 
lcans, to eliminate practices that facilitate abuse of borrowers, to estab- 
lish a system of regulation for the purpose of insuring honest and ef- 
ficient small loan service and of stimulating competitive reductions in 
charges, to allow lenders who meet the conditions of this Act a rate 
of charge sufficiently high to permit a business profit, and to provide 
the administrative machinery necessary for effective enforcement. 


Section Zz. Definitions. Tne foiiowing words and: terms wie used 
in this Act shall have the following meanings unless the context clearly 
requires a different meaning. The meaning ascribed to the singular 
form shall apply also to the plural. 


“Person” shall include individuals, co-partnerships, associations, 
trust, corporations, and any other legal entities. 


“License” shall mean a license, issued under the authority of this 
Act, to make loans in accordance with the provisions of this Act at a 
single place of business. 
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“Licensee” shall mean a person to whom one or more licenses have 
been issued. 


“Supervisor” shall mean the Supervisor of the Bureau of Loans 
of the State Banking Department. 


“Bureau” shall mean the Bureau of Loans of the State Banking De- 
partment. 


“Cash Advance” means the amount of cash or its equivalent that the 
borrower actually receives or is paid at his direction or on his behalf. 


Section 3. Scope (a) No person shall engage in the business of 
lending in amounts of two hundred dollars ($200) or less and contract 
for, exact, or receive, directly or indirectly, on or in connection with 
any such loan, any charges whether for interest, insurance, compensa- 
tion, consideration, or expense, which in the aggregate are greater than 
the interest that the lender would be permitted by law to charge for a 
loan of money if he were not a licensee under this Act, except as pro- 
vided in and authorized by this Act and without first having obtained 
a license from the supervisor. For the purpose of this section a loan 
shall be deemed to be in the amount of two hundred dollars ($200) or 
less if the net amount or value advanced to or on behalf of the bor- 
rower, after deducting all payments for interest, expenses, and charges 
of any nature taken substantially contemporaneously with the making 
of the loan, does not exceed two hundred dollars ($200). 


(b) Exemptions. This Act shall not apply to any person doing 
business under the authority of, and as permitted! by, any law of this 
State or of the United States relating to Banks, Savings Banks, Trust 
Companies, Savings or Building and Loan Associations, Credit Unions 
as defined by law nor to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking business nor 
shall this act apply to any person making loans to their tenants engaged 
in agriculture, nor to loans by agricultural suppliers to persons whose 
principal business is farming, nor shall it apply to agricultural credit 
corporations or associations organized under an Act of the Congress of 
the United States, nor shall it apply to the business of financing the 
purchase of motor vehicles, refrigerators or other personal property 
nor, shall this apply to loans insured or guaranteed by the United 
States or any of its Agencies. 


(c) Evasions. The provisions of subsection (a) of this section shall 
apply to any person who seeks to evade its application by any device, 
subterfuge, or pretense whatsoever. 


(d) Penalty. Whoever violates or participates in the violation of 
any provision of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) nor less than one hundred dollars ($100), or by 
imprisonment, for not more than six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any contract of loan in the 
making or collection of which any act shall have been done which vio- 
jates this section shall be void and the lender shall have no right to 
collect, receive, or retain any principal, interest, or charges whatsoever. 


Section 4. Application and Fee. Application for a license shall be 
in writing, under oath, and in the form prescribed by the supervisor. 
The application shall give the approximate location where the business 
is to be conducted and shall contain such further relevant information as 
the supervisor may require, including the names and addresses of the 
partners, officers, directors, or trustees, and of such of the principal own-

ers or members as will provide the basis for the investigations and findings 
contemplated by section 5 of this Act. At the time of making such appli- 
cation, the applicant shall pay to the supervisor the sum of one hundred 
dollars ($100) as a fee for investigating the application. All licensees 
under this Act shall pay an annual license of two hundred dollars 
($200) which shall be due on October 1 of each year and shall be for 
one year ending September 30 following, and shall be delinquent on the 
first day of November of each year. And there shall be a penalty of ten 
percent (10%) added to such license upon delinquency and collected by 
the bureau. If any applicant licensed under this Act for the first time 
shall commence business after the first day of April in any year, the 
amount of the license shall be one-half of the amount of a full year’s 
license. The amount of the license (and penalties if any) shall be paid 
to the supervisor of the bureau of loans, who shall remit the same to the 
treasurer of the State of Alabama as provided by law. The license 
herein provided for shall be in addition to all other licenses now or 
hereafter provided for by law, and shall be in addition to the tax pro- 
vided for by Chapter 18, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended; 
and the amount of the license levied by this section shall not be credited 
upon or deducted from, in whole or in part, the tax levied by said Chap- 
ter 18, as amended, as to the current state tax year or as to any prior 
or subsequent state tax year. No refunds for the current or any prior 
or subsequent state tax year or any portion of the tax levied by said 
Chapter 18, as amended, shall be made on the ground that the license 
levied by this section was not credited upon or deducted from the tax 
lavied hy said Chanter 18. as amended: and no suit or action shall lie 
to enforce any claim for such refund. 


Section 5. (a) Investigation of Application. Upon the filing of 
such application and the payment of such fees, the supervisor shall in- 
vestigate the facts concerning the application and the requirements 
provided for in subsection (b) of this section. The supervisor shall 
grant or deny such application for a license within ninety days from 
the filing thereof with the required information and fees unless the 
period is extended by written agreement between the applicant and 
the supervisor, 


(b) Issuance of License. If the supervisor shall find that the liquid 
assets, financial responsibility, experience, character, the general fit- 
ness of the applicant are such as to warrant the belief that the business 
will be operated lawfully, honestly, fairly, and efficiently, within the 
purposes of this Act, and that allowing such applicant to engage in the 
business would promote the convenience and advantage of the com- 
munity in which the business of the applicant is to be conducted, he 
shall thereupon enter an order granting such application, and file his 
findings with the bureau, and forthwith issue and deliver a license to 
the applicant. 


(c) Denial of License. If the supervisor shall not so find, he shall 
notify the applicant in writing who may request a hearing on the ap- 
plication. The request for a hearing must be within thirty (30) days 
of the rejection with the hearing to be held within thirty (30) days of 
the date of the request. After such hearing, or, if no hearing is de- 
manded, the supervisor may deny such application by written order, 
accompanied by his findings of fact, and shall deliver a copy of such 
order and findings to the applicant. The investigation fee shall be re- 
tained by the supervisor while the license fee shall be returned to the 


applicant. 


Section 6. (a) Posting of License. Each license shall state the 
address at which the business is to be conducted and shall state fully 
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the name of the licensee, and if the licensee is a co-partnership or as- 
sociation, the names of the members thereof, and if a corporation, the 
date and place of its incorporation. Each license shall be kept conspicu- 
ously posted in the licensed place of business and shall not be transfer- 
able or assignable. 


(b) Continuing License. Each license shall remain in full force 
and effect until surrendered, revoked, or suspended as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Section 7. (a) Place of Business. Not more than one place of 
business shall be maintained under the same license, but the supervisor 
may issue additional licenses to the same licensee upon his compliance 
with all the provisions of this Act governing the issuance of the first 
or original license. 


(b) Removal. No change in the place of business of a licensee to 
a location outside of the original municipality shall be permitted under 
the same license. When a licensee wishes to change his place of business 
within the same municipality, he shall give written notice thereof to the 
supervisor who shall investigate the facts, and if he shall find the pro- 
posed location is reasonably accessible to borrowers under existing loan 
contracts, he shall enter an order permitting the change and shall amend 
the license accordingly. If the supervisor shall not so find he shall enter 
an order denying the licensee such permission in the manner specified in 
and subject to the provisions of Section 5 (c) of this Act. 


(c) Residence of Borrower. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to restrict the loans of any licensee to residents of the community in 
which the licensed place of business is situated. 


Section 8. (a) Revocation of License. The supervisor shall, upon 
ten days’ written notice to the licensee stating the contemplated action 
and in general the grounds therefor, and upon reasonable opportunity to 
be heard, revoke any license issued hereunder if he finds that: 


1. The licensee has failed to pay the annual license fee; or that 


2. The licensee, either knowingly or without the exercise of due 
care to prevent the same, has violated any provisions of this Act or 
any regulation or order lawfully made pursuant to and within the 
authority of this Act; or that 


3. Any fact or condition exists which, if it had existed or had 
been known to exist at the time of the original application for such 
license, clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally 
to issue such license, except the license shall not be revoked because of 
convenience and advantage; or that 


4. The licensee is found guilty by the supervisor of using un- 
reasonable collection tactics. 


(b) Suspension of License. If the supervisor finds that probable 
cause for revocation of any license exists and that enforcement of the 
Act requires immediate suspension of such license pending investiga- 
tion, he may, upon three days’ written notice and a hearing, enter an 
order suspending such license for a period not exceeding thirty days. 


(c) Record and Notice. Whenever the supervisor shall revoke or 
suspend a license issued pursuant to this Act, he shall enter an order to 
that effect and forthwith notify the licensee of the revocation or sus- 
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pension. Within five days after the entry of such an order he shall 
file with the bureau his findings and a summary of the evidence sup- 
porting them, and he shall forthwith deliver a copy thereof to the 
licensee. 


(d) Surrender of License. Any licensee may surrender any li- 
cense by delivering it to the supervisor with written notice of its sur- 
render, but such surrender shall not affect his civil or criminal liability 
for acts committed prior thereto. 


(e) Pre-Existing Contracts. No revocation, suspension, or surren- 
der of any license shall impair or affect the obligation of any pre-existing 
contract between the licensee and any borrower, 


(f) Reinstatement of License. The supervisor may reinstate sus- 
pended licenses or issue new licenses to a person; whose license or 
licenses have been revoked if no fact or condition then exists which 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to is- 
sue such license under this Act. 


(g) Complaints of Violation Investigated. The supervisor shall, 
upon sworn complaint of any borrower, investigate or cause to be in- 
vestigated any alleged violation of this Act. 


Section 9. (a) Annual Examinations of Licensees. At least once 
each year and at such other time as may be deemed necessary by the 


supervisor of the burcau of loans an examination shall he made of the 


to the bureau of loans under such rules and regulations as may be 
reasonably prescribed by the supervisor thereof with the approval of 
the superintendent of banks and examining fee of fifty dollars ($50) per 
Gay or any part thereof for each examiner and in addition thereto ten 
dollars ($10) per day per examiner as per diem; provided, however, 
that no licensee whose business is free from willful violations of this Act 
shall be required to pay more than a total sum of four hundred dollars 
($400) in any twelve (12) month period as examiners fees; provided, 
further, that all fees collected by the bureau of loans under the terms 
of this section shall be paid into a special fund to be set up by the State 
Treasury; the special fund shall be used to pay the salaries of the of- 
ficials and employees and the expenses of the bureau of loans, and all 
moneys deposited therein are hereby appropriated for that purpose; pro- 
vided, however, nothing herein shall be construed to mean that all 
salaries of the officials and employees and expenses of operating the 
bureau of loans shall come from the special fund. 


(b) Investigations. For the purpose of discovering violations of 


in such business as principal, agent, broker, or otherwise, and (3) any 
person who the supervisor had reasonable cause to believe is violating 
or is about to violate any provision of this Act, whether or not such 
person shall claim to be within the authority or beyond the scope of 
this Act. For purposes of this section, any person who shall advertise 
for, solicit, or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions in 
the amount or of the value of two hundred dollars ($200) or less shall 
ve pines to be engaged in the business described in Section 3 (a) of 
is Act. 
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(c) Access To Records: Witnesses. For the purposes of this section, 
the supervisor or his duly authorized representatives shall have and 
be given free access to the offices and places of business, files, safes, and 
vaults of all such persons, and shall have authority to require the at- 
tendance of any person and to examine him under oath relative to such 
loans or such business or to the subject matter of any examination, in- 
vestigation, or hearing. 


(d) Cease and Desist Orders: Injunctions; Receivers. Whenever 
the supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any person is violat- 
ing or is threatening to or intends to violate any provision of this Act, 
he may in addition to all actions provided for in this Act, and in addition 
to all other remedies that he may have at law or in equity, and without 
prejudice thereto enter an order requiring such person to desist or 
to refrain from such violation; and an action may be brought on the 
relation of the Attorney General or the supervisor to enjoin such person 
from engaging in or continuing such violation or from doing any act or 
acts in furtherance thereof. In any such action, an order or judgment 
may be entered awarding such preliminary or final injunction as may 
be deemed proper. In addition to all other means provided by law 
for the enforcement of a restraining order or injunction, the court in 
which such action is brought shall have power and jurisdiction to im- 
pound, and to appoint a receiver for the property and business of the 
defendant, including books, papers, documents, and records pertaining 
thereto or so much thereof as the court may deem reasonably necessary 
to prevent violations of this Act through or by means of the use of said 
property and business. Such receiver, when appointed and qualified, 
shall have such powers and duties as to custody, collection, administra- 
tion, winding up, and liquidation of such property and business as shall 
from time to time be conferred upon him by the court. 


Section 10. (a) Books and Records. Each licensee shall keep and 
use in his business such books, accounts, and records as will enable the 
supervisor to determine whether such licensee is complying with the 
provisions of this Act and with the orders and regulations lawfully made 
by the supervisor hereunder. Each licensee shall preserve such books, 
accounts, and records for at least two years after making the final entry 
on any loan recorded therein. 


(b) Annual Reports. (1) Each licensee shall annually, on or be- 
fore the first day of May, file a report with the supervisor as to each 
licensed place of business under this Act, covering the preceding calen- 
dar year. This report shall include the following information, all re- 
ported in accordance with sound and generally accepted accounting prac- 


tice; 
(a) Balance sheets at the beginning and end of the period. 
(b) A statement of income and expense for the period. 


(c) A reconciliation of surplus or net earnings with the balance 
sheets. 


(d) A schedule of assets used and useful in the business. 


(e) An analysis of charges, sizes of loans and types of security 
on loans and an analysis of delinquent accounts. 


(f) An analysis of suits, repossessions and sales of chattels, 
(g) The type of business organization and if the licensee is a cor- 


poration, the principal officers and the resident agent, the partners, if 
the licensee is a partnership or, the owner, if a sole proprietorship, 
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(2) If the licensee conducts other business or is affiliated with other 
licensees under this Act, or, if any other situation exists under which 
allocations are necessary, the licensee shall make such allocation accord- 
ing to appropriate and reasonable methods. 


(3) If the licensee is affiliated with other licensees under this Act, 
a composite report may be filed on behalf of all affiliated licensees with- 
in the State of Alabama, but such composite report shall not be required 
by the supervisor. 


(4) Such report shall be made under oath and shall be in the 
form prescribed by the supervisor who shall make and publish annually 
an analysis and recapitulation of such reports. 


Section 11. (a) Rules, Regulations and Orders. The supervisor 
shall have authority to make reasonable rules, regulations and orders 
for the administration and enforcement of this Act, in addition hereto 
and not inconsistent herewith. Such regulation or order shall be refer- 
enced to the section or sections of the Act which set forth the legislative 
standard which it interprets or to which it applies. Every regulation 
shall be promulgated by an order, and any ruling, demand, requirement, 
or similar administrative act may be promulgated by an order. Every 
order shall be in writing, shall state its effective date and the date of its 
promulgation, and shall be entered in an indexed permanent book which 
shall be a public record. A copy of every order promulgating a regulation 
and of every oiner order containing a requirement of generai appiication 
shall be mailed to each licensee at least ten days before the effective date 
thereof. The failure of a licensee to receive a copy of the regulations 
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(b) Certified Copies of Official Documents. On application of any 
person and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall furnish, 
under his seal and signed by him or his deputy, a certified copy of any 
license, regulation, or order. In any court or proceeding such copy shall 
be prima facie evidence of the fact of the issuance of such license, regu- 
lation or order. 


Section 12. (a) Advertising. No licensee or other person subject 
to this Act shall advertise, display, distribute, or broadcast or cause or 
permit to be advertised, displayed, distributed, or broadcast, in any 
manner whatsoever, any false, misleading, or deceptive statement or 
representation with regard to the rates, terms, or conditions for loans 
in the amount or of the value of two hundred dollars ($200) or less. The 
supervisor may require that charges or rates of charge, if stated by a li- 
censee, be stated fully and clearly in such manner as he may deem 
necessary to prevent misunderstanding thereof by prospective borrow- 
ers. The supervisor may permit or require licensees to refer in their 
advertising to the fact that their business is under state supervision, 
subject to conditions imposed by him to prevent an erroneous impres- 
sion as to the scope or degree of protections provided by this Act. 


(b) Schedule of Charges. Each licensee shall prominently display 
in each licensed place of business a full and accurate schedule of the 
rates of charge upon all classes of loans currently to be made by him. 


Section 13. (a) Other Business in Same Office. No licensee shall 
conduct the business of making loans under this Act within any office, 
suite, room, or place of business in which any other business is solicited 
or engaged in or in association or conjunction with any other business 
until three days’ written notice of an intention so to do has been given 
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the supervisor. Upon receipt of written notification, the supervisor 
may investigate the facts and, if he finds that the character of the li- 
censee and the nature of the other business warrant belief that such 
conduct of business would conceal violation or evasion of this Act or of 
regulations lawfully made hereunder, he shall enter an order directing 
the licensee to discontinue said other business. The order shall be en- 
tered in the manner specified in and subject to the provisions of Section 
5 (c) of this Act. 


(b) Business Confined to Licensed Office, No licensee shall conduct 
the business of making loans provided for by this Act under any name, 
or at any place of business within this state, other than that stated 
in the license. Nothing herein shall prevent the making of loans by mail 
nor prohibit accommodations to individual borrowers when necessitated 
by sickness or other emergency situations. 


(c) Liens on Property. No licensee shall take a lien upon any 
property, either real or personal, as security for any loan of two hun- 
dred dolNars ($200) and under made under this Act, except such lien 
as is created by law through the rendition or recording of a judgment. 


Section 14. (1) Maximum Rate of Charge. Every licensee here- 
under may contract for and receive, on any cash advanced (amount of 
the cash, or its equivalent, that the borrower actually receives or is paid 
out at his direction or on his behalf) not exceeding two hundred dol- 
jars ($200) in amount, charges not in excess of twenty dollars ($20) per 
year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that part of the cash advanced 
not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) and sixteen dollars ($16) per 
year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that part of the cash advanced 
exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) but not exceeding two hundred 
dollars ($200), when the cash advanced is made for a period of one year, 
and proportionately at these rates for a greater or lesser amount within 
said limits or for a greater or lesser period of time, notwithstanding 
any agreement to repay the loan obligation in installments. Said charges 
and the cash advanced shall be aggregated at the date of the loan for the 
entire period of the loan and this aggregated amount shal} be repayable 
in installments in the manner provided in subsection 7 of this section. 
For the purpose of computing charges for a fraction of a month, a day 
shall be considered one-thirtieth of a month. 


(2) Charges on Loans of Ninety Dollars ($90) or less. On a cash 
advance of ninety dollars ($90) or less a licensee may charge, in lieu 
of charges specified in subsection (1) of this section, not in excess of 
one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of cash advanced to the bor- 
rower, up to the amount of ninety dollars ($90); and a period of at least 
fifteen (15) days must be allowed for the repayment of each five dol- 
Jars ($5) of the cash advanced, such charges cannot be assessed by any 
subterfuge or device on any loan over ninety dollars ($90) or on any 
balance of ninety dollars ($90) or less when the original cash advanced 
was greater than ninety dollars ($90). 


(2-A) Charges on Loans of Fifteen Dollars ($15) or Less. On a 
cash advance of fifteen dollars ($15) or less a licensee may charge, 
collect and receive, in lieu of charges specified in subsections (1) and 
(2) of this section, not in excess of one dollar for each five dollars 
($5) of cash advanced to the borrower up to the amount of fifteen dol- 
lars ($15); and a period of at least fifteen (15) days must be allowed for 
the repayment of each such loan; such charges cannot be assessed by 
any subterfuge or device on any loan over fifteen dollars ($15) or on 
any balance of fifteen dollars ($15) or less when the original cash ad- 
vanced was greater than fifteen dollars ($15). 
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(3) Refund. When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, a 
new loan, renewal or otherwise, one month or more before the final 
installment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower with 
that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower as 
determined by schedules prepared under the rules of 78ths or sum of 
the digits principle as follows: The amount of the refund or credit 
shall be as great a proportion of the total charges originally contracted 
for as the sum of the periodic time balances of the contract scheduled 
to follow the date of pre-payment bears to the sum of all the periodic 
time balances of the contract, both sums to be determined according to 
the payment schedule originally contracted for. No refund shall be 
yvequired for any partial prepayment and no refund of less than one 
dollars ($1) need be made. 


(4) Default or Extension Charges. If the contract so provides the 
additional charge for any installment past due five (5) or more days, 
whether by reason of default or extension agreement, may be five 
per cent (5%) of the installment past due and said amount may be 
charged once and no more. 


(5) Recording Fees. The licensee.may collect from the borrower 
the actual fees paid a public official, or agency of the State, for filing, 
recording or releasing any instrument securing the loan. 


(6) No Further Charges, no Splitting Contracts, Certain Con- 
tracts Void. No further or other charges shall be directly or indirectly 
contracted for or received by any licensee except those specifically au- 
thorized by this Act. No licensee shall divide into separate parts any 
eontract made for the nurnose of or with the effect of obtaining charges 
in excess of those authorized by this Act. All balances due to a licensee 
from any person, as a borrower, or as an endorser, guarantor or surety 
for any borrower or otherwise, or due from any husband or wife, joint- 
ly or severally, shall be considered a part of any loan being made by a 
licensee to such person for the purpose of computing charges. If any 
amount in excess of the charges permitted by this Act is charged, con- 
tracted for, or received, except as the result of an accidental and bona 
fide error of computation, the contract of loan shall be void and the 
licensee shall have no right to collect or receive any cash advanced, 
charges or recompense whatsoever. Any borrower may recover the 
full amount of principal and charges paid by him on any contract made 
in violation of this section, together with a reasonable attorney fee, 
by action at law or in equity brought within twelve months from the 
date of the last payment of principal or charges on such contract. 


(7) Installment Payment, Contract Period. No licensee shall enter 
into any contract of loan under this Act in which the borrower agrees 
to make any scheduled repayment of the cash advance more than 
twenty-five (25) calendar months from the date of making such con- 
tract of loan. Every loan contract shall require payment of the cash 
advance and charges in installments which shall be payable at ap- 
proximately éqjial periodic intervals except that payment dates may 
be omitted to accommodate borrowers with seasonable incomes. No 
installment contracted for shall be substantially larger than any pre- 
ceding installment. When a loan contract provides for monthly in- 
stallments, the first installment may be payable at any time within 
forty-five (45) days of the date of the loan and the charges for the 
number of days in excess of thirty (30) from the date of making may 
be added to the scheduled amount of said installment. 


(8) Interest as provided in this Act shall not accrue or be re- 
covered or charged on any loan made under this Act for any longer 
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than six months after the due date of the final installment of principal 
or interest. After the expiration of said six months period interest may 
be charged at a rate not to exceed eight per cent per annum. 


Section 15. (a) Requirements for Making and Payment of Loans. 
Every licensee shall: 


1. At the time a loan is made deliver to the borrower or if there 
be two or more borrowers, to one of them a copy of the loan contract, 
or a written statement in the English language showing in clear and 
distinct terms: 


(i) The name and address of the lender and one of the primary 
obligors on the loan; 


(ii) The date of the loan contract; 

Gii) Schedule of installments or description thereof; 

(iv) The cash advance; 

(v) The face amount of the note evidencing the loan; 
(vi) The amount collected or paid for insurance, if any; 


(vii) The amount collected or paid for filing or other fees allowed 
by this Act; 


(viii) The collateral or security for the loan. 


2. Give to the person making any cash payment on account of any 
Joan a receipt at the time such payment is made which receipt need 
only show the total amount of such cash payment. No receipt shall be 
required in the case of payments made by the borrower’s check or 
money order, and the use of a coupon book system shall be deemed in 
compliance with this section. 


3. Permit the payment to be made in advance in any amount on 


any contract of loan at any time during a licensee’s regular business 
hours. 


4. Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark plainly every obliga- 
tion and security signed by any obligor with the word “Paid” or ‘“Can- 
celled,” and release any mortgage, restore any pledge, and cancel and 
return any note and any assignment given to the licensee. 


(b) Confessions of Judgment; Incomplete Instruments. No li- 
censee shall (1) take any confession of judgment or any power of at- 
torney running to himself or to any third person to confess judgment 
or to appear for the borrower in a judicial proceeding; nor (2) take 
any note, promise to pay that does not disclose the total amount to be 
repaid, a schedule of payments or a description thereof, and the agreed 
rate or aggregate amount of charge, nor any instrument in which 
blanks are left to be filled in after execution. 


Section 16. Additional Security for Loans. 


_(1) On loans in amounts of one hundred dollars ($100) or more, 
a licensee may accept as additional security for a loan, insurance writ- 
ten on the life of one of the principal obligors under the loan contract. 
Such insurance must be reasonably related to the hazard or risk of 
the loan and must not exceed the term of the loan or the approximate 
amount of the indebtedness at any time during the life thereof. 
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(2) The premium, or identifiable charge, collected by licensee 
or its officers, agents or employees on life insurance shall not exceed 
the lowest premium or identifiable charge for such insurance as filed 
with and approved by the insurance commissioner of the State of Ala- 
bama by a company licensed to do business in the State of Alabama and 
writing such insurance; provided however that in no event shall the 
premium or identifiable charge exceed $1.00 per annum for each $100 
of life insurance. 


(3) Every insurance policy or certificate written in connection 
with the loan transaction shall provide for cancellation of the coverage 
and a refund of the unearned premium or identifiable charge upon the 
discharge of the loan obligation for which such insurance is security, 
without prejudice to any claim. Such refund shall be made under a 
formula filed by the insurer with the department of insurance except 
no refund of less than $1.00 need be made. 


(4) In accepting such insurance as security for the loan, the li- 
censee, or an employee, may deduct the premiums or identifiable 
charge for such insurance from the proceeds of the Joan and transmit 
them to the insurance company. 


(5) Any gain or advantage in the form of commission or other- 
wise, to the licensee or to any employee, affiliate or associate of the 
licensee from such insurance or its sale shall not be considered an ad- 
ditional or further charge in connection with the loan. 


(6) All such insurance shall be written by a company authorized 
to conduct business in this state and the licensee shall not require the 
purchase of such insurance from any agent or broker designated by 
the licensee, nor shall the licensee decline existing coverages which 
equal or exceed the standards of this section. 


Section 164%. Loans of More Than Two Hundred Dollars ($200). 
No licensee who makes a loan in excess of two hundred dollars ($200) 
shall charge, contract for or receive interest in excess of the rates 
prescribed in Sections 60 or 61 of Title 9, Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended. The foregoing prohibition shall also apply to any licensee 
who permits any person, as borrower, or as endorser, guarantor, or 
surety for any borrower, or otherwise or any husband and wife jointly 
or severally, to owe directly or contingently, or both, to the licensee at 
any time a sum of more than two hundred dollars ($200) for princi- 
pal. The supervisor may suspend or revoke the license of any licensee 
who violates this section, in the manner prescribed by Section 8 of 
this Act, and the penalties provided for in Section 23 (c) of this Act 
shall apply to any person, firm or corporation violating this section. 


Section 17. Loans made Elsewhere. Any loans made outside this 
state in accordance with the law applicable to such loan in the state in 
which the loan was made may be collected in this state. 

Section 18. Review. In addition te any other remedy he may 
have, any licensee and any person considering himself aggrieved by 
any act or order of the supervisor hereunder may, within thirty days 
from the entry of the order complained of, or within sixty days of the 
act complained of if there is no order, petition the circuit court of 
Montgomery County to review such act or order; provided such peti- 
tion shall be docketed, heard and tried in the same manner as other 
extraordinary writs issued by the court and a copy of the petition and 
order setting the same for hearing shall be served on the supervisor, 
giving him such notice of the time and place of the hearing as may be 
directed by the court. 
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Section 19. Suits on Debts. In any suit filed on any debt or evi- 
dence of any indebtedness governed hereby in any court, the judge 
thereof shall not render any judgment by default, nil dicit or otherwise 
until he has heard the testimony of the licensee or of a representative 
of such licensee, and the judge must on his own motion interrogate 
such licensee or such other witness to determine whether there has 
been any violation of the provisions of this Act and whether any 
charges have been contracted for, made or received in excess of the 
amount allowed under this Act. If it be made to appear that the pro- 
visions of this Act have been violated or that charges in excess of 
those allowed have been contracted for, made or received, then the suit 
shall be dismissed at the cost of the plaintiff. In any such suit the 
plaintiff must allege that he is a licensee under this Act, and if such 
plaintiff is subject to this Act and fails to allege in his complaint that 
he is a licensee hereunder, or if it is shown to the court that he is 
subject to this Act and is not a licensee then the court ex mero motu 
shall dismiss the suit at the cost of the plaintiff. No garnishment shall 
issue in such suit or in connection therewith until after judgment has 
been rendered. 


Section 20. Pre-Existing Contracts. This Act or any part thereof 
may be modified, amended, or repealed so as to effect a cancellation or 
alteration of any license or right of a licensee hereunder, provided 
that such cancellation or alteration shall not impair or affect the obli- 
gation of any pre-existing lawful contract between any licensee and 
any borrower. 


Section 21. Status of Pre-Existing Licensees. Any person having 
a license under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved June 23, 1945, (General 
Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as amended, in force when this Act 
hecomes effective, or had such a license in effect on September 30. 
1959, shall be deemed to have a license under this Act for a period ex- 
piring six months after the effective date hereof, if not sooner revoked. 
Any such license so continued in effect under the provisions of this Act 
shall be subject to revocation during such six months’ period as pro- 
vided in Section 8 of this Act; except that such license may not be 
revoked nor shall an application for a new license be denied upon the 
ground that the convenience and advantage of such community will 
not be promoted by the operation therein of such business. 


Section 22. Records. (a) The supervisor shall cause to be kept 
on file in the bureau of loans, open to public inspection during business 
hours, an alphabetical listing of all licensees doing business in Ala- 
bama; and such list shall reveal the true ownership of the licensee 
companies. If the company is a corporation, the list shall indicate the 
name of the corporation, the address of the home office, and the names 
and addresses of its officers and directors. 


(b) Except as provided in subsection (a) of this section, all appli- 
cations, reports, and other papers and documents submitted by li- 
censees to the supervisor or to the bureau shall be open to public in- 
spection only upon approval of the supervisor; but the supervisor shall 
not deny any person access to such records when the disclosure thereof 
to such person is in the public interest. 


Section 23. (a) Repealer. The provisions of Act No. 159, H. 233, 
approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as 
amended, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. And all other laws 
or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are also repealed. But 
such repeal shall not be considered an abolition of the bureau of loans, 
whose existence is hereby continued as a state agency, for the purpose 
of administering and enforcing this Act. 
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(b) Status of Pre-Existing Obligations. Nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to impair or affect the obligation of any con- 
tract of loan between any licensee under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved 
June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as amended, 
ceri borrower which was entered into prior to the effective date 
of this Act. 


(c) Any person, firm, corporation or association who shall wil- 
fully violate any of the provisions of this Act for which a specific pen- 
alty is not herein specifically provided shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500), nor less than one hundred dollars 
($100), or by imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


Section 24. If a part of this Act is invalid, all valid parts that are 
severable from the invalid parts remain in effect. If a part of the Act 
is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in effect 
in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applica- 
tions. 


Section 25. Citation of Act. This Act shall be known and may 
be cited as the “Alabama Small Loan Act.” 


Section 26. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 60 


days after its passage and approval by the Governor, or 60 days after 
its otherwise hecaming a law

FURTHER CONSIDERATION OF H. B. 102 


The Senate proceeded to further consideration of the Bill, H. B. 
102. The question was on the substitute offered by Mr. Webb, for the 
Bill and pending amendment. 


Mr. deGraffenried offered the following substitute for the substitute 
offered by Mr. Webb for the Bill, H. B., 102, and pending amendment, 
to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
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Relating to the small loan business; providing for the regulation, 
examination, investigation, and licensing of individuals, firms, and 
corporations engaged in the business of lending money in amounts of 
five hundred dollars or less, and for the suspension and revocation of 
such licenses; prescribing maximum rates of interest and other charges 
for loans; providing for the administration and enforcement of the 
Act; and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Declaration of Legislative Intent. The Legislature finds 
as facts and determines that: 


1. There exists among citizens of this state a widespread demand 
for small loans. The scope and intensity of this demand have been in- 
creased progressively by many social and economic forces. 


2. The expense of making and collecting small loans, which are 
usually made on camparatively unsubstantial security to wage-earners, 
salaried employees and other persons of relatively low incomes is 
necessarily high in relation to the amounts lent. 


3. Such loans cannot be made profitably under the limitations im- 
posed by existing laws relating to interest and usury. These limita- 
tions have tended to exclude lawful enterprises from the small loan 
field. Since the demand for small loans cannot be legislated out of 
existence, many small borrowers have been left to the mercy of those 


willing to bear the approbrium and risk the penalties of usury for a 
large profit. 


4. Interest charges are often disguised by the use of subterfuges 
to evade the usury law. These subterfuges are so complicated and 
technical that the usual borrower of small sums is defenseless even if 


he is aware of the usurious nature of the transaction and of his legal 
rights. 


5. As a result, borrowers of small sums are being exploited, to 
the injury of the borrower, his dependents, and the general public. 
Charges are generally exorbitant in relation to those necessary to the 
conduct of a legitimate small loan business; trickery and fraud are 
common; and oppressive collection practices are prevelent. 


6. These evils characterize and distinguish loans of five hundred 
dollars ($500) or less. Legislation to control this class of loans is neces- 
sary to protect the public welfare. 


7. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this law to bring 
under public supervision those engaged in the business of making such 
loans, to eliminate practices that facilitate abuse of borrowers, to es- 
tablish a system of regulation for the purpose of insuring honest and 
efficient small loan service and of stimulating competitive reductions 
in charges, to allow lenders who meet the conditions of this Act a rate 
of charge sufficiently high to permit a business profit, and to provide 
the administrative machinery necessary for effective enforcement. 


Section 2. Definitions. The following words and terms when used 
in this Act shall have the following meanings unless the context clear- 
ly requires a different meaning. The meaning ascribed to the singular 
form shall apply also to the plural. 


“Person” shall include individuals, co-partnerships, associations, 
trusts, corporations, and any other legal entities. 
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“License” shall mean a license, issued under the authority of this 
Act, to make loans in accordance with the provisions of this Act at a 
single place of business. 


“Licensee” shall mean a person to whom one or more licenses have 
been issued. 


“Supervisor” shall mean the Supervisor of the Bureau of Loans of 
the State Banking Department. 


“Bureau” shall mean the Bureau of Loans of the State Banking 
Department. 


“Cash Advance” means the amount of cash or its equivalent that 
the borrower actually receives or is paid at his direction or on his be- 
half. 


Section 3. Scope (a) No person shall engage in the business of 
lending in amounts of five hundred dollars ($500) or less and contract 
for, exact, or receive, directly or indirectly, on or in connection with 
any such loan, any charges whether for interest, insurance, compensa- 
tion, consideration, or expense, which in the aggregate are greater than 
the interest that the lender would be permitted by law to charge for a 
loan of money if he were not a licensee under this Act, except as pro- 
vided in and authorized by this Act and without first having obtained a 
license from the supervisor. For the purpose of this section a loan 
shall be Géemed to be in the amount cf five hundred dollars ($500) or 
less if the net amount or value advanced to or on behalf of the bor- 
rower, after deducting all payments for interest, expenses, and charges 


of the loan, does not exceed five hundred dollars ($500). 


(b) Exemptions. This Act shall not apply to any person doing 
business under the authority of, and as permitted by, any law of this 
State or of the United States relating to Banks, Savings Banks, Trust 
Companies, Savings or Building and Loan Associations, Credit Unions 
as defined by law nor to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking business 
nor shall this act apply to any person making loan to their tenants 
engaged in agriculture, nor to loans by agricultural suppliers to per- 
sons whose principal business is farming, nor shall it apply to the 
business of financing the purchase of motor vehicles, refrigerators or 
other personal property nor, shall this apply to loans insured or guar- 
anteed by the United States or any of its Agencies. 


(c) Evasions. The provisions of subsection (a) of this section 
shall apply to any person who seeks to evade its application by any 
device, subterfuge, or pretense whatsoever including, but not thereby 
limiting the generality of the foregoing: the loan, forbearance, use, or 
sale of credit (as guarantor, surety, endorser, co-maker, or otherwise), 
money, insurance, goods, or things in action; the use of collateral or 
related sales or purchases of goods or services, or agreements to sell 
or purchase, whether: real or pretended; roosiving or charging cam. 
pensation for goods or services, whether or not sold, ‘delivered, or pro- 
vided; and the real or pretended negotiation, arrangement, or procure- 
rent of a loan through any use or activity of a third person, whether 
real or fictitious. 


(d) Penalty. Whoever violates or participates in the violation of 
any provision of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) nor less than one hundred dollars ($100), or by 
imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both such fine and 
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imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any contract of loan in 
the making or collection of which any act shall have been done which 
violates this section shall be void and the lender shall have no right 
to collect, receive, or retain any principal, interest, or charges whatso- 
ever. 


Section 4. Application and Fee. Application for a license shall be 
in writing, under oath, and in the form prescribed by the supervisor 
provided however, that such application shall contain a statement made 
by applicant under oath that he is not at the time of making the appli- 
cation a member of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People or of the Communist Party or of any front thereof and 
that he has not prior to making said application contributed funds to 
any such organization and that he has never been a member of any 
such organization. The application shall give the approximate location 
where the business is to be conducted and shall contain such further 
relevant information as the supervisor may require, including the 
names and addresses of the partners, officers, directors, or trus- 
tees, and of such of the principal owners or members as will provide 
the basis for the investigations and findings contemplated by section 5 
of this Act. At the time of making such application, the applicant shall 
pay to the supervisor the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) as a fee 
for investigating the application. All licensees under this Act shall pay 
an annual license of two hundred dollars ($200) which shall be due 
on October 1 of each year and shall be for one year ending September 
30 following, and shall be delinquent on the first day of November of 
each year. And there shall be a penalty of ten percent (10%) added 
to such license upon delinquency and collected by the bureau. If any 
applicant licensed under this Act for the first time shall commence 
business after the first day of April in any year, the amount of the 
license shall be one-half of the amount of a full year’s license. The 
amount of the license (and penalties if any) shall be paid to the super- 
visor of the bureau of loans, who shall remit the same to the treasurer 
of the State of Alabama as provided by law. The license herein pro- 
vided for shall be in addition to all other licenses now or hereafter 
provided for by law, and shall be in addition to the tax provided for by 
Chapter 18, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended; and the 
amount of the license levied by this section shall not be credited up- 
on or deducted from, in whole or in part, the tax levied by said Chapter 
18, as amended, as to the current state tax year or as to any prior or 
subsequent state tax year. No refunds for the current or any prior 
or subsequent state tax year or any portion of the tax levied by said 
Chapter 18, as amended, shall be made on the ground that the license 
levied by this section was not credited upon or deducted from the tax 
levied by said Chapter 18, as amended; and no suit or action shall lie 
to enforce any claim for such refund. 


Section 5. (a) Investigation of Application. Upon the filing of 
such application and the payment of such fees, the supervisor shall 
investigate the facts concerning the application and the requirements 
provided for in subsection (b) of this section. The supervisor shall 
grant or deny such application for a license within ninety days from 
the filing thereof with the required information and fees unless the 
period is extended by written agreement betwecen the applicant and 
the supervisor. 


(b) Issuance of License. If the supervisor shall find that the 
liquid assets, financial responsibility, experience, character, the general 
fitness of the applicant are such as to warrant the belief that the 
business will be operated lawfully, honestly, fairly, and efficiently, 
within the purposes of this Act, and that allowing such applicant to 
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engage in the business would promote the convenience and advantage 
of the community in which the business of the applicant is to be con- 
ducted, he shall thereupon enter an order granting such application, 
and file his findings with the bureau, and forthwith issue and deliver 
a license to the applicant. 


(c) Denial of License. If the supervisor shall not so find he 
shall notify the applicant in writing who may request a hearing on the 
application. The request for a hearing must be within thirty (30) days 
of the rejection with the hearing to be held within thirty (30) days 
of the date of the request. After such hearing, or, if no hearing is 
demanded, the supervisor may deny such application by written order, 
accompanied by his findings of fact, and shall deliver a copy of such 
order and findings to the applicant. The investigation fee shall be re- 
tained by the supervisor while the license fee shall be returned to the 
applicant. 


Section 6. (a) Posting of License. Each license shall state the ad- 
dress at which the business is to be conducted and shall state fully the 
name of the licensee, and if the licensee is a co-partnership or associa- 
tion, the names of the members thereof, and if a corporation, the date 
and place of its incorporation. Each license shall be kept conspicuously 
posted in the licensed place of business and shall not be transferable or 
assignable. 


(h) Continuing License. Each license shall remain in full force 
and effect until surrendered, revoked, or suspended as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Seciion 7. (a) FPiace of Business. Not more than one place of 
business shall be maintained under the same license, but the super- 
visor may issue additional licenses to the same licensee upon his com- 
pliance with all the provisions of this Act governing the issuance of 
the first or original license. 


(b) Removal. No change in the place of business of a licensee to 
a location outside of the original municipality shall be permitted under 
the same license. When a licensee wishes to change his place of busi- 
ness within the same municipality, he shall give written notice there- 
of to the supervisor who shall investigate the facts, and if he shall 
find the proposed location is reasonably accessible to borrowers under 
existing loan contracts, he shall enter an order permitting the change 
and shall amend the license accordingly. If the supervisor shall not so 
find he shall enter an order denying the licensee such permission in 
a ara tod specified in and subject to the provisions of Section 5 (c) 
of this Act. 


(c) Residence of Borrower. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to restrict the loans of any licensee to residents of the community in 
which the licensed place of business is situated. 


Section 8. (a) Revocation of License. The supervisor shall, 
upon ten days’ written notice to the licensee stating the contemplated 
action and in general the grounds therefor, and upon reasonable op- 
poy to be heard, revoke any license issued hereunder if he finds 

at: 


1. The licensee has failed to pay the annual license fee; or that 


2. The licensee, either knowingly or without exercise of due 
care to prevent the same, has violated any provisions of this Act or 
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any regulation or order lawfully made pursuant to and within the au- 
thority of this Act; or that 


3. Any fact or condition exists which, if it had existed or had been 
known to exist at the time of the original application for such license, 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to 
issue such license, except the license shall not be revoked because of 
convenience and advantage; or that 


4. The licensee is found guilty by the supervisor or using un- 
reasonable collection tactics. 


(b) Suspension of License. If the supervisor finds that probable 
cause for revocation of any license exists and that enforcement of the 
act requires immediate suspension of such license pending investiga- 
tion, he may, upon three days’ written notice and a hearing, enter an 
order suspending such license for a period not exeeeding thirty days. 


(c) Record and Notice. Whenever the supervisor shall revoke or 
suspend a license issued pursuant to this Act, he shall enter an order 
to that effect and forthwith notify the licensee of the revocation or 
suspension. Within five days after the entry of such an order he 
shall file with the bureau his findings and a summary of the evi- 
dence supporting them, and he shall forthwith deliver a copy thereof to 
the licensee. 


(d) Surrender of License. Any licensee may surrender any li- 
cense by delivering it to the supervisor with written notice of its sur- 
render, but such surrender shall not affect his civil or criminal liabili- 
ty for acts committed prior thereto. 


(e) Pre-Existing Contracts. No revocation, suspension, or sur- 
render of any license shall impair or affect the obligation of any pre- 
existing contract between the licensee and any borrower. 


(f) Reinstatement of License. The supervisor may reinstate sus- 
pended licenses or issue new licenses to a person; whose license 
or licenses have been revoked if no fact or condition then exists which 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to is- 
sue such license under this Act. 


(g) Complaints of Violation Investigated. The supervisor shall, 
upon sworn complaint of any borrower, investigate or cause to be in- 
vestigated any alleged violation of this Act. 


Section 9. (a) Annual Examination of Licensees. At least once 
each year and at such other time as may be deemed necessary by the 
supervisor of the bureau of loans an examination shall be made of the 
place of business of each licensee and of the loans, transactions, books, 
papers and records of such license so far as they pertain to the business 
licensed under this Act. As cost of examination the licensee shall pay 
to the bureau of loans under such rules and regulations as may be 
reasonably prescribed by the supervisor thereof with the approval of 
the superintendent of banks an examining fee of fifty dollars ($50) 
per day or any part thereof for each examiner and in addition thereto 
ten dollars ($10) per day per examiner as per diem; provided, how- 
ever, that no licensee whose business is free from wilfull violations 
of this Act shall be required to pay more than a total sum of two hundred 
dollars ($200) in any twelve (12) month period as examiners fees; 
provided, further, that all fees collected by the bureau of loans un- 
der the terms of this section shall be paid into a special fund to 
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be set up by the State Treasury; the special fund shall be used 
to pay the salaries of the officials and employees and the expenses 
of the bureau of loans, and all moneys deposited therein are here- 
by appropriated for that purpose; provided, however, nothing here- 
in shall be construed to mean that all salaries of the officials and 
employees and expenses of operating the bureau of loans shall come 
from the special fund. 


(b) Investigations. For the purpose of discovering violations of 
this Act or of securing information lawfully required hereunder, the 
supervisor or his duly authorized representatives may at any time 
investigate the business and examine the books, accounts, papers, and 
records used therein, of (1) any licensee, (2) any other person engaged 
in the business described in Section 3 (a) of this Act or participating 
in such business as principal, agent, broker, or otherwise, and (3) any 
person who the supervisor had reasonable cause to believe is violating 
or is about to violate any provision of this Act, whether or not such 
person shall claim to be within the authority or beyond the scope of 
this Act. For purposes of this section, any person who shall advertise 
for, solicit, or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions in 
the amount or of the value of five hundred dollars ($500) or less shall 
be presumed to be engaged in the business described in Section 3 
(2) of this Act. 


(c) Access To Records: Witnesses. For the purposes of this sec- 
tion, the sunervisar or his duly authorized representatives shall have 
and be given free access to the offices and places of business, files, 
safes, and vaults of all such persons, and shall have authority to re- 
quire the attendance of any person and to examine him under oath 
relative to such loans or such business or to the subject matter oI any 
examination, investigation, or hearing. 


(d) Cease and Desist Orders: Injunctions; Receivers. Whenever 
the supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any person is vio- 
lating or is threatening to or intends to violate any provision of this 
Act, he may in addition to all actions provided for in this Act, and in 
addition to all other remedies that he may have at law or in equity, 
and without prejudice thereto enter an order requiring such person to 
desist or to refrain from such violation; and an action may be brought 


Section 10. (a) Books and Records. Each licensee shall keep and 
use in his business such books, accounts, and records as will enable 
the supervisor to determine whether such licensee is complying with 
the provisions of this Act and with the orders and regulations law- 
fully made by the supervisor hereunder. Each licensee shall preserve 
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such books, accounts, and records for at least two years after making 
the final entry on any loan recorded therein. 


(b) Annual Reports. (1) Each licensee shall annually, on or be- 
fore the first day of May, file a report with the supervisor as to each 
licensed place of business under this Act, covering the preceding cal- 
endar year. This report shall include the following information, all 
reported in accordance with sound and generally accepted accounting 
practice; 


(a) Balance sheets at the beginning and end of the period. 
(b) A statement of income and expense for the period. 


(c) A reconciliation or surplus or net earnings with the balance 
sheets. 


(d) A schedule of assets used and useful in the business. 


(e) An analysis of charges, sizes of loans and types of security 
on loans and an analysis of delinquent accounts. 


(f) An analysis of suits, repossessions and sales of chattels. 


(g) The type of business organization and if the licensee is a cor- 
poration, the principal officers and the resident agent, the partners, if 
the licensee is a partnership or, the owner, if a sole proprietorship. 


(2) If the licensee conducts other business or is affiliated with 
other licensees under this Act, or, if any other situation exists under 
which allocations are necessary, the licensee shall make such allocation 
according to appropriate and reasonable methods. 


(3) If the licensee is affiliated with other licensees under this 
Act, a composite report may be filed on behalf of all affiliated licensees 
within the State of Alabama, but such composite report shall not 
be required by the supervisor. 


(4) Such report shall be made under oath and shall be in the 
form prescribed by the supervisor who shall make and publish an- 
nually an analysis and recapitulation of such reports. 


Section 11. (a) Rules, Regulations and Orders. The supervisor 
shall have authority to make reasonable rules, regulations and orders 
for the administration and enforcement of this Act, in addition hereto 
and not inconsistent herewith. Every regulation shall be promulgated 
by an order, and any ruling, demand, requirement, or similar admini- 
strative act may be promulgated by an order. Every order shall be 
in writing, shall state its effective date and the date of its promulga- 
tion, and shall be entered in an indexed permanent book which shall be 
a public record. A copy of every order promulgating a regulation and 
of every other order containing a requirement of general application 
shall be mailed to each licensee at least ten days before the effective 
date thereof. The failure of a licensee to receive a copy of the regula- 
tions shall not exempt him from the duty of compliance with the valid 
regulations lawfully issued. 


(b) Certified Copies of Official Documents. On application of 
any person and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall 
furnish, under his seal and signed by him or his deputy, a certified 
copy of any license, regulation, or order. In any court or proceeding 
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such copy shall be prima facie evidence of the fact of the issuance of 
such license, regulation or order. 


Section 12. (a) Advertising. No licensee or other person sub- 
ject to this Act shall advertise, display, distribute, or broadcast or 
cause or permit to be advertised, displayed, distributed, or broadcast, 
in any manner whatsoever, any false, misleading, or deceptive state- 
ment or representation with regard to the rates, terms, or conditions 
for loans in the amount or of the value of five hundred dollars ($500) 
or less. The supervisor may require that charges or rates of charge, 
if stated by a licensee, be stated fully and clearly in such manner as he 
may deem necessary to prevent misunderstanding thereof by prospec- 
tive borrowers. The supervisor may permit or require licensees to re- 
fer in their advertising to the fact that their business is under state 
supervision, subject to conditions imposed by him to prevent an er- 
reneous impression as to the scope or degree of protections provided 
by this Act. 


(b) Schedule of Charges. Each licensee shall prominently dis- 
play in each licensed place of business a full and accurate schedule 
of the rates of charges upon all classes of loans currently to be made 
by him. 


Section 13. (a) Other Business in Same Office. No licensee shall 
conduct the business of making loans under this Act within any of- 
fice, suit. room, or place of business in which any other business is 
solicited or engaged in or in association or conjunctiun with any other 
business until three days’ written notice of an intention so to do has 
been given the supervisor. Upon receipt of written notification, the 
supervisor may investigate the facis ajid, if he finds that the charac- 
ter of the licensee and the nature of the other business warrant belief 
that such conduct of business would conceal any violation or evasion 
of this Act, or of regulations lawfully made hereunder, he shall enter 
an order directing the licensee to discontinue said other business. The 
order shall be entered in the manner specified in and subject to the 
provisions of Section 5(c) of this Act. 


(b) Business Confined to Licensed Office. No licensee shall con- 
duct the business of making loans provided for by this Act under any 
name, or at any place of business within this state, other than that 
stated in the license. Nothing herein shall prevent the making of 
loans by mail nor prohibit accomodations to individual borrowers when 
necessitated by sickness or other emergency situations. 


(c) Liens on Real Estate. No licensee shall take a lien upon real 
estate as security for any loan made under this Act, except such lien 
as is created by law through the rendition or recording of a judg- 
ment. 


Section 14. (a) Maximum Rates of Interest and Charges. Every 
licensee hereunder may contract for and receive interest on any loan 
ul money HOt cxcccding five hundred dollars ($400) in amount at a 
rate not exceeding three percent a month on that part of the unpaid 
principal balance not in excess of one hundred dollars ($100), two 
percent a month on that part of the unpaid principal balance in ex- 
cess of one hundred dollars ($100) but not exceeding three hundred dol- 
Jars ($300), and one percent a month on that part of the unpaid 
principal balance in excess of three hundred dollars ($300). In addition 
to the interest herein provided for, a service charge of not more than 
two dollars ($2) may be collected for each original loan not in excess 
of twenty-four dollars and ninety-nine cents ($24.99), or a service 
charge of not more than three dollars ($3) may be collected for each 
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original loan of twenty-five dollars ($25) or more. No service charge 
shall be made or collected, however, on any second or subsequent loan 
as long as any part of a prior loan remains unpaid; and a licensee 
shall not collect a service charge on a second or any subsequent loan 
to the same customer when the second or subsequent loan is made 
within three months from the date of termination of a prior transac- 
tion between the same borrower and licensee. No licensee shall in- 
duce or permit any person, or any husband and wife jointly or sev- 
erally, to become obligated directly or contingently, or both, under 
more than one contract of loan at the same time, for the purpose of 
obtaining a higher rate of charge than would otherwise be permitted 
by this section. And it shall be unlawful for any licensee to evade, or 
attempt to evade this section by inducing a customer to borrow from 
another loan company in which he has a pecuniary interest or with 
whom he has an arrangement for exchange of customers. On all 
original loans of $50.00 or less, interest at the rate of 4% per month 
on the unpaid balance may be contracted for and received in lieu of 
that otherwise authorized. 


(b) Method of Computing Charges. Charges on loans made under 
this Act may be precomputed and paid, deducted or received in ad- 
vance, provided the total so paid, deducted or received in advance does 
not exceed the effective rates prescribed in subsection (a) above; and 
provided further, that the licensee shall refund to the borrowers such 
portion of the previously paid or deducted interest which has not ac- 
crued, it being the intent of this subsection that such amount of inter- 
est shall be refunded to the borrower so as to make, the total amount 
of interest collected during the time the loan is outstanding not exceed 
the total effective interest allowed under subsection (a) of this section. 


(c) Fees. The licensee may collect from the borrower the actual 
fees paid a public official, or agency of the state, for filing, recording 
or releasing any instrument securing the loan. 


(d) No Further Charges. In addition to the charges herein pro- 
vided for, no further or other amount whatsoever, including insur- 
ance premiums of any kind, shall be directly or indirectly charged, 
contracted for, or received. If any amount in excess of the charges 
permitted by this Act is charged, contracted for, or received, except 
as the result of an accidental and bona fide error of computation, the 
contract of loan shall be void, and the licensee shall have no right to 
collect, receive, or retain any principal, charges, or recompense what- 
soever; and the licensee and the several members, officers, directors, 
agents, and employees thereof who shall have participated in such 
violation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred dol- 
lars ($500) and not less than one hundred dollars ($100) or by im- 
prisonment of not more than six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any borrower may re- 
cover the full amount of principal and interest paid by him on any 
contract made in violation of this section, together with a reasonable 
attorney fee, by action at law or in equity brought within twelve 
months from the date of the last payment of principal or interest on 
such contract. 


Section 15. (a) Requirements for Making and Payment of 
Loans. Every licensee shall: 


1. At the time any loan is made, deliver to the borrower, or if 
there are two or more borrowers, to one of them, a statement in the 
English language disclosing in clear and distinct terms the principal 
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amount of the loan, the rate of interest and other charges, the date 
of the loan, a schedule of payments or a description thereof, the type of 
the security, if any, for the loan, the name and address of the licensed 
office and of each person primarily obligated on the note; 


2. For each payment made on account of any such loan, give to 
the person making it at the time the payment is made a plain and 
complete receipt specifying the amount applied to charges and the 
amount, if any, applied to principal, and stating the unpaid principal 
balance, if any, of such loan; provided that an unitemized receipt may 
be given temporarily and replaced within a reasonable time with a 
receipt as prescribed above. No receipt shall be required in the case 
of payments made by the borrower’s check or money order, and the 
use of a coupon book system shajl be deemed in compliance with 
this section. 


3. Permit the payment to be made in advance in any amount on 
any contract of loan at any time during a licensee’s regular business 
hours. 


4. Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark plainly every obli- 
gation and security signed by any obligor with the word “Paid” or 
“Cancelled,” and release any mortgage, restore any pledge, and cancel 
and return any note and any assignment given to the licensee. 


{b} Confessions of Judgement: Incomplete Instruments. No 
licensee shall (1) take any confession of judgment or any power oi 
attorney running to himself or to any third person to confess judg- 
ment or to appear for the borrower in a judicial proceeding; nor (2) 
take any note, promise to pay, or instrument of securiiy that does 
not disclose the amount of the Loan, a schedule of payments or a 
description thereof, and the agreed rate of charge, nor any instru- 
ment in which blanks are left to be filled in after execution. 


(c) Installment payments; Contract Period. No licensee shall 
enter into any contract of loan under this Act under which the bor- 
rower agrees to make any payment of principal more than thirty- 
six calendar months from the date of making such contract. Every 
loan contract shall provide for repayment of principal and charges in 
installments which shall be payable at approximately equal periodic 
intervals of time and which shall be so arranged that no installment 
is substantially greater in amount than any preceding installment. 


(d) Penalty. Any contract of loan in the making or collection 
of which any provision of this section shall have been violated either 
knowingly or without the exercise of due care to prevent the same 
shall be void and the licensee shall have no right to collect, receive, 
or retain any principal, charges or recompense whatsoever. 


Section 16. Loans of More Than Five Hundred Dollars ($500). 
Ti a licensee Makes a loan in excess of five hundred dollars ($500), 
he may charge, contract for, and receive interest only at the rates 
prescribed in Sections 60 or 61 of Title 9, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended. The foregoing prohibition shall also apply to any licensee 
who permits any person, as borrower, or as endorser, guarantor, or 
surety for any borrower, or otherwise or any husband and wife joint- 
ly or severably, to owe directly or contingently, or both, to the licensee 
at any time a sum of more than five hudnred dollars ($500) for prin- 
cipal. The supervisor may suspend or revoke the license of any li- 
censee who violates this section, in the manner prescribed by Section 
8 of this Act. 
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Section 17. Loans Made Elsewhere. No loan made outside this 
state in the amount or of the value of five hundred dollars ($500) or 
less for which a greater rate of interest, consideration, or charges 
than is permitted by section 14 of this Act has been charged, con- 
tracted for, or received shall be enforced in this State and every 
person in anywise participating therein in this State shall be subject 
to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 18. Review. In addition to any other remedy he may 
have, any licensee and any person considering himself aggrieved by 
any act or order of the supervisor hereunder may, within thirty days 
from the entry of the order complained of, or within sixty days of 
the act complained of if there is no order, may petition the circuit 
court of Montgomery County to review such act or order. Provided 
such petition shall be docketed, heard and tried in the same manner as 
any other extraordinary writs issued by the Court and a copy of the 
petition and order setting the same for hearing shall be served on the 
supervisor, giving him such notice of the time and place of the hear- 
ing as may be directed by the Court. 


Section 19. Suits on Debts. In any suit filed on any debt or evi- 
dence of any indebtedness governed hereby in any court, the judge 
thereof shall not render any judgment by default, nil dicit or other- 
wise until he has heard the testimony of the licensee or of a repre- 
sentative of such licensee, and the judge must on his own motion in- 
terrogate such licensee or such other witness to determine whcther 
there has been any violation of the provisions of this Act and whether 
any charges have been contracted for, made or received in excess of 
the amount allowed under this Act. If it be made to appear that the 
provisions of this Act have been violated or that charges in excess of 
those allowed have been contracted for, made or received, then the 
suit shall be dismissed at the cost of the plaintiff. In any such suit 
the plaintiff must allege that he is a licensee under this Act, and if 
such plaintiff is subject to this Act and fails to allege in his complaint 
that he is a licensee hereunder, or if it is shown to the court that he 
is subject to this Act and is not a licensee then the court ex mero motu 
shall dismiss the suit at the cost of the plaintiff. No garnishment shall 
issue in such suit or in connection therewith until after judgment has 
been renedered. 


Section 20. Pre-Existing Contracts . This Act or any part thereof 
may be modified, amended, or repealed so as to effect a cancellation or 
alteration of any license or right of a licensee hereunder, provided that 
such cancellation or alteration shall not impair or affect the obliga- 
tion of any pre-existing lawful contract between any Jicensee and any 
borrower. 


Section 21. Status of Pre-Existing Licensees. Any person hav- 
ing a license under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved June 23, 1945 (Gen- 
eral Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200) as amended, in force when this 
Act becomes effective, shall be deemed to have a license under this 
Act for a period expiring six months after the effective date hereof, if 
not sooner revoked. Any such license so continued in effect under 
the provisions of this Act shall be subject to revocation during such 
six months’ period as provided in Section 8 of this Act; except that 
such license may not be revoked nor shall an application for a new 
license be denied upon the ground that the convenience and advantage 
of such community will not be promoted by the operation therein of 
such business. 


Section 22. Records. (a) The supervisor shall cause to be kept 
on file in the bureau of loans, open to public inspection during business 
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hours, an alphabetical listing of all licensees doing business in Ala- 
bama; and such list shall reveal the true ownership of the licensee 
companies. If the company is a corporation, the list shall indicate the 
name of the corporation, the address of the home office, and the 
names and addresses of its officers and directors. 


(b) Except as provided in subsection (a) of this section, all appli- 
cations, reports, and other papers and documents submitted by li- 
censees to the supervisor or to the bureau shall be open to public in- 
spection only upon approval of the supervisor; but the supervisor 
shall not deny any person access to such records when the disclosure 
thereof to such person is in the public inetrest. 


Section 23. (a) Repealer. The provisions of Act No. 159, H. 
233, approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 
200), as amended, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. And all 
other laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are also re- 
pealed. But such repeal shall not be considered an abolition of the 
bureau of loans, whose existence is hereby continued as a state agency, 
for the purpose of administering and enforcing this Act. 


(b) Status of Pre-Existing Obligations. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to impair or affect the obligation of 
any contract of loan between any licensee under Act No. 159, H. 233, 
approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), 
as amended, and any borrower which was entered into prior to the 
effective date of this Act. 


Section 24. If a part of this Act is invalid, all valid parts that 
are severabie frum the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of the 
Act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in 
effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid ap- 
plications. 


Section 25. Citation of Act. This Act shall be known and may be 
cited as the “Alabama Small Loan Act.” 


Section 26. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law.

Notice is hereby given that at the present Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama a bill substantially as follows will be intro- 
duced, and application for its passage will be made: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To extend, alter, and rearrange the boundary lines and corporate 
limits of the City of Tuscaloosa, in Tuscaloosa County, Aiabama. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the boundary lines and corporate limits of the 
City of Tuscaloosa, in Tuscaloosa County, Alahama, he, and the same 
are hereby extended, altered, and rearranged so at to include within 
the corporate limits of said city all of the following additional adjacent 
territory, to-wit:

Relating to ‘Tallapoosa County; abolishing the County Court of 
Tallapoosa County, and establishing in lieu thereof a court of record to 
be known as the “Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County;” de- 
fining the court’s jurisdiction and powers; providing for its officers, 
and their powers, duties, and compensation; providing for the holding 
of the terms and sessions of the court; providing for the rules and 
procedure of the court; and providing for the transfer of all cases 
pending in the County Court of Tallapoosa County, the juvenile court, 
and all cases of desertion and non-support and all cases involving do- 
mestic relations pending in the provate court, to the Court of Common 
Pleas of Tallapoosa County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama, a court of record to be known as the “Court of 
Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County;” which court shall have and 
exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. The court shall have civil jurisdiction in all civil matters 
of which justices of the peace of Tallapoosa County have jurisdiction 


currently with the several justices of the peace in the county; and in 
addition thereto, the court shall have jurisdiction, concurrently with 
the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, of all matters, suits 
and actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction of 
the justices of the peace, and less than the sum of five hundred dollars 
($500.00), and when the value of the property sued for in a suit in 
detinue is less than five hundred dollars ($500.00); provided, however, 
that the court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction of actions 
of libel, slander, assault and battery or ejectment, or actions in the na- 
ture of ejectment; and the court shall have original jurisdiction, con- 
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currently with the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, of all 
misdemeanors committed in Tallapoosa County, Alabama; and it shall 
have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies. This court shall have 
jurisdiction of all matters, suits, and actions cognizable before a juvenile 
court; of all cases of desertion and non-support arising under the pro- 
visions of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940); and of 
all cases involving domestic relations. The territorial jurisdiction of the 
court shall be co-extensive with the boundaries of Tallapoosa County, 
Alabama. 


Section 3. The judge of the court shall have been a resident in 
and a qualified elector of Tallapoosa County for at least five years at 
the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in the county 
during his continuance in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, 
and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the practice of law in 
this State for the past three years. He shall not during his term of 
cffice act as attorney in any case or matter that has previously been 
in or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and all other 
courts. Immediately upon the passage and approval of this act, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law, the Governor shall appoint the 
judge of the court created by this act. The person so nominated and 
appointed shall hold office as judge of the court created herein until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1965, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, and shall perform the duties and 
receive the compensation herein provided for the judge of this court. 


Section 4. The term of office of the judge of this court, who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, at 
the general election for state and county officers in the vear 1964, and 
every six years thereafter, shall be for six years from the first Mon- 
day after the second Tuesday in anuary 1965, and until his successor is 
elected or appointed and qualified. Upon the passage and approval of 
this act, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, the Governor shall issue 
commission to the person whom he has appointed judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County, as herein provided; and after 
the election of the judge of this court as herein provided the Governor 
shall likewise issue to him a commission as such judge. Before en- 
tering upon the duties of his office, the judge of this court shall take 
the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken by judges 
of the circuit court of this State and he shall be removed from office 
for the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may be 
hereafter provided for removal of circuit judges. In the event of a 
vacancy caused by the resignation, removal, or death of the judge, or 
for other causes, the Governor shall fill the office by appointment, 
and the person so appointed shall hold office as provided for in Section 
158 of the Constitution of this State. In case the judge of the court 
is unable at any time to discharge the duties of his office by reason of 
sickness, disqualifications, or other causes, the judge shall make, or 
rause to be made by the clerk thereof, an order, when the facts war- 
rant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in the court, and 
the order shall be spread on the minutes of the court. Thereupon, the 
clerk of this court shall designate and appoint in writing, which ap- 
pointment shall be spread on the minutes of this court, some practic- 
ing attorney of the county who is learned in the law, as special judge 
thereof, and the person so designated and appointed shall perform all 
of the duties and exercise all of the powers and authority of the judge 
of this court, and shall hold the office until the regular judge thereof 
shall resume his duties; the special judge shall receive for his compen- 
sation five dollars for each day he serves as such judge of this court, 
payable in the same manner and from the same funds as the compen- 
sation of the regular judge is paid. The regular judge of this court 
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shall have authority to administer oaths and take acknowledgments 
and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize marriages the same as cir- 
cuit judges of this State. 


Section 5. The judge of this court shall receive a salary of Four 
thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200.00) per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the general fund of Tallapoosa County, 
Alabama, upon the warrant of the probate judge of Tallapoosa County, 
Alabama, which he is hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, 
and the warrants shall be preferred claims against the general fund. 


Section 6. The clerk of the circuit court of Tallapoosa County, 
Alabama, shall be clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa 
County, hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal dock- 
et of all cases brought before the court, and all of the minutes and 
records as are now required by law to be kept by clerks of the circuit 
eourts, and he shall have authority to issue all necessary Summons 
and complaints as to all cases filed in the court, and all other civil 
and criminal process which clerks of the circuit courts are now re- 
quired or empowered by law to issue. He shall have authority to 
swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in the court. It shall be the 
duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil case in the Court of 
Common Please of Tallapoosa County the same costs and fees for 
services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff and the witnesses as 
are allowed in county courts, and he shall disburse such fees in 
the manner required by law for the disbursement of fees in the 
eaunty courts, excent as may he hereinafter provided, The clerk 
for services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff, and the witness- 
es as are allowed in circuit courts, and he shall disburse such fees in 
the manner required by law for the disbursement of fees in circuit 
courts, except as may be hereinafter provided. It shall also be his 
duty to collect, or receive from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in 
the court, which, together with the solicitor’s fees taxed and collected 
in the court, he shall pay into the general fund of the county. The 
clerk shall tax in each civil case, a trial fee of two dollars, and shall 
tax in all criminal cases a trial fee as hereinafter provided to be col- 
lected as all other costs are collected, and when collected, paid into 
and become a part of the general fund of the county. The court costs 
and fees in all prosecutions in the Court of Common Pleas of Talla- 
poosa County for violations of the prohibition laws, for carrying a 
concealed weapon, and for petit larceny or offenses punishable like 
petit larcency, adultery, and assault with a weapon, shall be the same 
as those prescribed for county courts by the general laws of the State, 
except that the trial tax in such cases shall be three dollars. The court 
costs and fees for misdemeanors other than violation of the prohibi- 
tion laws, carrying a concealed weapon, petit larceny or offenses pun- 
ishable like petit larcency, adultery, and assault with a weapon, in 
bastardy proceedings, in peace proceedings, and in preliminary exami- 
nations shall be the same as those prescribed for justices of the peace 
courts by the general laws of the State; provided, that in all such cases 
the trial tay shall he one dollar and no scliciters’ fec shall be taxcd as 
a part of the cost. Witness fees taxed and collected in civil cases shall 
be retained by the clerk and paid over to the witnesses entitled to the 
fees; provided, however, that witnesses shall have the first five days 
after their attendance upon the court in any case therein pending, to 
prove their attendance and to be issued a witness certificate, and, fail- 
ing therein, no cost shall be taxed on account of the attendance of such 
witnesses; and provided further, that in case civil witness certificates 
are not presented to the clerk for payment within 90 days after the 
payment of the costs in the cases in which the certificates were issued, 
the witness fee shall revert to the general fund of the county and shall 
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be paid by the clerk into the county treasury for the use of the general 
fund, and the clerk shall pay over to the county treasurer all such re- 
verted fees in his hands on the first Monday in each month. State wit- 
ness fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, collected, paid into and dis- 
bursed from the general fund of Tallapoosa County, Alabama. Each 
witness attending court in civil cases shall be entitled to seventy-five 
cents per day and five cents per mile actually travelled by the most 
direct route in going to court and returning home, and the fees shall 
be taxed as a part of the costs, to be collected and disposed of as here- 
in provided. The clerk shall attend upon the sessions of the court at 
such hours as are designated by the judge thereof and shall perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed by the judge of the court and 
by this act, either in person or by deputy. The clerk shall issue certi- 
ficates of judgments of the court, in the same form as is now provided 
by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from the circuit courts, 
for which he shall be allowed the same fees as are now atlowed in the 
circuit courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by the court may 
file in the office of the judge of probate of any county in this Stae such 
certificate of judgment issued by the clerk as hereinabove provided, 
under the same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may 
hereafter be provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered by 
the circuit courts of this State; and when so filed such judgments shall 
be a lien in the county where filed on all property of the defendant 
which is subject to levy and sale under execution. The filing of such 
certificate of judgment shall be notice to all persons of the existence of 
the lien thereby created. The lien shall continue for ten years from 
the date of the judgment and no insolvency proceedings or declara- 
tion of insolvency shall affect or impair the lien, except bankruptcy 
proceedings instituted within four months after the filing of the certi- 
ticate, provided by law. Executions may be issued at any time within 
ten years from the date of the judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not. The clerk of the court, before entering into 
the duties of his office, shall give bond in such penal sum as may 
be prescribed by the court of county commissioners of Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama payable and conditioned as are official bonds re- 
quired of clerks of the circuit courts, to be taken and approved by the 
judge of probate of Tallapoosa County, and recorded in the probate of- 
tice of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, and upon the bonds there shall 
be the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the clerks of 
the circuit court of this State. The premium on the bond or bonds 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the county. The clerk shall 
receive the same fees, allowances, commissions and cost as are now 
allowed by law to clerks of the circuit courts of this State, as his com- 
pensation. The clerk shall receive a fee of one dollar for each writ of 
arrest issued by him, to be taxed and collected as other costs are taxed 
and collected. 


Section 7. The sheriff of Tallapoosa County shall, in person, or 
by deputy, be required to attend upon the court and to preserve order 
and execute all writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such 
other duties in all respects as he is required by law to perform in the 
circuit court of Tallapoosa County; and for such services of attending 
the court the sheriff shall receive the sum of six dollars per day paya- 
ble out of the general fund on warrant of the probate judge; and for 
all services rendered by him, other than attendance upon the court 
hereinabove provided for, he shall receive the same costs and fees 
as are allowed by law for similar services performed and done in the cir- 
cuit courts. 


Section 8. The deputy solicitor for Tallapoosa County shall pros- 
ecute for the State all criminal cases in the court created by this act. 
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The salary of the deputy solicitor for Tallapoosa County shall be the 
salary now provided, or which may hereafter be provided, by the gen- 
eral laws of this State for deputy solicitors in counties where circuit 
or county court is held at more than one place in the county, to be 
paid out of the general fund of the county, in equal monthly install- 
ments on the warrant of the probate judge. Such warrants shall be 
preferred claims against the general fund. 


Section 9. The court, at the discretion of the judge, shall be open 
any day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming 
within the jurisdiction of the court. However, on one day of each week 
there shall be held a session of the court in the town of Alexander City, 
on two days of each month there shall be held a session of the court 
in the town of Dadeville, and on two days of each month there shall 
be held a session of the court in the town of ‘Carrville, in order to facili- 
tate the handling, trial and disposition of cases arising in those places 
and the surrounding areas. And in the aforesaid Courts held in Alex- 
ander City shall be tried all actions within the jurisdiction of this 
Court which arise on the west side of the Tallapoosa River in Talla- 
poosa County, Alabama; and in the aforesaid Courts held in Carrville 
shall be tried all actions within the jurisdiction of this Court which 
arise in Beats 10, 12 and 13 in Tallapoosa County, Alabama; and in the 
aforesaid Courts held in Dadeville shall be tried all actions within the 
jurisdiction of this Court which arise on the east side of the Tallapoo- 
sa River in Tallapoosa County, except those arising in Beats 10, 12 
and 13 in Tallapoosa County. 


Section 10.a All prosecutions or misdemeanors may be instituted 
in the Court by making affidavit before the deputy solicitor or the 
sheriff, and the writ on the affidavit shall be issued by the clerk; and 
in all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in 
the court the same may be instituted by affidavit before the deputy 
solicitor or the sheriff, and the writ thereon shall be issued by the 
judge or the clerk. When the defendant is arrested on affidavit and 
warrant charging a misdemeanor the case shall go to the docket for 
trial and be tried as though the defendant has been indicted by a grand 
jury, except as hereinafter provided. The defendant shall not be put 
upon trial in any cause within five days of his arrest, except with his 
consent. The judge of the court shall have the right and authority to 
issue all processes returnable into his court that are not especially pro- 
vided to be issued by the clerk of the court, but he shall not prepare any 
summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue attachments, papers 
or other rights of processes issuing out of the court. 


b. All warrants issued in Tallapoosa County for misdemeanors 
for violations of the rules of the road and other misdemeanors defined 
or provided for in the Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 36, shall be return- 
able to the Court of Common Pleas and shall be there tried. In each 
rule of the road case docketed there shall be imposed and collected as 
other costs in said case a docketing tax of two dollars ($2.00), which 
shall be paid into the county treasury. 


Section 11. The clerk of the court may appoint a deputy or de- 
puties of the court, who shall hold office at the will of the clerk and 
receive such portion of the fees in this act provided for the clerk as the 
clerk of the court may designate. Any such deputy so appointed by 
the clerk shall have the right in the name of the clerk to file papers and 
to do all things herein provided to be done by the clerk. 


Section 12. All criminal cases in the court shall be tried by the 
judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right 
to demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in the 
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court, the judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the 
intervention of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall 
have the right to appeal to the circuit court as provided for in Section 
326 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama (1940), except that appeal 
bonds shall be approved by the clerk of the court, and a jury trial may 
there be had on the demand of the defendant, made at the time of 
taking the appeal. 


Section 13. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of 
misdemeanor before this court may make affidavit in writing, before 
the deputy solicitor or the sheriff, that he has probable cause for be- 
lieving and does believe, that an offense (designate the misdemeanor 
by name, or by some other phrase which in common parlance designates 
it) has been committed on the person, or property, or as the case may 
be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be). Upon 
application to the judge or the clerk for a warrant of arrest, the judge 
or clerk of the court shall examine the affiant under oath, and other 
witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the affi- 
davit, and if the judge or clerk has probable cause for believing that 
the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue 
his warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there is an ob- 
jection to the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint, or war- 
rant pending in this court or when a defect appears in any of same 
the solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State, shall have the 
right to amend any or all of the papers to which the objection is direct- 
ed, or where such defect appears; or the solicitor may instead of 
amending the papers, make a brief statement of the cause of com- 
plaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form provided 
in Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940), and may be 
amended as herein provided. Thereupon the court shall proceed to try 
the case either upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or 
upon the satement or statements filed by the solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State. 


Section 14. All proceedings in the court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence 
to jail and — or hard labor for fines and costs and as additional pun- 
ishment, bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, final and 
alias warrants of arrest, shall be the same in the Court of ‘Common 
Pleas of Tallapoosa County as are now, or may hereafter be, provided 
for by law in the circuit courts; and conditional judgments may be set 
aside therein, reduced or made absolute, and the same orders and 
judgments may be made and taken in such matters as could be made 
or taken in the circuit courts; and the same procedure shall be followed, 
except as otherwise provided by this act. 


Section 15. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in 
the circuit court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or pre- 
sentment by the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief state- 
ment of the cause of complaint signed by him, in substantially the 
form prescribed by Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama 
(1940) or the trial may proceed upon the original affidavit or com- 
plaint; on the trial of such appeal the court shall be governed by the 
same rules as to evidence, practice, find of the jury and punishment 
as if the case had originated in that court. 


Section 16. All general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in 
force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to 


this court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by the 
law so enacted. 


Section 17. In all civil actions in this court, the pleadings and 
process and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be gov- 
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erned by the statute and rules obtaining in the circuit court of Talla- 
poosa County, Alabama, except the issuance, levy and collection of 
executions from this court shall be controlled by the laws now appli- 
cable to justice courts of this State. 


Section 18. In all civil matters in this court the trial shall in all 
respects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, proced- 
ure and practice as now prevail or govern in the circuit courts of this 
State except as hereinafter provided. A party litigant after being 
served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the 
interrogatories within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall 
be subject to the same pains and penalties as are now provided by law 
for failure to answer interrogatories propounded in the circuit court. 
Any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this court, 
except from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give 
security for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an 
amount to be fixed and approved by the clerk; provided that if the 
party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, when the 
judgment is for the payment of money or for the recovery or posses- 
sion of personal property he may do so by giving a supersedeas bond 
with good and sufficent security or surety in such an amount as herein 
provided payable to the adverse party and approved by the clerk with 
the condition that if he fail in the appeal he will pay such judgment 
as the circuit court may render in the premises and all such cost and 
damages as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason of the wrong- 
ful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment, which ap- 
peal bond and security or surety tor court cost and supersedeas vonds 
must be filed with and approved by the clerk within ten days from the 
date of the rendition of said judgment. The supersedeas bond shall be 
in an amouni doubie the amount of the judgment and costs of court, if 
for a Judgment for the payment of money; and in an amount double 
the value of the personal property recovered in the suit and court costs, 
if for a judgment for the recovery of or possession of personal proper- 
ty. Any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this 
court for the possession of real estate may do so and the appeal shall 
be governed in all respects, including time allowed within which to 
take the appeal amount and condition of appeal bond, and in all other 
respects, by the general laws of this State relating to appeals in such 
cases from judgments of justice of the peace courts. Notice of all ap- 
peals in civil cases from this court shall be given the adverse party in 
such manner and for such time as is prescribed by the general laws of 
this State relating to notice of appeals from judgments rendered in jus- 
tice of the peacc courts. 


Section 19. All civil cases in this court shall be tried by the judge 
of the court without the intervention of a jury, the judge shall de- 
termine both the law and the facts; and either party shall have the 
right to appeal to the circuit court as hereinabove provided, and on 
appeal either party may demand a trial by jury on the trial in the 
circuit court, and the trial in the circuit court shall be de novo. 


Section 20. Pinal judgments rcndcred in civil causes in such court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken 
and deemed to have passed beyond the control of the court, as if such 
term of the court at which said judgments were rendered had ended, 
provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
parties from filing a motion to vacate, set aside or modify such judg- 
ment or grant a new trial or rehearing within ten days or change or 
destroy the office of motion for a new trial or rehearing, when so made. 
Such motion shall be filed with clerk of the court and called to the at- 
tention of the court, and the court may thereupon hear the motion or 
make an order continuing the motion or hearing at a future day, 
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which motion shall be heard and determined within thirty days from 
the date of rendering the judgment. 


Section 21. The judge of this court shall have the power to im- 
pose fines and sentence to hard labor upon convictions in misdemeanor 
cases, and to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed, $50.00, and 
imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed five days, either or 
both, the same as judges of the circuit courts of this State. The judge 
of this court shall also have power to issue, hear, and determine writs 
of habeas corpus; and the procedure, practice and rules of the circuit 
courts of Alabama relating to such writs as are now, or which hereafter 
may be, provided by law, shall prevail in the Court of Common Pleas of 
Tallapoosa County. The judge shall have the same power relating to 
such writs as is now, or hereafter may be, conferred upon the judges of 
the circuit courts of Alabama; and such power shall extend to all cases 
where the judges of the circuit courts have authority to issue such writs. 


Section 22. The judge of the court shall keep an office in the 
court house of the county or in such other suitable place in Tallapoosa 
County as the court of county commissioners may provide; and it shall 
be the duty of the court of county commissioners to provide an office 
for the judge, and to furnish and supply the office with the necessary 
fixtures, stationery, stamps, telephone, lights, heat, and other necessary 
supplies for the judge of this court; and it shall be the duty of the 
court of county commissioners and they are hereby directed and au- 
thorized, to supply the clerk of the court the necessary minute books, 
dockets, blank forms, record books and such other books, records and 
blank forms as are reasonably necessary to the dispatch of the busi- 
ness of this court. 


Section 23. The County Court of Tallapoosa County is hereby 
abolished. 


Section 24. All cases and causes now pending in the county court 
and the juvenile court of Tallapoosa County, and all cases of desertion 
and non-support and all cases involving domestic relations pending in 
the probate court, together with the records pertaining to such pend- 
ing cases, are hereby transferred to the Court of Common Pleas of 
Tallapoosa County, and the Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa 
County, shall, immediately upon the passage and approval of this act 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law, assume complete jurisdiction 
over all of such pending cases, and shall have the same power and con- 
trol over the same as if they had been originally filed in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County, and the clerk of this court shall 
enter on the appropriate dockets of this court all cases now pending in 
the county court and the juvenile court of Tallapoosa County, and all 
cases of desertion and non support and all cases involving domestic 
relations pending in the probate court. And all judgments heretofore 
rendered by such courts in the cases hereinabove provided shall be the 
same and shall have the same force and effect as if they had been 
rendered by the Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County, and 
the Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County shall have the same 
power and control over such judgments and shall issue executions 
thereon and all other appropriate processes thereon the same and as 
fully and completely as if such judgments had been originally rendered 
in the Court of Common Pleas of Tallapoosa County; all of such exe- 
cutions and other processes issued on such judgments heretofore rend- 
ered by such courts shall be issued by the clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas of Tallapoosa County. 


Section 25. If, for any reason, any section, clause, or provision 
of this act, shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional it shall 
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not be held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the 
same shall remain in full force and effect. 


Section 26. All laws and parts of laws, whether local, general, or 
special, in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 27. This act shall take effect immediately upon its pass- 
age and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

to provide additional compensation for the performance of such duties. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to all other duties now imposed upon them 
by law, the following extra, new and additional duties are hereby im- 
posed upon the members of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Tallapoosa County. 


(a) The Court of County Commissioners shall hold regular meet- 
ings during the second and fourth weeks in each month of the year 
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on a day to be determined, from time to time, by it, and at such other 
times as are now provided by law. 


(b) Each members of the Court of County Commissioners shall 
make periodic inspections of all public roads and bridges in his dis- 
trict, shall superintend the construction and maintenance of all public 
roads and bridges in his district, and shall make such reports of his 
activities to the Court of County Commissioners from time to time, 
as are necessary to keep it informed as to the condition of the public 
roads and bridges in his district. The commissioners shall, at least 
ence a year, inspect roads and bridges in each of the districts of the 
county. 


Section 2. The probate judge shall assist members of the Court 
of County Cimmissioners in the performance of the duties hereby 
imposed to such extent as may be necessary, but the compensation of 
the probate judge shall remain as now fixed by law. 


Section 3. Each member of the Court of County Cimmissioners 
shall receive a salary of three hundred and fifty dollars ($350) per 
month, which shall be in lieu of all fees and allowances except mileage, 
as now allowed by law to commissioners. The additional compensation 
which the commissioners receive as a result of the provisions of this 
Act, over and above the compensation now provided by law, is hereby 
declared to be performance of the extra, new and additional duties 
hereby imposed upon them. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws and parts of laws, general, special or local, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act are repealed. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the 
first month following its passage, and approval by the Governor, or 
its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the small loan business; providing for the regulation, 
examination, investigation, and licensing of individuals, firms, and 
corporations engaged in the business of lending money in amounts of 
five hundred dollars or less, and for the suspension and revocation of 
such licenses; prescribing maximum rates of interest and other charges 
for loans; providing for the administration and enforcement of the 
Act; and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Declaration of Legislative Intent. The Legislature 


finds as facts and determines that: 


1, There exists among citizens of this state a widespread demand 
for small loans. The scope and intensity of this demand have been 
increased progressively by many social and economic forces. 
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2. The expense of making and collecting small loans, which are 
usually made on comparatively unsubstantial security to wage earners, 
salaried employees and other persons of relatively low incomes is 
necessarily high in relation to the amount lent. 


3. Such loans cannot be made profitably under the limitations 
imposed by existing laws relating to interest and usury. These limita- 
tions have tended to exclude lawful enterprises from the small loan 
field. Since the demand for small loans cannot be legislated out of 
existence, many small borrowers have been left to the mercy of those 
willing to bear the opprobrium and risk the penalties of usury for a 
large profit. 


4. Interest charges are often disguised by the use of subterfuges 
to evade the usury law. These subterfuges are so complicated and 
technical that the usual borrower of small sums is defenseless even 
if he is aware of the usurious nature of the transaction and of his 
legal rights. 


5. As a result, borrowers of small sums are being exploited, to the 
injury of the borrower, his dependents, and the general public. Charges 
are generally exorbitant in relation to those necessary to the conduct 
of a legitimate small loan business; trickery and fraud are common; 
and oppressive collection practices are prevalent. 


6. These evils characterize and distinguish loans of five hundred 
dullars ($300.06) or iess. Legisiation to controi this class of loans is 
necessary to protect the public welfare.

7. It is the intent of the legislature in ena cting tus 4aw tO bring 


under public supervision those engaged in the business of making 
such loans, to eliminate practices that facilitate abuse of borrowers, 
to establish a system of regulation for the purpose of insuring honest 
and efficient small loan service and of stimulating competitive reduc- 
tions in charges, to allow lenders who meet the conditions of this Act 
a rate of charge sufficiently high to permit a business profit, and to 
provide the administrative machinery necessary for effective enforce- 
ment. 


Section 2. Definitions. The following words and terms when 
used in this Act shall have the following meanings unless the context 
clearly requires a different meaning. The meaning ascribed to the 
singular form shall apply also to the plural. 


“Person” shall include individuals, co-partnerships, associations, 
trusts, corporations, and any other legal entities. 


“License” shall mean a license, issued under the authority of this 
Act, to make loans in accordance with the provisions of this Act at a 
single place of business. 


“Licensee” shall mean a nerson ta whom one or more licenses have 
been issued. 


“Supervisor” shall mean the Supervisor of the Bureau of Loans 
of the State Banking Department. 


“Bureau” shall mean the Bureau of Loans of the State Banking 
Department. 


“Cash Advance” means the amount of cash or its equivalent that 
a poreowee actually receives or is paid at his direction or on his 
eha. 
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Section 3. Scope (a) No person shall engage in the business of 
lending in amounts of five hundred dollars ($500) or less and contract 
for, exact, or receive, directly or indirectly, on or in connection with 
any such loan, any charges whether for interest, insurance, compen- 
sation, consideration, or expense, which in the aggregate are greater 
than the interest that the lender would be permitted by law to charge 
for a loan of money if he were not a licensee under this Act, except as 
provided in and authorized by this Act and without first having ob- 
tained a license from the supervisor. For the purpose of this section 
a loan shall be deemed to be in the amount of five hundred dollars 
($500) or less if the net amount or value advanced to or on behalf 
of the borrower, after deducting all payments for interest, expenses, 
and charges of any nature taken substantially contemporaneously with 
the making of the loan, does not exceed five hundred dollars ($500). 


(b) Exemptions. This Act shall not apply to any person doing 
business under the authority of, and as permitted by, any law of this 
State or of the United States relating to Banks, Savings Banks, Trust 
Companies, Savings or Building and Loan Associations, Credit Unions 
as defined by law nor to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking business 
nor shall this act apply to any person making loans to their tenants 
engaged in agriculture, nor to loans by agricultural suppliers to per- 
sons whose principal business is farming, nor shall it apply to agricul- 
ture credit corporations or associations organized under an Act of the 
Congress of the United States, nor shall it apply to the business of fi- 
nancing the purchase of motor vehicles, refrigerators or other personal 
property nor, shall this apply to loans insured or guaranteed by the 
United States or any of its Agencies. 


(c) Evasions. The provisions of subsection (a) of this section 
shall apply to any person who seeks to evade its application by any 
device, subterfuge, or pretense whatsoever. 


(d) Penalty. Whoever violates or participates in the violation 
of any provision of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine or not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500) nor less than one hundred dollars ($100), 
or by imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any contract of 
loan in the making or collection of which any act shall have been done 
which violates this section shall be void and the lender shall have no 
right to collect, receive, or retain any principal, interest, or charges 
whatsoever. 


Section 4. Application and Fee. Application for a license shall 
be in writing, under oath, and in the form prescribed by the supervisor. 
The application shall give the approximate location where the busi- 
ness is to be conducted and shall contain such further relevant infor- 
mation as the supervisor may require, including the names and ad- 
dresses of the partners, officers, directors, or trustees, and of such of 
the principal owners or members as will provide the basis for the in- 
vestigations and findings contemplated by section 5 of this Act. At 
the time of making such application, the applicant shall pay to the 
supervisor the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) as a fee for in- 
vestigating the application. All licensees under this Act shall pay 
an annual license of two hundred dollars ($200) which shall be due 
on October 1 of each year and shall be for one year ending September 
30 following, and shall be delinquent on the first day of November of 
each year. And there shall be a penalty of ten percent (10%) added 
to such license upon delinquency and collected by the bureau. If any 
applicant licensed under this Act for the first time shall commence 
business after the first day of April in any year, the amount of the 
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license shall be one-half of the amount of a full year’s license. The 
amount of the license (and penalties if any) shall be paid to the super- 
visor of the bureau of loans, who shall remit the same to the treasurer 
of the State of Alabama as provided by law. The license herein pro- 
vided for shall be in addition to all other licenses now or hereafter 
provided for by law, and shall be in addition to the tax provided for 
by Chapter 18, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended; and 
the amount of the license levied by this section shall not be credited 
upon or deducted from, in whole or in part, the tax levied by said 
Chapter 18, as amended, as to the current state tax year or as to any 
prior or subsequent state tax year. No refunds for the current or any 
prior or subsequent state tax year or any portion of the tax levied by 
said Chapter 18, as amended, shall be made on the ground that the 
license levied by this section was not credited upon or deducted from 
the tax levied by said Chapter 18, as amended; and no suit or action 
shall lie to enforce any claim for such refund. 


Section 5. (a) Investigation of Application. Upon the filing of 
such application and the payment of such fees, the supervisor shall 
investigate the facts concerning the application and the requirements 
provided for in subsection (b) of this section. The supervisor shall 
grant or deny such application for a license within ninety days from 
the filing thereof with the required information and fees unless the 
period is extended by written agreement between the applicant and the 
supervisor. 


(b) Issuance of License. If the supervisor shall find that the 
liquid assets, financial responsibility, experience, character, the gener- 
al fitness of the applicant are such as to warrant the belief that the 
business will be operated lawfully, honestly, fairly, and efficiently, 
within the purposes of this Act, and that allowing such applicant to 
engage in the business would promote the convenience and advantage 
of the community in which the business of the applicant is to be con- 
ducted, he shall thereupon enter an order granting such application, 
and file his findings with the bureau, and forthwith issue and deliver 
a license to the applicant. 


(c) Denial of License. If the supervisor shall not so find, he shall 
notify the applicant in writing who may request a hearing on the ap- 
plication. The request for a hearing must be within thirty (30) days 
of the rejection with the hearing to be held within thirty (30) days of 
the date of the request. After such hearing, or, if no hearing is de- 
manded, the supervisor may deny such application by written order, 
accompanied by his findings of fact, and shall deliver a copy of such 
order and findings to the applicant. The investigation fee shall be 
retained by the supervisor while the license fee shall be returned to 
the applicant. 


Section 6. (a) Posting of License. Each license shall state the 
address at which the business is to be conducted and shall state fully 
the name of the licensee, and if the licensee is a co-partnership or as- 
sociation, the names of the members thereof, and if a corporation, the 
date and place of its incorporation. Each license shall be kept con- 
spicuously posted in the licensed place of business and shall not be 
transferable or assignable. 


(b) Continuing License. Each license shall remain in full force 
and effect until surrendered, revoked, or suspended as_ hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 7. (a) Place of Business. Not more than one place of 
business shall be maintained under the same license, but the super- 
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visor may issue additional licenses to the same licensee upon his com- 
pliance with all the provisions of this Act governing the issuance of 
the first or original license. 


(b) Removal. No change in the place of business of a licensee to 
a location outside of the original municipality shall be permitted under 
the same license. When a licensee wishes to change his place of 
business within the same municipality, he shall give written notice 
thereof to the supervisor who shall investigate the facts, and if he 
shall find the proposed location is reasonably accessible to borrowers 
under existing loan contracts, he shall enter an order permitting the 
change and shall amend the license accordingly. If the supervisor 
shall not so find he shall enter an order denying the licensee such 
permission in the manner specified in and subject to the provisions 
of Section 5 (c) of this Act. 


(c) Residence of Borrower. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to restrict the loans of any licensee to residents of the community in 
which the licensed place of business is situated. 


Section 8. (a) Revocation of License. The supervisor shall, upon 
ten days’ written notice to the licensee stating the contemplated action 
and in general the grounds therefor, and upon reasonable opportunity 
to be heard, revoke any license issued hereunder if he finds that: 


1. The licensee has failed to pay the annual license fee; or that 


2. The licensee, either Knowingly er without the exercise of 
due care to prevent the same, has violated any provisions of this Act 
or any regulation or order lawfully made pursuant to and within the 
authority of this Act; or that 


3. Any fact or condition exists which, if it had existed or had been 
known to exist at the time of the original application for such license, 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to 
issue such license, except the license shall not be revoked because of 
convenience and advantage; or that 


4. The licensee is found guilty by the supervisor of using unrea- 
sonable collection tactics. 


(b) Suspension of License. If the supervisor finds that probable 
cause for revocation of any license exists and that enforcement of the 
Act requires immediate suspension of such license pending investiga- 
tion, he may, upon three days’ written notice and a hearing, enter an 
order suspending such license for a period not exceeding thirty days. 


(c) Records and Notice. Whenever the supervisor shall revoke 
or suspend a license issued pursuant to this Act, he shall enter an 
order to that effect and forthwith notify the licensee of the revocation 
or suspension. Within five days after the entry of such an order he 
shall file with the bureau his findings and a summary of the evidence 
supporting them, and he shali forthwith deliver a copy thereof to the 
icensee. 


(d) Surrender of License. Any licensee may surrender any li- 
cense by delivering it to the supervisor with written notice of its sur- 
render, but such surrender shall not affect his civil or criminal liability 
for acts committed prior thereto. 


(e) Pre-Existing Contracts. No revocation, suspension, or sur- 
render of any license shall impair or affect the obligation of any pre- 
existing contract between the licensee and any borrower. 
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(f) Reinstatement of License. The superivsor may reinstate sus- 
pended licenses or issue new licenses to a person whose license or li- 
censes have been revoked if no fact or condition then exists which 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to 
issue such license under this Act. 


(zg) Complaints of Violation Investigated. The supervisor shall, 
upon sworn complaint of any borrower, investigate or cause to be in- 
vestigated any alleged violation of this Act. 


Section 9. (a) Annual Examinations of Licensee. At least once 
each year and at such other time as may be deemed necessary by 
the supervisor of the bureau of loans an examination shall be made 
cf the place of business of each licensee and of the loans, transactions, 
books, papers and records of such licensee so far as they pertain to the 
business licensed under this Act. As cost of examination the licensee 
shall pay to the bureau of loans under such rules and regulations as 
may be reasonably prescribed by the supervisor thereof with the ap- 
proval of the superintendent of banks an examining fee for fifty dol- 
lars ($50) per day or any part thereof for each examiner and in addi- 
tion thereto ten dollars ($10) per day per examiner as per diem; pro- 
vided, however, that no licensee whose business is free from willful 
violations of this Act shall be required to pay more than a total sum 
of four hundred ($400) in any twelve (12) month period as examiners 
fees; provided, further, that all fees collected by the bureau of loans 


under tha tayrme of thia cantion chall ha paid: intn io special fund to be 
BAAS Vas Baad UL eee HOC wseras VO pretee mre’ 


set up by the State Treasury; the special “fund shall be “used ‘to pay the 
salaries of the officials and employees and the expenses cf the bureau 
of loans, and all moneys deposited therein are hereby appropriated 
for that purpose; provided, however, nothing herein shall be construed 
to mean that all salaries of the officials and employees and expenses of 
operating the bureau of loans shall come from the special fund. 


(b) Investigations. For the purpose of discovering violations of 
this Act or of securing information lawfully required hereunder, the 
supervisor o rhis duly authorized representatives may at any time in- 
vestigate the business and examine the books, accounts, papers, and 
records used therein, of (1) any licensee, (2) any other person engaged 
in the business described in Section 3 (a) of this Act or participating 
in such business as principal, agent, broker, or otherwise, and (3) any 
person who the supervisor had reasonable cause to believe is violating 
cr is about to violate any provision of this Act, whether or not such 
person shall claim to be within the authority or beyond the scope of 
this Act. For purposes of this section, any person who shall advertise 
for, solicit, or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions 
in the amount or of the value of five hundred dollars ($500) or less 
shall be presumed to be engaged in the business described in Section 
3 (a) of this act. 


(c) Access to Records, Witnesses. For the purposes of this section, 
me super Visor or nis auiy auuiulizeu Vepreselitatives Shall lave ailu 
be given free access to the offices and places of business, files, safes, 
and vaults of all such persons, and shall have authority to require the 
attendance of any person and to examine him under oath relative to 
such loans or such business or to the subject matter of any examina- 
tion, investigation, or hearing. 


(d) Cease and Desist Orders: Injunctions: Receivers. Whenever 
the supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any person is vio- 
lating or is threatening to or intends to violate any provision of this 
Act, he may in addition to all actions provided for in this Act, 
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and in addition to all other remedies that he may have at law or 
in equity, and without prejudice thereto enter an order requiring such 
person to desist or to refrain from such violation; and an action may 
be brought on the relation of the Attorney General or the supervisor to 
enjoin such person from engaging in or continuing such violation or 
from doing any act or acts in furtherance thereof. In any such action, 
an order or judgment may be entered awarding such preliminary or 
final injunction as may be deemed proper. In addition to all other 
means provided by law for the enforcement of a restraining order or 
injunction, the court in which such action is brought shail have power 
and jurisdiction to impound, and to appoint a receiver for the property 
and business of the defendant, including books, papers, documents, and 
records pertaining thereto or so much thereof as the court may deem 
reasonably necessary to prevent violations of this Act through or by 
means of the use of said property and business. Such receiver, when 
appointed and qualified, shall have such powers and duties as to custody, 
collection, administration, winding up, and liquidation cf such prop- 
erty and business as shall from time to time be conferred upon him 
by the court. 


Section 10. (a) Books and Records. Each licensee shall keep 
and use in his business such books, accounts, and records as will en- 
able the supervisor to determine whether such licensee is complying 
with the provisions of this Act and with the orders and regulations 
lawfully made by the supervisor hereunder. Each licensee shall pre- 
serve such books, accounts, and records for at least two years after 
making the final entry on any loan recorded therein. 


(b) Annual Reports. (1) Each licensee shall annually, on or be- 
fore the first day of May, file a report with the supervisor as to each 
licensed place of business under this Act, covering the preceding calen- 
dar year. This report shall include the following information, all re- 
ported in accordance with sound and generally accepted accounting 
practice; 


(a) Balance sheets at the beginning and end of the period. 
(b) A statement of income and expense for the period. 


(c) A reconciliation of surplus or net earnings with the balance 
sheets. 


(d) A schedule of assets used and useful in the business. 


(e) An analysis of charges, sizes of loans and types of security 
on loans and an analysis of delinquent accounts. 


(f) An analysis of suits, repossessions and sales of chattels. 


(g) The type of business organization and if the licensee is a 
corporation, the principal officers and the resident agent, the part- 
ners, if the licensee is a partnership or, the owner, if a sole proprietor- 
ship. 


(2) If the licensee conducts other business or is affiliated with 
other licensees under this Act, or, if any other situation exists under 
which allocations are necessary, the licensee shall make such alloca- 
tion according to appropriate and reasonable methods. 


(3) If the licensee is affiliated with other licensees under this 
Act, a composite report may be filed on behalf of all affiliated licen- 
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sees within the State of Alabama, but such composite report shall not 
be required by the supervisor. 


(4) Such report shall be made under oath and shall be in the form 
prescribed by the supervisor who shall make and publish annually 
an analysis and recapitulation of such reports. 


Section 11. (a) Rules, Regulations and Orders. The supervisor 
shall have authority to make reasonable rules, regulations and orders 
for the administration and enforcement of this Act, in addition here- 
to and not inconsistent herewith. Such regulation or order shall be 
referenced to the Section or Sections of the Act which set forth the 
legislative standard which it interprets or to which it applies. Every 
regulation shall be promulgated by an order, and any ruling, demand, 
requirement, or similar administrative act may be promulgated by an 
order. Every order shall be in writing, shall state its effective date and 
the date of its promulgation, and shall be entered in an indexed per- 
manent book which shall be a public record. A copy of every order 
promulgating a regulation and of every other order containing a re- 
quirement of general application shall be mailed to each licensee at 
least ten days before the effective date thereof. The failure of a Li- 
censee to receive a copy of the regulations shall not exempt him from 
the duty of compliance with the valid regulations lawfully issued. 


(b) Certified Copies of Official Documents. On application of 
any person and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall 
furnish, under his soal and signed by him or nis deputy, a certified 
copy of any license, regulation, or order. In any court or proceeding 
such copy shall be prima facie evidence of the fact of the issuance of 
such license. regulation or order. 


Section 12. (a) Advertising. No licensee or other person subject 
to this Act shall advertise, display, distribute, or broadcast or cause 
to permit to be advertised, displayed, distributed, or broadcast, in 
any manner whatsoever, any false, misleading, or deceptive statement 
or representation with regard to the rates, terms, or conditions for 
loans in the amount or of the value of five hundred dollars ($500) or 
less. The supervisor may require that charges or rates of charge, 
if stated by a licensee, be stated fully and clearly in such manner 
as he may deem necessary to prevent misunderstanding thereof by 
prospective borrowers. The supervisor may permit or require licensees 
to refer in their advertising to the fact that their business is under 
state supervision, subject to conditions imposed by him to prevent 
an erroneous impression as to the scope or degree of protections 
provided by this Act. 


(b) Schedule of Charges. Each licensee shall prominently dis- 
play in each licensed place of business a full and accurate schedule 
ne ae rates of charge upon all classes of loans currently to be made 
y him. 


Section 13. (a) Other Business in Same Office. No_ licensee 
shall conduct the business of making loans under this Act within any 
office, suite, room, or place of business in which any other business 
is solicited or engaged in or in association or conjunction with any 
cther business until three days’ written notice of an intention so to 
do has been given the supervisor. Upon receipt of written notifica- 
tion, the supervisor may investigate the facts and, if he finds that 
the character of the licensee and the nature of the other business 
warrant belief that such conduct of business would conceal violation 
or evasion of this Act or of regulations lawfully made hereunder, 
he shall enter an order directing the licensee to discontinue said 
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other business. The order shall be entered in the manner specified in 
and subject to the provisions of Section 5 (c) of this Act. 


(b) Business Confined to Licensed Office. No licensee shall con- 
duct the business of making loans provided for by this Act under 
any name, or at any place of business within this state, other than 
that stated in the license. Nothing herein shall prevent the making 
of loans by mail nor prohibit accommodations to individual borrowers 
when necessitated by sickness or other emergency situations. 


(c) Liens on Real Estate. No licensee shall take a lien upon 
real estate as security for any loan made under this Act, except 
such lien as is created by law through the rendition or recording 
of a judgment. 


Section 14. (1) MAXIMUM RATE OF CHARGE. Every licensee 
hereunder may contract for and receive, on any cash advanced 
(amount of the cash, or its equivalent, that the borrower actually 
receives or is paid out at his direction or on his behalf) not exceeding 
five hundred dollars ($500) in amount, charges not in excess of twenty 
dollars ($20) per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that part 
of the cash advanced not exceeding three hundred dollars ($300); 
sixteen dollars ($16) per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that 
part of the cash advanced exceeding three hundred dollars ($300) 
but not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), when the cash ad- 
vanced is made for a period of one year, and proportionately at these 
rates for a greater or lesser amount within said limits or for a 
greater or lesser period of time, notwithstanding any agreement to 
repay the loan obligation in installments. Said charges and the cash 
advanced shall be aggregated at the date of the loan for the entire 
period of the loan and this aggregated amount shall be repayable 
in installments in the manner provided in subsection 7 of this section. 
For the purpose of computing charges for a fraction of a month, a 
day shall be considered one-thirtieth of a month. 


(2) CHARGES ON LOANS OF NINETY DOLLARS. ($90) OR 
LESS. On a cash advance of ninety dollars ($90) or less a licensee 
may charge, in lieu of charges specified in subsection (1) of this 
section, not in excess of one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of 
cash advanced to the borrower, up to the amount of ninety dollars 
($90); and a period of at least fifteen (15) days must be allowed 
for the repayment of each five dollars ($5) of the cash advanced, 
such charges cannot be assessed by any subterfuge or device on any 
loan over ninety dollars ($90) or on any balance of ninety dollars 
($90) or less when the original cash advanced was greater than ninety 
dollars ($90). 


(3) REFUND. When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, 
a new loan, renewal or otherwise, one month or more before the final 
installment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower 
with that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower 
as determined by schedules prepared under the rule of 78ths or sum 
of the digits principle as follows: The amount of the refund or credit 
shall be as great a proportion of the total charges originally con- 
tracted for as the sum of the periodic time balances of the contract 
scheduled to follow the date of repayment bears to the sum of all the 
periodic time balances of the contract, both sums to be determined 
according to the payment schedule originally contracted for. No re- 
fund shall be required for any partial prepayment and no refund 
of less than one dollar ($1) need be made. 


(4) DEFAULT OR EXTENSION CHARGES. If the contract so 
provides, the additional charge for any installment past due five 
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(5) or more days, whether by reason of default or extension agree- 
ment, may be five per cent (5%) of the installment past due and 
said amount may be charged once and no more. 


(5) RECORDING FEES. The licensee may collect from the bor- 
rower the actual fees paid a public official, or agency of the State, for 
filing, recording or releasing any instrument securing the Joan. 


(6) NO FURTHER CHARGES, NO SPLITTING CONTRACTS, 
CERTAIN CONTRACTS VOID. No further or other charges shall 
be directly or indirectly contracted for or received by any licensee 
except those specifically authorized by this Act. No licensee shall 
divide into separate parts any contract made for the purpose of 
or with the effect of obtaining charges in excess of those authorized 
by this Act. All balances due to a licensee from any person, aS a 
borrower, or as an endorser, guarantor or surety for any borrower 
or otherwise, or due from any husband or wife, jointly or severally, 
shall be considered a part of any loan being made by a licensee to 
such person for the purpose of computing charges. If any amount 
in excess of the charges permitted by this act is charged, contracted 
for, or received, except as the result of an accidental and bona fide 
error of computation, the contract of loan shall be void and the 
licensee shall have no right to collect or receive any cash advanced, 
charges or recompense whatsoever. Any borrower may recover the 
full amount of principal and charges paid by him on any contract 
made in violation of this section, together with a reasonable attorney 
fee, by action at law or in equity brought within twelve months from 
the date of the last payment of principal or charges on such contract. 

(7) INSTALLMENT PAYMENT, CONTRACT PERIOD. No ii- 
censee shall enter into any contract of loan under this Act in which 
the borrower agrees to make any scheduled repayment of the cash 
advance more than twenty-five (25) calendar months from the date 
of making such contract of loan. Every loan contract shall require 
payment of the cash advance and charges in installments which shall 
be payable at approximately equal periodic intervals except that 
payment dates may be omitted to accommodate borrowers with 
seasonable incomes. No installment contracted for shall be substan- 
tially larger than any preceding installment. When a loan contract 
provides for monthly installments, the first installment may be pay- 
able at any time within forty-five (45) days of the date of the loan 
and the charges for the number of days in excess of thirty (30) 
from the date of making may be added to the scheduled amount of 
said installment. 


(8) Interest as provided in this Act shall not accrue or be 
recovered or charged on any loan made under this Act for any 
longer than six months after the due date of the final installment 
of principal or interest. After the expiration of said six months period 
interest may be charged at a rate not to exceed eight per cent per 
annum. 


Section 15. (a) Requirements for Making and Payment of 
Loans. Every licensee shall: 


1. At the time a loan is made deliver to the borrower or if 
there be two or more borrowers, to one of them, a copy of the loan 
contract, or a written statement in the English language showing in 
clear and distinct terms: 


_(i) The name and address of the lender and one of the primary 
obligors on the loan; 
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(ii) The date of the loan contract; 

(iii) Schedule of installments or description thereof; 

(iv) The Cash Advance; 

(v) The face amount of the note evidencing the loan; 
(vi) The amount collected or paid for insurance, if any; 


(vii) The amount collected or paid for filing or other fees allowed 
by this Act; 


(viii) The collateral or security for the loan. 


2. Give to the person making any cash payment on account of any 
loan a receipt at the time such payment is made which receipt need 
only show the total amount of such cash payment. No receipt shall 
be required in the case of payments made by the borrower’s check 
or money order, and the use of a coupon book system shail be deemed 
in compliance with this Section. 


3. Permit the payment to be made in advance in any amount 
on any contract of loan at any time during a Licensee’s regular 
business hours. 


4. Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark plainly every obli- 
gation and security signed by any obligor with the word ‘Paid’ or 
“Cancelled,” and release any mortgage, restore any pledge, and cancel 
and return any note and any assignment given to the licensee. 


(b) Confessions of Judgment; Incomplete Instruments. No licen- 
see shall (1) take any confession of judgment or any power of attorney 
running to himself or to any third person to confess judgment or 
to appear for the borrower in a judicial proceeding; nor (2) take 
any note, promise to pay that does not disclose the total amount to 
be repaid, a schedule of payments or a description thereof, and the 
agreed rate or aggregate amount of charge, nor any instrument in 
which blanks are left to be filled in after execution. 


Section 16. Additional Security for Loans. 


(1) On loans in amounts of One Hundred Dollars ($100) or more, 
a licensee may accept as additional security for a loan, insurance 
written on the life of one of the principal obligors under the loan 
contract. Such insurance must be reasonably related to the hazard 
or risk of the loan and must not exceed the term of the loan or the 
approximate amount of the indebtedness at any time during the life 
thereof. 


(2) The premium, or identifiable charge, collected by licensee 
or its officers, agents or employees on life insurance shall not exceed 
the lowest premium or identifiable charge for such insurance as 
filed with and approved by the insurance commissioner of the State 
of Alabama by a company licensed to do business in the State of 
Alabama and writing such insurance; provided however that in no 
event shall the premium or identifiable charge exceed $1.00 per 
annum for each $100 of life insurance. 


(3) Every insurance policy or certificate written in connection 
with the loan transaction shall provide for cancellation of the coverage 
and a refund of the unearned premium or identifiable charge upon 
the discharge of the loan obligation for which such insurance is 
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security, without prejudice to any claim. Such refund_ shall be made 
under a formula filed by the insurer with the Department of 
Insurance except no refund of less than $1.00 need be made. 


(4) In accepting such insurance as security for the loan, the 
licensee, or an employee, may deduct the premiums or identifiable 
charge for such insurance from the proceeds of the loan and transmit 
them to the insurance company. 


(5 Any gain or advantage in the form of commission or otherwise, 
te the licensee or to any employee, affiliate or associate of the 
licensee from such insurance or its sale shall not be considered an 
additional or further charge in connection with the loan. 


(6) All such insurance shall be written by a company authorized 
to conduct business in this state and the licensee shall not require 
the purchase of such insurance from any agent or broker designated 
by the licensee, nor shall the licensee decline existing coverages which 
equal or exceed the standards of this Section. 


Section 164%. Loans of More Than Five Hundred Dollars ($500). 
No licensee who makes a loan in excess of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500) shall charge, contract for or receive interest in excess of 
the rates prescribed in Sections 60 or 61 of Title 9, Code of Alabama, 
1940, as amended. The foregoing prohibition shall also apply to any 
licensee who permits any person. as borrower, or as endorser, guaran- 
tor, or surety for any borrower, or otherwise or any husband and 
wife jointly or severally, to owe directly or contingently, or both, to 
the licensee at any time a sum of more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($506) for principal. ‘tne supervisor may suspend or revoke the 
license of any licensee who violates this Section, in the manner prescrib- 
ed by Section 8 of this Act, and the penalties provided for in Section 23 
te a this Act shall apply to any person, firm or corporation violating 
this Section. 


Section 17. Loans made Elsewhere. Any loans made outside 
this state in accordance with the law applicable to such loan in the 
state in which the loan was made may be collected in this state. 


Section 18. Review. In addition to any other remedy he may 
have, any licensee and any person considering himself aggrieved by 
any act or order of the supervisor hereunder may, within thirty 
days from the entry of the order complained of, or within sixty days 
cf the act complained of if there is no order, petition the circuit 
court of Montgomery County to review such act or order; provided 
such petition shall be docketed, heard and tried in the same manner 
as any other extraordinary writs issued by the Court and a copy 
of the petition and order setting the same for hearing shall be 
served on the supervisor, giving him such notice of the time and 
place of the hearing as may be directed by the Court. 


Section 19. Suits on Debts. In any suit filed on any debt or evi- 
dence of any indebtedness governed hereby in any court, the judge 
thereof shall not render any judgment by default, nil dicit or otherwise 
until he has heard the testimony of the licensee or of a representa- 
tive of such licensee, and the judge must on his own motion interrogate 
such licensee or such other witness to determine whether there has 
been any violation of the provisions of this Act and whether any 
charges have been contracted for, made or received in excess of the 
amount allowed under this Act. If it be made to appear that the provi- 
sions of this Act have been violated or that charges in excess of those 
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allowed have been contracted for, made or received, then the suit 
shall be dismissed at the cost of the plaintiff. In any such suit the 
plaintiff must allege that he is a licensee under this Act, and if 
such plaintiff is subject to this Act and fails to allege in his com- 
plaint that he is a licensee hereunder, or if it is shown to the court 
that he is subject to this Act and is not a licensee then the court ex 
mero motu shall dismiss the suit at the cost of the plaintiff. No 
garnishment shall issue in such suit or in connection therewith until 
after judgment has been rendered. 


Section 20. Pre-Existing Contracts. This Act or any part thereof 
may be modified, amended, or repealed so as to effect a cancellation 
or alteration of any license or right of a licensee hereunder, provided 
that such cancellation or alteration shall not impair or affect the 
obligation of any pre-existing lawful contract between any licensee 
and any borrower. 


Section 21. Status of Pre-Existing Licensees. Any person having 
a license under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved June 23, 1945, (General 
Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as amended, in force when this 
Act becomes effective, or had such a license in effect on September 30, 
1959, shall be deemed to have a license under this Act for a period 
expiring six months after the effective date hereof, if not sooner revok- 
ed. Any such license so continued in effect under the provisions of this 
Act shall be subject to revocation during such six months’ period as pro- 
vided in Section 8 of this Act; except that such license may not be 
yevoked nor shall an application for a new license be denied upon the 
ground that the convenience and advantage of such community will not 
be promoted by the operation therein of such business. 


Section 22. Records. (a) The supervisor shall cause to be 
kept on file in the bureau of loans, open to public inspection during 
business hours, an alphabetical listing of all licensees doing business 
in Alabama; and such list shall reveal the true ownership of the 
licensee companies. If the company is a corporation, the list shall 
indicate the name of the corporation, the address of the home office, 
and the names and addresses of its officers and directors. 


(b) Except as provided in subsection (a) of this section, all 
applications, reports, and other papers and documents submitted by 
licensees to the supervisor or to the bureau shall be open to public 
inspection only upon approval of the supervisor; but the supervisor 
shall not deny any person access to such records when the disclosure 
thereof to such person is in the public interest. 


Section 23. (a) Repealer. The provisions of Act No. 159, H. 
233, approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 
200), as amended, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. And all 
other laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are also 
repealed. But such repeal shall not be considered an abolition of 
the bureau of loans, whose existance is hereby continued as a 
sitate agency, for the purpose of administering and enforcing this Act. 


(b) Status of Pre-Existing Obligations. Nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to impair or affect the obligation of any 
contract of loan between any licensee under Act. No. 159, H. 233, 
approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), 
as amended, and any borrower which was entered into prior to the 
effective date of this Act. 


(ce) Any person, firm, corporation or association who shall 
willfully violate any of the provisions of this Act for which a specific 
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penalty is not herein specifically provided shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon convictions thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500), nor less than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100), or by imprisonment for not more than 
six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. 


Section 24. If a part of this Act is invalid, all valid parts that 
are severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of the 
Act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in 
effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid 
applications. 


Section 25. Citation of Act. This Act shall be known and may 
be cited as the “Alabama Small Loan Act.” 


Section 26. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 60 
days after its passage and approval by the Governor, or 60 days 
after its otherwise becoming a law.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its pass- 
age and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To change the method of compensating certain officers of Elmore 
County, placing such officers on a salary basis, and providing for the 
operation of their offices on such basis. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) The following officers of Elmore County shall be 
entitled to receive annual salaries in lieu of any fees, commissions, al- 
lowances, percentages, charges, and costs, except as herein otherwise 
provided: 


1. The judge of probate shall receive an annual salary of ten 
thousand dollars, which shall include compensation for all ex officio 
duties. 


2. The sheriff shall receive an annual salary of nine thousand 
dollars. The sheriff shall also be entitled to an allowance of one hun- 
dred fifty dollars a month for travel expenses. 


3. The tax assessor shall receive an annual salary of seven thou- 
sand eight hundred dollars. 


4, The tax collector shall receive an annual salary of six thousand 
two hundred dollars. 


5. The clerk of the circuit court shall receive an annual salary 
of six thousand dollars, which shall include his compensation for all 
ex officio duties including services as ex officio Clerk of the Elmore 
County Court. 


6. The register of the circuit court shall receive an annual salary 
of one thousand eight hundred dollars. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like governing body of Elmore County may, in its discretion, de- 
crease the salaries of anyone or more of the officers enumerated in 
subsection (a), provided that such decrease shall not take effect dur- 
ing the term for which such officer was elected or appointed, and pro- 
vided also that the salary of the judge of probate shall not be reduced 
below seven thousand two hundred dollars per annum, the salary of the 
sheriff shall not be reduced below six thousand dollars per annum, 
the salary of the tax assessor shall not be reduced below five thousand 
four hundred dollars per annum, the salary of the tax collector shall 
not be reduced below five thousand dollars per annum, the salary of 
the clerk of the circuit court shall not be reduced below five thousand 
dollars per annum, and the salary of the register of the circuit court 
shall not be reduced below twelve hundred dollars per annum. 
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Section 2. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or other like governing body of Elmore County shall provide compen- 
sation for clerks, assistants, and secretaries for the officers enumer- 
ated in this Act in such number as may be necessary for the efficient 
conduct of their offices; provided, the judge of probate shall not be 
allowed more than two full time clerks, and each of the other two offi- 
cers, other than the sheriff, shall not be allowed to appoint but one clerk, 
assistant, or secretary. The sheriff shall be allowed the same number 
of deputies, jailers, and other assistants as are now provided by law, 
who shall receive the compensation and allowances as now prescribed 
by law. Temporary clerks and assistants may be allowed any of such 
officers from time to time as may be considered necessary by the 
county governing body. Each officer shall apnoint his own deputies, 
clerks, secretaries, and assistants, and shall fix their compensation, 
subject to the approval of the board of revenue, county commissioners, 
or other like county governing body as to number and rate of pay, 
except as herein otherwise provided. The sheriff shall also be allowed 
to appoint one full time clerk, whose compensation shall be fixed by 
the county governing body. 


Section 3. The fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, charg- 
es, and court costs heretofore collectible for the use of any of the of- 
ficers enumerated in Section 1 of this Act shall hereafter be collected 
for the use of the county and shall be paid into the general fund of the 
county. Provided, the sheriff may retain for his own use and benefit, 


treasury for returning prisoners. The conpeniation of the officers 
enumerated in Section 1, and of their clerks, deputies, secretaries, and 
other assistants shall be paid in equal monthly installments from 
the general fund of the county in the same manner as employees of 
the county are paid. 


Section 4. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or other like governing body of Elmore County shall provide the 
judge of probate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, clerk of the circuit 
court, and register of the circuit court, with the books, stationery, of- 
fice equipment, supplies, postage, and other conveniences as may be 
necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of the affairs of their 
respective offices, but not including motor vehicles; and may provide 
for the installation, repair, and maintenance of an inter-communica- 
tion system for the sheriff and his deputies. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective as to each county of- 
fice specified at the expiration of the term of the incumbent officer, 
and upen the ratification of ai amendment to tne Constitution of Ala- 
bama submitted pursuant to H. B. 193, Act No. 125, Regular Session 
1959.

H. 102. Relating to the small loan business; providing for the 
regulation, examination, investigation, and licensing of individuals, 
firms, and corporations engaged in ihe business of lending money in 
amounts of five hundred dollars or less, and for the suspension and 
revocation of such licenses; prescribing maximum rates of interest 
and other charges for loans; providing for the administration and 
enforcement of the Act; and prescribing penalties. 


Mr. Robison offered the following amendment to the susbtitute, 
as amended, for the Bill, H. B. 102, to-wit: 


1. Amend the caption thereof so that the words “two hundred 
dollars” therein appearing shall read in words “five hundred dollars.” 


2. Amend the words and figures ‘two hundred dollars ($200)” 
wherever the same appear in each of the following sections so that, as 
amended, the same will in each such section read in words and 
figures “five hundred dollars ($500)”: 


(a) Section 1, subsection 6 
(b) Section 3(a) 
(c) Section 9(b) 
(qd) Section 12(a) 
(e) Section 13(c) 
(f) Section 16% 


Amend Section 14 of the substitute, as amended, to House Bill 
No. 102 so that the same will read in words and figures as follows: 


Section 14 (a) MAXIMUM RATE OF CHARGE. Every licensee 
hereunder may contract for and receive, on any cash advance (amount 
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of the cash, or its equivalent, that the borrower actually receives 
or is paid out at his direction or on his behalf) not exceeding five 
hundred dollars ($500) in amount, charges not in excess of eighteen 
dollars ($18.00) per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that pazt 
of the cash advance not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100); four- 
teen dollars ($14) per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that 
part of the cash advance to three hundred dollars ($300) and twelve 
dollars ($12.00) on next two hundred dollars to five hundred dollars 
($500), when the cash advance is made for a period of one year, and 
proportionately at these rates for a greater or lesser amount within 
said limits or for a greater or lesser period of time, notwithstanding 
any agreement to repay the loan obligation in installments. Said 
charges and the cash advance shall be aggregated at the date of 
the loan for the entire period of the loan and this aggregated amount 
shall be repayable in installments in the manner provided in subsection 
(g) of this section. For the purpose of computing charges for a 
fraction of a month, a day shall be considered one-thirtieth of a 
month. 


(b) CHARGES ON LOANS OF NINETY DOLLARS ($90) OR 
LESS. On a cash advance of ninety dollars ($90) or less a licensee may 
charge, in lieu of charges specified in subsection (a) of this section, not 
in excess of one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of cash advanced 
to the borrower, up to the amount of ninety dollars ($90); and a period 
of at least fifteen (15) days must be allowed for the repayment of each 
five dollars ($5) of the cash advanced, such charges cannot be assessed 
by any subterfuge or device on any loan over ninety dollars ($90) or on 
any balance of ninety dollars ($90) or less when the original cash ad- 
vance was greater than ninety dollars ($90). 


(c) REFUND. When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, a 
new loan, renewal or otherwise, one month or more before the final 
installment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower with 
that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower as 
Getermined by schedules prepared under the rule of 78ths or sum of the 
digits principle as follows: The amount of the refund or credit shall 
be as great a proportion of the total charges originally contracted for as 
the sum of the periodic time balances of the contract scheduled to fol- 
low the date of prepayment bears to the sum of all the periodic time 
balances of the contract, both sums to be determined according to the 
payment schedule originally contracted for. No refund shall be re- 
quired for any partial prepayment and no refund of less than one dol- 
lar ($1) need be made. 


(d) DEFAULT OR EXTENSION CHARGES. If the contract so 
provides, the additional charge for any installment past due five (5) 
or more days, whether by reason of default or extension agreement, 
may be five per cent (5%) of the installment past due and said 
amount may be charged once and no more. 


(e) RECORDING FEES. The licensee may collect from the bor- 
rower the actual fees paid a public official, or agency of the State, for 
filing, recording or releasing any instrument securing the loan. 


(f) NO FURTHER CHARGES. In addition to the charges here- 
in provided for, no further or other amount whatsoever shall be directly 
or indirectly charged, contracted for, or received. If any amount in 
excess of the charges permitted by this Act is charged, contracted for, 
or received, except as the result of an accidental and bona fide error of 
computation, the contract of the loan shall be void, and the licensee 
shall have no right to collect, receive, or retain any principal, charges, 
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or recompense whatsoever; and the licensee and the several members, 
officers, directors, agents, and employees thereof who shall have par- 
ticipated in such violation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) and not less than one hundred dollars ($100) 
or by imprisonment of not more than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any borrower 
rnay recover the full amount of principal and interest paid by him 
on any contract made in violation of this section, together with a 
reasonable attorney fee, by action at law or in equity brought within 
twelve months from the date of the last payment of principal or in- 
terest on such contract. 


(g) INSTALLMENT PAYMENT, CONTRACT PERIOD. No li- 
censee shall enter into any contract of loan under this Act in which 
the borrower agrees to make any scheduled repayment of the cash ad- 
vance and charges more than twenty-five (25) calendar months from 
the date of making such contract of loan. Every loan contract shall 
require payment of the cash advance and charges in installments which 
shall be payable at approximately equal periodic intervals except that 
payment dates may be omitted to accommodate borrowers with season- 
able incomes. No installment contracted for shall be substantially 
larger than any preceding installment.

Section 14 (a) MAXIMUM RATE OF CHARGE. Every licensee 
hereunder may contract for and receive, on any cash advance (amount 
of the cash, or its equivalent, that the borrower actually receives or is 
paid out at his direction or on his behalf) not exceeding four hundred 
dollars ($400) in amount, charges not in excess of eighteen dollars ($18) 
per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that part of the cash ad- 
vance not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100); sixteen dollars ($16) 
per year per one hundred dollars ($100) on that part of the cash ad- 
vance exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) but not exceeding three 
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hundred dollars ($300), and twelve dollars ($12) per year per one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) on that part of the cash advance exceeding three 
hundred dollars ($300) but not exceeding four hundred dollars ($400) 
when the loan is made for a period of one year, and proportionately at 
these rates for a greater or lesser amount within said limits or for a 
greater or lesser period of time, notwithstanding any agreement to 
repay the loan obligation in installments. Said charges and the cash 
advance shall be aggregated at the date of the loan for the entire period 
of the loan and this aggregated amount shall be repayable in install- 
ments in the manner provided in subsection (g) of this section. For the 
purpose of computing charges for a fraction of a month, a day shall 
be considered one-thirtieth of a month. 


(b) CHARGES ON LOANS OF FIFTY DOLLARS ($50) OR LESS. 
On a cash advance of fity dollars ($50) or less a licensee may charge, 
in lieu of charges specified in subsection (a) of this section, not in ex- 
cess of one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of cash advanced to 
the borrower, up to the amount of fifty dollars ($50); and a period of 
at least fifteen (15) days must be allowed for the repayment of each 
five dollars ($5) of the cash advanced, such charges cannot be assessed 
by any subterfuge or device on any loan over fifty dollars ($50) or on 
any balance of fifty dollars ($50) or less when the original cash ad- 
vance was greater than fifty dollars ($50). 


(c) REFUND. When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, a 
new loan, renewal or otherwise, one month or more before the final 
installment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower with 
that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower as 
determined by schedules prepared under the rule of 78ths or sum of the 
digits principie as foiiows: The amount of the refund or credit shail 
be as great a proportion of the total charges originally contracted for 
as the sum of the periodic time balances of the contract scheduled to 
follow the date of prepayment bears to the sum of all the periodic time 
balances of the contract, both sums to be determined according to the 
payment schedule originally contracted for. No refund shall be re- 
quired for any partial prepayment and no refund of less than one dollar 
($1) need be made. 


(d) DEFAULT OR EXTENSION CHARGES. If the contract so 
provides, the additional charge for any installment past due ten (10) 
or more days, whether by reason of default or extension agreement, 
may be five per cent (5%) of the installment past due and said amount 
may be charged once and no more. 


(ec) RECORDING FEES. The licensee may collect from the borrow- 
er the actual fees paid a public official, or agency of the State, for fil- 
ing, recording or releasing any instrument securing the loan. 


(f) NO FURTHER CHARGES. In addition to the charges herein 
provided for, no further or other amount whatsoever shall be directly or 
indirectly charged, contracted for, cr received. If any amount in excess 
of ine charges permiited by this Act is charged, contracted tor, or re- 
ceived, except as the result of an accidental and bona fide error of com- 
putation, the contract of the loan shall be void, and the licensee shall 
have no right to collect, receive, or retain any principal, charges, or 
recompense whatsoever; and the licensee and the several members, 
officers, directors, agents, and employees thereof who shall have parti- 
cipated in such violation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) and not less than one hundred dollars ($100) 
or by imprisonment of not more than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any borrower 
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may recover the full amount of principal and interest paid by him on 
any contract made in violation of this section, together with a reasona- 
ble attorney fee, by action at law or in equity brought within twelve 
months from the date of the last payment of principal or interest on 
such contract. 


(g) INSTALLMENT PAYMENT, CONTRACT PERIOD. No li- 
censee shall enter into any contract of loan under this Act in which the 
borrower agrees to make any scheduled repayment of the cash advance 
and charges more than twenty-five (25) calendar months from the date 
of making such contract of loan. Every loan contract shall require pay- 
ment of the cash advance and charges in installments which shall be 
payable at approximately equal periodic intervals except that payment 
dates may be omitted to accommodate borrowers with seasonable in- 
comes. No installment contracted for shall be substantially larger 
than any preceding installment. When a loan contract provides for 
monthly installments, the first installment may be payable at any time 
within forty-five (45) days of the date of the loan and the charges for 
the number of days in excess of thirty (30) from the date of making 
may be added to the scheduled amount of said installment.

computed on a minimum draft of eight feet regardless whether or not 
such vessel has a draft of less than eight feet at the time of pilotage. 
But vessels trading between any domestic port on the Gulf of Mexico 
and the port of Mobile, drawing seven feet or less of water, shall not 
be required to employ a pilot, but if they do, their regular pilotage 
shall be paid.

WHEREAS, the President of the United States did on January 6, 
1955, in the address on the State of the Union delivered by him to the 
84th Congress, specifically mention the Coosa River as complying with 
the Administration’s “Partnership Policy”, and did state in the ad- 
dress, quote: “Now, of course, the Federal Government must shoulder 
its own partnership obligations by undertaking projects of such com- 
plexity and size that their success requires Federal development.” 
(End of quote); and 


WHEREAS, the authorized projects on the Alabama River section 
of the waterway are of such size and complexity that in order to 
maintain the economic feasibility, the development must be accom- 
plished by the Federal Government; and 


WHEREAS, during recent years there have been certain restric- 
tions placed on the Corps of Engineers by the Executive Department 
of the Federal Government that have apparently prevented the Engi- 
neers from allocating funds to resume advanced planning of the Mil- 
lers Ferry multiple-purpose dam, this being scheduled by the Corps of 
Engineers as the first of three dams to be constructed on the Alabama 
Nuver, ama 


WHEREAS, a further postponement of the development, of the 
yiver involves a continuing loss in the economic advaiicement of the 
States of Alabama and Georgia and the Nation, and further will con- 
tinue to delay the Federal Government’s responsibility in assuming its 
initial partnership obligations in the ultimate development of the Ala- 
bama-Coosa River System from the mouth of the Alabama River to 
Montgomery, Alabama, then to Gadsden, Alabama, and eventually 
to Rome, Georgia. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, the Senate concurring, that the 
Executive Department, Bureau of the Budget, remove any restrictions 
on the Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army in the allocation of funds for 
development of the authorized projects on the Alabama River; and 
further, that the Congress of the United States is hereby requested to 
make available at the Second Session of the 86th Congress an appro- 
priation for the resumption of advanced planning of the Millers Ferry 
multiple-purpose dam, Alabama River; and further, that the Corps of 
Engineers allocate funds to be included in the Fiscal Year 1961 Budget 
for plans on the initial project in the ultimate development of the 
Alabama-Coosa River System; and further that a copy of this Reso- 
lution be forwarded to each Member of the Alabama Congressional 
Delegation, and that they be urged to exert their every effort to expe- 
dile the compiete development of the river system, and that they do 
concentrate their efforts in securing an appropriation from the present 
Congress during the Second Session that convenes in January, 1960;

No. 242, H. 101, approved August 16, 
1955 (Acts of Alabama, Regular Session 1955, vol. I, pp. 553-559); to 
define the jurisdiction and powers of said court, provide for its officers, 
their appointment, election, term of office, powers, duties, and com-

of holding sessions for the trial of cases; to empower the court to 
prescribe its own rules of pleading, practice, and procedure, and to 
give such rules the force and effect of law; to abolish the court estab- 
lished by said Act No. 242 of August 16, 1955, and provide for the 
transfer of all cases pending therein to the court hereby established. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in and for Winston County 
a court to be known as the Winston County Court of Law and Equity. 
The court shall be in lieu of the court established pursuant to Act No. 
242, H. 101, approved August 16, 1955 (Acts of Alabama, Regular Ses- 
sion 1955, vol. 1, pp. 553-559), which is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. (a) The Winston County Court of Law and Equity shall 
be a court of record and shall have and exercise the following juris- 
diction, powers, and authority: 


1. It shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all matters triable in the 
county court under general laws. 


2. It shall have unlimited jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit 
court of Winston County of all civil and equity matters, including the 
power and authority to grant divorces, either limited or absolute, to 
award alimony and effect property settlements in connection with such 
divorces, and to determine the custody of children. 


3. It shall have jurisdiction concurrent with the justices of the 
peace of Winston County of bastardy proceedings. 


4. It shall have jurisdiction of all matters, causes, cases, or pro- 
ceedings involving juveniles to the same extent as juvenile courts pro- 
vided for by general laws. 


5. It shall have power to issue all special and extraordinary writs 
that the circuit courts or the judges thereof are authorized to issue, and 
shall have all other powers and authority that are, or that may here- 
after be conferred upon the circuit courts or the judges thereof, in- 
vaag the power to punish for contempt, unless otherwise provided in 
this Act. 


(b) In all civil and equity cases in which both parties to the action 
are present in court, either in person or by attorney, if no specific ob- 
jection to the jurisdiction of the court is raised by the defendant by 
plea, answer or demurrer, the jurisdiction of the court shall be deemed 
complete and cannot thereafter be questioned in any other court for any 
cause. 


Section 3. A judge for the Winston County Court of Law and 
Equity shall be elected at the general election of state officers in No- 
vember 1964, and every six years thereafter, to hold office for a term 
of six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Jan- 
uary next following his election. The judge shall be entitled to a com- 
pensation of seven thousand two hundred dollars a year, payable in 
equal monthly installments from the county treasury on warrants 
drawn in the manner prescribed by law. The judge of the court, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of the office, shall take the oath prescrib- 
ed by law to be taken by judges of the circuit courts. The judge shall 
be a qualified elector of Winston County not less than twenty-five years 
of age, shall be learned in the law and shall have been licensed to 
practice law in the State of Alabama for at least five years next pre- 
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ceeding his election or appointment. The judge shall not practice law 
in any of the courts of this State or the United States during his 
term of office. The judge may be removed from office in the manner 
and for the causes provided by law for the removal of circuit judges. 
Any vacancy occurring during the term shall be filled by the Governor 
for the unexpired term. The incumbent judge of the court abolished 
by this Act shall be the judge of the Winston County Court of Law and 
Equity until his successor is elected and assumes office as provided in 
this section. 


Section 4. (a) The clerk of the circuit court of Winston County 
shall be ex officio clerk of the Winston County Court of Law and 
Equity and shall have the same powers and discharge the same duties 
as the clerks of the circuit courts. He shall be subject to the same 
pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office, shall be 
entitled to the same fees, commissions, and emoluments as are now, 
or as may hereafter be allowed the circuit clerks of Alabama, which 
shall be collected as such fees and commissions are collected in the 
circuit courts, except that in civil matters where suit is brought for 
100 dollars or less, only the fees and commissions allowed by law to 
justices of the peace shall be collected. 


(b) The register of the circuit court of Winston County shall be 
ex officio register for the Winston County Court of Law and Equity 
and shall have the powers and discharge the duties which shall de- 
volve upon the register of the court. He shall be subject to the same 
pains aid peiaities wiii regard to the duties of the oftice, shall be en- 
titled to the same fees and commissions as are now, or as may be here- 
after allowed to the registers of circuit courts in equity, which shall 
he collected as such fees and commissions are collected in circuii couris. 


(c) A special filing fee of 10 dollars shall be collected in each di- 
vorce case brought in the Winston County Court of Law and Equity. 
The fee shall be in addition to all fees, trial taxes, and court costs 
otherwise assessable in the court, and when collected shall be paid 
into the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. The county or deputy solicitor appointed or elected for 
Winston County shall represent the state in all criminal cases prose- 
cuted in the Winston County Court of Law and Equity. 


Section 6. The sheriff of Winston County shall in person, or by 
deputy or deputies appointed by him, such appointments to be ap- 
proved by the judge of the court, attend upon the court, preserve 
order, execute all writs of process and perform such other duties in 
all respects as in the circuit courts of the state. For such services he 
shall receive such compensation as he receives under the laws of the 
state for performing similar services in the circuit court, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 


Section 7. The judge of the court shall appoint a competent 
person eapablo of taking down ana transcribing the proceedings oi 
the court to be the official reporter for the court. The court reporter 
shall serve at the pleasure of the judge. His duties shall be the 
same as those required by general laws of official court reporters for 
the circuit courts, and he shall receive the same rate of compensa- 
tion for transcribing the testimony or other proceedings as it now pro- 
vided for the official court reporter in the circuit courts, and shall al- 
so receive the following compensation while he is engaged in taking 
testimony or other proceedings of the court; five dollars for one-half 
day or fractional part thereof; and ten dollars for each full day, plus 
five cents a mile to and from the place of holding the court. 
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Section 8. The Winston County Court of Law and Equity shall be 
held at the court house in Double Springs and in Haleyville and shall 
be open at all times for the transaction of business. In case of sick- 
ness or disqualification of the judge of the court, a special judge shall 
be appointed in the same manner that special judges are appointed 
in the circuit courts. The judge of the court shall keep an office 
at such suitable place as may be provided by the court of county 
commissioners, board of revenue, or other like governing body of 
Winston County. It shall be the duty of the governing body of Wins- 
ton County to provide such office and supply the same with telephone 
service and office supplies. Such office furniture, furnishings, fix- 
tures, law library, and equipment as may be necessary to enable the 
judge of the court efficiently to conduct the affairs of his office 
shall be provided by the state department of finance. 


Section 9. The judge of the court may determine and fix the 
time of holding sessions of the court for the trial of all cases, criminal, 
civil and equity; provided that all cases shall be called for trial at 
least once every thirty days. However, this section shali not be con- 
strued to prevent the continuance of any case in said court, by agree- 
ment of counsel or the parties on good cause shown the court, and 
when any cause is so continued to a specific time either for a cause 
shown to the court, or by agreement of the parties or counsel, it 
shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the time 
to which it has been continued. And provided further, that the 
court shall have the right and power to call extraordinary session of 
said court whenever in the judgement of the court the same is nec- 
essary. 


Section 10. All cases tried in the Winston County Court of Law 
and Equity shall be tried by the judge without a jury. The judge 
shall decide all questions of law and fact. Any party aggrieved by 
ea decision in any civil case cognizable by justices of the peace may 
appeal at any time within five days after rendition of the judg- 
ments rendered by justices of the peace. In any other civil case, if 
the defendant is entitled to a trial by jury under the Constitution, he 
may demand a jury trial by endorsement on the initial pleading 
filed, and thereupon the clerk of the court shall transfer the cause 
to the circuit court. Upon such transfer, the jurisdiction of the cir- 
cuit court shall attach in said cause, and the jurisdiction of the 
Winston County Court of Law and Equity shall cease and terminate. 
The cause shall then stand regularly for trial in the circuit court. 
Unless a defendant demands a jury as herein provided, he shall be 
deemed to have waived a trial by jury; and the court shall make an 
ee thereof on the record and shall proceed to hear and determine 
the case.

Section 12. Upon conviction in a criminal case, the defendant shall 
have the right of appeal to the circuit court of the county, on entering 
into bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at the term of the court to 
which the appeal is taken, and from term to term until discharged, the 
bond to be in such penalty as the judge of the court may prescribe, 
and to be approved by the judge or clerk of the court. If the defendant 
does not make the bond required, he shall remain in custody and may, 
within ten days after taking said appeal, demand a trial by jury in 
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the circuit court, otherwise, said case shall be tried by the court without 
a jury. 


Section 13. All cases on the non-jury docket and all cases on 
the equity docket now or hereafter pending in the circuit court of 
Winston County may, by agreement of the parties thereto, be trans- 
ferred from the circuit court to the Winston County Court of Law 
and Equity Likewise, all cases on the non-jury docket, and on the 
equity docket now or hereafter pending in the Winston County Court 
Law and Equity may by agreement of the parties thereto, be trans- 
ferred from the Winston County Court of Law and Equity to the cir- 
cuit court of Winston County. In all cases, non-jury and equity, now 
or hereafter pending in the circuit court of Winston County, wherein 
a judgement pending in the circuit court of Winston County, wherein 
judgement by default, nil dicit, or decree pro confesso has been render- 
ed, the same may be transferred from the circuit court to the Winston 
County Court of Law and Equity for final judgement or decree on mo- 
tion of the plaintiff or complainant. In all cases, non-jury and equity, 
now or hereafter pending in the Winston County Court of Law and 
Equity, wherein a judgement by default, nil dicit or decree pro confesso 
has been rendered, the same may be transferred from the Winston Coun- 
ty Court of Law and Equity to the Circuit court, for final judgement or 
decree on motion of the plaintiff or complainant. 


Section 14. The judge of the Winston County Court of 
Law and Equity shall have plenary power to adopt and enforce rules 
governing pleading practice and procedure ii the cuuri, inciuding the 
right to ‘prescribe forms therefor. He may adapt to the needs of the 
court and incorporate into the rule of the court any or all rules rela- 
tive to pleading. practice and procedures in the federal courts and 
the courts of other states, and such rules when adopted and promul- 
gated shall have the force and effect of law, and shall supersede 
conflicting rules governing pleading, practice and procedure in other 
courts in the state. The rules of practice and procedure in the circuit 
courts of the state shall govern the pleadings, practice and procedure 
in the court hereby established, except as herein otherwise provided. 


Section 15. The judge of the Winston County Court of Law and 
Equity shall adopt a seal for the equity side of the court, which shall 
be kept in the custody and under the control of the register of the 
court, and also a seal for the law side of the court, which shall be 
kept in the custody and under the control of the clerk of the court. 


Section 16. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the court to keep 
a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before 
the judge or clerk of said court or returnable by a justice of the 
peace or judge of an inferior court in the county to the court; and if 
any affidavit should be lost or destroyed, a certified copy of the rec- 
ord shall be used the same as the original affidavit. For recording 
each affidavit the clerk shall receive a fee of seventy-five cents to 
be taxed as costs in case of the defendant’s conviction. 


Section 17. The jurisdiction and authority of the Law and Eguity 
Court of Winston County, as established by Act No. 242, iH. ‘i01, approved 
August 16, 1955, is hereby transferred to, and shall hereafter be exer- 
cised by the Winston County Court of Law and Equity created by this 
Act. All cases pending in the abolished court when this Act takes effect 
shall be transferred immediately to the Winston County Court of Law 
and Equity and proceedings thereon shall continue in all respects as 
though such cases had been originally brought in said court. 


Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 
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Section 19. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 20. This Act shall take effect on the first day of the 
month next following the date of its enactment.

That Section 2 of an Act of the Legislature entitled “An Act to es- 
tablish a Court of Record in Geneva County, Alabama, to be known as 
the “Inferior Court of Geneva County;” to provide for its criminal juris- 
diction to include all misdemeanors; and to provide for the civil juris- 
diction thereof to include all civil jurisdiction now exercised by Justices 
of the Peace, and in addition thereto to include all suits, actions and mat- 
ters of law where the amount involved therein is the sum of Three Hun- 
dred and no/100 Dollars, or less; to provide for the officers of the said 
Court, their terms of office, the manner of their selection and election, 
and their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the fees and costs in 
said Court; to provide for the rules of procedure for said Court and for

To provide for the creation of the Tri-County Regional Planning

the adoption of a regional plan by such commission. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created the Tri-County Regional Plan- 
ning Commission which shall have jurisdiction for planning purposes 
in the counties of Lawrence, Limestone and Morgan Counties and shall 
be comprised of nine members, three from each County, who shall hold 
office for a term of six years, except that the respective terms of three 
of the members first selected as hereinafter provided shall be for two 
years, and the terms of three of such members first selected shall be 
four years, and said members shall serve without compensation, and any 
vacancies in said commission shall be filled by the authority appointing 
the member filling such vacant position. 


Section 2. Except as otherwise provided in this act the provisions 
of Article 3, Title 37, 1940 Code of Alabama, relative to the organization, 
rules, staff, finances, procedure and miscellaneous powers and duties of 
municipal planning commissions shall apply to this commission. 


Section 3. Said commission is hereby authorized and empowered to 
make, adopt, amend, extend, and add to a master regional plan for the 
physical development of the three Counties comprising the region of this 
commission, and such plan shall be based on comprehensive studies of 
the present and anticipated development of the region with regard to its 
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relation to neighboring regions and to the state as a whole. Such plans, 
including such maps, charts, diagrams and descriptive matter as may 
be adopted, shall show the commission’s recommendations for the physi- 
cal development of the region and may include among other things the 
general location, extent and character of streets, parks, and other pub- 
lic ways, grounds and open spaces, public buildings, and public proper- 
ties and public utilities which affect the development of the region as a

separately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his 
books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross 
sales of the business:

and there is a newspaper published in the county in which the munici- 
pality is located having general circulation in the municipality, at the 
option of the governing body of such municipality, the ordinance may 
be published in such newspaper. In towns having a population of less 
than 2000 inhabitants, as shown by the last or any subsequent federal 
census, the governing boay of such iuwii snall have the ontion of pub- 
lication of the ordinance by posting as above provided, or in a news- 
paper published in the town, or in the county having a general circula- 
tion in the town. 


“When the ordinance is published in the newspaper it shall take 
effect from and after the time it shall first appear therein and when 
published by posting it shall take effect five days thereafter.

To amend Act No. 243, House Bill 685, approved August 13, 1957, 
(Acts of Alabama 1957, Page 308), Relating to Colbert County: To au- 
thorize the board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or like 
governing body of Colbert County to call an election in the county for 
the purpose of determining whether or not the county body may levy 
an additional county privilege or excise tax on tobacco products; pre- 
scribing the power, duties, and authority of the county governing body 
in the collection and enforcement of the tax, if imposed; prescribing 
the method or manner of evidencing the payment of the tax, if imposed, 
through the use of stamps, and allowing a discount for handling to- 
bacco tax stamps; providing that the proceeds of the tax, if imposed, 
shall be used exclusively for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, 
equipping, enlarging, improving, maintaining, and operating a public 
hospital in the county; and prescribing penalties for violations of the 
Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 3 of Act No. 243, House Bill 685, approved, Au- 
gust 13, 1957, (Acts of Alabama, 1957, Page 308), is amended by adding 
the following sentence at the end of the said Section 3. “Cigars pack- 
aged in quantities of two or more and not less or not more than ten 
shall have stamps in denominations to the amount of the tax affixed 
to the box, package or container in which they are packaged.” 


Section 2. Section 6 is amended as follows: 
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“Section 6 (A). After the tax herein authorized has been levied in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act, no person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall sell, store, or distribute tobacco or tobacco products, which 
are subject to such tax, without complying with the provisions of this 
Act and the rules and regulations promulgated and adopted by the 
county governing body pursuant thereto, and paying any and all tax 
which such person, firm or corporation may be liable under this Act. 
Every person, firm, or corporation selling, storing, or distributing in 
Colbert County any tobacco or tobacco products shall keep such books, 
documents, papers, and other such records as will enable the county gov- 
erning body, or an authorized employee thereof, to determine the 
amount of the tax due the county under this Act, and such records 
shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection by the county gov- 
erning body, or any officer or employee thereof charged with the duty 
of collecting and enforcing the tax, and such person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall make available to the county governing body or any author- 
ized officer, agent or employee thereof all stocks of tobacco products 
as defined in this act which may be in possession of the person, firm or 
corporation, at all reasonable times in order to enable the said county 
governing body or any authorized officer, agent, or employee thereof 
charged with the duty of collecting and in forcing the tax, to inspect 
the said goods to determine if the proper stamps as provided by this 
at rye affixed to the said tobacco or tobacco products as provided by 

his Act. 


(B). Any tobacco or tobacco products taxable under the provisions 
of this act, found at any point within Colbert County, Alabama, which 
said tobacco or tobacco products taxable under the provisions of this 
act, not having affixed to the package or product, as above defined, the 
stamps as above provided are hereby declared to be contraband goods 
and the same may be seized by the officer or employee of the County 
governing body charged with the duty of collecting and enforcing the 
tax, without a warrant and the said goods shall be delivered to the 
county governing body of Colbert County, Alabama for sale at public 
auction to the highest bidder after due advertisement, but the county 
governing body before delivering any of said goods so seized, shall re- 
quire the purchaser to affix the proper amount of stamps to the indi- 
vidual package or product as above defined. The proceeds of sale for 
any goods sold hereunder shall be turned over to the County Treasury, 
and shall be appropriated for the purposes as set out in Section 7 of this 
act; Provided, that the cost of confiscation and sale shall be paid out of 
the proceeds derived from such sale before making remittance to the 
treasurer. 


(c). In all cases of seizure of any tobacco or tobacco products, or 
other property hereafter made as being subject to forfeiture under pro- 
visions of this subdivision which in the opinion of the officer, or person 
making the seizure, are of the appraised value of fifty dollars, or more, 
the said officer or person shall proceed as follows; First, he shall 
cause a list containing a particular description of the goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other property seized to be be effected. Second, if the 
said goods prepared in duplicate and an appraisers to be selected by 
him, who shall be respectable and disinterested citizens of the State of 
Alabama, residing within the Colbert County. Said list and appraise- 
ment shall be properly attested by said officer, or person, and the said 
appraisers, for which service each of said appraisers shall be allowed 
the sum of one dollar per day, not exceeding two days, to be paid by 
the County governing body out of any revenue received by it from the 
sale of the confiscated goods or the compromise which may be effected. 
Second, if the said goods are believed by the officer making the seizure 
to be of value of less than fifty dollars, no appraisement shall be made. 
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The said officer, or person, shall proceed to post a notice for three 
weeks, in writing at three places in the county where the seizure was 
made, describing the articles and stating the time and place and cause of 
their seizure and requiring any person claiming them to appear and 
make such claim in writing within thirty days from the date of the 
first posting of such notice. Third, any person claiming the said tobacco 
cr tobacco products, or other property so seized as contraband within 
the time specified in the notice, may file with the county governing 
body a claim in writing, stating his interest in the articles seized, and 
may execute a bond to the county governing body in a penal sum 
equal to double the value of said goods so seized, but in no case shall 
said bond be less than the sum of two hundred dollars, with sureties 
to be approved by the Chairman of the Board of Revenue of Colbert 
County, conditioned that in the case of condemnation of the articles as 
seized, the obligors shall pay to the county governing body the full 
value of the goods so seized and all costs and expenses of the proceed- 
ings to obtain such condemnation, including a reasonable attorney’s 
fee. And upon the delivery of such bond to the county governing body, 
it shall transmit the same with the duplicate list or description of the 
good seized to the solicitor of the Colbert Circuit Court, and the said 
solicitor shall file a bill in the Circuit Court in equity to secure the 
forfeiture of said tobacco or tobacco products or other property. Upon 
the filing of the bond aforesaid and said goods shall be delivered to 
the claimant pending the outcome of said case; provided, however, 
said goods must have the proper stamps affixed to each such article 
of tobacco or tobacco product before turning same over to claimant. 
the stamps so attixed to be paid for by claimant when goods properly 
stamped are delivered by the County Governing Body. Fourth. If no 
claim is interposed and no bond given within the time above specified, 
such tobacco or tuvacco producis or other property shall be forfeited 
without further proceedings and the same shall be sold as herein pro- 
vided. And the proceeds of sale when received by the county governing 
body shall be turned in to the treasury as other revenues are required 
by law to be turned in: Provided, that in seizure in quantities of less 
value than fifty dollars, the same may be advertised with other quan- 
tities in Colbert County, Alabama, by the county governing body and 
disposed of as hereinabove provided. The proceedings against tobacco 
or tobacco products, other property, pursuant to the provisions of this 
subdivision, shall be considered as proceedings in rem unless otherwise 
herein provided. Provided, however, should the county governing body 
have to resort to the courts for collections of the tax due and assessed, 
no advertisement shall be made and the confiscated tobaccos may be 
held as evidence pending the results of court action. 


(D). The county governing body may in its discretion return any 
tobacco or tobacco products or other property confiscated under this 
subdivision or any part thereof, when it is shown that there was not in- 
tention to violate the provisions of this subdivision. Provided, when 
any tobacco or tobacco products or other property, are confiscated 
under the provisions of this subdivision, the county governing body 
may, in its discretion, return such goods to the narties from whom they 
are confiscated if and when such parties shall pay to the county gov- 
erning body, or its duly authorized representative, an amount equal to 
the tax due under this subdivision on the goods confiscated, and in such 
cases no advertisement shall be made or notices in connection with said 
confiscation. The county governing body may promulgate rules and 
regulations governing the stamping of any articles or commodities 
enumerated herein handled by persons, firms, or corporations operation 
on interstate common carriers. Any rules or regulations of the county 
governing body, when duly made and promulgated shall have the full 
force and effect of law. 
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(E). Whoever removes or otherwise prepares any Colbert County 
Public Hospital Tax stamps with intent to use, or cause the same to be 
used, after it has already been used, or buys, sells, offers for sale, or 
gives away any such washed or removed or restored stamps to any 
person for using or who used the same, or any person, firm, corpora- 
tion, who shall re-use or refill with any tobacco products enumerated 
herein, any box, package or container from which tobacco products 
theretofore tax-paid have been removed shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars, nor more than five hundred dollars.

The House has originated and passed the following House Bills 
and ordered same sent forthwith to the Senate without engrossment: 


By Mr. Cates: 

H. 1079. To establish a Law and Equity Court for Shelby County, 
Alabama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its of- 
ficers and appointment, election, terms of office, powers, duties and 
compensation; to provide a Cuurt Reporter far said Court, whenever 
needed, and to fix and prescribe his duties and compensation; to pro- 
vide that said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of causes 
and the transaction of business; to provide the rules and procedure of 
said Court; to provide for the transfer of certain causes now or here- 
after pending in the Circuit Court, County Court, Probate Court and 
the Juvenile Court of Shelby County, Alabama; and to give the said 
Court juvenile and domestic jurisdiction; and to abolish the County 
Court of Shelby County, Alabama. 


With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited as 
follows:

Notice is hereby given that the Act appearing herein will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of Alabama at the present session. 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a Law and Equity Court for Shelby County, Alabama: 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers and 
appointment, election, terms of office, powers, duties and compensa- 
tion; to provide a Court Reporter for said Cuu:t, whenevor needed 
and to fix and prescribe his duties and compensation; to provide that 
said Court shall be open at all times for the trial of causes and the 
transaction of business; to provide the rules and procedure of said 
Court; to provide for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter 
pending in the Circuit Court, County Court, Probate Court and the Ju- 
venile Court of Shelby County, Alabama; and to give the said Court 
juvenile and domestic jurisdiction; and to abolish the County Court of 
Shelby County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for Shelby 
County, Alabama, an Inferior Court of Law, both civil and criminal, 
and of Equity, which shall be called Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court, and which shall be a court of record, and which shall have and 
exercise concurrent jurisdiction now conferred, or which may hereafter 
be conferred, upon the several Circuit Courts of the State, provided 
that the said Shelby County Law and Equity Court shall not have jur- 
isdiction to try a person charged with felonies and provided further 
that said court’s civil jurisdiction on the law side of said court shall not 
exceed the sum of $1,000.00, exclusive of the interest and cost, except, 
however, it is provided that in any civil action filed on the law side 
where a cross-action, counter-claim, set-off, or plea in recoupment is 
filed, claiming in excess of $1,000.00, the court shall have jurisdiction of 
said action and shall proceed with it to a conclusion; and said court 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction with Justices of the Peace of Shelby 
County in all civil matters; and shall have exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion in all misdemeanors committed in Shelby County, except misde- 
meanors returned by the grand jury to the Circuit Court, and it shall 
have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies, and of bastardy, unlawful 
detainer, and other criminal or quasi-criminal proceedings cognizable 
before Justice of Peace Courts; and shall also have and exercise such 
further jurisdiction, authority, functions and powers as are hereinafter 
conferred upon it by this Act. 


Section 2. That the Governor of the State of Alabama shall desig- 
nate and appoint the Judge of said Court immediately after the effec- 
tive date of this act and said appointee shall hold office until the 
second Tuesday after the first Monday in January 1961 and until his 
successor shall be elected and qualified. A Judge of said Court shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Shelby County, Alabama, at the 
general election to be held in 1960 and each six years thereafter, and 
the term of the judge of said Court shall commence on the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January following his election, and 
shall continue for a period of six years and until his successor shall 
be elected and qualified. The judge of said Court, before entering upon 
the duties of said office, shall take the oath required by law to be taken 
by judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said judge shall 
be a qualified elector of Shelby County, Alabama, shall be learned in the 
law, and shall have been a member of the Shelby County Bar for not 
less than two years next preceding his appointment or election and 
shall be a member of the Ala. Bar in good standing, and shall be not 
less than twenty-five years of age. The said judge shall devote his 
entire time to the duties of his office, and shall be barred from practice 
of law during his term of office. Said judge may be removed from 
cffice in the manner and for the causes now provided by law for the 
removal of Circuit Judges. 


Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed 
shall hold office as required by the Constitution and law of this State. 


Section 4. That the clerk of the Circuit Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama, shall be ef-officio clerk of the Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court of Shelby County, Alabama and shall have the same powers and 
discharge the same duties as clerk of the Circuit Courts, and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of 
the office, and shall be entitled to the same fees, commissions and emo- 
luments as are now, or as may hereafter be, allowed to Circuit Clerks 
of Alabama except as hereinafter provided and the same shall be col- 
lected as such fees and commissions are collected in the Circuit Courts; 
except that in civil matters where suit is brought for $100.00 or less 
only the fees and commissions allowed by law to Justices of the Peace 
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shall be collected; and said clerk shall exercise the same powers and 
perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in the Cir- 
cuit Court. That the Register of the Circuit Court shall be ex-officio 
Register of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court and shall have 
the powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the 
Register of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of 
the office and shall be entitled to the same fees and commissions as 
are now, or as may hereafter be, allowed to the Register of Circuit 
Courts in Equity and the same shall be collected as such fees are col- 
lected in Circuit Courts. 


Section 5. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary 
of not less than $6,000.00 per annum nor more than $7,200.00 per an- 
num, to be fixed from time to time by the Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control, payable in twelve equal monthly installments out 
of the county treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt 
being required. 


Section 6. That the Deputy Solicitor of Shelby County, Alabama, 
shall be the Solicitor of said Court and in addition to duties now im- 
posed upon said solicitor, he shall be required to attend said court and 
therein prosecute all cases of a criminal or quasi-criminal nature where- 
in the State is a party to the case; and for such services he shall re- 
ceive a salary of not less than $3,600.00 per annum nor more than 
$2,000.00 pei aillilin, tv ve fined frum time tu time by the Shey 
County Board of Revenue and Control, which shall be in lieu of the 
amount now fixed by law for his salary as Deputy Solicitor, and is to 
be paia in twelve equal monthly installments out of the County Treas- 


ury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being required. 


Section 7. That the said Shelby County Law and Equity Court 
shall be held at the court house of Shelby County, Alabama, and that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and trans- 
actions of business. In case of sickness or disqualification of the 
judge of said court, the law applicable to the appointment and serv- 
ice of special judges in the Circuit Court shall apply, and the special 
judge appointed shall receive for his services the same pay that special 
Circuit Judges receive for their services and the same to be paid 
out of the General Funds of Shelby County, Alabama on the certi- 
ficate of the Clerk or the Register making the appointment. The 
Judge of said Court shall be subject to the same penalties for failure 
to attend upon the Court as are Circuit Judges of this State. The 
Judge of said Court shall keep an office in the court house of Shelby 
County, Alabama, or at such other suitable place as may be provided 
by the Board of Revenue and Control of Shelby County, and it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Revenue and Control of Shelby County to 
provide such office and supply the same with all furnishings, fixtures, 
stationery, telephone and other supplies necessary to enable the judge 
of said court to efficiently eanduect the affairs af his affice The said 
judge shall receive an additional sum of $600.00 per annum for a 
secretary payable in twelve equal monthly installments out of the 
county treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being 
required. 


Section 8. The Judge of said Court shall have the right and 
power to determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said 
Court for the trial of all cases, as he may deem expedient; provided, 
however, a session of said Court for the trial of criminal and civil 
cases shall be held at least once in each calendar month. 
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Section 9. Any party feeling aggrieved from the judgment of 
said Court rendered in any civil cause, may appeal from said judge- 
ment to the Circuit Court of Shelby County, Alabama, by giving 
security for the costs, the same to be approved by the Clerk or Judge 
of said Shelby County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, or if the party desiring to appeal, wishes to supersede the 
judgment of said court, then he may give security for cost, and a 
supersedeas bond in double the amount of judgment, to be approved 
by the judge or clerk of said court. All appeals from judgments in 
civil causes in said court shall be taken to the Circuit Court within 
thirty days after the rendition of the judgment, and all appeals taken 
from said court shall be tried de novo in the Circuit Court in any case 
appealed from said court to the Circuit Court. The appellant, with- 
in ten days, after the perfection of his appeal and the appellee, with- 
in ten days after notice of appeal is served on him, may have the is- 
sues of fact tried by a jury in the Circuit Court by filing with the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court a written demand for a trial of said cause 
by a jury. 


Section 10. In all criminal cases of conviction in said Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County, Alabama the de- 
fendant shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court of Shelby 
County, on entering into bond, with sufficient surety, to appear at 
the term of the Court to which the appeal is taken, and from term 
to term until discharged; the bond to be in such penalty as the Judge 
of the said Shelby County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama may prescribe, and to be approved by the Judge or Clerk 
of said Court. If the defendant does not make the bond required he 
shall remain in custody and said defendant may, within ten days after 
taking said appeal, demand in said Circuit Court a trial by jury; 
otherwise, said case shall be tried by the Court without a jury. 


Section 11. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of 
this state shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said 
court and the judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same man- 
ner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit Courts 
of the State, and the judge thereof, and appeals may be taken from 
the order and judgments of said court while sitting as a Court of 
Equity to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same man- 
ner, and within the same time, as appeals are now taken from the 
orders and judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State, (except 
as herein provided for appeals to the Circuit Court). The same rules, 
regulations and laws, applicable to appeals from the Circuit Court 
in Equity to the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals shail govern ap- 
peals in all Equity cases from the Shelby County Law and Equity Court 
of Shelby County to the Supreme Court or Court of Appeals, unless 
otherwise provided in this Act. 


Section 12. That there shall not be any jury trials in the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County in the trial of civil 
and criminal cases but the Judge of said Court shall have the au- 
thority and power in all equity cases to draw and empanel petit 
juries for the trial of the issues of fact of all equity cases in which 
the parties are entitled by law to a trial by jury, as provided by 
Title 7, Section 322, 1940 Code of Alabama. In the trial of any such 
equity case by a jury, Sections 323, 324, 325 and 326, Title 7, 1940 Code 
of Alabama, shall govern the Court in the trial, summoning and pay- 
ing of the jurors. 


Section 13. All cases in equity, now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County, Alabama, may be, by agreement 
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of the parties thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to 
Shelby County Law and Equity Court of Shelby County. 


Section 14: That the procedure, practice and rules governing the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama now, or which hereafter may be adopted, 
shall in all things apply to and govern the procedure and practice of 
the Shelby County Law and Equity Court as otherwise provided herein. 


Section 15: The Sheriff of Shelby County shall, in person or by 
a deputy, appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by the 
judge of said court, be required to attend upon said court in preserving 
order, and execute all writs of process and perform such other duties, 
in all respects as in the Circuit Court of this State, and such deputy re- 
quired for attendance upon said session of said court, shall receive the 
sum of $5.00 per day, payable out of the county treasury upon the war- 
rant of the judge of said court, provided that such deputy shall not re- 
ceive pay except for the time that the Court is actually in session and 
none of such compensation to the deputy shall be shared in by the sher- 
iff, and for the service by the sheriff of the process of said court, he shall 
receive such compensation as he receives under the law of the State 
of Alabama or any laws enacted in the future by the Legislature of 
Alabama for the compensation of the sheriff for similar services in 
the Circuit Court, except as herein otherwise provided. 


Section 16: That if. for any reason, forfeiture bt taken on any 
bond on the criminal side of said Court, the court may uider the 
alias capias returnable instanter or within ten days, and unless the 
party or parties against whom the forfeiture is taken shall appear 
and show cause, when the forteiture is returnavie, why the forfeiture 
should be set aside, then the court is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to make the judgment final. 


Section 17: That the judge of the Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court of Shelby County shall adopt a seal for the law side of the 
docket of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court which shall be 
kept in the custody and control of the clerk of the court. 


Section 18: That the judge of the Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court of Shelby County shall adopt a seal for the equity side of 
the docket of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court which shall 
be kept in the custody and control of the register of the court. 


Section 19. When the summons, writ of attachment, summons 
and complaint in attachment, or other process cither in law or in 
equity has been executed on the defendant or service perfected on 
him, as required by law, the defendant shall appear and plead, answ- 
er, or demur thereto within the time now, or which hereafter may be, 
provided by law, in the Circuit Court. 


Section 20: That said Shelby Couny Law and Equity Court 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction over children and the judge uf 
said Shelby County Law and Equity Court shall be the Judge of 
the Juvenile Court; it being the intention to confer complete, full, 
unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Shelby County Law 
and Equity Court of all juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction 
in Shelby County, Alabama, as now provided under Title 13, Chap- 
ter 7, Section 350 to 383, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940, or as hereafter amended, and appeals in such cases shall be 
provided by law. The Clerk of the Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court is hereby made the Clerk of such court exercising such juris- 
diction over juvenile matters. 
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Section 21: That this Court shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 89 
to 104, both inclusive, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, or as hereafter 
amended, which Article 3 is entitled Desertion and Non-Support. 
That the trial of such cases shall be by the Court without a jury 
and appeals in such cases shall be as provided by law. That the 
Judge of said Shelby County Law and Equity Court shall be the 
Judge of the Domestic Relations Court, it being the intention to confer 
complete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court of all domestic relations matters aris- 
ing under Title 34, Article 3, Section 89 to 104, both inclusive, of the 
pode of Alabama of 1940, as amended or as hereafter may be amend- 
ed. 


Section 22: Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Shelby 
County may be instituted in the said court by making an affidavit 
before the judge, clerk, or the solicitor of said Court, the writ on said 
affidavit to be issued by the judge, clerk or the solicitor of said court, 
and when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit and warrant, the 
case shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the de- 
fendant has been indicted by a grand jury, provided, however, that 
the affidavit or complaint may be amended, as now provided for 
amendment of such papers by Section 347, Title 13, of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940. All affidavits or warrants for criminal or quasi 
criminal acts, of whatever kind issued by the Justices of Peace of 
Shelby County shall be returnable to this Court. 


Section 23: The Judge or Solicitor of said Court shall have power 
to issue search warrants. The Judge of said court shall have power 
to issue writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, 
injunctions and all other special and extraordinary writs, and the pro- 
cedure, practice and rules of the Circuit Courts of Alabama relating 
to such writs as are now, or which hereafter may be provided by law, 
except as otherwise provided in this Act, shall prevail in the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court, and the Judge thereof shall have the 
same powers and authority, including punishment for contempt as is 
or hereafter may be conferred upon the judges of the Circuit Courts 
of Alabama, unless otherwise provided in this Act. 


Section 24: The Judge of The Shelby County Law and Equity Court 
shall have the power and the authority to secure the services of a 
competent Court Reporter to attend the sessions of the Court and re- 
port all cases tried when request therefore is made by any party to 
the suit. The reporter shall serve at the will and pleasure of the 
Judge of said Court. The Reporter shall receive a minimum of 
$10.00 and a maximum of $25.00 for each day, or fraction thereof, that 
he or she is called upon to serve, to be paid out of the County Treas- 
ury of the County on a warrant drawn thereon by the Judge of said 
Court and in addition he or she shall receive for his or her own use 
from the parties interested, at their request, fifteen cents (15c) per 
hundred words for making a transcript of evidence taken by such 
reporter and appending thereto his or her certificate to the correct- 
ness of the same; and five cents (5c) per hundred words for each 
copy thereof, to be paid to said Reporter in advance, upon ordering 
such transcript or copy thereof. The Reporter shall be required to 
keep his or her notes for public use and inspection. 


Section 25: That from and after the passage of this Act all fines 
and forfeitures assessed and collected in said court shall be deposited 
in the General Fund of Shelby County, Alabama, except as otherwise 
provided by law. 
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Section 26: That claims accruing in the Shelby County Law and 
Equity Court will be claims against said fund, and such claims must 
be paid in the order in which they are registered, as provided by law. 


Section 27: It shall be the duty of the clerk of said Court to keep 
a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the 
judge, clerk or solicitor of said court, or returnable by a justice of 
the peace, to said court, and if any of said affidavits should be lost or 
destroyed, a certified copy of the said record shall be used the same as 
the original affidavit and for recording each of said affidavits, the 
clerk shall receive a fee of seventy-five cents to be taxed as costs in 
‘case of the defendant’s conviction. 


Section 28: Judgments or decrees rendered by the Shelby County 
Law and Equity Court shall be a lien on the property of the judg- 
ment debtor which is subject to levy and sale under execution in the 
same manner and for the same period of time as is now, or as here- 
after may be, provided by law for courts of record of this state upon 
the filing in the office of a Judge of Probate of a certificate of the 
said judgment or decree issued by the Clerk or Register of the said 
court as it now, or as hereafter may be, provided by law; and the 
said judgment or decree may be revived in the manner now, or as 
hereafter may be, provided by law. 


Section 29: The venue of any case in the said Shelby County 
Law aud Equity Cuuri may be changed to other counties as it is 
now, or as it hereafter may be, provided by law for the several Cir- 
cuit Courts of like jurisdiction. 


Section 30: That final judgments rendered in said court shall, 
after the expiration of thirty days from their rendition, be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of said court, as if the 
term of court at which judgments were rendered had ended, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the par- 
ties applying for a new trial or rehearing within thirty days, or change 
or destroy the office of motion for new trials or rehearings, when so 
made, or shall prevent parties from applying to the court for re- 
hearing under statutes authorizing applications for rehearing in the 
Circuit Court. 


Section 31: That there shall be taxed against the defendant on 
conviction the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be collected in 
the way provided by law for taxing and collecting solicitor’s fees in 
the Circuit Court, and when collected shall be paid into the treasury 
of Shelby County, Alabama. 


Section 32: That the County Court and the Juvenile Court of 
Shelby County are hereby abolisned, and from the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act shall no longer exist, and no officer of this State 
shall collect any fees or salaries because of said Courts, or for service 
rendered in said courts, and ali cases pending in said County Court and 
Juvenile Court, when this Act becomes law, shall immediately become 
pending upon the docket of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court, 
as though originally brought in said Court, and shall be called for trial 
on the first Monday in the month, following the effective date of this 
act. 


Section 33: That a trial tax of three dollars ($3.00) shall be 
imposed in each case, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed in 
said Shelby County Law and Equity Court, to be taxed and collected 
as other costs, and when collected, to be paid by the Clerk or Register 
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of said Shelby County Law and Equity Court into the general funds 
of the county as other costs, provided, however, that in civil cases at 
law where the amount involved is Fifty Dollars or less, a trial tax of 
only $1.00 shall be imposed and collected, provided further that in 
all criminal cases where the defendant is charged with violating any 
of the provisions of Title 36 of the 1940 Code of Alabama and pleads 
guilty, no trial tax shall be imposed or collected. 


Section 34: There shall also be taxed as costs the sum of One 
Dollar ($1.00) in each case, civil, criminal and equity, which is dock- 
eted in said Shelby County Law and Equity Court, which costs shall 
be collected as other costs in such cases are collected, and when col- 
lected by the Clerk of said Court, shall be paid by him to the Treas- 
urer of Shelby County, Alabama, as hereinafter provided. The 
Treasurer of said County shall keep said sums in a separate fund 
designated as the “Shelby County Law Library Fund’, and shall be 
expended by the Judge of Shelby County Law and Equity Court, for 
establishing and maintaining a Public Law Library. 


Said Judge shall draw warrants on the Treasurer for expendi- 
tures by him indicating on the warrants the fund against which the 
warrants are drawn. Said fund shall be used primarily to lease or 
purchase, from time to time, under conditional sales contracts in an- 
ticipation of future revenue under this Act, or otherwise, as the said 
Judge may deem expedient, such books and periodicals, and to pay 
the salaries of such personnel, as may in the opinion of the said 
Judge be advisable, but to the extent not so used such funds may be 
otherwise expended for the maintenance of said Library. The man- 
agement of the said Law Library is vested in said Judge and all books 
or other property purchased with the funds produced by this Act 
shall be the property of Shelby County, Alabama; provided, however, 
that the said Judge may from time to time, sell at public or private 
sale or exchange any such books, reports, periodicals, and personal 
property, and apply the proceeds from the sale thereof, or the value 
thereof, upon the purchase of other books, reports, periodicals and 
personal property for use in said Library, and said Judge may accept 
any gift or loan of an books, reports, periodicals and property for 
public use in said Library upon such terms and conditions as may be 
stipulated by the donor or lender thereof and as may be agreeable to 
the said Judge. Said Judge may appoint such personnel as may in 
his opinion be necessary or proper to operate said Library, and, to 
the extent that in the opinion of said Judge the circumstances permit, 
may require the Clerk and/or the Register and/or the official Court 
Reporter to operate the same or to assist therein, either with or with- 
out additional compensation therefor from said fund as the said 
Judge shall direct. 


The said items of the cost above referred to shall be designated 
in said Court as “Law Library Fee’, and when any part of the costs 
in such a case or proceeding shall have been paid, the amount neces- 
sary for the payment of said fee shall be applied thereto before apply- 
ing any of the amount paid as costs to any other item of cost. On or 
before the 10th day of each month, the Clerk of the Court (including 
the Register of said court) shall pay to the said County Treasurer the 
amounts collected for said Law Library fees previous to the first day 
of the month. 


Section 35: Witnesses summoned and attending the Shelby Coun- 
ty Law and Equity Court shall be entitled to the same per diem and 
mileage as are paid witnesses in the Circuit Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama. 
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Section 36: That the Ex-Officio Clerk of the Shelby County Law 
and Equity Court shall receive as ex-officio fees for ex-officio duties 
performed as Clerk of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court the 
same amount which he is paid by the Circuit Court as provided by 
Title 11, Section 4, 1940 Code of Alabama, as amended. Such sum 
to be paid in twelve monthly installments out of the General Fund 
of Shelby County, Ala. 


Section 37: That the Clerk and Register, with the approval of 
the Judge of said Court, are hereby authorized and required to pur- 
chase all necessary furnishings, records, stationery and supplies for 
the equipment and maintenance of said court, and the same shall be 
paid out of the county treasury upon warrants drawn by the Judge 
and signed by the clerk. 


Section 38: That if, for any reason, any section, provision or 
clause of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, that 
fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to 
that clause or section. 


Section 39: That all laws in conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 40: That this Act upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor cr its otherwise hecoming law, shall become effective on 
January 1, 1960.

H. 939. Relating to and providing for the reidentification of vot- 
ers in Cherokee County; directing the board of registrars to purge 
the lists of registered voters; and providing a penalty for anyone 
willfully making a false statement in connection with such reidenti- 
fication. 


With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited as 
follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to and providing for the reidentification of voters in 
Cherokee County; directing the board of registrars to purge the list 
of registered voters; and providing a penalty for anyone willfully 
making a false statement in connection with such reidentification. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Cherokee County is hereby 
directed to purge all lists of the registered electors of Cherokee Coun- 
ty to the end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents 
of the county, or who have otherwise become disqualified from vot- 
ing therein, shall be removed from such lists and to the end that the 
name of each qualified elector shall appear only on the list of quali- 
fied electors for the district and precinct in which he resides. 


Section 2. The board of registrars of Cherokee County shall 
omit and remove from the lists of qualified electors of the county 
the name of every person who fails to reidentify himself in one of 
the ways hereinafter provided before the first day of October, 1962; 
provided, however, that no one who has registered as a qualified 
elector of the county since January 1, 1959, shall be required to re- 
identify himself. No person removed from the list of qualified elec- 
tors as herein provided shall cease permanently to be a qualified elec- 
tor, nor be subject to re-registration, but shall be subject only to the 
requirement that he reidentify himself as a duly registered elector 
before being listed on the list of qualified electors in the county, and 
before being entitled to vote at elections held in the county after 
the first day of October, 1962. 


Section 3. A qualified elector may reidentify himself in any one 
of the following ways: 
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(a) He may reidentify himself by appearing in person at the 
office of the board of registrars or the judge of probate of Cherokee 
County, or before one of the duly authorized employees of the judge 
of probate, and answering such questions and submitting such proof 
as may be set forth hereinafter to establish the voter’s identity and 
place of legal residence and that the voter has not become disquali- 
fied from voting in the county. 


(b) He may also reidentify himself at any election at which the 
voter votes prior to October 1, 1962, by answering and signing the 
questionnaire hereinafter provided for, in the presence of a clerk, 
manager, inspector, or returning officer at such election, who also 
shall sign the questionnaire as an attesting witness. The return- 
ing officer shall transmit each signed questionnaire to the judge of 
probate for transmittal to the board of registrars, 


(c) A qualified elector who is on active duty in the Armed Forces 
of the United States, or the husband or wife of a member of the 
Armed Forces on Active duty, may also reidentify himself or herself 
by filling in and mailing to the office of the judge of probate the com- 
pleted answers to such questions as are set forth in the questionnaire 
hereinafter detailed, and the elector’s signature to such questionnaire 
must be witnessed by a commissioned officer of the Armed Forces. 


(d) The board of registrars shall furnish a sufficient number of

Section 4. Any qualified elector of Cherokee County who shall 
have his or her name omitted or removed from the lists of qualified 
electors in the county by reason of his or her failure to reidentify him- 
self or herself as hereinabove provided or whose name is otherwise 
purged therefrom, shall be entitled to have his or her name restored to 
the list of qualified electors by appearing in person and reidentifying 
himself or herself in person at the office of the board of registrars or 
judge of probate in the manner hereinabove provided. However, after 
September 1, 1962, every qualified elector must have reidentified him- 
self or herself at least thirty days prior to voting. 


Section 5. Whoever knowingly makes a false statement in answer 
to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars or the 
judge of Probate or the duly authorized employees of the judge of Pro- 
bate or to the clerk, manager, inspector or returning officer or to the 
commissioned officer of the United States Armed Forces, is guilty of 
perjury, and upon conviction shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than one year nor more than five years. 


Section 6. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, 
or like governing body of Cherokee County, is hereby authorized and 
directed to furnish the board of registrars and the judge of probate the 
supplies, equipment, printed forms, stationery, stamps, clerical help and 
egy ements necessary for the reidentification of voters as herein 
provided. 


Section 7. The board of registrars shall meet as often as necessary 
and on such dates as the board may by order fix for the purpose of 
purging the list of qualified electors of the county. The board may 
meet any number of days not exceeding thirty days per annum, in ex- 
cess of the maximum now provided by law for the purpose of purging 
such list, and shall be entitled to the same per diem allowances for 
neue on such dates, in excess of the maximum as now provided by 
aw. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

tion and enforcement of the act; and prescribing penalties. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Covington County is here- 
by directed to purge all lists of registered electors of the county to the 
end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents of the 
county or who have otherwise become disqualified from voting therein 
shall be removed from such lists, and to the end that the name of each 
qualified elector shall in the future appear on the list of qualified elec- 
tors for the district and precint in which he resides. 


Section 2. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue 
or like governing body of Covington County is hereby authorized and 
directed to furnish to the board of registrars of Covington County cleri- 
cal assistance, equipment, supplies, office space, telephone service, post- 
age and publicity adequate and sufficient to enable the board to carry 
out the reidentification of registered voters as required herein and to 
carry out its functions as required by law. The clerk or clerks shall be 
appointed by the board of registrars with the approval of the govern- 
ing body and the salary or salaries of such clerk or clerks shall be set 
by the county governing body. 


Section 3. The board of registrars of Covington County shall be 
furnished by the judge of probate of the county or other custodian of 
the registration records, for use in setting up the alphabetical card file 
herein prescribed, all records on file in the probate office concerning 
the registration, purgation, and transfer of registered voters, dating 
from the adoption of the Constitution of 1901. On the basis of such in- 
formation, the board of registrars shall compile an alphabetical card 
file, showing the name of each registrant as it appears on the records 
of registration; the full name of each registrant, upon receipt of such 
information; the registrant’s date of birth, if given on such records, or, 
if not so given, the age at the time of registration; the registrant’s 
address, if given at the time of registration; the date such registrant 
was registered and the precinct, ward or district of registration; and 
the precinct, ward or district in which the name of the voter appeared 
on the latest-published list of qualified voters or on which it appears 
according to the records of the board of registrars in cases where such 
records are on file. Cards shall provide spaces for recording changes of 
addresses and transfers of registrants from one voting precinct, ward, 
or district to another, and for the full name of the registrant. From 
the records relating to purging, the board shall ascertain the names of 
all persons in the file of registrants who have been stricken from the 
registration lists, and shall place on the proper cards the date and the 
reason for which each person was stricken or the fact that no reason 
is recorded, if such be the case. The alphabetical card file herein pro- 
vided for shall hereafter be kept current by the board of registrars in 
all future operations. 


Section 4. The board of registrars may purchase at the expense 
of the county, in addition to such other supplies as are required to be 
furnished to the board, the following supplies; forms for reidentifica- 
tion, applications for reinstatement on the list of registered voters; and 
books with removable pages, suitable for binding, for use by the board 
of registrars in notifying the probate judge of transfers of voters, for 
lists of persons registered, purged and transferred; and for such other 
lists as are herein required to be filed by such board. 


Section 5. Upon establishment of the card file as herein required, 
the board of registrars shall proceed with the reidentification of reg- 
istered voters. 


Section 6. In executing the provisions of this act, the board of 
registrars of Covington County may require a voter to answer such 
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questions and submit such proof as may reasonably be required by 
the board of registrars to establish the voter’s identity and place of le- 
gal residence and that he is legally registered and has not become dis- 
qualified for voting in such county.

Section 8. The board of registrars of Covington County shall re- 
quire the applicant who requests assistance in the filling out of the 
form to answer such questions and submit such proof as may reason- 
ably be required to establish whether or not the voter, in fact, is phy- 
sically disabled or has not ever been able to read and write due to 
reasons other than physical disability. In the case of persons registered 
on or after December i9, 1931, the board cf registrars shall not he re- 
quired to fill out the complete reidentification form for those requesting 
assistance due to illiteracy, but shall fill out only such portion as may 
be necessary to identify the person with the record of his registration. 


Section 9. In the case of persons serving in the armed forces, and 
their husbands or wives who are temporarily residing with them out- 
side the state of their legal residence, and in the case of veterans in 
veterans’ hospitals, reidentification shall be permitted by mail; provid- 
ed, however, that the reidentification form is accompanied upon its re- 
turn to the board of registrars by a notarized statement from the com- 
manding officer of the serviceman or the official in charge of the vet- 
erans’ hospital setting out that the form was filled out as required 
herein the presence of the undersigned by the applicant without assis- 
tance. If assistance is required by the applicant, then the form as pro- 
vided for those requiring assistance shall be completed and shall be 
signed by the commanding officer or person in charge of the veterans’ 
hospital who shall state his official title. The court of county commis- 
sioners, board of revenue or like governing body of Covington County 
shall furnish the board of registrars with reidentification forms pro- 
viding for the signature of a commissioned officer of the armed forces 
or a person in charge of a veterans’ hospital as herein provided.

The 
board shall remove names from the list of registered voters as now re- 
quired by law, provided, however, that the name of any applicant found 
to be disqualified for remaining on the registration list may be stricken

Section 12. Whenever it is found that the name of a registered 
elector has been purged from the registration list of Covington County 
and the person so purged appears before the board of registrars and 
states that he is not disqualified for voting under the laws of this state, 
the board of registrars shall place such person under oath and shall 
require that he fill out the application for reinstatement herein pro- 
vided. If, upon examination of the application for reinstatement and 
all other available information, the board of registrars of Covington

Section 13. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue 
or like governing body of Covington County shall furnish the board 
of registrars of the county with a description, as it appears on record, 
of all election precincts, wards and districts within the county, and 
shall, in addition, furuish a map ef the enunty with the boundary lines, 
as on record, drawn on the map so as to indicate such precincts, waids, 
and districts. Whenever the boundaries of any election precincts, wards 
cr districts are altered or changed, the authority making such changes 
shall furnish the board of registrars with the revised boundaries of all 
such precincts, wards and districts at the same time as such boundaries 
are filed with the judge of probate. The board of registrars shall not 
be required to place the names of persons registered to vote or of 
persons moving from one precinct, ward, or voting district to another 
according to the lines of such precincts, wards, or voting districts so 
created or so changed until such descriptions and maps as herein pro- 
vided to be given have been filed with the board of registrars and un- 
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less such have been filed at least three months before any general, 
special, primary, or municipal election in Covington County or any 
municipality thereof. 


Section 14. The board of registrars of Covington County, during 
or upon completion of reidentification, and in all future operations, 
shall, in the manner prescribed by law, make transfers of registered 
voters from one voting precinct, ward or district to another whenever 
sufficient evidence is furnished them that an elector has permanently 
moved from one voting precinct, ward or district to another, but shall 
record the transfer as herein provided. Whenever the board of regis- 
trars transfers any registered voter from one voting precinct, ward or 
district to another, the board shall record in a voter transfer book the 
full name, birth date, year of registration, previous precinct, ward, or 
district of voting, and the precinct, ward, or district to which the regis- 
trant is transferred, according to the findings of the board and accord- 
ing to the provisions of law as to the length of residence, and each ac- 
tion shall be given a number, starting with the number one (1). The 
original of the transfer record shall be filed with the judge of probate, 
which official shall place all names on the lists of qualified electors fur- 
nished election officials according to the actions of the board of regis- 
trars, provided notice of such action by the board is received at least 
two weeks prior to the election for which the list is prepared. The 
voter transfer books required to be maintained by this act shall be pur- 
chased by the board at the expense of the county, and such books shall 
Pe appropriate in design and composition for their purpose as declared 

y this act. 


Section 15. The board of registrars of Covington County shall be 
allowed one meeting day for each 300 names on the registration list of 
the county, exclusive of those which have been stricken, for the purpose 
of conducting the reidentification of registered voters herein provided 
to be held periodically. The board shall set the dates of meetings, and 
the hours of each meeting; provided, however, the board shall be in 
session at each meeting no less than seven hours. The board may de- 
termine the total number of meetings required, not to exceed one per 
300 registrants. In all cases, the board of registrars must complete its 
reidentification meetings within two years from the date registration 
began in the county and within the calendar year of 1970 and each 10 
years thereafter. A notice of the beginning of reidentification and the 
dates of meetings for reidentification must be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation in Covington County or be posted at the county 
courthouse at least three days in advance of any meeting held for that 
purpose. The number of meeting days for reidentification after the 
days on which notice is given, must be stated along with each notice of 
meeting days. Such meeting days shall be in addition to those now re- 
quired or permitted by law and no registration of persons shall be con- 
ducted when the board is in session for the purpose of reidentification. 
In the event the board of registrars fails to complete the voter reidenti- 
fication program in the length of time allowed herein, up to 20 addi- 
tional meeting days may be held, provided, written permission is grant- 
ed by the court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like gov- 
erning body of the county. 


Section 16. For each day’s attendance upon special sessions of 
the board of registrars under the provisions of this act, the members 
of the board of registrars of Covington County shall each receive the 
amount prescribed by law, to be paid and disbursed by the county gov- 
erning body, but if any such special session is held on the same day a 
regular session is required to be held under the laws of this state, each 
registrar shall be entitled to receive only one per diem allowance for 
one day’s service.

Section 17. All persons who have not been stricken from the regis- 
tration list but who have failed to reidentify themselves by the close 
of the last meeting of the board for reidentification shall be advertised 
for striking in the manner provided for advertising names of persons 
who have become non-residents of the county. A date for hearing 
shall be set not sooner than twenty (20) days after advertising of the 
notice of hearing. All persons failing to reidentify themselves and fail- 
ing to appear on the date specified for hearing and show cause why 
their names should not be stricken, shall be stricken from the registra- 
tion lists as non-residents of Covington County. 


Section 18. Upon the completion of reidentification, the board of 
registrars of Covington County shall file in the office of the judge of 
probate of Covington County, and in its own office, a list of all persons 
on the registration lists of the county who properly identified them- 
selves and whose application for reidentification was approved; pro- 
vided they had not been previously stricken, or were reinstated, and 
provided they were not stricken during the period of reidentification. 
The full name of each person shall be used, and birth dates shall be 
given. The person charged with the making of lists of qualified voters 
to be used in elections shall include thereon only the names appearing 
on such reidentification list or thereafter reinstated upon the registra- 
tion list, or added to the registration list, and shall use the names as 
they appear on the list of reidentified and registered voters.

Following expiration of the time for reporting information as 
herein provided through reidentification, if any first class mail sent to

Section 1. (a) The following officers of Elmore County shall be 
entitled to receive annual salaries in lieu of any fees, commissions, al- 
lowances, percentages, charges, and costs, except as herein otherwise 
provided: 
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1. The judge of probate shall receive an annual salary of ten 
thousand dollars, which shall include compensation for all ex officio 
duties. 


2. The sheriff shall receive an annual salary of nine thousand dol- 
lars. The sheriff shall also be entitled to an allowance of one hundred 
fifty dollars a month for travel expenses. 


3. The tax assessor shall receive an annual salary of seven thous- 
and eight hundred dollars. 


4. The tax collector shall receive an annual salary of six thousand 
two hundred dollars. 


5. The clerk of the circuit court shall receive an annual salary of 
six thousand dollars, which shall include his compensation for all ex 
efficio duties including services as ex officio Clerk of the Elmore Coun- 
ty Court. 


6. The register of the circuit court shall receive an annual salary of 
one thousand eight hundred dollars. 


(b) The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other 
like governing body of Elmore County may, in its discretion, decrease 
the salaries of any one or more of the officers enumerated in subsec- 
tion (a), provided that such decrease shall not take effect during the 
term for which such officer was elected or appointed, and provided 
also that the salary of the judge of probate shall not be reduced below 
seven thousand two hundred dollars per annum, the salary of the 
sheriff shall not be reduced below six thousand dollars per annum, the 
salary of the tax assessor shall not be reduced below five thousand four

Section 2. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue,

Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 68 adopted at the 1957 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama is hereby amended to read as 
follows:

municipal institution or association or a state, county or city school or 
other institution, association or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amuse- 
ment or entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where 
an admission fee is charged, including public bathing places, public 
dance halls of every kind and description with Limestone County, an 
amount equal to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


“(c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within Limestone County in the business of selling at retail ma- 
chines used in mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manu- 
facturing of tangible personal property, and the parts of such machines, 
attachments and replacements therefor which are made or manufac- 
tured for use on or in operation of such machines, and which are 
necessary to the operation of such machines and are customarily so 
used, an amount equal to one half of one percent of the gross proceeds 
of such machines, attachments, parts and replacements therefor.

His term shall be for four years from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next after his election, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. (b) The first judge of the court shall be the 
person holding office as judge of the court abolished by this Act, and 
he shall hold office until his successor is elected or appointed and as- 
sumes office as provided herein. (c) The judge shall, before entering 
upon the discharge of the duties of office, take the oath prescribed by 
Section 279 of the Constitution of Alabama. He may be removed from 
office for any cause enumerated in Section 173 of the Constitution and 
in the manner prescribed by law. No person shall be eligible to the 
office of judge unless he is at the time of his appointment or election 
a qualified elector of Limestone County, learned in the law and ad- 
mitted to the practice of law by the Supreme Court of Alabama, for a 
period of at least three years prior to such election or appointment, 
and over the age of twenty-five years. The judge shall not engage in 
the practice of law during his term of office; and he shall be subject 
to the same penalties ana Obligatiuus as circuit Judges. Any vacancy 
occurring in the office of judge shall be filled by appointment as pro- 
vided in Section 158 of the Constitution. (d) the judge shall receive an 
annual salary, payabie vut of the general fund of the county in equal 
monthly installments as the salaries of other county officers are paid, 
which shall be governed by the gross assessed valuation of property, 
veal and personal, tangible and intangible, in Limestone County, as 
shown by the records of the Tax Assessor of Limestone County, as 
follows: When the tax assessor’s record show that the gross assessed 
valuation of such property for the tax year ending on the thirtieth day 
of September of any year was less than eleven million dollars ($11,- 
000,000) the salary of the judge for the year beginning on the first day 
of the next January shall be three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,- 
600); when these records show the gross assessed valuation is eleven 
million dollars ($11,000,000) or more but less than eleven million two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($11,250,000) the salary of the judge 
for the year beginning on the first day of the next January shall be 
three thousand eight hundred dollars ($3,800); when these records 
show the gross assessed valuation is eleven million two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($11,250,000) or more but less than eleven million five 
hundred thousand dollars ($11,500,000) the salary of the judge for the year 
beginning on the first day of the next January shall be four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) when these records show the gross assessed valuation 
is eleven million five hundred thousand dollars ($11,500,000) or more 
but loss than twelve million dollars ($12,000,000) the salary of the judge 
for the year beginning on the first day of the neat January shall he 
four thousand two hundred dollars ($4,200); when these records show 
the gross assessed valuation is twelve million dollars ($12,000,000) or 
more but less than twelve million five hundred thousand dollars ($12,- 
500,000) the salary of the judge for the year beginning on the first 
day of the next January shall be four thousand eight hundred dollars 
($4,800); when these records show the gross assessed valuation is 
twelve million five hundred thousand dollars ($12,500,000) or more but 
less than thirteen million dollars ($13,000,000) the salary of the judge 
for the year beginning on the first day of the next January shall be 
five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400); when these records show 
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the gross assessed valuation is thirteen million dollars ($13,000,000) or 
more but less than thirteen million five hundred thousand dollars ($13,- 
560,000) the salary of the judge for the year beginning on the first 
day of the next January shall be six thousand dollars ($6,000); when 
these records show the gross assessed valuation is thirteen million five 
hundred thousand dollars ($13,500,000) or more but less than fourteen 
million dollars ($14,000,000) the salary of the judge for the year be- 
ginning on the first day of the next January shall be six thousand five 
hundred dollars ($6,500); and when these records show the gross 
assessed valuation is fourteen million dollars ($14,000,000) or more the 
annual salary of the judge for the succeeding calendar years shall be 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000). 


(e) The judge shall have authority to: 1) grant writs of habeas 
corpus, certiorari, superseadeas, quo warranto, mandamus, and all other 
remedial and original writs which are grantable by the circuit judges; 
2) grant writs of injunction and ne exeat; 3) administer oaths and take 
acknowledgments; 4) exercise such other powers, jurisdiction or au- 
thority as may be conferred by law upon circuit judges, judges of juve- 
nile or county courts, and justices of the peace, except as otherwise 
provided herein. (f) The judge shall keep an office in the county court- 
house. His office shall be suitably equipped, furnished and provided, at 
the expense of the county, with such office supplies and stationery, 
stamps, furniture, fixtures, telephone and other facilities as may be 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the court. (g) In the 
event the judge is disqualified or unable to act, a special judge shall be 
appointed as provided by Section 160 of the Constitution and Section 
124 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code, who shall be paid five dollars for each 
day or fraction thereof that he serves, out of the general fund of the 
county.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
DaBSaee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

All words, terms, and phrases that are defined in Act 
No. 100, H. 94, approved August 18, 1959, effective October 1, 1959, 
which levies a state sales tax, and in Articie ii, Chapter 20, Code of 
Alabama 1940, as amended, shall, where used in this Act, have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in said Act No. 100 of August 
18, 1959, and Article 11 of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama 
1940, as heretofore amended, except where the context herein clearly 
indicates a different meaning. In addition, the following words, terms, 
and phases where used in this Act shall have the following respec- 
tive meanings except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 


“State sales tax statutes’ means Act No. 100, H. 94, approved

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use, or other consump- 
tion of property the storage, use, or other consumption of which is 
presently exempted under the state use tax statutes from the state use 
tax. Subject to these exemptions, every person storing or using or 
otherwise consuming in Franklin County tangible personal property 
purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this section, 
and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid 
by such person as herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt 
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from a registered seller given pursuant to Section 5 of this Act to the 
purchaser of any property to be used, stored, or consumed in Franklin 
County shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further lia- 
bility for a tax to which such receipt may refer, 


Section 4. The taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day of 
the month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and 
the taxes levied in Section 3 of this Act shail be due and payable 
quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the month next succeed- 
ing each quarterly period during which the storage, use, or other con- 
sumption of the tangible personal property became taxable hereunder, 
each such quarterly period to end on the last days of each of the 
months of March, June, September and December. All taxes levied in 
this Act shall be paid to and collected by the state department of reven- 
ue at the same time and along with the collection of the state sales 
tux and the state use tax. On or prior to the due dates of the taxes 
herein levied each person subject to such taxes shall file with the state 
department of revenue a report or return in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the department, setting forth, with respect to all sales and 
business that are provided in Section 2 hereof to be used as a measure- 
ment of the tax levied in said Section 2, a correct statement of the gross 
proceeds of all such sales and the gross receipts of all such business and 
setting forth, with respect tc the tax levied in Section 3 hereof, the 
total sales price of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption 
of which became subject to the tax imposed by said Section 3 during 
the then preceding quarterly period; provided, however, that said 
report shall include also such other items of information pertinent to 
the said taxes in the amount thereof as the state department of revenue 
may require. Any person subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 here- 
of may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, and in 
the event he so defers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in 
each monthly report all credit collections made during the month pre- 
ceeding, and shall pay the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such 
report. All reports or returns filed with the state department of rev- 
enue under this section shall be available for inspection by the gov- 
erning body of Franklin County, or its designated agent, at reasonable 
times during business hours. 


Section 5. Every registered seller making sales of tangible per- 
sonal property for storage, use, or other consumption in Franklin Coun- 
ty (which storage, use, or other consumption is not herein exempted 
from the tax imposed in Section 3 hereof) shall at the time of making 
such sale or, if the storage, use, or other consumption of such tangible 
personal property in Franklin County is not then taxable under this 
Act, at the time such storage, use, or other consumption becomes tax- 
able hereunder, collect the tax imposed by Section 2 of this Act from 
the purchaser, and shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the 
manner and form prescribed by the state department of revenue. On 
the twentieth day of the month following the close of each quarterly 
period provided for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file 
with the state department of revenue a return for the preceding quar- 
terly period in such form as may be prescribed by the department, 
showing the total sales of the tangible personal property sold by such 
registered seller, the storage, use or other consumption of which be- 
came subject to the tax imposed by Section 3 of this Act during the 
then preceding quarterly period; and each return shall be accompanied 
by a remittance of the amount of the tax herein required to be collected 
by such registered seller during the period followed by the return; pro- 
vided, that any registered seller may defer collecting the tax with re- 
spect to credit sales until collection of the proceeds of such sales and 
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may defer reporting credit sales until after their collection, but shall 
thereafter collect the said taxes along with collection of said credit sales 
and shall include in each quarterly report all credit collections made 
during the preceding quarterly period, and shall omit the taxes with 
respect thereto at the time of filing such report or return. Any per- 
son who has paid to a registered seller the tax with respect to the use, 
storage, or other consumption of tangible personal property in Frank- 
lin County need not file a report or make any further payment of the 
said tax, but each person who purchases tangible personal property the 
storage, use, or other consumption of which is subject to the tax im- 
posed by Section 3 of this Act and who has not paid the tax due with 
respect thereto to a registered seller, shall report and pay the tax as 
required by Section 4. 


Section 6. Each person engaging or continuing within Franklin 
County in a business subject to the taxes levied in Section 2 of this Act 
shall add to the sales price or admission fee and collect from the pur- 
chaser or the person paying the admission fee the amount due by the 
taxpayer on account of said taxes levied in said Section 2; and every 
registered seller shall likewise add to the sales price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount of any tax which such registered seller is 
required by Section 5 hereof to collect. It shall be unlawful for any 
person subject to the tax levied in said Section 2 to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the purchaser 
Or person paying the admission fee the amount herein required to be 
so added to the sales or admission price and coiievied from the pur- 
chaser, and it shall likewise be unlawful for any person subject to said 
tax te refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount so col- 
lected or to absorb or advertise directiy or indirectly the absorption or 
refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall likewise be unlawful 
for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and 
to collect from the purchaser the amount of the tax imposed by Section 
3 of this Act or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 


Section 7. The taxes imposed by this Act shall constitute a debt 
due Franklin County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to 
all other methods provided by law and in this Act. The said taxes, to- 
gether with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom 
said taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All of the 
provisions of the revenue laws of this state which apply to the enforce- 
ment of liens for license taxes due this state shall apply fully to the 
collection of the taxes herein levied, and the state department of reve- 
nue, for the use and benefit of Franklin County shall collect such taxes 
and enforce this Act and shall have and exercise for such collection and 
enforcement all rights and remedies that this state or the department has 
for collection of the state sales tax and the state use tax.

tax levied in the said Section 3. The commissioner of revenue and the 
state department of revenue shall have and exercise all of the same 
powers, duties and obligations with respect to the taxes levied in Sec- 
tion 2 and 3 hereof that are imposed on the commissioner and the 
department, respectively, by the state sales tax statutes and the state 
use tax statutes. All provisions of the state sales tax statutes and the 
state use tax statutes that are made applicable in this Act to the taxes 
herein levied and to the administration of this Act are hereby incorpor- 
ae eee by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set forth 
erein. 


Section 9. The state department of revenue shall charge Frank- 
lin County for collecting said special taxes herein levied a percentage 
of said taxes to be computed on the basis that the total cost of collect- 
ing the state sales and use taxes bears to the total of said state faxes 
collected for each fiscal year. A proportionate part of such charge may 
be deducted cnce each month from the special sales and use taxes col- 
lected before certifying the amount of special taxes due Franklin Coun- 
ty. The commissioner of revenue shall pay into the state treasury all 
taxes collected under this Act, as such taxes are received by the depart- 
ment of revenue; and on or before the first day of each successive 
month (commencing with the month following the month in which the 
department makes the first collections hereunder), the commissioner 
shall certify to the state comptroller the amount of taxes collected 
under the provisions of this Act and paid by him into the state treasury 
for the benefit of Franklin County during the month immediately pre- 
ceding the making of such certificate: Provided, however, that before 
certifying the amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the 
benefit of Franklin County during each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the taxes collected in said month the charges due the 
department for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be 
the duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to 
the custodian of the public school funds of Franklin County, in his offi- 
cial capacity, in an amount equal to three-fourths of the amount so 
certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for 
the use of Franklin County, and the remainder shall be paid to the 
custodian of the public school funds of the City of Russellville. 


Section 10. All revenue arising from the taxes herein levied shall 
be used exclusively for public school purposes within Franklin County. 


Section 11. This Act supersedes Act. No. 216, H. 397, approved 
August 8, 1955 (Acts 1955, vol. I, pp. 523-525); provided, that rights and 
duties that matured, penalties that were incurred, and proceedings that 
were begun under said Act No. 216 before the effective date of this Act 
shall not be affected by this Act. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

legally authorized means, could have been so introduced and received.

Section 1. Whenever the Governor shall determine, from such 
facts as he may find to exist, the sufficiency of which he shall be the 
sole judge, that the continued operation of any public school in any 
county, city or independent school district in the State is likely to result 
in or cause violence or public disorder or endanger life and property 
in the community in which such school is situated, or that it is neces-

We, your Conference Committee, appointed on the disagreement 
of the two houses on the Senate amendment to House Bill 102 beg 
leave to report as follows: 


1. ao Mo that the Senate recede from its amendment to 
the bill. 


2. We further recommend that the Senate and the House adopt 
the following substitute for the bill: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 102 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the small loan business; providing for the regulation, 
examination, investigation, and licensing of individuals, firms, and cor- 
portions engaged in the business of lending money in amounts of 
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three hundred dollars or less, and for the suspension and revocation of 
such licenses; prescribing maximum rates of interest and other charges 
for loans; providing for the administration and enforcement of the 
Act; and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Declaration of Legislative Intent. The Legislature finds 
as facts and determines that: 


1. There exists among citizens of this state a widespread demand 
for small loans. The scope and intensity of this demand have been 
increased progressively by many social and economic forces. 


2. The expense of making and collecting small loans, which are 
usually made on comparatively unsubstantial security to wage earners, 
salaried employees and other persons of relatively low incomes is 
necessarily high in relation to the amounts lent. 


3. Such loans cannot be made profitably under the limitations 
imposed by existing laws relating to interest and usury. These limi- 
tations have tended to exclude lawful enterprises from the small loan 
field. Since the demand for small loans cannot be legislated out of 
existence, many small borrowers have been left to the mercy of those 
willing ta hear the opprobrium and risk the penalties of usury for a 
large profit. 


4. Interest charges are often disguished by the use of subterfuges 
to evade the usury law. ‘These subieriuges are so complicated and 
technical that the usual borrower of small sums is defenseless even if 
he is aware of the usurious nature of the transaction and of his legal 
rights. 


5. As a result, borrowers of small sums are being exploited, to 
the injury of the borrower, his dependents, and the general public. 
Charges are generally exorbitant in relation to those necessary to the 
conduct of a legitimate small loan business; trickery and fraud are 
common; and oppressive collection practices are prevalent. 


6. These evils characterize and distinguish loans of three hundred 
dollars ($300) or less. Legislation to control this class of loans is neces- 
sary to protect the public welfare. 


7. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this law to bring un- 
der public supervision those engaged in the business of making such 
loans, to eliminate practices that facilitate abuse of borrowers, to estab- 
lish a small loan service and of stimulating competitive reductions in 
charges, to allow lenders who meet the conditions of this Act a rate of 
charge sufficiently high to permit a business profit, and to provide the 
administrative machinery necessary for effective enforcement. 


Section 2. Definitions. The following words and terms when 
used in this Act shall have the following meanings unless the context 
clearly requires a different meaning. The meaning ascribed to the 
singular form shall apply also to the plural. 


“Person” shall include individuals, co-partnerships, associations, 
trusts, corporations, and any other legal entities. 


“License” shall mean a license, issued under the authority of this 
Act, to make loans in accordance with the provisions of this Act at a 
single place of business. 
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“Licensee” shall mean a person to whom one or more licenses have 
been issued. 


“Supervisor” shall mean the Supervisor of the Bureau of Loans of 
the State Banking Department. 


“Bureau” shall mean the Bureau of Loans of the State Banking 
Department. 


“Cash Advance” means the amount of cash or its equivalent that 
the borrower actually receives or is paid at his direction or on his 
behalf. 


Section 3. Scope (a) No person shall engage in the business of 
lending in amounts of three hundred dollars ($300) or less and contract 
for, exact, or receive, directly or indirectly, on or in connection with 
any such loan, any charges whether for interest, insurance, compensa- 
tion, consideration, or expense, which in the aggregate are greater 
than the interest that the lender would be permitted by law to charge 
for a loan of money if he were not a licensee under this Act, except as 
provided in and authorized by this Act, and without first having ob- 
tained a license from the supervisor. For the purpose of this section 
a loan shall be deemed to be in the amount of three hundred dollars 
($300) or less if the net amount or value advance to or on behalf of 
the borrower, after deducting all payments for interest, expenses, and 
charges of any nature taken substantially contemporaneously with the 
making of the loan, does not exceed three hundred dollars ($300). 


(b) Exemptions. This Act shall not apply to any person doing 
business under the authority of, and as permitted by, any law of this 
State or of the United States relating to Banks, Savings Banks, Trust 
Companies, Savings or Building and Loan Associations, Credit Unions 
as defined by law nor to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking business 
nor shall this Act apply to any person making loans to their tenants 
engaged in agriculture, nor to loans by agricultural suppliers to per- 
sons whose principal business is farming, nor shall it apply to agricul- 
tural credit corporations or associations organized under an Act of the 
Congress of the United States, nor shall it apply to the business of 
financing the purchase of motor vehicles, refrigerators or other per- 
sonal property, nor shall this apply to loans insured or guaranteed by 
the United States or any of its Agencies. 


(c) Evasions. The provisions of subsection (a) of this section 
shall apply to any person who seeks to evade its application by any 
device, subterfuges, or pretense whatsoever including, but not thereby 
limiting the generality of the foregoing: the loan, forbearance, use, 
or sale of credit (as guarantor, surety, endorser, co-maker, or other- 
wise), money, insurance, goods, or things in action; the use of collater- 
al or related sales or purchases of goods or services, or agreements to 
sell or purchase, whether real or pretended; receiving or charging 
compensation for goods or services, whether or not sold, delivered, or 
provided and the real or pretended negotiation, arrangement, or pro- 
curement of a loan through any use of activity of a third person, 
whether real or fictitious. 


(d) Penalty. Whoever violates or participates in the violation. of 
any provision of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) nor less than one hundred dollars ($100), or by 
imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any contract of loan in 
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the making or collection of which any act shall have been done which 
violates this section shall be void and the lender shall have no right to 
collect, receive, or retain any principal, interest, or charges whatsoever. 


Section 4. Application and Fee. Application for a license shall be 
in writing, under oath, and in the form prescribed by the supervisor. 
The application shall give the approximate location where the business 
is to be conducted and shall contain such further relevant information 
as the supervisor may require, including the names and addresses of 
the partners, officers, directors, or trustees, and of such of the principal 
owners or members as will provide the basis for the investigations and 
findings contemplated by Section 5 of this Act. Provided, however, that 
such application shall contain a statement made by the applicant under 
oath that he is not at the time of making the application a member of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People or of 
the Communist party or any front thereof and that he has not prior 
to making said application contributed funds to any such organization 
and that he has never been a member of any such organization. At the 
time of making such application, the applicant shall pay to the super- 
visor the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) as a fee for investigating 
the application. All licensees under this Act shall pay an annual license 
of two hundred dollars ($200) which shall be due on October 1 of each 
year and shail be for one year ending September 30 following, and shall 
be delinquent on the first day of November of each year. And there 
shali be a penaity of ien perceni (10%) added iv sucii liceuse upuu de- 
linquency and collected by the bureau.

amount of a full year’s license. The amount of the license (and penal- 
ties if any) shall be paid to the supervisor of the bureau of loans, who 
shall remit the same to the treasurer of the State of Alabama, as pro- 
vided by law. The license herein provided for shall be in addition to ail 
other licenses now or hereafter provided for by law, and shall be in ad- 
dition to the tax provided for by Chapter 18, Title 51, Code of Alabama 
(1940) as amended; and the amount of the license levied by this section 
shall not be credited upon or deducted from, in whole or in part, the 
tax levied by said Chapter 18, as amended, as to the current state tax 
year or as to any prior or subsequent state tax year. No refunds for 
the current or any prior or subsequent state tax year or any portion 
of the tax levied by said Chapter 18, as amended, shall be made on the 
ground that the license levied by this section was not credited upon 
or deducted from the tax levied by said Chapter 18, as amended; and 
no suit or action shall lie to enforce any claim for such refund. 


Section 5. (a) Investigation of Application. Upon the filing of 
such application and the payment of such fees, the supervisor shall in- 
vestigate the facts concerning the application and the requirements 
provided for in subsection (b) of this section. The supervisor shall 
grant or deny such application for a license within ninety days from 
tne filing thereot with the required information and iees uniess ine 
period is extended by written agreement between the applicant and the 
supervisor. 


(b) Issuance of License. If the supervisor shail find that the 
liquid assets, financial responsibility, experience, character, the general 
fitness of the applicant are such as to warrant the belief that the busi- 
ness will be operated lawfully, honestly, fairly, and efficiently, within 
the purposes of this Act, and that allowing such applicant to engage in 
the business would promote the convenience and advantage of the com- 
munity in which the business of the applicant is to be conducted, he 
shall thereupon enter an order granting such application, and file his 
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findings with the bureau, and forthwith issue and deliver a license 
to the applicant. 


(c) Denial of License. If the supervisor shall not so find, he shall 
notify the applicant in writing who may request a hearing on the ap- 
plication. The request for a hearing must be within thirty (30) days 
of the rejection with the hearing to be held within thirty (30) days of 
the date of the request. After such hearing, or, if no hearing is de- 
manded, the supervisor may deny such application by written order, ac- 
companied by his findings of fact, and shall deliver a copy of such order 
and findings to the applicant. The investigation fee shall be retained by 
the supervisor while the license fee shall be returned to the applicant. 


Section 6. (a) Posting of License. Each license shall state the 
address at which the business is to be conducted and shall state fully 
the name of the licensee, and if the licensee is a copartnership or asso- 
ciation, the names of the members thereof, and if a corporation, the 
date and place of its incorporation. Each license shall be kept conspicu- 
ously posted in the licensed place of business and shall not be transfer- 
able or assignable. 


(b) Continuing License. Each license shall remain in full force 
ca SHEE until surrendered, revoked, or suspended as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Section 7. (a) Place of Business. Not more than one place of 
business shall be maintained under the same license, but the supervisor 
may issue additional licenses to the same licensee upon his compliance 
with all the provisions of this Act governing the issuance of the first or 
original license. 


(b) Removal. No change in the place of business of a licensee to 
a location outside of the original municipality shall be permitted under 
the same license. When a licensee wishes to change his place of business 
within the same municipality, he shall give written notice thereof to the 
supervisor who shall investigate the facts, and if he shall find the 
proposed location is reasonably accessible to borrowers under existing 
loan contracts, he shall enter an order permitting the change and shall 
amend the license accordingly. If the supervisor shall not so find he 
shall enter an order denying the licensee such permission in the manner 
specified in and subject to the provisions of Section 5 (c) of this Act. 


(c) Residence of Borrower. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to restrict the loans of any licensee to residents of the community in 
which the licensed place of business is situated. 


Section 8. (a) Revocation of License. The supervisor shall, upon 
ten days’ written notice to the licensee stating the contemplated action 
and in general the grounds therefor, and upon reasonable opportunity to 
be heard, revoke any license issued hereunder if he finds that: 


1. The licensee has failed to pay the annual license fee; or that 


2. The licensee, either knowingly or without the exercise of due 
care to prevent the same, has violated any provisions of this Act or any 
regulation or order lawfully made pursuant to and within the authority 
of this Act; or that 


3. Any fact or condition exists which, if it had existed or had 
been known to exist at the time of the original application for such 
license, clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing original- 
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ly to issue such license, except the license shall not be revoked because 
of convenience and advantage; or that 


4. The licensee is found guilty by the supervisor of using unrea- 
sonable collection tactics. 


(b) Suspension of License. If the supervisor finds that probable 
cause for revocation of any license exists and that enforcement of the 
Act requires immediate suspension of such license pending investiga- 
tion, he may, upon three days’ written notice and a hearing, enter an 
order suspending such license for a period not exceeding thirty days. 


(c) Records and Notice. Whenever the supervisor shall revoke or 
suspend a license issued pursuant to this Act, he shall enter an order 
to that effect and forthwith notify the licensee of the revocation or sus- 
pension. Within five days after the entry of such an order he shall file 
with the bureau his fidings and a summary of the evidence supporting 
them, and he shall forthwith deliver a copy thereof to the licensee. 


(d) Surrender of License. Any licensee may surrender any license 
by delivering it to the supervisor with written notice of its surrender, 
but such surrender shall not effect his civil or criminal liability for 
acts committed prior thereto. 


(e) Pre-Existing Contracts. No revocation, suspension or surren- 
der Gi any Ucense shall impair or affect the obligation of any pre-exist- 


ing contract between the licensee and any borrower. 


(f) Reinstatement of License. The supervisor may reinstate sus- 
pended licenses or issue new licenses to a person whose iicense or li- 
censes have been revoked if no fact or condition then exists which 
clearly would have justified the supervisor in refusing originally to 
issue such license under this Act. 


(g) Complaints of Violation Investigated. The supervisor shall, 
upon sworn complaint of any borrower, investigate or cause to be in- 
vestigated any alleged violation of this Act. 


Section 9. (a) Annual Examinations of Licensees. At least once 
each year and at such other time as may be deemed necessary by the 
supervisor of the bureau of loans an examination shall be made of the 
place of business of each licensee and of the loans, transactions, books, 
papers and records of such licensee so far as they pertain to the busi- 
ness licensed under this Act. As cost of examination the licensee shall 
pay to the bureau of loans under such rules and regulations as may 
be reasonably prescribed by the supervisor thereof with the approval 
of the superintendent of banks an examining fee of fifty dollars ($50) 
per day or any part thereof for each examiner and in addition thereto 
ten dollars ($10) per day per examiner as per diem; provided, however, 
that no licensee whose business is free from willful violations of this 
Act shall be required to pay more than a total sum of four hundred 
dollars ($400) in any twelve (12) month period as examiners fees; pru- 
vided, further, that all fees collected by the bureau of loans under the 
terms of this section shall be paid into a special fund to be set up by 
the State Treasury; the special fund shall be used to pay the salaries 
of the officials and employees and the expenses of the bureau of loans, 
and all moneys deposited therein are hereby appropriated for that pur- 
pose; provided, however, nothing herein shall be construed to mean 
that all salaries of the officials and employees and expenses of operat- 
ing the bureau of loans shall come from the special fund. 


_ (db) Investigations. For the purpose of discovering violations of 
this Act or of securing information lawfully required hereunder, the 
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supervisor or his duly authorized representatives may at any time in- 
vestigate the business and examine the books, accounts, papers, and 
records used therein, of (1) any licensee, (2) any other person engaged 
in the business described in Section 3 (a) of this Act or participating in 
such business as principal, agent, broker, or otherwise, and (3) any per- 
son who the supervisor had reasonable cause to believe is violating or 
is about to violate any provision of this Act, whether or not such person 
shall claim to be within the authority or beyond the scope of this Act. 
For purposes of this section, any person who shall advertise for, solicit, 
or hold himself out as willing to make loan transactions in the amount 
or of the value of three hundred dollars ($300) or less shall be pre- 
ees to be engaged in the business described in Section 3 (a) of this 
ct. 


(c) Access to Records: Witnesses. For the purposes of this sec- 
tion, the supervisor or his duly authorized representatives shall have 
and be given free access to the offices and places of business, files, 
safes, and vaults of all such persons, and shall have authority to re- 
quire the attendance of any person and to examine him under oath rela- 
tive to such loans or such business or to the subject matter of any ex- 
amination, investigation, or hearing. 


(d) Cease and Desist Orders: Injunctions; Receivers. Whenever 
the supervisor has reasonable cause to believe that any person is vio- 
lating or is threatening to or intends to violate any provision of this 
Act, he may in addition to all actions provided for in this Act, and in 
addition to all other remedies that he may have at law or in equity, and 
without prejudice thereto enter an order requiring such person to de- 
sist or to refrain from such violation; and an action may be brought 
on the relation of the Attorney General or the supervisor to enjoin 
such person from engaging in or continuing such violation or from 
doing any act or acts in furtherance thereof. In any such action, an 
order or judgement may be entered awarding such preliminary or final 
injunction as may be deemed proper. In addition to all other means 
provided by law for the enforcement of a restraining order or injunc- 
tion, the court in which such action is brought shall have power and 
jurisdiction to impound, and to appoint a receiver for the property 
and business of the defendant, including books, papers, documents, and 
records pertaining thereto or so much thereof as the court may deem 
reasonably necessary to prevent violations of this Act through or by 
means of the use of said property and business. Such receiver, when 
appointed and qualified, shall have such powers and duties as to cus- 
tedy, collection, administration, winding up, and liquidation of such 
property and business as shall from time to time be conferred upon him 
by the court. 


Section 10. (a) Books and Records. Each licensee shall keep and 
use in his business such books, accounts, and records as will enable the 
supervisor to determine whether such licensee is complying with the 
provisions of this Act and with the orders and regulations lawfully 
made by the supervisor hereunder. Each licensee shall preserve such 
books, accounts, and records for at least two years after making the 
final entry on any loan recorded therein. 


(b) Annual Reports. (1) Each licensee shall annually, on or be- 
fore the first day of May, file a report with the supervisor as to each 
licensed place of business under this Act, covering the preceding cal- 
endar year. This report shall include the following information, all 
reported in accordance with sound and generally accepted accounting 
practice; 


(a) Balance sheets at the beginning and end of the period. 
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(b) A statement of income and expense for the period. 


(c) A reconciliation of surplus or net earning with the balance 
sheets. 


(d) A schedule of assets used and useful in the business. 


(e) An analysis of charges, sizes of loans and types of security 
on loans and an analysis of delinquent accounts. 


(f) An analysis of suits, repossessions and sales of chattels. 


(g) The type of business organization and if the licensee is a cor- 
poration, the principal officers and the resident agent, the partners, if 
the licensee is a partnership or, the owner, if a sole proprietorship. 


(2) If the licensee conducts other business or is affiliated with 
other licensees under this Act, or, if any other situation exists under 
which allocations are necessary, the licensee shall make such allocation 
according to appropriate and reasonable methods. 


(3) If the licensee is affiliated with other licensees under this Act, 
a composite report may be filed on behalf of all affiliated licensees 
within the State of Alabama, but such composite report shall not be 
required by the supervisor. 


(4) Such report shall be made under oath and shall be in the form 
prescribed by the supervisor who shall make and publish annually an 
analysis and recapituiation of such reports. 


Section 11. (a) Rules, Regulations and Orders. The supervisor 
shall have authority to make reasonable rules, regulations and orders 
for the administration and enforcement of this Act, in addition hereto 
and not inconsistent herewith. Such regulation or order shall be refer- 
enced to the section or sections of the Act which set forth the legisla- 
tive standard which it interprets or to which it applies. Every regula- 
tion shall be promulgated by an order, and any ruling, demand, re- 
quirement, or similar administrative act may be promulgated by an 
order. Every order shall be in writing, shall state its effective date and 
the date of its promulgation, and shall be entered in an indexed per- 
manent book which shall be a public record. A copy of every order 
promulgating a regulation and of every other order containing a re- 
quirement of general application shall be mailed to each licensee at 
least ten days before the effective date thereof. The failure of a li- 
censee to receive a copy of the regulations shall not exempt him from 
the duty of compliance with the valid regulations lawfully issued. 


(b) Certified copies of Official Documents. On application of any 
person and payment of the costs thereof, the supervisor shall furnish, 
under his seal and signed by him or his deputy, a certified copy of any 
license, regulation, or order. In any court or proceeding such copy 
shall be prima facie evidence of the fact of the issuance of such li- 
cense, regulation or order. 


Section 12. (a) Advertising. No licensee or other person subject 
te this Act shall advertise, display, distribute, or broadcast or cause 
to permit to be advertised, displayed, distributed, or broadcast, in any 
manner whatsoever, any false, misleading, or deceptive statement or 
representation with regard to the rates, terms, or conditions for loans 
in the amount or of the value of three hundred dollars ($300) or less. 
The Supervisor may require that charges or rates of charge, if stated 
by a licensee, be stated fully and clearly in such manner as he may 
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deem necessary to prevent misunderstanding thereof by prospective 
borrowers. The supervisor may permit or require licensees to refer 
in their advertising to the fact that their business is under state super- 
vision, subject to conditions imposed by him to prevent an erroneous 
impression as to the scope or degree of protections provided by this 
Act. 


(b) Schedule of Charges. Each licensee shall prominently display 
in each licensed place of business a full and accurate schedule of the 
rates of charge upon all classes of loans currently to be made by him. 


Section 13. (a) Other Business in Same Office. No licensee 
shall conduct the business of making loans under this Act within any 
office, suite, room or place of business in which any other business is 
solicited or engaged in or in association or conjunction with any other 
business until three days’ written notice of an intention so to do has 
been given the supervisor. Upon receipt of written notification, the 
supervisor may investigate the facts and, if he finds that the character 
of the licensee and the nature of the other business warrant belief that 
such conduct of business would conceal violation or evasion of this Act 
or of regulations lawfully made hereunder, he shall enter an order di- 
recting the licensee to discontinue said other business. The order shall 
be entered in the manner specified in and subject to the provisions of 
Section 5 (c) of this Act. 


(b) Business Confined to Licensed Office. No licensee shall con- 
duct the business of making loans provided for by this Act under any 
name, or at any place of business within this state, other than that stated 
in the license. Nothing herein shall prevent the making of loans by mail 
nor prohibit accommodations to individual borrowers when necessitated 
by sickness or other emergency situations. 


(c) Liens on Real Estate. No licensee shall take a lien upon real 
estate as security for any loan made under this Act, except such lien 
as is created by law through the rendition or recording of a judgment. 


Section 14. (1) Maximum Rates of Interest and Charge. Every 
licensee hereunder may contract for and receive interest on any loan 
of money not exceeding three hundred dollars ($300) an amount at a 
rate not exceeding 3% a month on that part of the unpaid principal bal- 
ance not in excess of two hundred dollars ($200), two per cent a month 
on that part of the unpaid principal balance in excess of two hundred 
dollars ($200) but not exceeding three hundred dollars ($300). 


(2) Charges on Loans of Seventy-five Dollars ($75) or Less. On 
a cash advance of seventy-five dollars ($75) or less a licensee may 
charge, in lieu of charges specified in subsection (1) of this section, 
not in excess of one dollar ($1) for each five dollars ($5) of cash ad- 
vanced to the borrower, up to the amount of seventy-five dollars ($75); 
and a period of at least fifteen (15) days must be allowed for the re- 
payment of each five dollars ($5) of the cash advanced, such charges 
cannot be assessed by any subterfuge or device on any loan over sev- 
enty-five dollars ($75) or on any balance of seventy-five dollars ($75) 
or less when the original cash advanced was greater than seventy-five 
dollars ($75). 


(3) (a) Method of Computing Charges . Interest or charges on 
loans made under this Act shall not be paid, deducted, discounted or 
received in advance or compounded but the rate of charge authorized 
by this Section may be precomputed as provided in Paragraph B of 
this sub-section. For the purpose of this Section one month shall be 
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that period of time from any date in a month to a corresponding date 
in the next month and if there is not such corresponding date then to 
the next day of the next month and a day shall be considered 1/30 of 
a month when computation is made for a fraction of a month. 


(b) When the loan contract requires repayment in substantially 
equal and consecutive monthly installments of principal and charges 
or interest combined, the charges or interest may be precomputed at 
the agreed monthly or periodic rate not in excess of that provided for 
in sub-section 1 or 2 of this Section on scheduled unpaid principal bal- 
ances according to the terms of the contract and added to the principal 
of the loan. Every payment may be applied to the combined total of 
principal and precomputed charge until the contract is fully paid. The 
acceptance or payment of charges on loans made under the provisions 
of this sub-section shall not be deemed to constitute payment, deduc- 
tion or receipt thereof in advance nor compounding under Paragraph 1 
above. 


(4) (a) Refund. When any loan contract is paid in full by cash, 
a new loan, renewal or otherwise, one month or more before the 
final installment date, the licensee shall refund or credit the borrower 
with that portion of the total charges which shall be due the borrower 
as determined by schedules prepared under the rule of 78ths or sum 
of the digits principle as follows. The amount of the refund or credit 
shall he ac great a proportion af the total charges originally contracted 
for as the sum of the ‘periodic time balances of the contract scheduled 
to follow the date of pre-payment bears to the sum of all the periodic 
time balances of the contract, both sums to be determined according 
to the payment schedule originally contracted for. 


(B) If the loan contract is not prepaid in full but becomes partially 
prepaid in an amount equal to three or more installments, the licensee 
shall reduce the balance due by the amount that would be required 
to be refunded for prepayment in full on the date of such partial pre- 
payment and compute charges as payments are made thereafter in the 
manner prescribed in Paragraph 1 of sub-section 3 hereof or the li- 
censee may with the consent of the borrower reschedule the remaining 
installments and precompute charges as prescribed in Paragraph 2 of 
sub-section 3 hereof. 


(5) Default or Extension Charges. If the contract so provides, 
the additional charge for any installment past due fifteen (15) or more 
days, whether by reason of default or extension agreement, may be 
three per cent (3%) of the installment past due and said amount may 
be charged once and no more. It is the intent of this sub-section that 
if the payment date of all wholly unpaid installments is deferred or 
extended one or more full months and the contract so provides the li- 
censee may charge and collect a deferment or default charge only on 
pr ese aa which is delinquent at the date the contract is extended 
or deferred. 


(6) In addition to the general authority granted to him by Section 
11 (a) of this Act, the Supervisor shall have power and authority to 
make such rules and regulations as he may deem necessary or advisa- 
ble to insure that rebates, default charges and deferment charges are 
so computed, paid to, or collected from borrowers that the total charges 
collected by licensees under Paragraph B of subsection (3) hereof are 
substantially equivalent to charges authorized to be collected by li- 
censees under paragraph (1) or (2) of this subsection. 


(7) Recording Fees. The licensee may collect from the borrower 
the actual fees paid a public official, or agency of the State, for filing, 
recording or releasing any instrument securing the loan.

(8) No Further Charge, No Splitting Contracts, Certain Contracts 
Void. No further or other charges shall be directly or indirectly con- 
tracted for or received by any licensee, including insurance premiums 
of any kind, except those specifically authorized by this Act. No li- 
censee shall divide into separate parts any contract made for the pur- 
pose of or with the effect of obtaining charges in excess of those au- 
thorized by this Act. All balances due to a licensee from any person, 
as a borrower, or as an endorser, guarantor or surety for any borrower 
or otherwise, or due from any husband or wife, jointly or severally, 
shall be considered a part of any loan being made by a licensee to such 
person for the purpose of computing charges. If any amount in excess 
ot the charges permitted by this Act is charged, contracted for, or re- 
ceived, except as the result of an accidental and bona fide error of 
computation, the contract of loan shall be void and the licensee shall 
have no right to collect or receive any cash advance, charges or recom- 
pense whatsoever; and the licensee and the several members, officers, 
directors, agents and employees thereof who shall have participated in 
such violation, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500) and not less than one hundred dollars ($100) or by im- 
prisonment of not more than six months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court. Any borrower may recover 
the full amount of principal and charges paid by him on any contract 
made in violation of this section, together with a reasonable attorney 
fee, by action at law or in equity brought within twelve months from 
the date of the last payment of principal or charges on such contract. 


: (9) Installment Payment, Contract Period. No licensee shall enter 
into any contract of loan under this Act in which the borrower agrees 
to make any schedule repayment of the cash advance more than twenty- 
five (25) calendar months from the date of making such contract of 
loan. Every loan contract shall require payment of the cash advance 
and charges in installments which shall be payable at approximately 
equal periodic intervals except that payment dates may be omitted to 
accommodate borrowers with seasonal incomes. No installment con- 
tracted for shall be substantially larger than any preceding install- 
ment. 


(10) Interest as provided in this Act shall not accrue or be re- 
covered or charged on any loan made under this Act for any longer 
than six months after the due date of the final installment of principal 
or interest. After the expiration of said six months period interest may 
be charged at a rate not to exceed eight per cent per annum. 


(11) No licensee shall induce or permit any person, or any hus- 
band and wife jointly or severally, to become obligated directly or con- 
tingently, or both, under more than one contract of loan at the same 
time, for the purpose of obtaining a higher rate of charge than would 
otherwise be permitted by this section. And it shall be unlawful for 
any licensee to evade, or attempt to evade this section by inducing a 
customer to borrow from another loan company in which he has a 


pecuniary interest or with whom he has an arrangement for exchange 
of customers. 


Section 15. (a) Requirements for Making and Payment of Loans. 
Every licensee shall: 


1. At the time a loan is made deliver to the borrower or if there 
be two or more borrowers, to one of them a copy of the loan contract, 
or a written statement in the English language showing in clear and dis- 
tinct terms: 
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(i) The name and address of the lender and one of the primary ob- 
ligors on the loan; 


ii) The date of the loan contract; 

(iii) Schedule of installments or description thereof; 

(iv) The cash advance; 

(v) The face amount of the note evidencing the loan; 
(vi) The amount collected or paid for insurance, if any; 


(vii) The amount collected or paid for filing or other fees allowed 
by this Act; 


(viii) The collateral or security for the loan. 


2. Give to the person making any cash payment on account of 
any loan a receipt at the time such payment is made which receipt 
need only show the total amount of such cash payment. No receipt 
shall be required in the case of payments made by the borrower’s 
check or money order, and the use of a coupon book system shall be 
deemed in compliance with this section. 


3. Permit the payment to be made in advance in any amvuunt on 
any contract of loan at any time during a licensee’s regular business 
hours, 


4, Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark plainly every obli- 
gation and security signed by any obligor with the word “Paid” or 
“Cancelled,” and release any mortgage, restore any pledge, and cancel 
and return any note and any assignment given to the licensee. 


(b) Confessions of Judgment; Incomplete Instruments. No li- 
censee shall (1) take any confession of judgment or any power of at- 
torney running to himself or to any third person to confess judg- 
ment or to appear for the borrower in a judicial proceedings; nor (a) 
take any note, promise to pay that does not disclose the total amount 
to be repaid, a schedule of payments or a description thereof, and the 
agreed rate or aggregate amount of charge, nor any instrument in 
which blanks are left to be filled in after execution. 


5. Every loan contract shall provide for repayment of principal 
and charges at approximate equal periodic intervals of time of which 
shall be so arranged that no installment is substantially greater in 
amount than any preceding installment. 


6. Any contract of loan in the making or collection of which any 
provision of iis section shall have heen violated, either knowingly or 
without the exercise of due care to prevent the same snaii ve void and 
the licensee shall have no right to collect, receive or retain any principal, 


charges or recompense whatsoever. 


Section 16. Additional Security for Loans. 


(1) On loans in amounts of one hundred dollars ($100) or more, a 
licensee may accept as additional security for a loan, insurance written 
on the life of one of the principal obligors under the loan contract. Such 
insurance must be reasonably related to the hazard or risk of the loan 
and must not exceed the term of the loan or the approximate amount 
of the indebtedness at any time during the life thereof. 
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(2) The premium, or identifiable charge, collected by licensee or 
its officers, agents or employees on life insurance shall not exceed the 
lowest premium or identifiable charge for such insurance as filed with 
and approved by the insurance commissioner of the State of Alabama 
by a company licensed to do business in the State of Alabama and writ- 
ing such insurance; provided, however, that in no event shall the prem- 
ium or identifiable charge exceed 75c per annum for each $100 of life 
insurance. 


(3) Every insurance policy or certificate written in connection 
with the loan transaction shall provide for cancellation of the coverage 
and a refund of the unearned premium or identifiable charge upon the 
discharge of the loan obligation for which such insurance is security, 
without prejudice to any claim. Such refund shall be made under a 
formula filed by the insurer with the department of insurance except 
no refund of less than $1.00 need be made. 


(4) In accepting such insurance as security for the loan, the li- 
censee, or an employee, may deduct the premiums or identifiable charge 
for such insurance from the proceeds of the loan and transmit them 
to the insurance company. 


(5) Any gain or advantage in the form of commission or other- 
wise, to the licensee or to any employee, affiliate or associate of the 
licensee from such insurance or its sale shall not not be considered an 
additional or further charge in connection with the loan. 


(6) All such insurance shall be written by a company authorized 
to conduct business in this state and the licensee shall not require the 
purchase of such insurance from any agent or broker designated by 
the licensee, nor shall the licensee decline existing coverages which 
equal or exceed the standards of this section; provided further, that 
all other types of insurance are hereby specifically prohibited. 


Section 16%. Loans of More Than Three Hundred Dollars ($300). 
If a licensee makes a loan in excess of three hundred dollars ($300), 
tne charges authorized by this Act shall not apply to any part of the 
loan. The rates on the entire amount of the loan shall be governed by 
Section 60 or 61 of Title 9, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended. The 
foregoing prohibition shall also apply to any licensee who permits any 
person, as borrower, or as endorser, guarantor, or surety for any bor- 
rower, or otherwise or any husband and wife jointly or severally, to 
owe directly or contingently, or both, to the licensee at any time a 
sum of more than three hundred dollars ($300) for principal. The 
supervisor may suspend or revoke the license of any licensee who vio- 
lates this section, in the manner prescribed by Section 8 of this Act, 
and the penalties provided for in Section 23 (c) of this Act shall apply 
to any person, firm or corporation violating this section. 


Section 17. Loans Made Elsewhere. Any loans made outside this 
state in accordance with the law applicable to such loan in the state in 
which the loan was made may be collected in this state. 


Section 18. Review. In addition to any other remedy he may have, 
any licensee and any person considering himself aggrieved by any act or 
order of the supervisor hereunder may, within thirty days from the en- 
try of the order complained of, or within sixty days of the act complain- 
ed of if there is no order, petition the circuit court of Montgomery 
County to review such act or order; provided such petition shall be 
docketed, heard and tried in the same manner as other extraordinary 
writs issued by the court and a copy of the petition and order setting 
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the same for hearing shall be served on the supervisor, giving him 
such notice of the time and place of the hearing as may be directed 
by the court. 


Section 19. Suits on Debts. In any suit filed on any debt or evi- 
dence of any indebtedness governed hereby in any court, the judge 
thereof shall not render any judgment by default, nil dicit or other- 
wise until he had heard the testimony of the licensee or of a representa- 
tive of such licensee, and the judge must on his own motion intérro- 
gate such licensee or such other witness to determine whether there 
has been any violation of the provisions of this Act and whether any 
charges have been contracted for, made or received in excess of the 
amount allowed under this Act. If it be made to appear that the pro- 
visions of this Act have been violated or that charges in excess of 
those allowed have been contracted for, made or received, then the 
suit shall be dismissed at the cost of the plaintiff. In any such suit 
the plaintiff must allege that he is a licensee under this Act, and if such 
plaintiff is subject to this Act and fails to allege in his complaint 
that he is a licensee hereunder, or if it is shown to the court that he is 
subject to this Act and is not a licensee then the court ex mero motu 
shall dismiss the suit at the cost of the plaintiff. No garnishment shall 
issue in such suit or in connection therewith until after judgment has 
been rendered. 


Secton 20. Pre-Existing Contracts. ‘his Act or any part thereot 
may be modified, amended, or repealed so as to effect a cancellation or 
alteration of any license or right of a licensee hereunder, provided that 
such canceliaiion or aiieraiion siali nuvi impair or afieci the obligation 
of any pre-existing lawful contract between any licensee and any bor- 
rower. 


Section 21. Status of Pre-Existing Licensees. Any person having 
a license under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved June 23, 1945, (General 
Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as amended, in force when this Act 
hecomes effective, or had such a license in effect on September 30, 1959, 
shall be deemed to have a license under this Act for a period expiring 
six months after the effective date hereof, if not sooner revoked. Any 
such license so continued in effect under the provisions of this Act 
shall be subject to revocation during such six months’ period as pro- 
vided in Section 8 of this Act; except that such license may not be re- 
voked nor shall an application for a new license be denied upon the 
ground that the convenience and advantage of such community will 
not be promoted by the operation therein of such business. 


Section 22. Records (a) The supervisor shall cause to be kept on 
file in the bureau of loans, open to public inspection during business 
hours, an alphabetical listing of all licensees doing business in Ala- 
bama; and such list shall reveal the true ownership of the licensee 
companies. If the company is a corporation, the list shall indicate 
the name of the corporation, the address of the home office, and the 
names and addresses of its officers and dircctors. 


(b) Except as provided in subsection (a) of this section, all appli- 
cations, reports, and other papers and documents submitted by licensees 
to the supervisor or to the bureau shall be open to public inspection 
only upon approval of the supervisor; but the supervisor shall not deny 
any person access to such records when the disclosure thereof to such 
person is in the public interest. 


Section 23. (a) Repealer. The provisions of Act No. 159, H. 233, 
approved June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as 
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amended, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. And all other laws 
or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are also repealed. But 
such repeal shall not be considered an abolition of the bureau of loans, 
whose existence is hereby continued as a state agency, for the purpose 
of administering and enforcing this Act. 


(b) Status of Pre-Existing Obligations. Nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to impair or affect the obligation of any con- 
tract of loan between any licensee under Act No. 159, H. 233, approved 
June 23, 1945 (General Acts of Alabama, 1945, page 200), as amended, 
and any borrower which was entered into prior to the effective date of 
this Act. 


(c) Any person, firm, corporation or association who shall wil- 
fully violate any of the provisions of this Act for which a specific pen- 
alty is not herein specifically provided shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500), nor less than one hundred dollars 
($100), or by imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


Section 24. If a part of this Act is invalid, all valid parts that are 
severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of the Act 
is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in effect 
in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applica- 
tions. 


Section 25. Citation of Act. This Act shall be known and may be 
cited as the “Alabama Small Loan Act.” 


Section 26. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 60 
days after its passage and approval by the Governor, or 60 days after 
its otherwise becoming a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 


The House has originated and passed the following House Bills 
and ordered same sent forthwith to the Senate without engrossment: 


By Mr. Dodd: 

H. 1130. To amend Act No. 25 adopted at the 1959 First Special Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama entitled “An Act relating to Law- 
rence County, Alabama; levying a license tax on persons and others 
engaging in selling tangible personal property at retail and on persons 
and others conducting places of amusement in said county, the said 
tax to be measured by the gross receipts or gross proceeds of such 
businesses; levying an excise tax on the storage, use or other consump- 
tion in said county of tangible personal property purchased for use, 
storage or other consumption in said county; specifying sales and 
transactions that are exempt from the measurement of the said license 
tax; specifying property the use, storage or other consumption of which 
is exempt from the said excise tax; providing for payment of said 
taxes, making reports and maintaining records with respect thereto, 
the collection of the said taxes, and the enforcement of the provisions of 
this act; making applicable to the taxes herein levied, and adopting by 
reference, certain provisions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, as amended; providing that the Com- 
missioner of Revenue and the State Department of Revenue shall have 
all powers and duties respecting the taxes herein levied and the collec- 
tion thereof that they have under said Articles 10 and 11, as amended; 
providing for collection of said excise tax by sellers registered under 
Section 790 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended; 
providing that the said license tax shall be added to the sales price or 
admission fee and passed on to the purchaser or person paying the said 
admission fee; providing for a discount to persons subject to the said 
license tax and to such registered sellers; providing for a charge by 
the State Department of Revenue for collecting the taxes herein levied; 
and providing for the use of the revenues from said taxes”, so that the 
scope of the license tax levied in said Act No. 25 and the exemptions 
and other provisions applicable to said license tax shall parallel, al- 
though at the rates herein specified, the scope of the State Sales Tax 
levied by Act No. 100 adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, and the exemptions and other provisions ap- 
plicable to the said State Sales Tax; so that the scope of the excise tax 
levied in said Act No. 25 and the exemptions and other provisions ap- 
plicable to said excise tax shall parallel, although at the rates herein 
specified, the scope of the State Use Tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 
20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, as last amended prior to Septem- 
ber 1, 1959, and the exemptions and other provisions applicable to the 
said State Use Tax; so as to adopt by reference certain provisions of the 
said Act No. 100 and the said Article 11, as so amended; so as to make 
subject to the said license tax the sale of machines, and parts, attach- 
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ments and replacements therefor, used in mining, quarrying, com- 
pounding, processing and manufacturing tangible personal property; 
so as to make subject to the said excise tax the use, storage or consump- 
tion of such machines, parts, attachments, and replacements; and so as 
to increase the rate of said license tax and of said excise tax with res- 
pect to the sale, use, storage or consumption of automotive vehicles, 
trailers, and semi-trailers.

erty the use, storage or other consumption of which is exempt from the 
said excise tax; providing for payment of said taxes, making reports 
and maintaining records with respect thereto, the collection of the said 
taxes, and the enforcement of the provisions of this act; making appli- 
cable to the taxes herein levied, and adopting by reference, certain pro- 
visions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama, as amended; providing that the Commissioner of Revenue 
and the State Department of Revenue shall have all powers and duties 
respecting the taxcs herein levied and the collection thereof that they 
have under said Articles 10 and 11, as amended; providing for collec- 
tion of said excise tax by sellers registered under Section 790 of Title

tax levied in said Act No. 25 and the exemptions and other provisions 
applicable to said license tax shall parallel, although at the rates here- 
in specified, the scope of the State Sales Tax levied by Act No. 100 
adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, and the exemptions and other provisions applicable to the said 
State Sales Tax; so that the scope of the excise tax levied in said Act 
No. 25 and the exemptions and other provisions applicable to said excise 
tax shall parallel, although at the rates herein specified, the scope of 
the State Use Tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the 
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Code of Alabama, as last amended prior to September 1, 1959, and the 
exemptions and other provisions applicable to the said State Use Tax; 
so as to adopt by reference certain provisions of the said Act No. 100 
and the said Article 11, as so amended; so as to make subject to the 
said license tax the sale of machines, and parts, attachments and re- 
placements therefor, used in mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing tangible personal property; so as to make sub- 
ject to the said excise tax the use, storage or consumption of such ma- 
chines, parts, attachments, and replacements; and so as to increase 
the rate of said license tax and of said excise tax with respect to the 
sale, use, storage or consumption of automotive vehicles, trailers, and 
semi-trailers. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The title of Act No. 25 adopted at the 1959 First Special 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama and entitled “An Act relating to 
Lawrence County, Alabama; levying a license tax on persons and others 
engaging in selling tangible personal property at retail and on persons 
and others conducting places of amusement in said county the said tax 
to be measured by the gross receipts or gross proceeds of such busi- 
nesses; levying an excise tax on the storage, use or other consumption 
in said county of tangible personal property purchased for use, storage 
or other consumption in said county; specifying sales and transactions 
that are exempt from the measurement of the said license tax; specify- 
ing property the use, storage or other consumption of which is exempt 
from the said excise tax; providing for payment of said taxes, making 
reports and maintaining records with respect thereto, the collection of 
the said taxes, and the enforcement of the provisions of this act; mak- 
ing applicable to the taxes herein levied, and adopting by reference, 
certain provisions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the 
Code of Alabama, as amended; providing the Commissioner of Revenue 
and the State Department of Revenue shall have all powers and duties 
respecting the taxes herein levied and the collection thereof that they 
have under said Articles 10 and 11, as amended; providing for collection

“Section 1. Meaning of Terms Used in This Act. The following 
words, terms and phrases were used in this act shall have the following 
respective meanings, except where the context clearly indicates a dif- 
ferent meaning: “This State’ means the State of Alabama; ‘Lawrence 
County’ means Lawrence County in this State; ‘State Sales Tax statutes’ 
means Act No. 100 adopted at the 1959 Second Special Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama; ‘State Sales Tax’ means the tax imposed by the 
State Sales Tax statutes; ‘State Use Tax statutes’ means Article 11 of 
Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 as the said Article 
iishad-beon last-omondcaon scptombcr. 1; s0b0vand ag it oxisted. on said 
date; ‘State Use Tax’ means the tax imposed by the State Use Tax stat- 
utes; ‘registered seller’ means the person registered with the State De- 
partment of Revenue pursuant ta Section 790 of Title 51 of said Code, as 
heretofore amended; ‘month’ means a calendar month; ‘quarterly period’ 
means the period of three months ending on the last day of each March, 
June, September, or December; and ‘fiscal years’ means the period com- 
mencing on October 1 of each calendar year and ending on September 30 
of the next succeeding calendar year. In addition to the foregoing defi- 
nitions, all words, terms and phrases that are defined in the State Sales 
Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax statutes shall, where used in this 
act, have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in the State Sales 
Tax statutes or in the State Use Tax statutes as the case may be, except 
where the context herein clearly indicates a different meaning.” 


Section 3. Section 2 of the said Act No. 25 adopted at the 1959 
First Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama is hereby amended 
so that the said Section 2 shall read as follows: 


“Section 2. Levy of License Tax Measured by Gross Sales or Gross 
Receipts. There is hereby levied in Lawrence County, in addition to all 
other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shall be collected 
as herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on ac- 
count of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the 
case may De, as [ollows: 


“(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation (including The Board 
of Trustees of the University of Alabama, The Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, and all other institutions of higher learning in the State, 
whether such institutions be denominational, state, county or muni- 
cipal institutions, and any association or other agency or instrumentali- 
ty of any such institution) engaged or continuing, within Lawrence 
County, in the business of selling at retail any tangible personal prop- 
erty whatsoever, including merchandise and commodities of every kind 
and character (not including, however, bonds or other evidences of 
debts or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent (1%) of the gross 
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proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount is 
expressly provided herein; provided, however, that any person engaging 
or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall 
pay the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such busi- 
ness at the rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show sep- 
arately the gross proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books 
are not so kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross sales of 
the business; 


“(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged on continu- 
ing, within Lawrence County, in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bow- 
ling alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, 
including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibi- 
tions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted 
by or under the auspices of any educational institution within this State, 
or any athletic association thereof or other association whether such 
institution or association be a denominational, a state, a county, or a 
municipal institution or association or a state, county, or city school, or 
other institution, association or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement 
or entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where an ad- 
mission fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls 
of every kind and description within Lawrence County, an amount equal 
to one per cent (1%) of the gross receipts of any such business; 


“(c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing within Lawrence County in the business of selling at retail ma- 
chines used in the mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and 
manufacturing tangible personal property, and the parts of such ma- 
chines and attachments and replacements therefor which are made or 
manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines, and 
which are necessary to the operation of such machines and are custo- 
marily used in the operation thereof, an amount equal to one-half of 
one per cent (% of 1%) of the gross proceeds of the sale of such ma- 
chines, parts, attachments and replacements; and 


“(d) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing, within Lawrence County, in the business of selling at retail any 
automotive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal 
to one-half of one per cent (1% of 1%) of the gross proceeds of the sale 
of said automotive vehicle, or truck trailer and semi-trailer; provided, 
that where any used automotive vehicle, used truck trailer, or used 
semi-trailer is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit or part 
payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax herein levied 
shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or used 
vehicle sold less the credit for the used vehicle taken in trade; 
provided, that there are exempted from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed in this 
section the gross receipts of any business and the gross proceeds of all 
sales which are presently exempted under the State Sales Tax statutes 
from computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax.” 


Section 4. Section 3 of the said Act No. 25 adopted at the 1959 
First Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama is here amended 
so that the said Section 3 shall read as follows: 


“Section 3. Levy of Excise Tax on Use, Storage and Consumption 
of Tangible Personalty. An excise tax is hereby imposed on 
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“(a) The storage, use or other consumption in Lawrence County 
of tangible personal property purchased at retail, on or after the first 
day of , 19 (the date to be 
inserted here will be the first day of the month succeeding the month 
during which this bill becomes law), for storage, use or other con- 
sumption in Lawrence County, at the rate of one per cent (1%) of the 
sales price of such property, regardless of whether the retailer is or is 
not engaged in business in Lawrence County or in this State, except as 
provided in subsections (b) and (c) of this section; 


“(b) The storage, use or other consumption in Lawrence County 
of any machine used in the mining, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, including the 
parts of such machines and attachments and replacements therefor 
which are made or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such 
machines, purchased at retail on or after the first day of __.__._S— 

, 19. (the date to be inserted here will be the 
first day of the month succeeding the month during which this bill be- 
comes law), for storage, use or other consumption in Lawrence Coun- 
ty, at the rate of one-half of one per cent (%of 1%) of the sale price of 
such machine, parts, attachments, or replacements; and 


“(e) The storage, use or other consumption in Lawrence County of 
any automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer purchesed. at re- 
tail on or after the first day of —_--_————EEsssSSSCS<;<=S:; rf 
(the date to be inserted here will be the first day of the month succeed- 
ing the month during which this bill becomes law), for storage, use or 
other consumption in Lawrence Couiity, at the rate of one-half of one 
per cent (% of 1%) of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, or semi-trailer; provided, that where any used automotive vehicle 
or used truck trailer or used semi-trailer is taken in trade, or in a series 
of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or used 
vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used vehicle sold less the credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade; 


provided, however, that there are exempted from the provisions of this 
section and the tax imposed in this section the storage, use or other 
consumption of property the storage, use or other consumption of 
which are presently exempted under the State Use Tax statutes from 
the State Use Tax. Subject to the cxemptions provided for in the pre- 
ceding sentence, every person storing, using or otherwise consuming 
in Lawrence County tangible personal property purchased at retail 
shall be liable for the tax imposed by this section, and the liability shall 
not be extinguished until the said tax has been paid by such person as 
herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt from a registered 
seller given, pursuant to Section 5 of this act, to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored or consumed in Lawrence County shall be 
suiliciennt to relieve the nurchaser from further liability for a tax to 
which such receipt may refer.” 


Section 5. Severability Clause. In the event any section, sentence, 
clause or portion of this act should be declared invalid by any court of 
competent jjurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of 
any of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions of this 
act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 6. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become effective

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 3 of Act No. 243, House Bill 685, approved 
August 13, 1957, (Acts of Alabama, 1957, Page 308), is amended by add- 
ing the following sentence at the end of the said Section 3, “Cigars 
packaged in quantities of two or more and not less or not more than 
ten shall have stamps in denominations to the amount of the tax 
affixed to the box, package or container in which they are packaged.” 


Section 2. Section 6 is amended as follows: 


“Section 6 (A). After the tax herein authorized has been levied 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act, no person, firm or cor- 
poration shall sell, store, or disirivute tcbacea nr tobacco products, 
which are subject to such tax, without complying with the provisions 
of this Act and the rules and regulations promulgated and adopted 
by the county governing body pursuant thereto, and paying any and 
all tax which such person, firm or corporation may be iiabie under 
this Act. Every person, firm, or corporation selling, storing, or dis- 
tributing in Colbert County any tobacco or tobacco products shall 
keep such books, documents, papers, and other such records as will 
enable the county governing body, or an authorized employee thereof, 
to determine the amount of the tax due the county under this Act 
and such records shall at all reasonable times be open to inspection 
by the county governing body, or any officer or employee thereof 
charged with the duty of collecting and enforcing the tax, and such 
person, firm or corporation shall make available to the county gov- 
erning body or any authorized officer, agent or employee thereof all 
stocks of tobacco products as defined in this act which may be in 
possession of the person, firm or corporation, at all reasonable times 
in order to enable the said county governing body or any authorized 
officer, agent, or employee thereof charged with the duty of collecting 
and in forcing the tax, to inspect the said goods to determine if the 
proper stamps as provided by this Act are affixed to the said tobacco or 
tobacco products as provided by this Act. 


(B). Any tobacco or tobacco products taxable under the provisions 
of inis act, found at any point within Colbert County, Alabama, 
which said tobacco or tobacco producis iaxablc under the provisions 
of this act, not having affixed to the package or product, as above 
defined, the stamps as above provided are hereby declared to be con- 
traband goods and the same may be seized by the officer or employee 
of the County governing body charged with the duty of collecting 
and enforcing the tax, without a warrant and the said goods shall 
be delivered to the county governing body of Colbert County, Ala- 
bama for sale at public auction to the highest bidder after due adver- 
tisement, but the county governing body before delivering any of 
said goods so seized, shall require the purchaser to affix the proper 
amount of stamps to the individual package or product as above de- 
fined. The proceeds of sale for any goods sold hereunder shall be 
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turned over to the County Treasury, and shall be appropriated for 
the purposes as set out in Section 7 of this act; Provided, that the 
cost of confiscation and sale shall be paid out of the proceeds derived 
from such sale before making remittance to the treasurer. 


(C). In all cases of seizure of any tobacco or tobacco products, 
or other property hereafter made as being subject to forfeiture under 
provisions of this subdivision which in the opinion of the officer, or 
person making the seizure, are of the appraised value of fifty dollars, 
or more, the said officer or person shall proceed as follows; First, he 
shall cause a list containing a particular description of the goods, 
wares, merchandise, or other property seized to be effected. Second, 
if the said goods prepared in duplicate and an appraisers to be selected 
by him, who shall be respectable and disinterested citizens of the 
State of Alabama, residing within the Colbert County. Said list ana 
appraisement shall be properly attested by said officer, or person, 
and the said appraisers, for which service each of said appraisers 
shall be allowed the sum of one dollar per day, not exceeding two days, 
to be paid by the County governing body out of any revenue received 
by it from the sale of the confiscated goods or the compromise which 
may be effected. Second, if the said goods are believed by the officer 
making the seizure to be of value of less than fifty dollars, no appraise- 
ment shall be made. The said officer, or person, shall proceed to 
post a notice for three weeks, in writing at three places in the county 
where the seizure was made, describing the articles and stating the 
time and place and cause of their seizure and requiring any person 
claiming them to appear and make such claim in writing within thirty 
days from the date of the first posting of such notice. Third, any 
person claiming the said tobacco or tobacco products, or other prop- 
erty so seized as contraband within the time specified in the notice, 
may file with the county governing body a claim in writing, stating 
his interest in the articles seized, and may execute a bond to the 
county governing body in a penal sum equal to double the value of 
said goods so seized, but in no case shall said bond be less than the 
sum of two hundred dollars, with sureties to be approved by the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue of Colbert County, conditioned 
that in the case of condemnation of the articles as seized, the obligors 
shall pay to the county governing body the full value of the goods so 
seized and all costs and expenses of the proceedings to obtain such 
condemnation, including a reasonable attorney’s fee. And upon the 
delivery of such bond to the county governing body, it shall trans- 
mit the same with the duplicate list or description of the goods seized 
to the solicitor of the Colbert Circuit Court, and the said solicitor shall] 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court in equity to secure the forfeiture ot 
said tobacco or tobacco products or other property. Upon the filing 
of the bond aforesaid and said goods shall be delivered to the claim- 
ant pending the outcome of said case; provided, however, said goods 
must have the proper stamps affixed to each such article of tobacco 
or tobacco product before turning same over to claimant, the stamps 
so affixed to be paid for by claimant when goods properly stamped 
are delivered by the County Governing Body. Fourth. If no claim is 
interposed and no bond given within the time above specified, such 
tobacco or tobacco products or other property shall be forfeited with- 
out further proceedings and the same shall be sold as herein provided. 
And the proceeds of sale when received by the county governing body 
shall be turned in to the treasury as other revenues are required by 
law to be turned in: Provided, that in seizure in quantities of less 
value than fifty dollars the same may be advertised with other quantities 
in Colbert County, Alabama, by the county governing body and dis- 
posed of as hereinabove provided. The proceedings against tobacco 
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or tobacco products, other property, pursuant to the provisions of 
this subdivision, shall be considered as proceedings in rem _ unless 
otherwise herein provided. Provided, however, should the county 
governing body have to resort to the courts for collection of the tax 
due and assessed, no advertisement shall be made and the confiscated 
tobaccos may be held as evidence pending the results of court action. 


(D). The county governing body may in its discretion return any 
tobacco or tobacco products or other property conficated under this 
subdivision or any part thereof, when it is shown that there was not 
intention to violate the provisions of this subdivision. Provided, when 
any tobacco or tobacco products or other property, are confiscated un- 
der the provisions of this subdivision, the county governing body may, 
in its discretion, return such goods to the parties from whom they are 
confiscated if and when such parties shall pay to the county governing 
body, or its duly authorized representative, an amount equal to the tax 
due under this subdivision on the goods confiscated, and in such cases no 
advertisement shall be made or notices in connection with said confisca- 
tion.

bridges in his district. The commissioners shall, at least once a year, 
inspect roads and bridges in each of the districts of the county. 


Section 2. The probate judge shall assist members of the Court 
of County Commissioners in the performance of the duties hereby im- 
posed to such extent as may be necessary, but the compensation of the 
probate judge shall remain as now fixed by law. 


Section 3. Each member of the Court of County Commissioners 
shall receive a salary of three hundred and fifty dollars ($350) per 
month, which shall be in lieu of all fees and allowances except mileage, 
as now allowed by law to commissioners. The additional compensation 
which the commissioners receive as a result of the provisions of this 
Act, over and above the compensation now provided by law, is hereby 
declared to be performance of the extra, new and additional duties 
hereby imposed upon them.

A BILL

Relating to municipalities having a population of not less than 40,- 
000 nor more than 50,000, according to the last or any subsequent fed- 
eral decennial census; providing optional forms of government which 
may be adopted by such municipalities; and providing the method by 
which any such municipality may adopt such an optional form of mu- 
nicipal government. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislation of Alabama: 
Chapter 1 


Section 1. This act shall apply only to municipalities having a 
population of not less than 40,000 nor more than 50,000, according to the 
last or any subsequent federal decennial census. Any such city may 
retain the form of government under which it is presently operating or 
may adopt, upon proceeding in the manner provided in this act, one of 
the optional plans or forms of government provided herein. 


Section 2. The legally qualified voters of any municipality to which 
this act is applicable may adopt any of the optional plans of this act up- 
on petition and referendum, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. Upon petition signed by ten per cent or more of the 
qualified voters of a municipality within the scope of this act, such 
petition to be addressed to the judge of probate of the county in which 
the municipality is situated, an election shall be held on the question 
of the adoption of such optional plan under this act as the petition 
may designate. 


Section 4. The judge of probate shall examine the petition, and if 
he determines that the petition is signed by at least ten per cent of 
the qualified voters ot the municipality, he shall certify such fact to 
the governing body of the municipality; and such governing body, im- 
mediately upon receipt of such certification, shall call such election to 
be held togeiner with, and as part of, the next general or municipal 
election if one is to be held not less than seventy-five nor more than 
one hundred twenty days after the filing of the petition, and if a gener- 
al or municipal election is not to be held within that time, a special 
election within such time. The question of adoption of an optional plan 
of government shall be submitted to the voters in the same manner as 
other public questions to be voted upon by the voters of a single mu- 
nicipality. 


Section 5. No petition for submission of the question of adopting 
an optional plan of government pursuant to this act may be filed within 
two years after any other such petition has been duly filed, nor within 
five years after an optional plan of government hereunder shall have 
been adopted for the municipality. 


Section 6. Whenever the legally qualified voters of any municipali- 
ty to which this act applies, by a majority of those voting on the ques- 
tion, vote in favor of adopting a change in their form of government 
pursuant to this act, the officers herein provided for such form of 
government shall be elected and the plan of government shall become 
effective as hereinafter provided. 


Chapter 2 


Section 7. The form of government provided in this chapter of 
this act shall be known as the “mayor-council plan” and shall apply to 
any municipality the voters of which have adopted it pursuant to this 
act. 


Section 8. Each municipality hereunder shall be governed by an 
elected council, an elected mayor, and such other officers and employees 
as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or ordinance. 


Section 9. The council shall consist of five members, who shall be 
clected at large by the voters of the municipality; and, except as other- 
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wise herein provided for the first council, the members of the council 
shall be elected at a regular municipal election to be held every four 
years in the month of September. Each councilman shall have been a 
citizen and resident of the municipality at least two years preceding his 
election. 


Section 10. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday of October 
next following their election, except as otherwise provided for those 
first elected. Five councilmen shall be elected at the first election fol- 
lowing the adoption by the municipality of this plan, as provided in 
chapter 4 of this act. All councilmen elected at such first election shall 
serve from twelve o’clock noon on the first day the plan takes effect 
until twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October of the 
year in which regular municipal elections are held, and their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. Vacancies shall be filled for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term at the next general election to be held not 
less than sixty days after the occurrence of the vacancy. Council may 
fill the vacancy temporarily by appointment to serve until the qualifi- 
cation of a person so elected. Councilmen shall be entitled to a com- 
pensation of twelve hundred dollars per annum each, payable in install- 
ments as the salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 11. All legislative powers and other powers granted to 
cities and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers 
conferred on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as may other- 
wise be provided by this act or by other general laws. 


_ Section 12. The council, in addition to such other powers and du- 
ties as may be conferred upon it by this act or otherwise by law, may: 


(a) Consider and approve or decline to approve nominations for 
appointments to be made by the mayor; 


(b) Require any municipal officer, in its discretion, to prepare 
and submit sworn statements regarding his official duties and the per- 
formance thereof, and otherwise to investigate the conduct of any de- 
partment, office, or agency of the municipal government; 


(c) Remove any municipal officer, other than the mayor or a 
member of council, for cause, upon notice and opportunity to be heard. 


Section 13. The council shall appoint a municipal clerk, who shall 
serve as clerk of the council, keep its minutes and records of its pro- 
ceedings, maintain and compile its ordinances and resolutions, and per- 
form such other functions as may be required by law for municipal 
clerks generally. The municipal clerk shall, prior to his appointment, 
have He qualified by training or experience to perform the duties of 
the office. 


Section 14. The executive power of the municipality shall be exer- 
cised by the mayor. The mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of the municipality at the regular municipal election to be held every 
four years in the month of September, and shall serve for a term of 
four years beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in Oc- 
tober following his election. Vacancies in the office of mayor shall be 
filled in the same manner as vacancies in council. However, the mayor 
elected at the first election following the adoption of this plan shall 
serve from twelve o’clock noon on the first day the plan takes effect un- 
til twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October of the year in 
which regular municipal elections are held and his successor is elected 
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and qualified. The mayor shall be entitled to compensations at the 
rate of ten thousand dollars per annum, payable in installments as the 
salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 15. The mayor shall enforce the ordinances of the mu- 
nicipality and all laws applicable thereto. He shall annually address 
the council on the condition and requirements of the municipal gov- 
ernment and shall from time to time make such recommendation for 
action by the council as he may deem in the public interest. He shall 
supervise all of the departments of the municipal government and shall 
require each department to make an annual and such other reports of 
its work as he may deem desirable. 


Section 16. (a) The mayor shall nominate and appoint, with the 
advice and consent of the council, the judge of the municipal court, or 
recorder, and the department heads of the municipality other than the 
eee clerk, and may remove at his pleasure the officers appointed 

y him. 


(b) Ordinances adopted by the council shall be submitted to the 
mayor, and he shall within ten days after receiving any ordinance, 
either approve the ordinance by affixing his signature thereto or return 
it to the council, by delivering it to the municipal clerk, together with 
a statement setting forth his objections thereto or to any item or part 
thereof. No ordinance or any item or part thereof shall take effect 
without the mayor's approval, unless the mayor falls to return au 
ordinance to council within ten days after it has been presented to 
him, or unless council upon reconsideration thereof on or after the 
next regular council meeting following its reiurn by the mayor shall 
by a vote of four members resolve to override the mayor’s veto. 


(c) The mayor may attend all meetings of the council and preside 
as chairman and may take part in the sessions of council but shall have 
mo vole except in the case of tie, in which case he may cast the deciding 
vote. 


_ Section 17. The mayor shall designate the director of administra- 
tion (or other municipal administrative official subject to the approval 
of the council) to act as mayor whenever the mayor shall be prevented 
by absence from the municipality, disability, or other cause from at- 
tending the duties of his office. During such time the person so desig- 
nated by the mayor shall possess all the rights, powers, and duties of 
the mayor except to hire or dismiss departmental heads or other key 
officials. Whenever the mayor shall have been unable to attend the 
duties of his office for a period of sixty consecutive days for any of 
the above stated reasons, an acting mayor shall be appointed by the 
council, and he shall succeed to all the rights, powers, and duties of the 
then acting mayor. 


Section 12. The municinality shall have a department of admini- 
stration and such other departments not exceeding nine in number as 
council may establish by ordinance. All of the functions, powers, and 
duties of the municipality shall be allocated and assigned among and 
within such departments. Each department shall be headed by a di- 
rector or other officer appointed by the mayor with the advice and con- 
sent of the council. The department heads shall serve at the pleasure of 
the mayor. 


Section 19. The department of administration shall be headed by 
a director who shall be known and designated as the director of ad- 
ministration. The director of administration shall be appointed as other 
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department heads are appointed, and shall be chosen solely on the 
basis of his executive and administrative qualifications with special ref- 
erence to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, accepted prac- 
tice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter set forth. He 
shall have, exercise, and discharge the functions, powers, and duties of 
the department. The department under the direction and supervision of 
the mayor shall: 


(a) Assist in the preparation of the budget; 


(b) Administer a centralized purchasing system; provided, all 
contracts of whatever nature for the purchase of materials, equipment, 
supplies, or other personal property involving more than 100 dollars or 
less than 2,000 dollars made by or on behalf of the municipality, shall 
be let by free and open bidding, on written sealed bids, to the lowest 
responsible bidder. Provided further that all purchases of 2,000 dollars 
or more shall be advertised for by publication three successive weeks 
before the date set for the letting, in a newspaper published in the 
city, and in any other manner and for such lengths of time as the coun- 
cil may determine. All bids shall be sealed when received, shall be 
opened in public at the hour stated in the notice, and all original bids 
together with all documents relating to the award of the contract shall 
be retained and made a part of a permanent record or file and shall be 
open to public inspection; 


(c) Be responsible for the development and administration of a 
sound personnel system; provided, all appointments and removals of 
officers and employees of the municipality shall be made in accordance 
with the provisions of the existing merit or civil service system law, if 
any, in effect in the municipality; 


(d) Perform such other duties as council may prescribe. 


Section 20. Council shall provide by ordinance for a municipal 
engineer who shall be qualified at least as a licensed professional en- 
gineer prior to his appointment, and shall serve either full or part 
time, or on a consulting basis. The municipal engineer shall supervise 
all work by or for the municipality of a technical or engineering nature. 
He shall as directed by council compile and compute any cost of all 
work and services of an engineering or technical nature paid for by 
the municipality whether charged to force account or by contract, and 
shall report thereon to council annually and at such other times as the 
mayor or council may require. 


Section 21. The municipal budget shall be prepared by the mayor 
with the assistance of the director of administration. During the month 
of August, the mayor shall require all department heads to submit re- 
quests for appropriations for the ensuing budget year, and to appear 
before the mayor or director of administration at public hearings, 
which shall be held in that month, on the various requests. 


Section 22. On or before the fifteenth day of September the mayor 
shall submit to council his recommended budget together with such ex- 
planatory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. The budget 
shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the council, and shall in 
addition have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the various items 
of expenditure and revenue. Council may increase or reduce any item 
or items in the mayor’s budget by a vote of a majority of the council. 
The budget shall become effective on the ensuing first day of October. 


_Section 23. The council shall where practicable provide for the 
maintenance of a system of quarterly allotments for the operation of 
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the budget. It shall be the duty of the officer or department administer- 
ing any function of the municipality to report to the director of ad- 
ministration such financial statistics as the mayor or director of ad- 
ministration may require in the formulation of the budget. 


Section 24. The council shall provide by ordinance for the exer- 
cise of a control function, in the management of the finances of the mu- 
nicipality, by some officer other than the director of administration. 
The control function shall include provision for an encumbrance system 
of budget operation, for expenditures only upon written requisition, 
for the pre-audit of all claims and demands against the municipality 
prior to payment, and for the control of all payments out of any public 
funds by individual warrants for each payment to the official having 
custody thereof. 


Chapter 3 


Section 25. The form of government provided in this chapter of 
this act shall, be known as the “council-manager plan” and shall apply 
to any municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pur- 
suant to this act. 


Section 26. Each municipality under this chapter shall be govern- 
ed by an elected council, an _ appointed municipal | manager, and such 


Section 27. The municipal council shall consist of five members. 
Each councilman shall have been a citizen and resident of the munici- 
pality at least two years immediately preceeding his election. 


Section 28. Except as otherwise herein provided for the first coun- 
cilmen, members of the municipal council shall be elected at large by 
the voters of the municipality at a regular municipal election to be held 
every four years in the month of September. 


Section 29. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning on the first Monday in October next following their 
election, except as otherwise provided for those first elected. Five coun- 
cilmen shall be elected at the first election following the adoption by 
the municipality of this plan, as provided in chapter 4 of this act. All 
councilmen elected at such first election shall serve from twelve o’clock 
noon on the first day the plan takes effect until twelve o’clock noon on 
the first Monday in October of the year in which regular municipal 
elections are held, and their successors are elected and qualified. Va- 
cancies shall be filled by election for the remainder of the unexpired 
term at the next general election occurring not less than sixty days 
after the occurrence of the vacancy. Council may fill the vacancy tem- 


porarily by appointment to serve until the qualification of a person so 
elected. Councilmen shall he entitled te a camnensatinn of 1,200 dol-

lars per annum each, payable in installments as the salaries of other 
municipal officers are paid. 


Section 30. On the first Monday in October following their election, 
and, in the case of the first councilmen elected, on the day this plan 
takes effect, the members elected to the municipal council shall as- 
semble at the usual place of meeting of the governing body of the mu- 
nicipality and organize and elect one of their number as mayor. The 
mayor shall be chosen by ballot by a majority vote of all members of 
the municipal council. If the members shall be unable, within five 
ballots to be taken within two days of said organization meeting to 
elect a mayor, then the member who in the election for members of the 
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municipal council received the greatest number of votes shall be the 
mayor. Should such person decline to accept the office, then the person 
receiving the next highest vote shall be mayor and so on. The compen- 
sation of the mayor under this plan shall be $2,400.00 dollars. 


Section 31. The mayor shall preside at all meetings of the mu- 
nicipal council and shall have a voice and vote in its proceedings. All 
bonds, notes, contracts, and written obligations of the municipality shall 
be executed on its bchalf by the mayor, or in the event of his inability 
to act, by such councilman as the municipal council shall designate to 
act as mayor during his absence or disability. 


Section 32. All legislative powers and other powers granted to 
cities and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers 
conferred on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as otherwise 
provided herein. 


Section 33. The municipal council shall appoint a municipal man- 
ager, a municipal clerk, and a municipal attorney. Any of such offices 
may be held by the same person. The council may provide for the ap- 
pointment of other necessary officers and employees, and may create 
commissions and other bodies with advisory powers. All appointments 
and removals of personnel, except the municipal manager, shall be 
made in accordance with the provisions of such merit or civil service 
system law as may be applicable to such municipality. 


Section 34. The municipal council shall continue or create, and 
determine and define the powers and duties of, such executive and ad- 
ministrative departments, boards, and officers in addition to those pro- 
vided for herein, as it may deem necessary for the proper and efficient 
conduct of the affairs of the municipality. Any department, board, or 
otee so created may at any time be abolished by the municipal coun- 
cil. 


Section 35. It is the intention of this chapter of this act that the 
municipal council shall act in all matters as a body, and it is contrary 
to the intent of this chapter for any of its members to seek individually 
to influence the acts of the municipal manager, or any other officer, or 
to direct or request the appointment of any person to, or his removal 
from office; or to interfere in any way with the performance by such 
officers of their duties. The council and its members shall deal with the 
administrative service solely through the manager and shall not give 
orders to any subordinate of the manager, either publicly or privately. 
Nothing herein contained shall prevent the municipal council from ap- 
pointing committees or commissioners of its own members or of citi- 
zens to conduct investigations into the conduct of any officer or depart- 
ment, or any matter relating to the welfare of the municipality, and 
delegating to such committees or commissions such powers of inquiry 
as the municipal council may deem necessary. Any councilman violat- 
ing the provisions of this section shall be disqualified to serve there- 
after, and may be removed from his office by an appropriate pdoceed- 
ing brought in a court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 36. The municipal council shall as soon as possible after its 
organization appoint by a vote of a majority of all its members, a mu- 
nicipal manager at such salary and under such conditions as the muni- 
cipal council by a majority vote may decide. 


Section 37. The manager may designate a qualified administrative 
officer of the municipality to perform his duties during his temporary 
absence or disability. In the event of his failure to make such designa- 
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tion, the council may by resolution appoint an officer of the munici- 
pality to perform the duties of the manager during such absence or 
disability until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 


Section 38. The municipal manager shall be chosen by the council 
solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications, 
with special reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, 
accepted practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter 
set forth. At the time of his appointment, he need not be a resident 
of the municipality or state, but during his tenure of office he must 
reside inside the municipality. 


Section 39. The municipal manager shall hold office for an in- 
definite term and may be removed by a majority vote of the council. 
At least thirty days before such removal shall become effective, the 
council shall by a majority vote of its members adopt a preliminary 
resolution stating the reasons for his removal. The manager may reply 
in writing and may request a public hearing, which shall be held not 
earlier than twenty days nor later than thirty days after the filing of 
such request. After such public hearing, if one is requested, and after 
full consideration, the council by a majority vote of its members may 
adopt a final resolution of removal. By a preliminary resolution the 
council may suspend the manager from duty, and shall in any case 
cause to be paid him forthwith any unpaid balance of his salary and 
luis Salary for the next three calendar months following adoption of the 
preliminary resolution. 


Section 40. The municipal manager shall: 


_ (a) Be the chief executive and administrative officiai of tiie mu- 
nicipality: 


(b) Execute all laws and ordinances applicable within the munici- 
pality; 


(c) Appoint and remove all heads of administrative departments 
and all other officers, subordinates and assistants, for whose selection 
or removal no other method is provided in this chapter, supervise and 
control his appointees, and report all appointments or removals at the 
next meeting thereafter of the municipal council, provided that all such 
appointments and removals are made in accordance with any merit or 
civil service system law which may be applicable to the municipality; 


(d) Negotiate contracts of the municipality subject to the approv- 
al of the municipal council, make recommendations concerning the 
nature and location of municipal improvements, and execute municipal 
improvements as determined by the municipal council; provided, all 
contracts of whatever nature for the purchase of materials, equipment, 
supplies, or other personal property involving more than 100 dollars or 
less than 2,000 dollars, made by or on behalf of the municipality, shall 
ve ict by free and onen competitive bidding, on written sealed bids, to 
the lowest responsible bidder. Provided furiine: that all purchases of 
2,000 dollars or more shall be advertised for by publication three suc- 
cessive weeks before the date set for the letting, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the city, and in any other manner and for such lengths of time 
as the council may determine. All bids shall be sealed when received, 
shall be opened in public at the hour stated in the notice, and all origi- 
nal bids together with all documents relating to the award of the con- 
tract shall be retained and made a part of a permanent record or file 
and shall be open to public inspection; 


(e) See that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the 
municipality or its inhabitants in any statute, public utility franchise, 
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or other contract are faithfully kept and performed, and upon knowl- 
edge of any violation call the same to the attention of the municipal 
council; 


(f) Attend all meetings of the municipal council with the right 
to take part in the discussions, but without the right to vote; 


(g) Recommend to the municipal council for adoption such meas- 
ures as he may deem necessary or expedient, and make reports to the 
council as requested by it, and at least once a year make an annual 
report of his work for the benefit of the council and the public; 


(h) Investigate at any time the affairs of any officer or depart- 
ment of the municipality; 


(i) Perform such other duties as may be required of the municipal 
manager by ordinance or resolution of the municipal council. 


The municipal manager shall in all matters act under the direction 
and supervision of the municipal council. 


Section 41. A municipal budget shall be prepared by the municipal 
manager. During the month of August in each year the municipal 
manager shall require the department heads to submit requests for 
appropriations for the ensuing budget year and to appear before him 
at public hearings, which shall be held during that month, on the vari- 
ous requests. 


Section 42. On or before the fifteenth day of September the muni- 
cipal manager shall submit to council his recommended budget to- 
gether with such explanatory comment or statement as he may deem 
desirable. The budget shall be in such form as may be required by 
the council, and shall in addition have appended thereto a detailed 
analysis of the various items of expenditure and revenue. The council 
shall, where practicable, provide by ordinance for the operation of a 
system of quarterly allotments for the operation of the budget, and for 
the development and reporting of appropriate unit costs of budgeted 
expenditures. The budget shall become effective on the first day of 
October. 


Section 43. In any act or ordinance a provision conferring the ap- 
pointing power or other power upon the mayor or other executive 
officer of the municipality shall be construed as meaning the municipal 
manager in a muncipality governed under this chapter of this act, and 
the appointments or the power exercised by the municipal manager in 
accordance with such provisions shall be classified and given the same 
force and effect as if executed by the official named therein. 


Section 44. A municipal engineer shall supervise all work by or 
for the municipality of a technical or engineering nature. He shall 
as directed by council, compile and compute the unit cost of all 
work and services of an engineering or technical nature paid for by 
the municipality, whether charged to force account or by contract, 
and shall report thereon annually and at such other times as the 
mayor or council may require. 


Chapter 4 


Section 45. A schedule of the installation of an optional plan 
adopted pursuant to this act shall, as provided herein, take the follow- 
ing course: 
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(a) An election to submit the question of adoption of an optional 
plan may be held at any time in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 1 of this act; 


(b) In the event of a favorable vote of the electors at the election, 
the judge of probate of the county in which the municipality is situated 
shall order an election to be held on the eighth Tuesday following 
such election for the election of the first officers under the adopted 
plan; 


(c) An optional plan shall take effect in accordance with the 
turther provisions of this act, at twelve o’clock noon on the date of 
expiration of the terms of office of incumbent councilmen or com- 
missioners, or if the incumbents are holding staggered terms, on the 
expiration of the term which occurs first. 


(d) The expense of all elections held hereunder shall be paid 
by the municipality conducting such elections. 


Section 46. Upon the effective date of an optional form of govern- 
ment adopted pursuant to this act, the provisions of this act pertain- 
ing thereto shall become applicable to such municipality, and the 
existing form of government for such municipality shall be abolished. 
All ordinances and resolutions of the municipality to the extent that 
they are uui inconsistent with the provisions of this act shall remain 
in full force and effect until modified or repealed as provided by law. 
All officers and employees of any municipality adopting an optional 
plan pursuant to this act, except those whose terms of office are abol- 
ished by the adoption of such optional plan, shall continue in office 
until otherwise provided by the municipal council. 


Section 47. All actions and proceedings of a legislative, execu- 
tive, or judicial character which are pending upon the effective date 
of an optional plan adopted pursuant to this act may continue, and 
the appropriate officer or employee under such optional plan shall 
be substituted for the officer or employee theretofore exercising or 
discharging the function, power, or duty involved in such action or 
proceeding. 


Section 48. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 49. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 50. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACI 


To amend Sections 278-283 of Title 55, Code of Alabama 1940, in re- 
lation to the public library service. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 278, 279, 280, 281, 282, and 283 of Title 55, Code 
of Alabama 1940, are amended to read as follows: 


_. ‘Section 278. In order to aid in the development of higher ideals of 
citizenship and the enlargement of opportunity for culture and recrea- 
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tion, and in order to afford an additional means for the further upbuild- 
ing ‘of the educational facilities of the state, there shall be a public li- 
brary service, which shall be known as the Alabama Public Library 
Service, and shall have as its chief objective the development of a coop- 
erative system of providing books and library service for the various 
cities and counties of the state. 


“Section 279. The executive board of the Alabama public library 
service shall consist of five members appointed by the governor. Such 
members shall be qualified electors of the state and shall have resided 
in the state for five years next preceding their appointment. Appoint- 
ments shall be for five years, and all vacancies, including expired and 
unexpired terms, shall be filled by the governor by appointment. The 
incumbent members of the executive board of the public library service 
division heretofore appointed shall continue in office and constitute the 
executive board of the Alabama public library service until the expira- 
tion of their respective terms of office. Members of the executive board 
shall be allowed ten dollars per day, plus transportation expenses at 
eight cents a mile traveled, while on official business, provided this 
time shall not exceed twenty days per year for any member of the 
board. In addition, however, members of the board may attend state 
and national conventions of librarians and shall be reimbursed actual 
expenses incurred in doing so. It shall be the duty and power of the 
executive board to conduct the affairs of the public library service, to ad- 
minister the funds received from the treasury that are allocated to the 
public library service, and shall be responsible for the program and for 
such other activities as would naturally be administered by such an 
executive board. 


“Section 280. The Alabama public library service shall give advice 
to all free public, regional, city and county libraries and to all communi- 
ties in the state which may propose to establish public libraries, in the 
manner hereinafter provided, as to the best means of establishing and 
administering such public library service; selecting and cataloging 
books and other details of library management; and may send any of 
its staff to aid in organizing such libraries, or to assist in the improve- 
ment of those already established; may advise as to the proper qualifi- 
cations of librarians of free public, regional, city and county libraries, 
and shall perform such other services consistent with and in furtherance 
of the purpose of this article as shall from time to time appear feasible. 
Moreover, the service shall advise as to arrangements as provided in 
section 288 of this title, by which local governmental agencies may com- 
bine in the establishment of joint units of library service. The service 
may receive and shall administer all funds, books or other property, 
from whatever source, under such conditions as may be deemed neces- 
sary in order to carry out the purpose of this article; and by the use of 
such means and methods as circumstances warrant, the service may 
acquire and operate traveling libraries and circulate or loan such books 
and libraries among communities, libraries, library associations, social 
and civic clubs and organizations and other public agencies and institu- 
tions under such conditions and rules as the board deems necessary in 
order to protect the interests of the state and to increase the efficiency 
and promote the extension of public library service throughout the state. 


“Section 281. The members of the executive board shall elect from 
its membership a chairman and a vice chairman. The Board shall appoint 
a director. The director shall be a graduate of an accredited library 
school who shall have had a minimum of three years of library experi- 
ence in an administrative capacity, or shall be a college graduate with a 
Master’s Degree with a major in library science who shall have had a 
minimum of five years of library experience in an administrative capa- 
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city. The director shall not be a member of the executive board and shall 
serve at the pleasure of the board. All other members of the staff of the 
service shall be appointed by the executive board on the nomination of 
the director, and shall be subject to the provisions of the state merit sys- 
tem law. The director shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
board shall keep accurate accounts of all financial transactions of the 
service; shall have charge of its work in organizing new libraries and im- 
proving those already established and in general perform such duties as 
may from time to time be assigned by the executive board. In addition 
to their salaries, the director and the assistants shall be allowed their 
actual expense while absent from their duty station on official business 
for the public library service. 


“Section 282. The executive board shall make an annual report to 
the governor. The report shall show public library conditions and prog- 
ress in Alabama and a statement of the expenses and activities of the 
public library service. These annual reports shall be printed as other 
annual reports of the state departments and shall be distributed by the 
board, or the director thereof. 


“Section 283. The Alabama public library service shall each year 
obtain from all free public libraries in the State of Alabama reports 
showing the conditions, growth, development and conduct of said li- 
brarics. This provision shall not apply to the libraries of the supreme 
court of Alabama, the deparitment cf archives and history, or school li- 
braries aided and supervised by the department of education, and the 
libraries of institutions of higher learning.” 


Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Danseee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To amend Sections 278, 279, and 280 of Title 17, Code of Alabama 
(1940), which relate to the filing of statements of election campaign 
expenditures. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 278 of Title 17, Code of Alabama (1940), is 
amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 278. Statement of campaign expenditures filed. — Every 
committee appointed under this article and each and every political 
committee as defined in section 268 of this title, shall file in the office 
of the judge of probate of the county in which the candidate by which 
said committee was appointed resides, if such candidate is a candidate 
for state senator, representative in the legislature, or for any county 
office or position, or in the office of the secretary of state, if he is a 
candidate for a national or state office, or position, or for representa- 
tive in congress, or judge or solicitor of any judicial circuit, and if the 
political committee be one in support or opposition to any measure or 
proposition submitted to the popular party vote, if such measure or 
proposition is submitted to the voters of the state, then in the office 
of the secretary of state, and if it be submitted to the voters of any 
particular county or district or circuit, then in the offices of the judges 
of probate of such counties, detailed, itemized, statements of all ex- 
penditures made. It is provided, however, that the committee of any 
candidate who is not opposed for nomination or election shall not be 
required to file such statements.” 


Section 2. Section 279 of Title 17, Code of Alabama (1940), as 
amended, is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 279. Within thirty days after the election, every commit- 
tee shall file a statement giving in itemized, detailed form, including 
names, items and detailed amounts, covering all of the expenditures 
made directly or indirectly, and all obligations, debts or liabilities as- 
sumed or incurred at the time of filing of said statement. Such state- 
ment shall include the names of all contributors of amounts in excess 
of ten dollars, with amount given by each, and a list of all gifts, loans 
or contributions made. Such statement shall itemize all monies ex- 
pended in sums over five dollars, and shall give the names of the vari- 
ous persons to whom such moneys were paid, the specific nature of 
each item, by whom the service was performed, and the purpose for 
which it was expended. There shall be attached to such statement 
an affidavit subscribed and sworn to by the treasurer of said committee 
setting forth in substance that the statement thus made is in all re- 
spects true, and that the same is a full and detailed statement of all 
moneys, securities or equivalents for money coming under the control 
or custody of the committee and by them expended directly or indirect- 
ly. If any statement required herein shall have been postmarked at any 
United States post office not later than midnight of the last day on 
which such statement is required to be filed, the committee mailing 
such statement shall be deemed to have complied with the require- 
ae of this section as to filing such statement not later than such 

ate.” 


Section 3. Section 280 of Title 17, Code of Alabama (1940), is 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 280. If such statement is filed by a committee on behalf 
of any candidate, there shall also be attached to such statement an affi- 
davit’ subscribed and sworn to by said candidate, setting forth in sub- 
stance that said statement is to the best of his knowledge and belief in 
all respects true, and that he has not in person made any expenditures or 
received any contributions which are not set forth and covered by 
said statement. The failure of any committee designated by any candi- 
date to file the statements herein required in the form and at the time 
specified, is a corrupt practice.” 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 
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Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Section 1. Sections 2, 5, and 9 of the Act approved August 19, 
1949 (Acts of Alabama 1949, page 601) entitled “An Act To provide for 
absentee voting in primary, general, special, and municipal elections: 
Prescribing penalties for violations of the Act and repealing conflict- 
ing laws,” as amended, are amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. (a) Any qualified elector of this state who is in ser- 
vice as a member of the armed forces of the United States, whose regu- 
lar duty requires that he be absent from the county of his residence 
on the date any primary, general, special, or municipal election is to be 
held, and any qualified elector who is the wife of any such elector in 
service who resides with him at his duty station, or any qualified elec- 
tor who is a disabled veteran confined in a facility or hospital operated 
by the Veterans Administration, may vote in the election in the manner 
and under the regulation hereinafter prescribed. 


“(b) Any qualified elector of this state, whose name, at the time 
of any primary, general, special, or municipal election, appears on the 
official list of qualified voters in any county in the state, whose regu- 
lar business or occupation regularly requires that he be absent from 
the county, and who may, at any primary, general, special, or municipal 
election held pursuant to law in this state by reason of his regular 
business or occupation, and in the performance of the duties thereof, 
being absent from the state, or from the county in which he is a quali- 
fied elector, may vote in such primary, general, special, or municipal 
election in the manner and under the regulations hereinafter prescribed, 
with like effect as if he were casting his vote in person at his regular 
and proper voting place. Such elector shall present himself to the 
board of registrars of his county at any time before March 1, 1960 
or any subsequent year, at any regular or special meeting thereof for 
the purpose of having the board of registrars place his name on the 
list of qualified electors eligible to vote an absentee ballot in any pri- 
mary, general, special, or municipal election held thereafter. The board 
of registrars shall ascertain from each person presenting himself be- 
fore the board for the purpose of having his name placed on the list 
of qualified absentee voters, the name of the person, his address, age, 
whether or not he is a qualified elector of said county, the name and 
address of such person’s employer and the exact nature of the duties of 
such person’s employment. In the event the board of registrars finds

Each 
board of registrars in the state shall, not later than March 15 of each 
year, prepare a list of the names of those persons enrolled on the quali- 
fied absentee voters list and file the same with the probate judge of 
their respective counties and with the Secretary of State. 


“(e) The electors who register as absentee voters shall vote only 
in the absentee box, and shall not thereafter vote in any other manner, 
unless and until his name has been removed from the absentee voter 
list. The probate judge of each county, at the request of an elector 
made at least 30 days before any election, shall remove the name of the 
elector from the official list of absentee voters.

“(d) The Judge of Probate of each county in the State shall, not 
less than twenty-one days prior to the holding of any election to which 
this Act pertains, deliver to the register or person serving in his stead 
a list of those persons qualified to vote an absentee ballot. 


“(e) The Judge of Probate shall, before the polls open at any 
election, cause to be delivered to the election officers of each polling 
place a list showing the name and address of every person whose name 
is on the list of those persons qualified to vote an absentee ballot at 
such polling place. The name of every such person shall be stricken 
by the election officials from the list of qualified electors kept at the 
polling place and the person shall not be allowed to vote at said polling 
place.” 


“Section 5. The official absentee ballots for any election to which 
the Act pertains shall be in the same form as the official regular bal- 
lots for the election, except that they shall bear printed thereon the 
words ‘Official Absentee Ballot’ and except that there shall be printed 
thereon one of the affidavit forms herein required. Further, each ab- 
sentee ballot shall be in duplicate, the intent of this provision being that 
every absentee voter under this Act shall submit two copies of his com- 
pleted ballot, one original and one carbon. 


“Section 9. Any prospective absentee voter who meets the require- 
ments prescribed in Section 2 (b), above, and whose name appears on 
the official list of absentee vuiers, imay, not more than twenty days and 
not less than five days prior to the election at which he desires to vote, 
present himself before the register of the county wherein the election 
is to be heid or before the person designated to serve instead of the 
register. If the name of the voter is on the official list of yualificd 
voters of the county, and on the official list of qualified ab- 
sentee voters for said county, and the register is satisfied that the voter 
is the person he claims to be, and a member of the party in which he 
claims to be a member, the register shall tender the voter the duplicate 
absentee ballot required for this Act, including necessary carbon paper, 
and the required envelope, first filling in the blanks in the upper left 
corners thereof. The official list of qualified voters herein referred to 
shall be furnished the register by the probate judge or other person 
preparing said list at least twenty-one days before the election. 


“Any prospective absentee voter meeting the requirements of Sec- 
tion 2 (a) who is a member of the armed forces of the United States, 
cr the wife of any such person, if she meets the requirements of said 
section, may, not more than forty-five nor less than five days prior 
to the election at which he or she desires to vote, make application for 
an absentee ballot, as herein provided to be made by a prospective 
voter in writing or by filling out the Federal post card application form, 
authorized and provided for under the provisions of ‘The Federal Vot- 
ing Assistance Act of 1955’ (Public Law 296, Chapter 656, H. R. 4048, 
approved August 9, 1955, 84th Congress, Ist Session), and mailing such 
application to the regisier, ui to thc person designated to serve instead 
of the register. The affidavit herein provided to be attachea to the 
absentee ballot shall be executed by the prospective voter in person 
before such commanding officer or authority in charge who shall cer- 
tify to such fact. Such ballot shall be returned by United States mail 
to the register or to the person acting in his stead and shall be by him 
marked the day and hour of the receipt thereof. When received by 
the register or person acting in his stead, the ballot shall be handled 
and counted in the same manner as ballots voted before the register in 
person. 


“Any disabled veteran meeting the requirements of Section 2 (a) 
may, not more than 45 nor less than five days before the election at 
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which he desires to vote, make written application to the register, or 
to the person designated to serve instead of the register, for an absen- 
tee ballot. Such application shall have attached thereto a certificate 
signed by the authority in charge of the hospital or facility, certifying 
that the applicant is a disabled veteran then confined to such hospital 
or facility. The voter may make the affidavit on the ballot before any 
officer authorized to administer oaths or before any officer of the hos- 
pital or facility and mail the ballot to the register or other person act- 
ing instead. Such ballot shall be handled and counted in the same 
manner as ballots voted before the register in person.”

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AMENDMENT TO SENATE BILL NO. 133 


Section 13 of S. B. No. 133 is hereby amended by striking Section 
13 in its entirety and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 13. Conditional liability. — Such hotel as shall maintain a 
safe depository and display notice as is required by the preceding sec- 
tion shall in no event and under no circumstances or conditions, be 
liable in any amount for any loss, damage or destruction of the valu- 
ables of a guest, by theft, burglary, fire or by any other cause whatso- 
ever whether or not of a nature enumerated above, if the said valu- 
ables shall not have been left with the hotel, its clerk or agent, for de- 
posit in said safe depository. (Whenever the phrase - loss, damage or 
destruction by theft or otherwise - is hereinafter used in this title, it 
shall include any loss, damage or destruction of the valuables, baggage 
or property of a guest, as the case may be, by theft, burglary, fire or 
by any other cause whatsoever whether or not of a nature enumerated 
above.) If a hotel maintains a safe depository and valuables are left 
by a guest with said hotel, its clerk or agent, for deposit in said safe 
depository, the limit of liability of said hotel for any loss, damage or 
destruction of said valuables, by theft or otherwise, shall be three hun- 
dred dollars, regardless of whether or not said hotel shall have dis- 
played notice as required by the preceding section; provided, however, 
that upon accepting any such valuables said hotel must furnish to said 
guest a receipt upon which there shall appear in not less than ten 
point type on the face thereof the following words: “The liability for 
loss, damage or destruction of valuables by theft or otherwise, is lim- 
ited by law to three hundred dollars ($300) unless otherwise provided 
by special written contract.” There shall also appear on said receipt 
in not less than ten point type and underlined the following words: 
“If the guest is depositing valuables in the safe depository of the hotel 
for safekeeping which said valuables exceed in value the sum of three 
hundred dollars ($300), the guest may request the hotel to enter into a 
special written contract, to be supplied by the hotel, whereby the hotel 
agrees to assume liability for the value of said valuables, provided, 
however, that in no event and under no circumstances or conditions 
shall the hotel (1) be liable in excess of the actual value of said valu- 
ables regardless of the stated value thereof in said contract, and (11), 
be required to enter into a contract assuming liability in excess of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) for the loss, damage destruction of said 
valuables by theft or otherwise regardless of the stated value or actual 
value thereof. Such contract must be in writing, signed by the guest 
and signed on behalf of the hotel by its manager, assistant manager, 
desk clerk, or other person in charge of or in authority in the hotel.” 
Failure of the hotel to provide such receipt to any guest who leaves 
valuables with the hotel for deposit in its safe depository shall remove 
the three hundred dollar limitation of liability provided by this section. 


Section 14 of S. B. No. 133 is hereby amended by striking out the 
words “except as is hereinafter provided in this section’ where these 
words appear together in line six of the Section, and also by striking 
the entire second sentence of the Section which reads, “The limitation 
of liability hereinabove provided for in this section shall not apply if 
a written contract providing for a greater liability is entered into and 
executed by such guest and hotel”.

HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the joint legislative com- 
mittee created by S. J. R. 6, Second Special Session 1959, is hereby 
continued and authorized to continue working on the many problems 
which have not yet been solved in the field of mental health, and to stu- 
dy the legal status of the mentally ill in this State, with particular refer- 
ence to commitment and discharge procedures for the mentally ill, and 
other related aspects of this problem. The committee is further di- 
rected to study the Alabama statutes relating to the problem of mental 
illness and bring in such recommendations for changes as in its judg- 
ment may be necessary in the light of modern psychiatric knowledge 
and the general practices prevailing throughout the Nation. The com- 
mittee is also directed to conduct such hearings and make such in-

The committee may also utilize the serv- 
ices, facilities, personnel, and resources of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Industries and other state departments and agencies, including 
the Legislative Reference Service, in the performance of its duties. 


4. The compensation and expenses of committee members, as 
well as the compensation of committee employees and the other ex- 
penses incurred by the committee in performing their function, shall 
be paid from funds appropriated for payment of expenses of the Legis- 
Jature, on requisitions signed by the committee chairman. Provided, 
that the members of the committee shall not be entitled to pay for 
more than fifty days.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall apply in Jeffersan County Alabama. This 
act shall have the effect or repealing any act now in effect in Jefferson 
County which levies a license tax on the sale of alcoholic, spirituous, 
vinous, or fermented liquor, when the revenue derived from such tax 
is used solely for indigent patient care. 


Section 2. Definitions. When used in this Act the term (a) “hotel” 
(b) “restaurant” (c) “club” (d) “corporation” (e) “State Liquor Store” 
(f) “Liquor” (g) “malt” or brewed beverages” (h) “wine” (i) “munici- 
pality” (j) “package” (k) “person” (i) “sale” or ‘sell’, shall have the 
same meaning ascribed to them by Section 1 of Title 29 of the 1940 Code 
of Alabama, provided, however, the term “person” shall not mean and 
include the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, nor the mem- 
bers, officers, or employees thereol, wnlie engaged in ine periusuaiuce 
of their duties under the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Contrel Act 
nor any liquor store or warehouse established, operated and maintained 
by the said Alabama Aiconolic Beverage Control Board under said Act. 


Section 3. (a) Every person engaged in the sale of alcoholic, 
spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor, except malt or brewed beverages 
of an alcoholic content not in excess of four percent by weight and five 
percent by volume, shall, in addition to all other taxes and licenses 
now imposed by law, pay a license tax to Jefferson County, and a li- 
cense tax is hereby fixed and created in the following amounts: Whis- 
key, gin, brandy, rum, vodka, cocktails, and all other alcoholic beverages 
except malt beverages, wines and other fermented beverages, sold, dis- 
tributed, delivered, stored, or taken out of storage within the county, on 
each bottle or container of two (2) ounces or less, ten cents (10c); on 
each bottle or container of more than two (2) ounces and not more than 
one-half pint, twenty-five cents (25c); on each bottle or container of 
more than one-half pint and not more than one pint, one dollar ($1.00); 
on each bottle or container of more than one pint and not more than 
one-fifth of a gallon one dollar and sixty cents ($1.60); on each bottle 
or container of more than one-fifth of a gallon and not more than one 
quart, two dollars ($2.00); on each bottle or container of more than 
one quart; two dollars ($2.00) plus ten cents (10c) for each one and 
six-tenths (1-6/10) ounces or fractional part thereof in excess of one 
quart. Wines and other fermented beverages sold, distributed, deliver- 
ed, stored, or taken out of storage within the county, on each bottle or 
container, twenty-five cents (25c). The tax hereby levied shall be paid 
by and through the purchase of stamps or decals purchased from the 
Director of Revenue of the county. It shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to this act to have in his possession any beverage subject to 
the tax hereby levied unless such person has at the place where such 
beverage is located a receipt issued by the store from which he pur- 
chased said beverage showing the time of purchase.

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person subject to the tax levied by this act who withdraws any bever- 
age subject to the tax hereby levied from a bottle or container of more 
than two (2) ounces shall immediately break or destroy the bottle or 
container upon the same being emptied. Provided, however, that 
where the additional license tax hereby required to be paid shall have 
been paid by a person or distributor or seller of alcoholic, spirituous, 
vinous or fermented liquors subject to this act, such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intent being that such license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall be paid but once on the same identical beverage; provided 
further, however, that any person, in order to be exempt under this pro- 
vision shall first comply with the provisions of subsection (b) of this sec- 
tion. (b) Any person selling, distributing, delivering, storing or taking 
out of storage alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors pur- 
chased from any other person who has paid the license tax thereon as 
fixed in subsection (a) of this section shall not be required to pay such 
license; provided, however, that in order to obtain such exemption such 
person claiming such exemption must, on or before the fifteenth day of 
the month next succeeding the effective date of this Act, and on or be- 
fore the 15th day of each and every calendar month thereafter, file 
with the Director of the Department of Revenue of Jefferson County, 
a written statement, sworn to and subscribed by such person claiming 
exemption, showing the name and address of such person, each and 
every purchase, receipt or procurement of alcoholic, spirituous, vinous 
or fermented liquors made by such person during the calendar month 
next preceeding, together with the name and address of the person from 
whom purchased, received or procured, and the brand of such beverage, 
the quantity of each brand of such beverages, the size of containers of 
each brand of such beverages, the date or dates on which purchased, 
received or procured, and the disposition thereof by such person claim- 
ing the exemption; such statement to be made on forms prescribed by 
the Director of the Department of Revenue of Jefferson County. (c) 
Each and every person selling, distributing, delivering, storing, or 
taking out of storage alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors 
subject to this Act, except such as claim and obtain exemption under 
the provisions of subsection (b) of this section, shall, on or before the 
15th day of the month next succeeding the effective date of this Act, 
and on or before the 15th day of each and every month thereafter, 
file with the Director of the Department of Revenue of Jefferson 
County, on forms prescribed by the said Director of Revenue, a written 
statement, sworn to and subscribed by such person, showing the name 
and address of such person, each and every purchase, receipt or pro- 
curement of alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors made 
by such person during the calendar month next preceeding, together 
with the name and address of the person from whom purchased, re- 
ceived or procured, the brand of such beverages, the quantity of each 
brand of such beverages, the size of containers of each brand of such 
beverages and the date or dates on which purchased, received, or pro- 
cured; and any person failing, refusing or omitting to file such state- 
ment as herein prescribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and each 
day that such default continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 4. The county commission, is hereby authorized to adopt 
rules and regulations upon the recommendation of the Director of 
the Department of Revenue of Jefferson County, consistent with 
good fiscal policy, to assist and guide the efforts of the Director of 
Revenue in the collection of the license tax herein levied. Provided 
the County Commission is authorized to have prepared and to pur- 
chase stamps, decals, or other means of identification to assure the 
collection of the tax and assist in the enforcement of the provisions 
of this Act. Such stamps, or other means of identification, shall be 
delivered to the Director of Revenue to be used by him in the collection 
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and enforcement of the provisions of this Act. Each stamp, or other 
means of identification, shall have inscribed thereon the words “Jef- 
ferson County Beverage Tax”, but such words need not be arranged 
in the foregoing order and may be abbreviated, and such stamps shal} 
show the amount of the tax covered by the said stamps. Any person 
having in their possession any unstamped or improperly stamped 
beverage or beverages subject to the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not less 
than $100.00. 


Section 5. Every person subject to the provisions of this Act 
shall within one hour after the receipt of any such alcoholic, spirit- 
uous, vinous, or fermented liquor within the county, unless sooner 
offered for sale, cause stamps in the requisite amount of tax to be 
affixed. After such stamping has begun, it shall be continued with 
reasonable diligence by such person until all of the unstamped alco- 
holic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor required to be stamped 
has been stamped. Such stamps shall be affixed to each individual 
bottle or other container as provided in this act in such a manner that 
its removal will require continued application of water or steam. 


Section 6. (a) Any person before engaging in selling, distribu- 
ting, delivering, storing or taking out of storage any alcoholic, spirit- 
uous, vinous or fermented liquors in Jefferson Ccunty shall file with 
the Director of Revenue a hand in the approximate sum of two times 
the average monthly tax estimated by the Director of Revenue which 
will be due by the applicant. The bond shall be in such form and 
amount as may be approved by the Director of Revenue, shall be 
executed by a surety company licensed and duly authorized to do 
business in Alabama, shall be payable to the county subject to the 
provisions of this Act, and be conditioned upon the prompt filing of 
true reports, proper stamping as herein provided, and the payment by 
the applicant to the Director of Revenue of the license tax herein 
fixed and provided, together with all penalties thereon, and generally 
upon faithful compliance with the provisions of this Act. Upon the 
filing of such bond and approval thereof, the Director of Revenue 
shall issue a permit to applicant to engage in such business so long 
as applicant may not be in default in compliance with the provisions 
of this Act. It shall be unlawful and constitute a misdemeancr for 
any person to engage in selling, distributing, delivering, storing or 
taking out of storage any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented 
liquors in Jefferson County without first having filed the bond and 
secured the permit as required herein. (b) In the event the liability 
upon any bond filed under the provision of this Act shall be dis- 
charged or reduced, whether by judgment rendered, payment made, 
or otherwise, or if in the opinion of the Director of Revenue any 
surety on the bond theretofore given which becomes unsatisfactory 
or unacceptable, then the Director of Revenue may require the filing 
of a new or additional bond conditioned as hereinabove provided and 
in the event of the failure of any person, within ten days of written 
notice to it by the Director of Revenue to file such new or additional 
bond, the Director of Revenue shall revoke the permit issued to such 
person. (c) If the Director of Revenue shall decide that the amount 
of any existing bond filed by any person is insufficient, the Director 
of Revenue may order such person to file, within ten days after writ- 
ten notice by the Director of Revenue to such person, a new or addi- 
tional bond in such amount as the Director of Revenue may find rea- 
sonably necessary to insure payment of all amounts due or to become 
due the county, and if such new or additional bond is not filed within 
ten days after such notice from the Director of Revenue, the Director 
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of Revenue may revoke the permit already issued to such person. 
(d) Any surety on any bond furnished by any person, as above pro- 
vided, shall be released and discharged from any and all liability to 
the county accruing on such bond after the expiration of sixty days 
from the date upon which surety shall have filed with the Director 
of Revenue written request to be released and discharged, provided, 
however, that such request shall not operate to relieve, release or 
discharge such surety from any liability already accrued, or which 
shall accrue before the expiration of said sixty day period. The Di- 
rector of Revenue shall promptly upon receipt of notice of such re- 
quest notify the person who furnished such bond of the request of the 
surety on said bond, and unless such person shall, on or before the 
expiration of such sixty day period, file with the Director of Revenue 
a new bond in the amount and form hereinabove in this section pro- 
vided, the Director of Revenue shall forthwith cancel the permit of 
said person. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any person having no place of 
business within Jefferson County to make any sale, distribution, or 
delivery of any alcohclic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors with- 
in the county without first having obtained a permit to do so from 
the Director of the Department of Revenue of Jefferson County; and 
such person shall be liable for and subject to the license tax fixed 
and specified in section 3 (a) of this Act. 


Section 8. (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to the 
license tax imposed by this Act to keep full and complete records of 
all purchases, receipts, inventories and of all other matters from 
which the correct amount of license tax to which such person is sub- 
ject may be ascertained; and in the event that such person shall dis- 
continue his business, he shall not destroy or dispose of such records 
until he shall have given the Director of Revenue thirty days notice 
in writing of his intent to destroy or dispose of such records. The 
failure of such person to keep such records, or his destruction or dis- 
position of such records without giving such notice, shall constitute 
a misdemeanor. (b) Upon demand by the Director of Revenue or his 
authorized deputy, auditor, or representative, it shall be the duty of 
any such person subject to the license tax imposed by this Act to furn- 
ish such demanding person, without delay, all such information as 
may be required for determination of the correct amount of license 
tax to which such person is subject, and to that end it shall be the 
duty of such person to submit to such demanding person, for inspec- 
tion and examination, during reasonable hours, at such person’s place 
of business within Jefferson County, all books of accounts, invoices, 
papers, reports, memoranda containing entries showing the amount 
of purchases, receipts, inventories, and any other information from 
which the correct amount of license tax to which such person is sub- 
ject may be determined and any person failing or refusing to submit 
such records for such inspection and examination upon such demand 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (c) If any person subject to the pro- 
visions of this act does not have in such person’s control or possession, 
within Jefferson County, true and intelligible books of account, in- 
voices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly showing the data and 
information necessary for determination of the correct amount of 
the license tax due, or if having in such person’s possession or under 
such person’s control such books, invoices, papers, reports or memo- 
randa, such person shall fail or refuse to submit and exhibit the same 
for inspection and examination as herein required, then, in either 
event, it shall be the duty of the Director of the Department of Rev- 
enue of Jefferson County to ascertain, from such information and data 
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as he may reasonably obtain, the correct amount of license tax due 
from such person, and to assess the same against such person and to 
give such person notice of said assessment and to demand of such 
person immediate payment of the amount of such license tax. If the 
amount of the license tax so ascertained and demanded is not paid 
within ten days after receipt of notice of the assessment and demand 
for payment thereof, then, so long as said amount remains unpaid it 
shall be unlawful, and shall constitute a misdemeanor, for the person 
to engage in business, and each day’s engagement in such business 
shall constitute a separate: offense. 


Section 9. Among others the following acts and omissions 
shall be unlawful: (a) It shall be unlawful for any person subject to 
the license tax imposed by this Act to fail to affix any stamps in the 
manner or within the time required by this act. (b) It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to sell, offer for sale, or deliver within Jeffer- 
son County any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, or fermented liquor on 
which stamps are required and have not been properly affixed. (c) 
It shall be unlawful for any person to have in his possession or under 
his control any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, or fermented liquors not 
properly stamped as required for more than one hour after receipt 
of such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor on the prem- 
ises of such person. (d) It shall be unlawful to manufacture, buy, 
sell, offer for sale, or possess or to attempt any reproduction or count- 
erfeit of the samns pravided for ar to alter ar cause to he altered any 
stamp provided for. (e) It shall be unlawful to remove from a bottle 
or container of alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors, or 
otherwise prepare, any stamp with intent to use or cause the same to 
be used after it has already been used; to buy, sell or offer for sale, 
or give away, any washed, removed, altered or restored stamp to any 
person, or to have in possession any such washed, removed, restored, 
or altered stamp, or for the purpose of indicating the payment of any 
tax hereunder, to reuse any tax stamp which has heretofore been 
used for the payment of any tax provided in this Act, or, except as 
to the Director of Revenue, to sell any stamp provided for herein. 
(f) The Director of Revenue, his agent, or any peace officer of said 
county, shall have authority to seize without warrant any and all al- 
coholic, spirituous, vinous, or fermented liquors on which the license 
tax levied by this Act has not been paid, including the containers or 
packages in which such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented 
liquors are found, in the possession of any person violating the pro- 
visions of this Act, and such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented 
liquor in the possession of such persons are hereby declared to be 
contraband goods and upon such confiscation shall be delivered to the 
Director of Revenue for sale at public auction te the highest bidder 
after due advertisement; the Director of Revenue may deliver such 
alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor to the County Pur- 
chasing Agent to be sold at public auction as herein provided; the 
proceeds of the sale of any such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fer- 
mented liquor sold hereunder after paying all costs shall be distri- 
buted by the Director of Revenue as provided in Section 10 of this 
Act. The arresting officer or person making the seizure shall pro- 
ceed as follows: First he shall cause a list, containing a particular 
description of the alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor 
seized, showing the quantity of each brand, the size and kind of con- 
tainers of each brand, the date or dates on which confiscated, and 
the person or persons from whom confiscated, to be prepared in 
duplicate. The said officer or person shall proceed to post a notice 
for three weeks in writing at three places in the county, that the 
seizure was made, describing the alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fer- 
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mented liquor, the quantity of each brand, the size of containers of 
each brand, stating the time and place and cause of their seizure, 
and requiring any person claiming them to appear and make such 
claim within thirty days from the date of the first posting of such 
notice. Second, any person claiming said liquors so seized as contra- 
band within the time specified in the notice, may file with the Director 
of Revenue a claim in writing stating his interest in the articles 
seized, and shall execute a bond to the Director of Revenue in the 
penal sum equal to double the value of the alcoholic, spirituous, vin- 
ous or fermented liquor so seized, but in no case will the said bond be 
less than the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00), with sureties to 
be approved by the Director of Revenue, conditioned that in the case 
of condemnation of the alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liq- 
our the obligor shall pay to the Director of Revenue the full value of 
the alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor so seized, and all 
costs and expenses of the proceeding to obtain such condemnation, 
including a reasonable attorney’s fee. Upon the delivery of such bond 
to the Director of Revenue, he shall transmit the same with the dupli- 
cate list or description of the alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented 
liquor so seized to the county attorney, or to the solicitor of the coun- 
ty, and the said county attorney or solicitor shall file a bill in the 
Circuit Court in Equity to secure the forfeiture of said alcoholic, spir- 
ituous, vinous or fermented liquor and the bottles and containers in 
which seized. Upon filing the bond as aforesaid, the said alcoholic, 
spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor shall be delivered to the claim- 
ant pending the outcome of said case; provided, however, the proper 
license tax must be paid by the claimant before said alcoholic, spirit- 
uous, vinous or fermented liquor are delivered by the Director of 
Revenue. Third, if no claim is interposed or no bond given within 
the time above specified, such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fer- 
mented liquor shall be forfeited without further proceedings and 
the same shall be sold as herein provided. The proceedings against 
such alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor pursuant to the 
provisions of this subsection shall be considered as proceedings in 
rem. 


Section 10. The license tax required to be paid to the Director of 
Revenue by this Act shall be received by him, and shall be distributed 
by him on or before the 15th day of the month following the month 
in which it is received, as follows: Two percent of said tax shall be 
paid to the Director of Revenue to be paid by him into the general 
treasury of the county for the collection, enforcement, and distribu- 
tion of said tax; the remainder of said tax after first deducting the 
two percent as above provided, shall be paid by the Director of Rev- 
enue into a special fund known as the “Jefferson County Indigent Pat- 
ient Care Fund” to be distributed on proper resolution by the County 
Commission exclusively for residents of Jefferson County in the care 
of indigent patient requirements, including the construction, main- 
tenance or operation of emergency room facilities; provided, further, 
that if other taxes are levied for the foregoing purposes, then the 
tax hereby levied, or part thereof, may be used for the construction, 
maintenance or operation of an outpatient clinic exclusively for resi- 
dents of Jefferson County. Provided, further, if there be in the 
county a county hospital authority, or county indigent pay authority, 
or any similar authority created by legislative act for the purpose 
of administering funds for indigent patient care, then such tax shall 
be paid by the Director of Revenue to such authority. 


Section 11. It shall be the duty of the Director of Revenue to en- 
force the provisions of this Act, including the inspection of the prem- 
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ises of anyone engaged in the sale of alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or 
fermented liquor, It shall be unlawful for any person to interfere or 
obstruct the Director of Revenue, his inspector, auditor or represen- 
tative in the exercise of the power and authority conferred by this 
act. 


Section 12. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
Act, shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars’ ($500.00) and may also be sentenced to hard 
labor for the county for not exceeding six months, either or both. It 
shall be the duty of the Director of Revenue to receive the license tax 
herein levied and to make distribution as herein provided. It shall 
be the duty of the Director of Revenue to enforce the provisions of 
this Act and to check the books, records, etc., of any such person 
subject to the license tax imposed by this Act. 


Section 13. Severability—If, for any reason, any clause, sentence, 
subsection, section or provision of this Act, or the application thereof 
to any person, body, situation or circumstance is held invalid or in- 
operative, the remainder of this Act and the application thereof to any 
other person, body, situation or circumstance shall not be affected 
thereby. 


Section 14. This Act shall take effect on the first day of the 
moult Touowing its passage and approval hy the Governor or other- 
wise becoming a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 


The House has concurred in and adopted the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Conference on the disagreement of the two Houses, on the 
Senate Amendment to the bill, H. 850. Said report of said Conference 
Committee being in words and figures as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE 
ON H. B. 850 


We, your committee of eanference appointed to reconcile the disa- 
greement between the two house concerning the bill, H. B. 850, report 
as follows: 


First, we recommend that the House agree to the senate amend- 
ment to the bill. 


Second, we recommend that Section 2 of the bill be amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 2. That the boundary lines of the City of Decatur, in Mor- 
gan County, Alabama, be and the same are hereby extended so as to 
include, in addition to the territory now embraced therein, the following 
described property, to-wit: 


Beginning at the point of intersection of the south right-of-way 
line of Alabama Highway No. 20 (U.S.-72A) and west city limit of 
City of Decatur (East boundary Section 12, Township 5 South, Range 
5 West), thence west along said right-of-way line to the point of inter- 
section with the west boundary of Section 15, Township 5 South, Range 
5 West, thence south along section lines to the point of intersection 
with the South right-of-way line of Old Alabama Highway No. 24 
(near the southeast corner of Section 27, Township 5 South, Range 5 
West; thence norineasie:ly along said right-ofway line to the point of 
intersection with the East boundary of NW% of NW%, Section 26, 
Township 5 South, Range 5 West, thence South along said East boun- 
dary to the southeast corner of said forty, thence East along the North 
boundary of SE% of NW% of said Section 26 to the northeast corner 
of the W% of SE% of NW% of said Section 26, thence South to the 
southeast corner of said forty, thence East to the center of said Section 
26, thence North to the northwest corner of SW% of NE% of said 
Section 26, thence East to the center of the NE% of said Section 26, 
thence North along the West boundary of the NE% of the NE% of 
said Section 26 and the West boundary of the E% of the SE%, Section 
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23, Township 5 South, Range 5 West to the point of intersection with 
the South right-of-way line of Old Alabama Highway 24, thence north- 
east along said right-of-way line to the point of intersection with the 
City limit line of the City of Decatur, Alabama, thence West, North, 
East, North, Southeast, Northeast, Southeast and North along the 
present Decatur City limit line to the point of beginning. 


Third, we recommend that two new sections be added to the bill 
as follows: 


Section 3. The provisions of Section 1 of this Act shall become ef- 
fective immediately upon the passage and approval of the Act; but 
the provisions of Section 2 shall take effect only as provided in Section 
4, 


Section 4. (a) The provisions of Section 2 of this Act shall be- 
come effective only upon the approval of a majority of the qualified 
electors of Morgan County who reside within the territory described 
in Section 2 which is outside the present corporate limits of the City 
of Decatur, who vote thereon at a referendum election. The election 
shall be held within six months from the date of this enactment. The 
city council or commission of the City of Decatur shall provide for 
the holding of such a referendum. 


(b) Notice of the election shall be given by the mayor of the City 
of Decatur and shall be published at least one time in a newspaper 
published in the City of Decatur not less than ten days prior to the 
date of the election. The notice shall state the date on which the elec- 
tion is to be held and describe the voting places designated by the 
council or commission of the City of Decatur and the boundaries with- 
in which voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places, 
which must be within the territory to be annexed to the city by Section 
2 of this Act; and the notice must also state that a map of the territory 
to be affected is on file in the office of the city clerk, open to inspection 
by the public. The council or commission of the City of Decatur shall 
provide for such a map. 


(c) The mayor of the City of Decatur, with the approval of the 
council or commission of the city, shall designate as many places 
within the particular territory to be annexed to the City of Decatur by 
Section 2 of this Act as he may deem necessary for the convenience 
of the voters, and must designate the boundaries within which the 
voters must reside to vote at the respective voting places; and the 
mayor of said city, with the approval of the city council or commission, 
shall appoint the election officials necessary to conduct the election. 


(d) Each qualified voter of Morgan County who has resided with- 
in the boundaries of the territory to be annexed to the city by Section 
2 of this Act for three months or more next preceding the election may 
vote at the election, but he or she must vote at the voting place desig- 
nated for voters in the territory in which he or she resides and in no 
other place. There shall be no absentee voting in the election. The elec- 
tion provided for herein shall be conducted in all respects as provided 
by the general election laws and under the same sanctions and penal- 
ties, except as modified by the provisions of this section. The election 
officials at the several voting places, as soon as the polls are closed 
on the date of the election, shall ascertain and certify the results of 
the election to the city clerk, and the city council or commission shall, 
within ten days thereafter, canvass the returns as made. If a majority 
of the voters who vote at the election approve of the annexation of the 
territory described in Section 2, the provisions of Section 2 of this Act 
shall become operative on the first day of the month next following 
the date of such election; however, if a majority of the votes cast at 
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the election are against such annexation, the provisions of Section 2 of 
this Act shall have no further effect. The mayor of the City of Decatur 
shall certify the results of the election to the secretary of state of the 
State of Alabama and to the probate judge of Morgan County within 
thirty days of the date of the election, and he shall file with the city 
clerk a copy of such certificate. 


(e) The costs for holding the referendum election provided for 
in this section shall be paid entirely by the City of Decatur.

Owners of private oyster reefs, beds, or bottoms, and 
the lessees of such reefs, beds or bottoms, may use any mechanical 
means at their disposal and at any time between the hours of sunrise 
and sunset, including the use of mechanical rake dredges, to cultivate 
and harvest, or remove live oysters of any size upon or from such 
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grounds. But such a person shall first obtain a dredge license as 
provided in Section 140 of Title 8, Code of Alabama 1940, as heretofore 
or hereafter amended, which the director of conservation shall issue 
if the applicant pays the required fee and posts bond payable to the 
state department of conservation, in the penal sum of one thousand 
dollars, conditioned upon his faithful and strict observance of all 
statutes and regulations relating to the use of such mechanical de- 
vices in taking live oysters; provided, such license may be revoked by 
the director of conservation if any condition of the bond is breached, 
and the director may thereafter refuse to issue a new license to such 
person. 


Section 2. Such persons operating a private oyster reef, bed or 
bottom, and in so doing utilizing seed oysters obtained from public 
reefs, beds or bottoms so designated by the department of conservation, 
shall be subject to the same laws and regulations controlling the taking 
of oysters from public reefs, beds or bottoms. Said person engaged 
in such operations shall file with the department of conservation 
through its seafood division notice to said department of the location 
and disposition of said seed oysters on the person’s private reef, bed 
or bottom, and shall conform to all other regulations as specifically 
prescribed by law or regulation. 


Section 3. Should private individuals, companies or corporations 
desire to purchase seed oysters from the public reefs, beds or bottoms 
they may do so by paying to the department of conservation the 
prescribed tax as set by law. Upon purchase of seed oysters by said 
individual, company or corporation, and upon submission of accurate 
records as to the location or site of planting of said oysters the operator 
of said oyster bed, reef or bottom may operate said reef, bed or bottom 
in conformance with section one of this act.
